The moſt famous,renowned,and cuer worghy of all memory,for her courage, 
learning, judgement, and vertue, Queene Elizabeth, granted her Lerters Patents 
to Sir Walter Raleigh for the diſcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notactually poſletlcd by any Chriſtians, This Patency got to be his aſſiſtants Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M* William Sanderſon a greatfriend to all ſuchnoble 
and worthy actions, and divers other Gentlemen and Marchants, who with all 
ſpecde prouided two ſmall Barkes well furniſhed with all neceſſaries, vader the 
command of Caprtaine Philip Amidas and Captaine Barlow.The 27.0t Aprill they 
ſer ſayle from the Thames, therenth of May palledthe Canaries, and the temch of 
June the Weſt Indies: which vancedfull Southerly (bur chen go becter 
was knowne ) occaſioned them inthat ſeaſon much (i 

Theſecond of July they fell with the coaſt of Florida in ſhoule water, where 
they felt a moſt dilicate ſweere ſmell, — they ſaw no land, which cre 1 
they eſpicd, thinking it the Continent:an hundred and twenty mylcs they ſay 
not finding any harbor. Thefirſtrhat with much diffculty they encred, 
and anchored, and after thankes to God they went to view the next Land adioy- 
ning to take polleſſion of it for the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie:which done, 
they found their firſt landing placevery ſandy and low, burſo fullof chat

The King himſelfe in a coofli& with a King his next neighbour and morrall 
enemy, was ſhot in two places chrough che body, andthe chigh, yetrecouered: 
whereby he lay at his chicte cowne (1x dayes journey from thence.

had her husband, in her cares were bracelers of pearle, hanging downe to her

After that theſe women had beene here with vs, there came downe from all 
parrs great ſtoreof people, with Leather, Corrall, and diuers kinde of dyes, but 
when Grangenameo was preſent, none durt trade but himſelfe,and them that wore 
ted on their heads, as he did. When cuer he came, he'would ſignifie by 
ſo many fires he came with ſo many boars,that we might know his trength.

After we had thus drycd ours { brought vs into an Inner roome, where 
ſhe ſer on the bord ſtanding a long the houſe tomewhat like frumentie, ſodden 
veruſon,androfted fiſhy in ike manner mellons raw, boyled rootes and truitesof 
divers kindes.Therc dnnke 1s commonly water boyled with Ginger, ſomcrumes 
with Saxefras,and wholſome herbes, buc whileſt che laſterh chey drinke 
wine, More loucſhe could not expreile ro cnceerraine vs ; care but onecly co 
defend themiclues from the ſhort winter, and feede on what they finde naturall 
in ſommer.

3.d yes Jourrcy ina Canow vp theriver(heworock,then landing & going foure 
cayes Journey Northeaſt, there 1s a King whole Country lycth on the Sea, bur 
lys veit place of ſtrength 15 an Ilandin a Bay inuironed with _ water, where 
he taketh that abundance of Pearle, that not onely his skins, nd his nobles, buc 
alſo his beds and houſes are garniſhed cherewith.

allault me at Roanok, vrging me daily ro goe againſt them, and them againſt vs j 
a great aſſembly ] found ac ren which ſuddaine approach dad 
ſo diſmay then.,that we h:d che better ot chem:& this confederacy againſt vs was 
procured by P. himſelfe our chicfefriend we truſted z he ſent word alſs 
to the Moratohs and the Afangeaky, I came to inuade them, that they all fied vp 
into the high Country, ſothat where] aſſured my ſelfc both of fuccour andpro- . 
uiſjon, I found all abandoned. But being thus farre on my iourney 160. myles 
from home,and bur vi&tuals for rwo dayes, beſides the caſualties of crolſewinds, 
ftormes, and the Salnagestrechery, chough we intended no hurtto any : I gaue 
my Company covnderitn we wereonely drawne forth vpon theſe vaine 
by the Saluages to bring vsto confuſion : aCouncell welrdld, to 
rerurne, but they all were abſolutely refolned bur chree,chat whi

one pynt of Corne for a man, they would not leane the ſearch of that river ; for 
they had two Maftiue Dogs, boyled with Saxefras Jeanes (if the worft fell

Reancch , which two dayes they hadrather faft then goe backe afocte, cill they 
had ſcene the Aengoaks either as friends or foes. 
Though I did forſee the danger and miſery,yer the deſire I had toſee the Afar 
goaks was, for that there 13 a prouince called Cham Temoatan, frequented bythem 
and well knowne to all choſe Countries, where is a mine of Copper they call 
Po zthey ſay they cake ir our of a riuer thar talleth ſwiftly from high rocks ua 
ſhallow warer, in great Bowles, coucred with leather, leaving a part open tore- 
ceiueche merrall, which by the change of thecolour of the wacer where the ſpout 
fallcth, they ſuddainly chop downe, and hauethe Bowlefull, which chey calt in- 
cothe fire, it preſently melrerh,and doth yeeld in fiue parrs ar the firſt melung wo 
mecrall for chree of Ore. The rv haue ſuch plenty of it, they beau+ 
rifie their houſes with great plares thereof : chis the Salvages report; and young 
Skikothe King of Chawonecks ſonne my priſoner, that had beene priſoner among 
the Meangoaks, but neuer at Channs Temeaten, tor he ſayd that was ewentie dayes 
gourncy overland from the Aangoaks. 

Menatonen allo confirmed 1 this,and promiſed me guidsto this merrall Coun- 
ery ; by Land co the Afengoaks is but one dayes journey, bur ſeauen by water, 
which made me fo willing to haue mer them for ſome aſſay of chis merrall : bur 
when we came there we found no creature, onely we might ſee where had beene 
cheir fires. After our two dayes journey, and our viftuals ſpent, in the cucning 
we heard ſome call as we thought CAantero, wit was with me in the boar z chus 
made vs glad, he madethem a friendly anſwer, which they anſwered with a ſong 
we thought tor welcome, bur he told vs they cameo fight. Preſently they did er 
flie their Arrowesabourthe boar, bur did no hurt, the other boat ſcouring the 
ſhore we landed: butthey all were fled, and how to findethem wee knew not. So 
che next morning wereturned to the mouth of the riuer, that coſt vs foure dayes 
rowing vp, and here ourdogs potrage ſtood vs in good ſtead,for we had nothin 
els : the next day we faſted windbound, and could not patle the ſound, 
bur the day following we came to Chippanwuws, where the people were fled, bur 
their wires afforded vs fiſh: thus being neare ſpent, the next day God brought 
vs to Roaxeche, I conclude a good Mine, or the South ſea will makerhus Country 
quickly inhabircd, and ſo for pleaſure and profir comparable with any in che 
world : otherwiſe there will be nothing worth the ferching, Provided there be 
found a berter harbour then yer there is, which muſt be Northward if there be a+ 
ny.

travailed far in a lo o_ way, 0n boch (ides whereof grew more ſweergfayre, 

and delicate trees and fruits, then ever he had ſcene before y at length hecamets 

moſt brauc and fayre houſes, neare which he mer his Father, chat was dead long, 

agoc, who gaue him charge co goe backe, to (hew his friends what good there 

was co doc, to inioy the pleaſures of that place z which when hee had done hee 

ſhould come againe. 

What ſubtilueſo ever be in the Weroexces, and Prieftr; this opinion worketh ſo The ubrilrie 

much in the common ſort, that they haue greatreſpe&t ro their Governours; and of their 

as great care toavoyde torment after death, and to cnioy blitſe, Yer they haue di- 
yers ſorts of puniſhments according to the offence,according tothe greatneiſe of 
thefaft.

tray vs. And this diſcaſe was ſo e, they neither knew what it was, nor how 
to cure it z nor had they knowne the bketime our of mindeza thing ſpecially ob- 
ſerved by vs, as alſo by themſclues, in ſo much that ſome of chem who were our 
friends,c{pecially Wingine,had obſcrved ſuch effeftsinfoure or fue Townes,that 
were perſwaded it wasthe worke of God throughour meanes: andthatwa 
by timnught kill and ſlay whom os without weapons, and not come

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nearethem. And therevpon, when they had any vnderſtanding,that any of their

This marucilous Accident in allthe Country wrought ſo ſtrange opinions of 
vs,that they could nottell whether to thinke ys godsor men. And the rather that 
all the ſpace of their ſicknelle, there was no man of ours knowne to die, or much 
ſicke. They noted alſo we had no women,nor carcd for any of theirs:ſomethere- 
forechought we were not borne of women, and therefore nor morrall, bur that 
we were men of an old generation many yeares paſt, & riſen againefrom immore 
talicie. Some would Propheſie there were more of our generation yerto | 
to kill theirs and rakethewr Thoſethat werero come afrer ysthey imagined 
to be in the ayre,yer inviſible and withour bodies:and thar they by our intreaties, 
for loue of vs,did make the people die as they did, by ſhooting inviſible bullers ine 
tothem. 

To confirme this, their Phyfictans ro excuſe their Ignorancein curing the diſ- 
caſe, would make the (imple people belecue, that the itrings of bloud they ſuck- 
ed out of the (icke bodies, were theftrings whereinthe invilible bullets were tyed, 
and caſt. Some thought we ſhot them our ſclues from the place where we dwelt, 
and killed che people that had offended vs, as we liſted, how farre diſtant ſoever. 
And others ſaid it was the ſpeciall worke of God for our ſakes,as we had cauſe in 
ſome ſort to thinke no lelſe, whatſoever ſome doe,or may imagine to the contra- 
Yo checly ſome Aſftrologers by the eclipſe of the Sunne we ſaw that yeare be- 

our Voyage, and by a Comet which began to appeare bur afew dayes before 
the fickneſle began : but to exclude them from being the ſpeciall cauſes of ſo ſpe» 
ciall an Accident,chereare farther reaſons then I thinke fitto preſent or alledge, 
Theſe my ry haue ſer downe, that you may ſee there is hope to imbrace 
the rruth, r, obey, feare and louev3,by good dealing and government: 
though ſome df our company towards the latter end, before we came away with 
Sir Francis Drake ſhewed themſelues too furious,in pages of the le 
in ſome Townes, vpon cauſes that on our part might hauebin borne with more 
mildnelle , norwithſtanding they iuſtly had deſerued it. The beſt nevertheleſſe 
in this, asin all ations beſides, isto be indevoured and hoped ; and of the worſt 
that may notice to be taken with conſideration z and as much as may be 
eſchewed ; the berter to allure them hereafter to Civilicie and Chriftianirie,

E went theold courſe by the weſt Indies, and Simen Ferdinando our Maſter whit 
continuall Pilor miſtaking Yirgivie for Cape Fear we fayled nor much his Voyages, 
to haue beene caſt away, vpon the conceit of our all knowing Ferdi= 3» 5 870 
nande, had it nor beene prevented by the vigilancy of Capraine Staf« 
ford. We came to Hatoratk che 22, of July, and with tortie of our belt men, in+ 
rending at Roenoackto find the 50 men lett by Sir Richard Grenvidl.But we found 
nothing but the bones of a man, and where the Plancation had beene,the houſes 
bo mats Ye overgrowne with weeds,and the Fort defaced, which much perplex- 
VS. 
By the Hiſtory it ſeemes Simon Ferdinendo did what he cou!d co bring this voy- 
age to confuſion gbut yerthey all arrived at Hatorah. They repayred the old hou- 
ſcsat Roenoch,, and Maſter George How,one of the Councell,ſtragling abro2d,was ,, of the 
Nlaine by the Salvages. Not long after Maſter Stafford with 20. men wentto (Fo Councell 
tax with AManteo, whoſcfriends dwelled there: of whom we thought ro haue Mlaine. 
ſomenewes of our5o men, They at firſt made ſhew to fight, bur when they 
heard Maree, they threw away their Armes, and were friends, and deſired there

Ar 
thistime Controverlics did grow berwixt our Governour and the Aſſiſtants, a-

breach vpon the barre z Capraine Spicer paiſed halfe over, bur by the indiſcreer 
ſteering of Raiph Skywmer, their boat was overſer, the men that could catch hold 
hung about her,the next ſea caſt her on ground, where ſome let goe char hold to 
wadeto ſhore, butcheſea beat them downe, The boat thus tolled vp and downe 
Capraine Spicer and Skinner hung therenll they were drowne; bur 4. thar could 
ſwim a licile, kept themſclues in water,were ſaucd by the meanes of Cap» 
taine Cook, that preſently vpon the overſerring of their boar, ſhipped humſclte co 
ſaue what he could.

And by the bloiſomes we might perceiue there would be plen- 
ry of Strawberries, Reſpiſes, Goulberries, and =o other truits: be{ides, Decre 
and other Beaſts we law, and Cranes, Hernes, wich divers ocher torts of towle; 
which made vs call it Mothe'; Vinezard, 

The reſt of the Iſles are repleniſhed with ſuch likezvery rocky,andmuch cinc- 
cured ſtone like Minerall, Though we mer many /ndhans, yer we could not ſee 
their habications: they gaue vs fiſh, Tobacco, and ſuch things as they had. Bur 
thenext ]ſle wearrived at was but ewo leagues from che Maine,& 16,myle abour, 
invioned ſo with creekes and coves,it ſeerned hke many Iſles linked rogerher by 
{mall pallages like bridges. Init is many places of plaine gratle, and fuch ocher 
fruits, and berries as betore were mentioned, In mid-May we did ſow Whear, 
Barley, Oates,& Peaſe, which in 14.dayes ſprung vp g.inches. The ſoyle isfar and 
luſty:che cruſt cherof graya foot or leile in depth. Ic 15 full of high cimbred Okes, 
cheir Icaues thriſc ſo broad as ours: Cedar ſtraight and tall, Beech, Holly, Walnut, 
Hazell, Cherry trees like ours, but the ſtalke bearcth che blotſom or truithereot 
like a cluſter of Grapes,forty or fittic in a bunch. Theres atree of Orange colour, 
whoſe barke in the filing is as ſmooch as Velver. There is a lake of treſh water 
three myles in compalle,1n che midſt an Ifle containing an acre or thereabour, 0+ 
vergrowne with wood : here are many Tortoiſes, and abundance of all ſorts of 
foules, whoſe young ones wetooke and cate at our pleaſure. Grounds nuts as big 


a5 Epps, as ood as Pocatoes, and 40,0n a ſtring, nottwo ynches vnder ground. 
All iorrs of hell fiſh, as Schalops, Mullels, Corles, Crabs, Lobiters, WAlks,Oy- 
ſters,cxcecding = and very great ; but not to cloy you with particulars, what 
God and nature beſtowed on thoſe places, 1 refer you to the Authors owne 
—_ large. We called this Iſle Ehzaberhs Ifle,from whence we went right 0- 
verto the maync, where we ſtood a while as raviſhed at the beautie and dilicacy 
of the {weernelle, beſides divers clearc lakes, whereof wo ſaw no end,$: meadows 
very large and full of =__ &, &c. 

Here we c_ 7. Salvages, at firſt they expreſſed ſome feare, but by our cour- 
teous viage otchem,they followed vs to the necke of Land, which we thought 
had beene ſevered from the Mayne, bur we found it otherwiſe, Here we imagi- 
ned was a river, but becauſe the day was farre ſpent,we left ro diſcover ittill ber» 
ter leaſure. But of good Harbours, there 1s no doubr, conſidering the Land is all 
rocky and broken lands, The next day wedetermined to fortific our ſclues in che 
Iſle mthe lake, Three weekes we ſpent in building vs there a houſe. Bur the ſe- 
cond day after our comming from the Mayne, 1 1, Canows wich neare 50.Salvas 
pes came towards vs.Being vnwilling they ſhould ſee our building, we weneto, 

: exchanged with them Kniues, Hatchers,Beades Bels,and ſuch crifles, for fome 
Bevers,Lyzards, Martins, Foxes, wilde Catte skinnes,and ſuch like. We ſawchem 
hauc much red Copper, whereof they make chaincs, collars, and drinking cups, 
which they {o lictle eſteemed they would giue vs for ſmall coyes,& ſignified vnto 
vs they had it out of the carth in the Mayne: three dayes they ſtayed with vs,bur

bur fat and well favoured, The wholeſomeneſſe and —_—_ ofthis clmate, 
doth nor onely argue the people to be anſwerabletothis Deſcription, bur alſo of 
a perfet conſticution of body, aftiuc, ſtrong, healchfull, and very witty, as the 
if royes by them ſo cunningly wrought may well ceſtifie. For our ſclues, we 
found our ſclues rather increaſc1n health and ſtrength chen otherwiſc;for all our 
toyle, bad dyct and lodging z yet not one of vs was touched with any ſickneffe, 
T welue intended here a while to haue ſtayed, bur berter conliderati 

meanely we were provided, we left this Iſland ( with as many true ſorrowfull eyes 
as were belore defirons roſeceir) che 18. of June, and arrived at Exmemth, the 23 


of July.

Mariner for Captaine, and Robert Salterne his A who had bin with Cap» 
taine Goſnol/chere the yeare beforefor Pilot. Though they were much crolled by 
contrary windes - the coaſt of England, and COR 
morable, miracle of the our moſt deare ſoverai Queene E-= 
baakeh:ye x ale pate heel Iles andebourthe 5.0f tune, fell 
vpon the north Virginia, about the degrees of fortie three. Where they 
found plentic of moſt ſorts of fiſh, and ſaw a hugh country full of great woods of 
ſundry ſorts. As they ranged the coaſt at aplace <a $294.» wy TW 
kindly vſcd by the Natiues,that en eat i, char» 
ties,and ſometimes more. But becauſe in this Voyage for moſt partthey followed 
the courſe of Captaine Goſnoll, and haue made no relation but to the ſame cffeft 
he writ before, we will thus conclude ;

25.25 good ſca mend all necellary proviſi6s as could poſlibly be gorten, we put 
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to ſcazand the 24 of Aprill fell with Flowres and (armor. We intended as we were 

dire&cd cowards che Southward of 39.Butche winds ſo crolſed vs wee tell more 

Northwards abour 41. and 20.minuirs, weſounded at 100.tachom, & by that we 
had run 6 leagues we had bur 5.yerſaw no landztrom the mayne op we deſcryed 
a whitiſh {andy clift,Wett North-weſt ſome 6, leagues from vs, but ere we had run 
two leagues further wetound many ſhoules and breaches, ſometimes in 4.fadom 
aud the next throw 15.0r 18.Being thus imbaycd arhong thoſe ſhoules,we were 
conſtrained co pur back againe,which we did with no ſmall danger,though boch 
the winde and weather were as fayre as we could deſire. Thus we parted trom che 
Land,which we had nor before ſo much deſired, and ar the firit ſight reioyced, as 
now we all joyfully prayſed Godthat he had delivercd vs from {o eminent dan- 
ger. Here we Grades Cod,and ſaw many Whales as we had done 2. or 3.

wefound our Sea-cards molt direRtly falſe. Ther7.of May we made che Land + 
gainc,bur it blew ſo hard, we durſt not approach it. The nexr day itap coVsS 

a mayne high land, bur wetoundiran Iſland of 6. myles in compalle: within a 
league of ic we cametoan anchor,and went on ſhore for wood & water,of which 
wetound ſufficient. The water guſhing forth downethe rocky clifts in many pla- 
ces, which areall overgrown with Firre, Birch,Beech,& Oke.as the Verge is wich 
Goulberries, Strawberries, wild Peaſe,and Rolc buſhes, and much foule of divers 
ſorts that breed among the rockes : here as in all places els where we came, we 
found Cod enough. 

From hence we might diſcerne the mayne land and very high mouncaines,the 
next day becauſe we rode too open to the Sea, we waighed, and came to the Iſles 
adioyning to the mayn;among which we found an excellent rode,defended from 
all windes,for ſhips of any burchen,in 6.7.8.9.0r 10.fadom vpon aclay oze.

Y theſeformer relations you may ſee what inc6veniences 
{till crotſed thoſe good intenrs,and how great amartrer 
it was all chis time to finde but a Harbour, although 
there be ſo many. Bur this Yogini« ts a Country in A 
merice berweene the degrees of 34.and 45. of che North 
hcirude, The bounds thereot on the Eaſt fide are the 
great Oceen: on the Sovth lyeth Florida : on the North 
nove Francia: as for the Welt thereof, the limars are vn» 
knowne. Of all chis Country we purpoſe nor to ſpeake, 
bur onely of char part whuch was planted by the Englyb 

wen in the yeare of our Lord, 1 6 © 6, And this is wnder the degrees 77. 38.and 39. 

The temperature ofthis Country doth agree well with Eng5ſs conſbrucions, bang 

once ſealoned to the Country, Which appeared by this, tha though by many oc- 

calions our pcopletell ſicke ; yer did they recover by very ſmall meanes, and conti- 
nued in health, chough there were other great cauſes, not onely to bauemadethem 

ſicke, but even to end their dayes, &c. 

The Sommer is hot as in Spaine z the Winter cold as in Frarce or England, The 
heat of ſommer is1in June, wr pat. Auguſt, but commonly the coole Breeſes af 
{wage the vebemency of the hear, The chiefe of winter is halfe December,lanuary, 
February,and halfe March. The coldeis extreame ſharpe, but herethe Proyerbe is 
crue, that noextreame long continweth. 

In che yeare 4607, was an extraordinary froſt in moſt of Farope,and thisfroſt was 
found as extreame 1n Yginia. Bur the next yeare for $,0r 10. dayes of i]] weather, 
other x4.dayes would be as Sommer, 

The windes here are variable, but the like thunder and lighening to purifie the 
ayre, I have ſcldome richer ſeene or heard in Exrope. From the Sourhwelt came the 
greaceſt guſts with thunder and heat. The Northweſt winde is commonly coole and 
ww] 466" 10a; with ic. From the North is the greateſt cold,and from the Eaſt 
and asfromthe Barmwdas, fogs andrames, 

Some times there are great droughts, other times mnch raine, yer great neceſſitie 
of neither, by reaſon we tee not bur that all the rarmie of needfull truns in Emrope, 


may be there in great plentie, by che induſtry of men,as appearcrh by thoſe we there 
Thete is but one entrance by Sea into this Country, and that is at the mouth of a 


oodly Bay, 18.or 20. myles broad. The cape on the South is called { ape Hew- 
Lone our np: Prince. The land white hilly ſands like ab the 
and all along theſhores ieof Pines and Fires, 


Thenorch Cape is called Cope s, in honour of the worthy Duke of Yorke. 
The Iles before it,Swic# 7 Ifles,by the name of the diſcover.Within is a country thac 
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bane the ative over the moſt pleaſant places knowne, for and plea- 
fra envigedlc River heaven & earth ater apa berter to m——_ for = 
habyation ; were it fully manured and inhabned by induſtrious people, Here are 
mountaines,hils,plaincs, valleycs, rivers, and brookes, all running moſt —— 
into afaire Bay, compalled burfor the mouth, with fruicfull and delighrſome 
In the Bay and rivers are many Iſles borh great & ſmall,ſome woody,ſome plaine, 
moſt of them low and not inhabited. This Bay lyeth North and South, in which 
the water floweth neare 200.myles, and hath a channell for 140 myles, ofdepth be- 
ewixt Gand 1 5 fadome, holding in breadth for the moſt part 10 or 14 myles. From 
the head of the Bay to the Northweſt, the land is mountanous, andio in a manner 
from thence by a Sourhwelt line z So that the more Souchward, the farther off from 
che Bay are thoſe mountaines. From which fall certaine brookes which after come 
to fie principall navigable rivers, Theſe run from the Northweſt into the Sourh 
caſt, and ſo into the Weſt (ide of che Bay, where thefall of every River is within 20 
or 45 myles one of another, 

. The mouncaines are of divers natures: for atthe head of the Bay the rockes are of 
a compoſition like Milk ſtones. Some of Marble,&c. And many peeces like Chri- 
ſtall we found, as throwne downe by water from thoſe mounraines, For in Winter 
they are covered with much ſnow, and when it ditſolyerh che waters fall wich ſuch 
violence, that ic cauſerh great inundations in ſome narrow valleyes, which is ſcarce 
perceived being once in therivers. Theſe waters waſh from che rocks ſuch gliſterivg 
ctin&tures, that the ground in ſome places ſcemeth as guilded, where both cherocks 
and che carth arc ſo ſplendeuc to behold, that better imdgemwents then ours might haue 
beene perſwaded, they contamed more then probabilities. The veiture of the carth in moſt 
places doth manifellly proue the nature of che ſoyle to be luſty and very rich. The 
colour of the carch we tound in diverſe places, reſemblerh bole eArmoniac,terrs (igil- 
lata, and Lemmia, Fullers carch, Marle, and divers other ſuch appearances. But gene- 
rally for the moſt part it is a blacke ww +8 ſome places a fat ſlimy clay,in o- 
ther places a very barren gravell. But the beſt ground is knowne by the veſture ic 
bearerh, as by the greatnelle of trees, or abundance of weeds, &c. 

The Councry is not mountanous, nor yet low, but ſuch pleaſant plaine hils, and 
fertile valleyes, one prettily croſſing another,& watered ſo conveniently with freſh 
brookes and ſprings, no Ietſe commodious, then delightſome. By the riversare ma- 
ny plaine mariſhes, containing ſome 20 ſome 100, ſome 200 Acres, ſome more, 
ſome lellc. Orher plaines there are few, but onely where the Salvages inhabit: but 
all overgrowne with trees & weeds, being a plaine wildernelle as God firſt madeir. 

Onthe weſt (ide of the Bay, weayd were 5.faire and delightfull navigablerivers. 
The firſt of thoſe, and the next to the mourh of the Bay hath his courſe from the 
Weſt Northweft. It is called Powhates, according tothe name ofa principall coun« 
try that lycth ypon it, Themouth of thisriver is neare three myles in yet doe 
the ſholes force the { hannell ſo neare the land, that « Sacre will everſpoot is at poi 
blanke.

by {everall nations,or rather familics, ofthe name of the rivers. They haue allo over 
thoſe ſome Governour, as their King, which they call Ferowances. In a Peninſula on 
the North (ide of this river are the Engi5ſs Planted in a place by them called [ames 
Towne, in honour of the Kings molt excellent Maicſtic, 

The firſt and next the rivers mouth are the Keconghtens, who belides their wo- 
men & children,haue not paſt z0.fighting men. The Paſpebegbes(on whole land is 
ſeated lames Towne, ſome 40.myles from che Bay) haue nor paſt 40. Theriver cal- 
led Chickahemania neare 250.T he Weanccks 100, The Arrowhatocks 30.

no place affordeth more plentie of Stargeon,nor in winter more abundance of foule, 
eſpecially in che cime of troſt. I cooke once 52 Sturgeons ar a draught, at another 
G8. From the later end of May till the endof Junearerakentew,bur yong Sturgeons 
of two foot, or a yard long. From thence till the midit of September, them ot rwo 
or three yards long and few others. And in 4 or 5, houres with one Net were ordi- 
narily taken 57 or 8 : often more, ſeldome letſe, In the ſmall rivers all the yearethere 
is good plenue of ſmall 6h, ſo that with hookes thoſe chat would take paineshad 
ſufficiene, 

Fourcreene myles Norchward from the river Powhates, is the river Pamavnukee, 
which is navigable 60 or 70 myles, but with Catches and [mall Barkes 3 © or 40 myles far- 
ther, Atche ordinary flowing of the ſalt water, itdivideth ic ſelfe into two gallant 
branches. On the South ſide inhabit the people of Towghtanand, who hauc about 
60 men for warres. On the North branch Aattapament, who hauc 30 men, Where 
this river is divided the Country is called Pawawnkee, and nouriſherh ncare 300 able 
men. About 2 5.myles lowey on the North (ide of this rivers Werawocomoco,whete 
their great King inhabired when I was delivered him priſoner yet there are not pat 
40 able men. Ten or ewelue myles lower,on the South (ide of thisriver,is { Eichsach, 
which hath ſome 4o or 50 men. Theſe,as alſo Apeamatuch,/rrobatock,and Fomhatan, 
are their great Kings chicfealliance, and inhabitants.

The third navigableriver is called 7; « ( This is navigable ſome 140 myles) 
Ac the top of it Sabie the people called Afannaboacks amongſt the mountanes, 
but they are abouethe place we deſcribed, Vpon this river on the North ſide are the 
people Curratawomen, with 30 hghting men. Higher arecthe Aforanghtacunds,with 
80. Beyondthem Rapahencck with I00.Farabouc is another (wtatawomen with 20, 
Oathe South is the pleaſant ſear of Neantenghtacnnd having 150 men, T his river als 
ſo as thetwo former, 13 repleniſhed wich 6 and foule, 

Thefourthriver is called P 4tawomehke, 6 or 7 mylesin breadth, /t xs navigabler40 
wyles, and fed as the reſt with many ſweet rivers and ſprings, Which fall from the 
bordering hils. Theſe hils many of themare planted, and yeeld no leiſe plentic and 
varictie of fruit, then theriver exceedeth with abundance of fiſh. It is inhebaed on 
both ſides. Firſt on the South (ide at the very entrance is Wighcocomoco & hath ſome 
x30 men, beyond them Sekgcawone with 30. The Onawmenient with loo. And the 
Patawomekes more then 200, Heredoth the river divideit ſelfe into 3 or 4 conveni- 
ent branches. The greateſt of the leaſt is called 2wyjough, trending Northweſt, bur 
the river it ſelfe rurneth Northeaſt, and is till a navigable ſtreame. On the Weſterne 
ſide of this bought is Tawxexent with 40 men. On the North of this river is Secowe-

T hirrie leagues Northward isa river not inhabired,yet navigablesfor the red clay 
reſembling bele Armoniack we called it Bolus, At the end of the Bay where it is 6 or 
7 myles in breadch, irdividesitſclfe into 4. branches, the beſt commerh Norchweſt 
trom among the mountaines, but though Canows may goe adayes journey orewo 
vpit, we could nor ger two _ ypit with our boat for rockes.V pon itis ſcated the 
Saſqueſahanocks, neare it North and by Weſtrunneth a crecke a myleand a halfe: ar 
the head whereofthe Eble left vs on ſhore, where we found many trees cut with har- 
chers, The next tyde keeping the ſhore to ſceke for ſome Salvages; (tor within thir« 
tie leagues ſayling, we ſaw nor any, being a barren Country,) we went vp another 
ſmall river like a crecke 6 or z myle, From thencercturning we met 7 Canowes of 
the Maſſowomeks, with whom we had conference by gon, tor we vnderſtood one 
another ſcarce a word:the next day we dilcoyered the river & people of Tocks 
whogh trending Eaſtward, 

Having loſt our Grapnell among the rocks of Seſqueſabanecks,we were then neare 
200 myles from home, and our Barge about rwo tuns, and had in jt but zz men to 
performechis Diſcovery, wherein we lay abone 12 weekes ypon chole great waters 
in thoſe ynknowne Countries, having nothing bura lictle meale, oaremeale and wa- 
ter tofeed vs, and ſcarce halfe tufficient of that for halfe that time, bur what proviſt- 
on we gotamong the Salvages, and ſuch rootes and fiſh as we caught by accident, 
and Godsdire&tion znor had wea Mariner nor any had skill comm che fayles bur 
ewo ſaylers and wy es {19 ma 197 rr ge ignorantin ſuch 
coyle and labour, Yernecefficiein aſhort time by good words and made 
them doe that that cauſed them ever after tofeareno colours. What 1 did with this 
ſmall meanes 1 leaue to the Reader to judge, andthe I made of the Country,

\ F I G1 81 4 doth afford many excellent vegerables, andliving Creatures, gy, * 
yer gralle there is hucle or none, but what groweth in low Marſhes: tor all liele grafle 

the Countrey is overgrowne with trees, whoſe droppings contually cur- 

neth their gralle to weeds, by reaſon of the rarcknes of the ground, which 
would ſoone be amended by good husbandry. The wood that is moſt common is yy. is 
Oke and Walnut, many of their Okes are fo call & ſtraight, that they will beare two ther (raits, 
fooceand a halfe ſquare of good timberfor 20 yards long Of this wood there istwo 
or three ſeverall k1nds. The Acornes of one kinde, whoſe barke 15 more white then 
the ocher, & ſomewhat ſweeriſh, which being boyled,ac laſt affords a ſweer oyle,thar 
they keepe in gourds to annoint their heads and ioynts, The fruit they cate made in 
bread or otherwiſe. There is alſo ſome Elme, ſome blacke Walnut tree, and ſome Elme; 
All : of Aſhand Elmethey make ſope Aſhes. It che trees be yery great, the Aſhes 
will be good, and meltto hard lumps, bur if they be ſmall, it will be but powder, 
and not ſo good as the other.

In (ome parts were found ſome Cheſnurs, whoſe wild fruit equalize the beſt in 
France, Spame, Germany, or Italy. Plums there arc of three ſorts. Theredand white 
arelike our hedge plums, bur the other which they call Parchanvuns, as high as 
a Palmeta: che fruit is ike a Medler ; it is firſt greene, then yellow, and red when it is 
Ps not ripe, it will draw a mans mouth awry, with much cormenc, bur 
when its ripe, it 1s as deliczous as an Apricot, 

They haue Cherries, and thoſe are much likea Damſon ,bur for their caſtes and 
colour we called them Cherries. We ſaw {ome few Crabs, bur very {mall and bitter, 
Ot vines great abundance in many partsthat climbe the roppes of che higheſt crees 
in ſome « qv—_—_ theſe beare but tew grapes. Except by the rivers & ſavage habita» 
tions, where they arc not overſhadowed from the ſunne,they are covered with fruit, 

h never pruined nor manured. Of choſe hedge grapes we made necrerwentie 
gallons of wine, which was like our French Britiſh w t certainely they would 
proue good were they well manured. There is another fort of grape neere as great 
as a Cherry, this chey call Afeſſamins, they be farre, and the wyce thicke, Nexther 
doth the caſte ſo well pleaſe when they are made in wine, They haue a {mall fruic 
| —_ — _— crees, husked like a I the fruit moſt hke a very ſmall 

corne. 1 his they call Chechinguanings, Whi eſtceme a great daintie, They 
haue a berry much like our Gooſcberry, in greatnelle, colour, and taſt, thoſe they 
Call Rawcomens, and doe cat them raw or boyled, Of theſe narurall truirs chey linea 
great part ofthe yeare, which chey vſec in this manner z The Walnuts, Cheſnurs, A- 
cornes, and Chechinqueming are dryedto Whenthey need walnuts they breake 
them berweene rwo ſtones, yer ſome part of the ſhels will cleaue to the fruit, Then 
doe they dry them againe vpon a Mat over a hurdle. After they pur it into a morter 
of wood, and beat it very ſmall: that donechey mix it with water, that theſhels may 
ſinkerothe botrome, This water will be coloured as milke, which they call Pawce- 
hiccora, and keepe it for their vſe. Thefruit like Medlers they call Pwtchams, they 
caſt vpon hurdles on a Mat, and preſerue them as Pruines, Of their Cheſnurs 
and Chechinguamins boyled , they make both broath and bread for their chicfe 
men, or at their greateſt feaſts, Beſides thoſe frun trees, there is a white Po- 
pular, and another treelike vnto it, thatyeelderh a very cleare and an odoriferous 
Gumme like Turpentine, which ſome called Balſom. There are alſo {eders and Saxe- 
fra trees. They allo yeeld gummesin a ſmall proportion of themiclues. Wee tryed

In the watry valleyes groweth a which hey call Ocong : much 
like vnto Capers, Theſechey dry in ſommer. When chey cat them they boilechem 
neare halfe a day ; for otherwiſe they differ not muchfrom poyſon. Matrown grow- 
eth as our Bents. The ſeed is not much vnliketo Rie, though much ſmaller. This 
they vſe for a daintic bread buttered with deare ſuer. 

During Sommer there are cicher Strawberries, which =_ in Aprill, or Mul- 
berries which ripen in May and June. Raſpiſes, burtszor afruit that che inhabirancs 
call Maracocks, which is a pleaſant wholſome fruit much like a Lemond. Many 
herbes in che ſpring are comonly diſperſede hout the woods,good for broches 
and (allers, as Violers, PurſlaingSorrell, &c. B many we vicd whoſe names we 


not, 
The chicfe root they haue for food is called ps eth like a flagge 
in Mariſhes, In nn a Salvage will gather ſufficient ecke.Theſe roots arc 
much of the greatnelle and taſte of Potatoes. They vſe to cover a great many of them 
with Oke leaues and Ferne,and then coverall with carth in the manner of a Cole- 
pit z over it, on cach (ide;they continue a great fire 24 houres before they _—_— 
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Raw it is no better then poyſon, and bang roſted,except it be tender and the hear a- 
bated, or ſliced and drycd inthe Sunne, mixed with ſorrell and meale or {uch like, 
ic will prickle and corment che throat extreamely, and yer un lommer they vie this 
ordinarily tor bread. 

They haue anocher roote which they call Wighſacen : as th'other teederh the bo- 
af fothewnt their hurts and diſcates, It 15 a {mall root which they bruiſe and 
apply tothe wourd. Pocones is a ſmall root that groweth in the mountaines, which 
bang dryed and beace in powder turneth red. And this they vie for fwellings, aches, 
annozntng their 1oynes, painting their heads and garments. They account ut very 

ecious, and of much worth. A{z/quaſpen 15 a rooce of the bignetle of a hnger, and 
as red as bloud, 1n drying, « will wither almoſt to nothing, T his they vie co pam 
their Mattes, Targets, and fuch like, 

There is allo Pelhtory of Spaine, Saſafrage, and divers ocher ſimples, which the 
Apothecanies gathered, and commended to be good,and medicinable. 

In che low Mariſhes grow plots of Onyons, containing an Acre of ground or 
more in many places z but they are {mall, not palt the bigncile of the coppe of oacs 
Thumbe, 

Ot beaſts the chicte are Decre,noching differing from ours. Inthe deſerts towards 
the hcads of the rivers, there are many, but amongſtthe rivers tew. There 15 a beaſt 
they call eFowghcxn, much like a badger, bur victh co hue on crees as Squirrels 
doe, TheirSquirrels ſome are neare as great as our ſmalleſt ſort of wilde Rabbears, 
ſome blackiſh or blacke and white, but the moſtare gray. 

A ſmall beaft chey haue they call Aſſapexch, but we call them flying Squirrels, 
becauſe ſpreading cheir legs, and ſo ſtretching he largenelle of cheir skins,thar chey 
haue becne ſeeneto fly 30 or 40 yards. An Opeſſom hatha head like a Swine, :nd a 
taile like a Rat, and 1s of the bigneile of a Car, Vnder her belly ſhee hath a Dagges 
wheren ſhe lodgeth, carrieth,and ſuckleth her young, A Mxfſs/cxs is 2 bealt of the 
forme and nature of our water Rars, but many of chem ſmell exceeding ſtrongly of 
Muske. Their Hares no bigger then our Conies, and few of them co be tound. 

Thew Beares are very lictle in compariſon ot thoſe of CAlyſcovia and Tartaria. 
The Beaver is as big as an ordinary water dog, but his legs exceeding ſhort. His 
forefecre like a dogs, his hinder feer like a Swans. His taile tomewhar hke che forme 
of a Racker, bare without haire, which to cat the Salvages eſteeme a great delicate, 
They hauc many Orters, which as the Beavers they take with ſvares, and cſteeme che 
Skins great ornaments, and of all choſe beaſts they vieroteed when they carch them. 


An Ptchanquoyes is like a wilde Cat, Their Foxes are like ourfilver haired Conies, of 


a ſmall proportion, and not {melling like thote in England. Ther Dogges of that 


Country arc like their Woolucs, and cannot barke but howle,and the Woolues nor 
much bigger then our Foxes, Martins, Powlccats, Weeſcls, and Minkes 
we know chey haue, ewe hauc ſcene many of their skinnes, though very leh 
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dome any of them aliue.Bur one thing is ſtrange,thac we could never percemue their Minkes 


Verminedeſtroy our Hennes, Egges,nor Chickens,nor doc any hurynor their flyes 
nor { any way pernicious, where in the South parts of America they are al- 
waycs dangerous, and often deadly, 

Of Birds the Eagle isthegreateſt devourer. Hawkes there be of divers ſorts, as our 
Falconers called them: Sparrow-hawker, Lanarets, Goſhawher, Falcons and Oſperayer, 
bue they all prey moſt ypon fiſh. Their Parrridges are little bigger then our es. 
Wilde Turkies are as bigge as our tame, There are Woofels or Blackbirds with 
red ſhoulders, Thruſhes and divers ſorts of ſmall Birds, ſome red, ſome blew,ſcarce 
ſo bigge as a Wrenne, but few in Sommer. In Winter there are great plentie of 
Swans, Crancs, gray and white with blacke wings, Herons, Geeſe, Branes, Ducke, 
Wigeon, Dowel, Oxcies, Parrats, and Pigeons. Of all rhoſe forts great abun» 
dance, and ſome other ftrange kinds,tovs 
any,or a very few to be ſcene, 

hh we were beſt acquaineed with Stutgeon, Grampus, Porpus, Scales, Sriw- 
E 2 
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owne by name. But in 5Hommer noe 
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£7@e:,whoſe railes are very dangerous. Brerrs, Mullers, whiteSalmonds, Trowrs, 
Soles,Plaice, Herrings, Conyhih, Rockfiſh, Ecles, Lampreys, Catfiſh,Shades,Pearch 
of three ſorts, Crabs, Shrimps, Creviſes, Oyſters, Cocles, and Muſcles. But the 
molt ſtrange fiſh is a ſmall one, {0 like the pifture of $* George his Dragon, as poſſi- 
ble can be, except his legs and wings, andthe Toadcfiſh, which will (well cill ic be 
like ro burſt, when it commeth into the ayre. 

Concerrung the encrailes of the carth, lictle can be ſaid for certaintie. There wan- 
ted good Refiners ; for thoſe that rookevpon them to haueskill this way, rooke vp 
the waſhingsfrom the mouncaines, and ſome mozkered ſhining ſtones and ſpangles 
which the waters brought downe, flattering chemſclues in their owne vaine con- 
ceits to hauc beene ſuppoſed what chey were nor, by the meanes of that ore, it it 
proucd as their arts and judgements expetted. Onely this is certaine, that many re- 
gions lying in the ſame laticude, afford Mines very rich of divers natures. The cruſt 
alſo of thele rockes would caſily perſwade a man to belecue there are other Mines 
then yron and ſtecle, if there were bur means and men of experience that knew che 
Mane from Sper.

The greateſt labour they take, is in planting theircorne, for the Country natu- 
rally is overgrowne with wood, To ptepare the ground they bruiſe the barke of 
the trees neare the root, then doe they icortch the roors with farethat they grow no 
more. The next yeare with a crooked peece of wood they bear vp the weeds by che 
rootes, and in that mould they plant their Corne. Their manner is this. They make 
a hole in the carth with a ſticke,and inco it they pur foure graines of wheate andrwo 
of beanes Theſe holes they make foure toore one from another ; Their women and 
children do continually keepe it with weedinggand when it 18 growne middle high, 
they hill ic about like a hop-yard. 

n Aprillchey beginto plant, but their chiefe plantation is in May, and fo they 
continue till the midit of June, What they planc in they reape in Auguſt, 
for May in September, for Iunc in Oftober z Every ſtalkeof their corne commonly 
beareth rwo cares, ſome three, ſeldome any foure, many but one, and ſome none, 
Every care ordinarily hath berwixt 200 and 500 graines. The ſtalke being greene 
hath aſweet juice in it, pameames wr bs. _ _ is __ cauſe & when 
they gather their corne cy ſucke the ſtalkes: for as we gather e peaſe, 
ſo : chey their carte cene, which excelleth cheir old. {ogra gods 
peaſe they call Aſſentamens, which are the ſame they call in Jtaly, Fagioh. Their 
Beanes are the ſame the Turkes call Gernayſes, but theſe they much cſtecme for 
dainries, 

T heir cornethey roſt in the care greene,and bruiſing itin a morter of wood with 
a Polt,lap it in rowles in the leaues of their corne,and 10 boyle it for a daintie. They 
alſo reſerue that corne late planted that will not ripe, by roaſting it in hot aſhes, che 
heat thereof drying it. In winter they eſteeme ir be! led with beanes for arare 
diſh, they call Paw/arowmens. Their old wheat they 2 night in hot water, 
in the morning pounding it in a morrer. They vie a ſmall basker for their Temmes, 
then pound againe the great, and ſo —— daſhing their hand in che basker, 
recciue the lower in a platter made of wood, ſcraped to that forme —_— 


of fruits as well planted as naturall, as corne,greene and ripe, fiſh, fowle, 


beaſts exceeding tar. 
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and ſhels. Tempering this fower wich water, they make it cither in cakes, covering 


them with alhes call chey be baked, and then waſhing chem in faire water, they dric - 


eſencly with cheir owne hear ; or clic boyle them 1n water, cating the broch with 
the bread whuch they call Ponap, The groutes and peeces of the cornes remaining, 
by fanning in a Platter or in thewind,away, the branne they boyle 3 or 4 houres 
with water, which is an ordinary food they call /farabemen. But tome more thriftic 
then cleanly, doe burne the core of the care ro powder, which they ca!l Pungnough, 
mingling chart in their meale, bur it never caſted well in bread, nor broth. Their tſh 
& fleſh chey boyle excher very tenderly, or boyleit ſo long on hurdles over the fire, 
or elle after the Spanys taſhion, purring it on a ſpar, they curne firit the one lidegthen 
the ocher, till it be as drie as cher terkin Beefe 1n the welt /navesgthar they may keepe 
it a moneth or more withour pucrifying, The broth of fiſh or fleſhthey cat as com= 
monly as the meat, 

In May alſo amongſt their corne they plant Pwmpeonzs,and a fruitlike vnto a muske 
mellon,bur lcile and worte, which they call Aacocks. Thelc increaſe exceedingly, 
and ripen in the beginning of Iuly, and continue vneill September, They plane 
alſo CMaracocks a wild tru like a Lemmon, which alſo increaſe infinitely, They 
begin co ripe in September, and continue ull the end of Oftober. When all their 
frus bega: hered, little els chey plantzand this 15 done by their women and children; 
neither duch chis long ſuffice them, for neare three parts of the yeare,they onely ob- 
ſeruecimes and ſcaſons,and liue of what the Country naturally affordeth from hand 


to mouth, &c. 


The Commodities m Virginia, or that may be had by Induſtrie_. 


He mildneſle of the ayre, theferrilitie of the ſoyle,and (iruation of the rivers 
are ſo propitious to the nature and vic of man, as no place 1s more conveni- 
ent for pleaſure, profit,and mans ſuſtcnance, vnder that latirude or climax, 
Here will liue any beaſts,as hories, goats, ſhcepe, alles, hens,&c. as appeared 
by them that were carried cthether, The wacers, ]{les, and ſhoales,arctull of fate har- 
bours for ſhips of warre or marchandize, for boars of all ſorts, for cranſportation or 
filhing,&c.T he Bay and rivers haue much marchancable fiſh, and places fic for Sale 
coats, building of j s, making of Iron, &c. 
and Pobuts doe yearely receiue many thouſands,for pitch, tarre,ſope- 
aſhes, Roſen, Flax, Cordage, Sturgeon, Mafts, Yards, Wainicor, Firres, Glatle,and 
fuch like; allo Swethland for Iron and Copper. Frenxce in like manner, for Wine,Can- 
Vas, and Salt. Spaine almuch for Iron, Stecle, Figges, Reaſons,and Sackcs. /taly with 
Silkes and Velvers conſumes our chicte Com ties, Holland mainraines it ſelfe by 
fiſhing and crading at our owne doores. All theſe remporize with other for necet- 
ſities, bur all as vncertaine as peace or warres, Belides the charge,travell,and danger 
in cran(porting them, by ſeas, lands, ftormes, and Pyracs. T hen how much hath 
Virginia the prerogatiue of all thoſe flouriſhing Kingdomes, for the benefit of our 
Land, when as within one hundred myles all thoſe are to be had, either ready pro- 
vided by nature, or clſe to be were there but induſtrious men to labour, 
Onely of Copper we may doubc1s wanring,but there is good probabilitiechat both 
Copper and berter Minerals are there to be had for their labour. Ocher Countrics 
haue i. So then here is a place, a nurſefor louldiers, a prattiſe for mariners, a trade 
for marchants, a reward for the good, and that which is moſt of all,a buſincile(moſt 
acceptable ro God) to bring ſuch poore Infidels tothe knowledge of God and his 
holy Goſpell. 
Of the naturall Inhabitants of V 18K GINI A. i 
He land is not populous,for the men be few ; their far greater number is of wo- 
men and children. Within 60 myles of [awes Towne, there arc about ſome 
$000 people, bur of able men fir for their warres ſcarce 1500, To nouriſh ſo many 
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together they hauc yer no meanes, becauſe they make fo ſmall a benehir of chear 
land, be it never ſo terule. Six or ſcauen hundred haue beene the moſt hath beene 
ſcene together, when they gathered themieluesto have ſurpriſed mec at Pameavukge, 


. haviog bur fitteene ro withſtand the wort of their fury. As {mall as che pro» 


rtion of ground that hath yer becne diſcovered, is in compariſon of that yer vn* 
hems ; the people ditfer very much in ſtacure, eſpecially in language, as betore 
is expreſſed, Some being very great as the Saſqueſabenecks ; ochers very little, as the 
Wig bcocomocees: but generally tall and ſtraight, ot a comely proportion, and of a co- 
lour browne when they areof any age, bur chey are borne white, Ther hayre is ge- 
ncrally blacke, but tew haue any beards. The men weare halfe cheir beards ſhaven, 
the ocher haltc long ;tor Barbers they vſc their women, who with two ſhels will grate 
away the hayre, ot any taſhion they pleaſe. The women are cut in many faſhions, a« 
recable to chear yeares, but ever ſome _ remainerh long. T hey are very itrong, 
of an able body and full of agilitie, able co endure to lic m the woods vnder a tree 
by the fire, inthe worſt of winter, or in the weedes and gralle,in Ambuſcado in the 
Sommer, They arcinconſtant 1n every ching, bur what teare conſtraincth them ro 
Craftic, timerous, quicke of apprehen(ion, and very ingenuous. Some are of 
diſpoſition fearcfull, ſome bold, molt cautclous, all Savage. Generally coverous of 
Copper, Beads, and fuch like craſh. T hey are ſoone moued to anger, and ſo malici- 
ous, that they icldome torger an iniury : they ſeldome ſtealeonetrom anocher, leaſt 
their coniurers ſhould revealeit, and io they be purſued and puniſhed. That ch 
arc thus feared is certaine, but thatany can reucale their offences by coniuration 
am doubtfull. Their women arecarctullnotto be ſuſpefted of diſhoneſtic withoue 
the leaue of their huſdands. Each houſhold knoweth their ownelands, and gardens, 
and moſt hue of their owne labours. For their apparell, chey are ſomerime covered 
with the skinnes of wilde beaſts, which in Winter are dreiſed with the hayre, but in 
Sommer without, The berter ſort vſc large mantels of Deare skins, not much dif 
fering in faſhion from the Iriſh mancels. Some imbrodered with white beads, ſome 
with Copper, other painted after their manner, But the common fort haue ſcarce 
to cover cheir nakedneiſe, buc with graffe, the leaues of trees, or ſuch like, We haue 
ſcene ſome vſe mantels made of Turky feathers, ſo prertily wrought & woven with 
threads that nothing could bediſcerned but the T hat was exceeding warme 
and yery handſome, But the women are alwayes covered about their middles wich 
a skin,and very ſhametaſt to be ſeene bare. They adorne themſclues moſt wich cop» 
per beads and paintings. Their women, ſome haue their legs, hands,breaſts and face 
cunningly imbrodered with divers workes, as beaſts, ſcrpents, artificially wroughe 
into their ficſh with blacke ſpots. In cach care commonly they haue z greac holes, 
whereat they hang chaines, bracelers,or . Some of their men weare in thoſe 
holes, a ſmall greene and yellow coloared {nake,neare halfe a yard in length,which 
crawling and ——_ her ſelfe about his necke ofrentunes familiarly kille his 
lips. Others weare a dead Rat tyed by the tale. Some on their heads wearethewing 

a bird, or ſome large feather with a Ratrell. Thoſe Ratrels are ſomewhat like the 
chape of a Rapicr, bur elſe, which they take from theraile of a ſnake. Many hauethe 
whole skinne of a Hawke or fome efoule, ſtuffed with the wings abroad. O- 
thers a broad peece of Copper,and ſomethe hand of their enemy dryed, Their heads 
and ſhoulders are painted red with the roote Pocone brayed to powder, mixed with 
oyle, this chey hold in ſommer to preſerue them from the heare, and in winter from 
the cold. Many other formes of paincings they vic, bur he is the moſt gallanc that is 
the moſt monſtrous co behold, 

Their buildings and habitations arefor my therivers,or nocfarre dis 
ſtant from fome freſh ſpring. Their houſes are built like our Arbors, of ſmall young 
ſprings bowed and tyed, and ſo cloſe covered with Mats, or the barkes of trees very 
hand{orhely,that norwithſtanding either wi ine, or weather, they are as warme 
as ſtooues, but very ſmoaky, yer at the toppe of the houſe there is a hole made for 
the ſmoake to goc intorightover the fire. = 

Again 
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Againſt the fire they lic on little hurdles of Reeds covered with a Mar, borne from 
the ground a foote and more by a hurdle of wood.On theſe round about the houſe 


hey lic heads and points one by th'ocher againſt the fire, ſome covered with Mars, 
ſome with skins, and ſome ſtarke naked lie on the ground, trom 6 to 20 mn a houſe.

Ther houſes are in the midſt of their fields or gardens, which are ſmall plors of Their gardens 


ground.Some 20 acres,{ome 40.ſome loo.lome 200.ſome more,lome leile. In forme 
places from 2 to 50 of thoſe houſestogerher, or bur a little ſeparated by groues of 
exces, Neare their habications 1s little ſmall wood or old trees on che ground by rea- 
ſon of cher burning of chem for fire. So that a man may gallop a horſe amongſt 
theſe woods any way, but where the creekes or Rivers (ha!l hinder. 

Men, women, and children haue their ſeverall names according to the ſeverall 
humor of cheir Parencs. Their women( they (ay ) are calily delivered of childe, yer 
doe they loue children very dearely. To makethem hardie, in the coldeſt wormngs 
they them waſh in the rivers, and by painting and oyntmencs ſo canne their sKannes, 
that after a ycare or two, no weather will hure them, 

The men beſtow their cimes in fiſbing, hunnng, warres, and ſuch man-like cxcr- 
ciſes,{corning to be ſcene in any woman-hike exerciſe which 15che cauſe that the wo- 
men be very painetull, and the men otren idle. The women and children doe the 
reſt of the worke, They make mars, baskers, pors,morters,pound their corne, make 
their bread, preparechar vituals, planttherr corneggather their corne,beare all kind 
ot busdens, and fuch like, 

Their fire they kindle preſently by chafing a dry pointed fticke in a holeof a line 
ſquare peeceot wood, that firing it ſelfe, will to fire moile, leaucs, or any fuch like 
ary thing, that will quickly burne. In March and Aprill chey lue much _ their 
fhihing wires ; and teed on fiſh, Turkies, and Squirrels, In May and lunethey plant 
their Feds, and hue moſt of Acornes, Walnuts, and fiſh, Bur to amend cher dyer, 
ſome diſperſe chem(clues in ſmall companies, and liue vpon fiſh, beaits, crabs, oy- 
ſters, land Toroiſes, ſtrawberries, a_ and ſuch like, Io June, July, and 
Auguſt, they feed the rooces of Tecknowgh berries, fiſh,and greene wheat. Ir is 
ſtrange co ſee how their bodies alter with their dyer,even as the deere & wilde beaſts 
they tceme fat and leane, ftrang and weake, Powhatan their great King, and ſome 
ochers that are providenc,roſt cheir filh and fleſh vpon hurdles as betore 15 exprelled, 
and keepe it cill ſcarce times. 

For fiſhing, huncing, and warres they viſe much their bow and arrowes. They 
bring their bowes to the forme of ours by the ſcraping ot a ſhell. Their arrowes afe 
made ſore of ſtraight young ſprigs,whuch they head with bone,ſome 2 or 3 ynches 
long, Theſe they vieto ſhoot at Squirrels on wees Another fort of arrowes 
vic made of Reeds. Theſe are pecced with wood, headed with ſplincers of chr 
or ſome ſharpe ſtone, the ſpurres of a Turkey, or the bill of ſome bird. For his knife 
he hath che ſplinter of a Reed to cut his feathers in forme. With this knife alſoghe 
will ioynt a | ny or any beaſt, ſhape his ſhooes, buskins, mancels, &c, To make 
che noch of his arrow he hach the cocth of a Beaver,ſer in a ſticke,wherewith he gre 
teh it by degrees, His arrow head he quickly makerh with a lictle bone, which he 
ever weareth at his bracerr, of any ſplint of a ſtone, or glalle in the forme of a hearr, 
and theſerthey glew to the end of their arrowes, With che {inewes of Deere, and the 
cops of Deecres hornes boyled to a iclly, they make a glew that will nor difſolue in 
cold water. 

For their warres alſo they vſc Targets that are round and made of the barkes of 
crees, and aſword of wood at their backes, but oftentumes they vie for ſwords the 
horne of a Deereputthrough a pecce of wood in forme of a Pickaxe. ——_ 
ſtone ſharpned at both ends, vied in the ſame manner. This they were wont to vie 
alſo for hatchers, bur now by trucking they haue plentie of the ſame forme of yron, 
And tholc are their chiefe inſtruments and armes. 

Their fiſhing is much in Boats. Theſe they make of one tree by burning and 
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(crachung away the coakes wich ſtones and till chey haue made it in formeofa 
Trough.

Trough. Some of them are an clne deepe, and fortie or fiftie foote in length, and 
{ome will beare 40 men, but the moſt ordinary are ſmaller, and will beare 10,20,0r 
30. according totheir bignelle, In itcadof Oares, they vic Paddles and ſtickes, with 
which chey will row faſter then our Barges, Berwixt their hands and thighes, thar 
women yle to ſpin, the barkes of trees, Deere (inewes, or a kind of gralle chey call 
Pemmenaw, of theſe they make a thread very even and readily, This thread ſerverh 
for many vſcs. As about their houling,apparell, as alſo they make nets for fiſhing, 
for the quantuic as formally braded as ours, They make alſo with it lines for anglcs. 
T heir hookes are either a bone grated asthey nochcheir arrowes in the forme of a 
crooked pinne or fiſh-hooke, or of the ſplinter of a bone tycd to the clift of a bicrle 
ſicke, and with the end of the line, they ticon the bait, They vſe alſo long arrowes 
tycd in a line, wherewith they ſhoote at fiſh in the rivers. But they of Accawmack vic 
ſtaues like vnto Jauclins headed with bone, With theſe they dart fiſh ſwimming in 
= water, They haue alſo many artficiall wires, in which they ger abundance of 


In their hunting and fiſhing they take extreame paines, yetit being their ordinary 
exerciſe from their infancy, they eſtceme it a pleaſure and are very proudto be cx- 
perttherein. And by their continuall ranging, and travell, they know all the advan= 
rages and places moſt frequented with Decre, Beaſts, Fiſh, Foule,Roors, and Berrics, 
Ac their huntiogs they leauetheir habitations, and reduce themſclues into compa= 
nies, as the Tartar: doe, and goe to the moſt deſert places with their families, where 
they ſpend their time in hunting and fowling vp towards the mountaines, by che 
heads of their rivers, where there is plentic of game. For berwixt the rivers the 

nds arcſo narrowe, that little commeth here which oy deyoure not. Itisa 
marvell they can ſo dire&tly palle thee deſerts, ſome 3 or 4 dayes journey wichout 
habitation, Their hunting houſes are ke vnto Arbours covered with Mats, Thele 
their women beare after them, with Corne, Acornes, Morters,and all bag and bag- 
gage they vic. When they cometo the place of exercilc, every man doth his beſt ro 
ew his dexteritic, for by their excelling in choſe qualities, they ger their wiucs, 
Fortie yardswill they ſhoot levell, or very neare the marke, and 1 20 1s their beſt at 
Random. At their huntings in the deſcrts they are commonly ewo or three hundred 
togerher. Having found the Dcere, they environ them with many fires, & berwixt 
the fires they place themſclucs, And ſome take their ſtands in the midſts.The Deere 
being thus feared by the fires, and their voyces, they chaſe chem ſo long within that 
circle, that many times they kill 6,8, 10,0r 15 ara hunting, They vſc alſo to driue 
them into ſome narrow poynt of land, when they findthar advantagezand ſo force 
theminto theriver, where with their boats they hauc Ambuſcadoes to kill them. 
When they hauc ſhot a Deere by land, they follow him like bloud-hounds by the 
bloud,and ſtraine,and oftentimes ſo takethem. Hares,Parrridges,Turkies,or Egges, 
fat or leane, young or old, they devoure all chey can catch in their power. In one 
of theſe huntings they found me in the diſcovery of the head of the river of (hicks» 
hamania, where they ſlew my men,and tooke me priſonerin a Bogmire,where 1 law 
thoſc exerciſes, and gathered cheſe Obſervations, 

One Salvage hunting alone,vſcth the skinne of a Deere ſlit on the oneſide,and ſo 

t on his arme, through the neck, ſo thar his hand comesto the head which is (tuf- 
Fd, andthe hornes, head, eyes, cares, and every part as artificially counterfeired as 
they candeviſe, Thus ſhrowding his body inthe skinne by ſtalking,he a 
the Deere, creeping on the from onetreeto another, If the Deerechanceto 
find fault, or ſtand at gaze, he turneth the head with his hand to his beſt advantage 
to ſceme like a Deere, alſo gazing andlicking himſelfe. So watching his beſt advan- 
——_—_— having ſhot him, he chaſerh him by his bloud and ſtraine cill be

When they intend any warres, the Werowances vſually haue the advice of their 
their Prieſts and Coniurers, and their allics, and ancient friends, but chiefely che 
Prieſts determine their reſolution, Every Werowaxce,or ſome luſtic fellow, they ap» 

poin 
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point Capraine over every ration. They ſeldome make warre for lands or goods, 
but for women and children,and principally for revenge. T hey haue many enemues, 
namely, all cheir wetternly Countries beyond the mouncunes, and the heads ot the 
rivers. Vpon the head of che Powhatans are the Aonacans, whole chicte habitation 
15 at Raſawwenk , vito whom the CMowhemenchaghes, the CMaſſinaca krythe AMone- 
haſſannght, che CMoneſichapenonghs,and other nations pay tributes, Vpon the head of 
the river of Toppahenech 15 a people called ms Tothele _ contributers 
the Taxxanas, the Shackacomas, he Ontpeneas, the Tegninateos, the Whonkemeaes, the 
Stegaraker,the Heſſinnangeer, and divers others,all confederatcs with the Aſonacens, 
h many ditterent 1n language, and be very barbarous, liuing tor the moſt 

of wild beaſts and fruits, Beyond the mountaines from whence 1s the head ofthe 
river Patewemeke,the Salvages report inhabit ther moſt morrall caemies,the Aſaſſa- 
womehkes,vpon a great ſalt water, which by all lkchhood is either ſome part of Can+ 
nada, (ome ——_ ſoine inlet of ſome ja thar fallerh into the South (ea. Theſe 
CHaſſawomekes are a great nation and very populous, For the heads of all choſeri- 
vers, eſpecially the Pattawomekgs, the Pantnxunes, the Saſqueſabanccks, the T ock- 
woewghes are concinually tormented by chem: of whoſe cruelne, they geneally come 
| 19. + quinn. 295 gc they were with me, and my company to free them 

m cheſe crormentors, To thus purpoſe they offered food, conduRt, aſſiſtance, and 
continuall ſubiction, Which 1] concluded ro cet. But the councell chen pre« 
ſent emulating my ſucceile, would not chinke it fit ro ſpare me fortie men to be how 


zarded in chote vnknowne regions, having patled(as betore wasſpoken of)bur with 
x 2,and io was loſt chat opporrunitie. Seaven boats full of theſe Mefſawomekes wee 


encountecd at the head of che 89 | whoſe Targets, Baskers,Swords, T obaccopipes, - 


Platters, Bowes, and Arrowes, and every thing ſhewed,they much exceeded themof 

our parts, and their dexteritie in cheir ſmall boats,made of che barkes of rrees,ſowed 

with barke and well luced with gumme, argucrh that they are ſcaced vpon ſome 
cat Water, 

Againſtall theſe enemies the Powhatan: are conſtrained ſometimes to fight. Theis 
chicte atrempts are by.Stracagems, crecheries, or ſurpriſals, Yer che Ferowances wo- 
men and children they put not co death, bur keepe them Capuues. T hey haue a me- 
thod in warre, and for our pleaſures they ſhewed it vs, and it was in this manner 
performed at Matrapenient 


Having painced and diſguiſed themſelues in the fierceſt manner they could deviſe, 
They divided themſclues aocro two Companics,neare a hundred in a _—_— he 
one company called Afonacaxs, the other Powbatens. Eicher army had their Cap- 


taine, Theſe as enemies tooke their ſtands a musker ſhot one from another ; ranked 
them(clucs 1 5 a breatt, and each ranke from another 4 or 5 yards, not in tyle, butin 
the opening berwixt cheir fyles. So the Reare could ſhoot as conveniently as the 
Front, Having thus pitched the fields: from either part went a melſenger with theſe 
conditions, that whoſoever were vanquiſhed, ſuch as eſcape vpon thear ſubmiſſion 
in two daycs after ſhould liue, but cheir wiues and children ſhould be prize for the 
Conquerours. T he meilengers were no ſooner returned, but chey approached in 
_ orders z On _ flankea Sericant, and in _ __ rw for _— t 
all dul ing their orders, yer leaping and (ingin their accuſtomed tune, 
ihe ak, vicin Warres.Vpon che firſt Riche _ endien they gaue ſuch hor 
rible ſhouts and ſcreeches, as ſo many infernall hell-hounds could not hauc made 
them more terrible. When they had ſpent their arrowes, they ioyned together prev 
rily, y_ and retyring, every ranke ſeconding other, As they got advantage 
they carched their enemics by the hayreof the head, and downe he came that was 
taken, His with his wooden ſword ſcemed to bear out his braines, and ſtill 
they creptto the Reaxe, to maintaine the skirmiſh. The Afonacers decr the 
Powhatens charged them in the forme of a halfe Moone ; they vnwilling co be in- 
doſed, fled all in a troopeto their s Fmbuſcadoes,on whom they led chem very cune 
ningly. The Afonecax; diſperſe as among the freſh" men, wherevpon "_ 
P 
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Powhatan: retired, wich all ſpeed to their ſeconds z which the Aſonacans ſeeing,tooke 
that advancage to retire againe to their owne batrell, and ſo each rerurned to their 
owne quarter. All their actions, voyces, and geſtures, both in charging and reuri 
were ſo ſtrained to the height of their qualine and narure, chat the ttangenefle 
thereof made it ſeeme very delighttull, 

For their Muſickethey vic athicke Cane, on which they pipe as on 4 Recorder, 
For cheir warres they hauc a great deepe platrer of wood. They cover the mouth 
thereof with a skin, at each corner they tie a walnut,which meeting on the backſide 
neerethe bortome, with a ſmall rope they twitch chem together cill ic be ſo rought 
and ftiffe, that they may bear it as vpon a drumme. Bur their chicfc inftru- 
mencs are Rattles made of ſmall gourds,or Pumpeons ſhels.Of theſe they haue Baſe, 
Tenor, Countertenor,Meane, and Treble. Theſe mingled with their voyces ſomes 
times twenty or thirrie Fr ſuch arernble noiſe as would rather afftighe, 
then delight any man. It any great commander arrive at the habitation of a Werow- 
ance,they ipread a Matas the T urkes doe a Carpet for him to lic ypon.V pon another 

ice they {irthemſchues, Then doe all with arunable voice of ; 
bid him welcome, After = _ -_ _ n_ of cheir RE A an Ora» 
on, teſtifying their loue. Which they doe with ſuch vehemency, and ſo « 
anche ſweat till chey drop, and are ſo out of breath they can Cooke 
id _— _ wouldrake —_ ro be m_ ling angrygor ſtark mad.Such vifuall as 
, they ſpendfreely, and at night where his lodging is appointed, chey ſet a

ches, and ſuch like diſcaſes ; for cure whereof they build a Stoue in the forme of a 
Douc-houſe with mats, ſo cloſe that a few coales therein covered wich a por, will 
make nd, yr ſweat extreamely. For {wellings alſo they vſe ſmall peeces of 
touchwood, in the forme of cloues, which pricking on the griefe they burne cloſe 
to the fleſh, and from thence draw the corruption with their mouch, With this 
roote Fighſacan they ordinarily heale greene wounds. Butto ſcarrifie a ſwelling, of 
make inciſion, their beſt inſtruments are ſome ſplinred ſtone, Old —_—P tri 
fied hurts are ſeldome ſcene cured amongſtthem. They haue many pr Phis 
ſicians, who with their charmes and Rarrles, with an infernall rout of words and 
aQtions, will ſceme to ſucke their inward griefe from their navels, or their grieued 
places z bur of our Chirurgians they were fo conceited, that they belecucd any 
Plaiſter would heale any burr.

For ther ordinary burials, they dig a deepe bole in the earth wich ſharpe ſtakes, Their ordinas 
and the corpſe being lapped in skins and mars with their iewels, they lay than vpon *) buials, 
ſickes in che ground, and ſo cover them with carth. T he buriall eaded, the women 
being painted all their faces with blacke cole and oyle, doe (it ewenty-foure houres 
inche houſes mourning and lamenting by turnes, with ſuch yelling and howhog, 
as may cxprelle cheir great paſſions.

Vpon the top of cerraine red ſandy hils in che woods, there are three great houſes 
filled with images of their Kings, and Devils, and Tombes of chcir Predecetlors, 
Thoſe houſes are nearefixricfoor in length built arbour-wiſe, afcer their building, 
T his place they count ſo holy agghar buc the Prieſts & Kings darecome intorthem z 
nor the Salvages dare not goe vp the river in boats by it, bur chey ſolemnly caſt 
ſome copper, white beads, or Pocones into the river, for fare theix Okes 
ſhould be offended and revenged of them. :

In this place commonly are reſident ſcauen Priefts. The chicfe differcd from the Their ornaz 
reſt in his ornaments, bur inferior Prieſts cquld hardly be knowne from the come Tents for | 
mon people, bur that they had not ſo wany holes in char cares to hang char 1ewels 
ar. The ornaments of the chicfe Prieſt were ccrtaine arrires for his head made thus. 
They tooke a doſen,or 16,0r more ſnakes skins and ſtuffed chem with moiſe,and of 
Weeſels and other Vermines skins a good many, All cheſe they tie by thar tailes, 
ſo as all cheir tailes meere inthe toppe of their head like a great Tallell.Round abour 
this Taſſel] is as it wereacrowne of feathers, che skins hang round about his head, - 
necke, and ſhoulders,and in a manner cover his face, T he faces of all their Prieſts are 
painted as vgly as they can deviſe,in their hands they had every one his Rattle, ſome 
baſe, ſome ſmaller. Their devotion was moſt in ſongs, which the chicfe Prieſt be- 
ginnethand the reſt followed him, ſometimes he makcth invocations with broken

He hath as many women as he will, whereof when he licth on his bed,one (icterh 
at his head, and another at hus feer, but when he ſirrterh, one licrech on hisrighc hand 
and another on his left. As he is weary of his women, he beſtoweth them on thoſe 
that beſt deſerue chem ar his hands, When he dincrh or ſupperh, one of his women 
before and after meat, bringeth him water in a wooden platcer ro waſh his hands, 
Another waiterth wich a bunch of feathers co wipe them in ſtead of a Towell, and 
the feathers when he hath wiped are drycd againe. His kingdowes deſcend not to 
his ſonnes nor children, but firſt to has brethren, whereof he hath 3. 91%, ow 
chapen, Opechancanongh, and (atatangh, and after their deceale to hs ſiſters. Firftco 
the eldeſt ſiſter, then co the reſt, and atrer chem to the heires male or female of che ecl- 
deſt (iſter, bur never to the heires of the males. 

He nor any of his e vnderitand any letters, whereby to write or reade, onely 
the lawes whereby he rulerh is cuſtome, Yer when he liteth his will 1s a law and 
muſt be obeyed: not onely as a King, bur as halfe a Godthey efteeme him. His in- 
feriour Kings whom they call Ferewancer, are tyed to rule by cuttomes, and haue 
power of litc and death at their command in that nature. Buc this word Ferowexce, 
which we call 2nd conſtrue for a King,is a common word, whereby chey call all 
commanders: for they haue bur few words in their language,and but few occaſions 
to vic any officers morechen one commander, which commonly chey call Werow- 
ance,or Cancorenſe, which is ine. They all know their feverall lands, and ha- 
bitations, 2nd limits, to fiſh, or hunt in, bur chey hold all of their great Fe-

deere, rurkies, wild beaſts, and corne. What he commanderh they dare noc 
inche leaſt chang. Ir is ſtrange to ſee with what great feare and adoration, all 
people doc obcy this Powhatan, For at his feet they preſent whatſoever hecomman- 
derh,and ar the leaſt frowne of his brow,theur {parits will cremble with feare : 
and no marvell,for he is very terrible & cyrannous in puniſhing ſuch as offend him, 
For example,he cauſed certaine malefaftors to be bound and foot, then ha- 
wr hr nt, gs mr Terry. gr they rake cheſe coalcs 
round inthe forme of a it, and in the midft calt the offenders to broyle 
eo death. Somerimes he the heads of them that offend him, to be laid ypon 
d>e altar or ſacrificing ſtone, and one with clubbes bears our their braincs. When he 
would puniſh any notorious enemy or, maletaQtor, he cauſcth him co beryed ro a 
wee, and with Mull}! ſhcls or reeds, the execunoner cutrerh off his zoynes one after 
another, ever caſting what they cut of into che fire z then doth he proceed with ſhels 
and reeds to caſerhe skinnefrom his head and face z then doe they rip his belly and 
ſo burne him with che cree and all, Thus them(clucs reported chey executed George 
Caſſen.

Being tor molt part of ſuch tender cducations, and ſmall experience 
an Marriall accidents, becaule they found not Engliſh Ciries, nor ſuch faire houſes, 
nor at their owne wiſhes any of their accuſtomed daintics , wich feather beds and 
downe pillowes, Taverncs and Alchouſes in every breathing place, neither ſuch 
plencic of ge and (ilver ors rm PR they cd,1ad little or no care 
ot any thing, bur to pamper their bellies, to fly away with our Pinnaces, or procute 
their meanes to rerurne for England, For the Country was to them a matery, araine, 
a death, a hell, and cheir reports here, and their ations there according, 

Some other there were that had yearely ſpends to paile ro and agaime for tran 
EEE keepe the myſterie of the bulinelle in chemſclues, though chey 

nexher time nor meancs to know much of themſclues ; yer all mens actions

the Egyprians. For the labour of ewentie or thirtie ofthe beſt onely preſerved in 
Chriſtanitie by their induſtry, the idle livers of neare rwo hundred of che reſt: 
who liuing neere cen monechs of ſuch naturall meancs,as the Counday naturally of

We watered at the Canaries,we traded with che Salvages at Domimcazthree weekes 
we ſpent in refreſhing our ſclues amongſt cheſe weſt-India Iles 3 in Gwardalape we 
found a bath ſo hor, as in it we boyled Porck as well as overthe fire, Andat a little 
Iſle called CHgnica, we tooke from the buſhes with our hands, neare two ax; 
heads full of Birds in chree or foure hourcs, Jn Mevis, Adope, and the Yirgi 
we ſpent ſometime, where,with a lothſome beaſt like a Crocodil, called a Gwayn, 
Tortoiſes, Pellicans, Parrots, and fiſhes, we daily feafted.Gone from chence jn ſearch 
of Virgina, the company was not alittle diſcomforred, ſteing the Murriners had 3 
dayes palled their reckonipg and found no land, fo that Captaine Rerliffe ( Cap- 
taine of the Pinnace) rather defired to beare vp the helme to rerurne for England, 
then make further ſearch. But Godthe guider of all good aftions, forcing them b 
an extreame ſtormeto hull all night, did drive chem by his providence to their 
red Port, beyond all their expeations, for never any of them had ſcene that coaſt. 
The firſt land they madethey called Cape Hewry ; where thirtie of them 
chemſclues on ſhore, were aſfaulced by fiue Salvages, who hurt two of the | 
very dangerouſly. That night was the box opened, and the orders read, in whi 
Bu tholomew Goſnoll, John Smuth, Edward Wing field, (briſtopher Newport, lobn Rat= 
bffe, lobn Martin, and George Kendall, were named to beche Councell,and to chooſe 
a Preſident amongſt chem tor a yeare, who with the Councell ſhould governe. Mat- 
ters of moment wereto be examined by a Jury, bur derermined by the maior 
of the Councell, in which the Preſident had rwo voyces, Vnrillche 1 3 of May they- 
if a placeto plancin, then the Coyncell was {\worne, M* Wingfie/d was choſen 

A an Oration made,why Capraine Smith was not adnucted of the Coun+ 
cell as the teſt. 

Now falleth every man to worke, the Councell contriue the Fort, the reſt cut 
downe trees to make place to pitch their Tents ; ſome provide dapbard to relade 
the ſhips, ſome moke gardens, ſome ners, &c. The Salvages often viſited vs kindly, 
The Preſidents o7erweening icalouſie would admit no exerciſe at armes, or fortil 
cation, but che boughs of trees caſt cogerher in the forme of a halfe moone by the 
extraordinary paines and diligence of Captaine Kendall. Newport, Smith, and twen- 
tie others, were ſent to diſcover the head of the river: by divers ſmall habitations 
they palled,in ſix dayes they arrived at a Towne called Powhatan,confiſting of ſome 
twelue houſes, pleaſantly ſeated on a hill z before ir three fertile Iſles, abour it many 
of their corncficlds, the place is very pleaſant, and m_— nature, of this place che 
Prince is called Powhatan, ind his people Powhatans,to this place the river is naviga- 
ble: but higher within amyle, by An of the Rockes und Iſles, there is not paſ« 
ſage for a mall Boar, this they call the Falles, the people in all parts kindly intrea- 

chem, till being rerurned within twentie myles of ame: rowne, they gaue iuſt 
cauſe of iealouſie, but had God not bleſſed the diſcoverers otherwiſe then thoſe ar 
the Fort, there had then beene an end of that plantation for at the Fort, where they 
arrived the next day, they found 17 men hurr, anda boy flaine by the Salvages, and 
had it not chanced a crotle barre ſhot from the Ships ſtrooke downe a bough from 
a tree amongſt chem, that cauſed them to retire, our men had all beene ſlaine, being 
ſecurely all at worke, and their armes in dry fars, , 

Herevpon the Preſident was contented the Fort ſhould be pallifadoed, the Ord- 
nance mounted, his men armed andexerciſed, for many were the aſſaulrs, and ame 
buſcadoes of the Salvages, & our men by their diſorderly ing were often hurr;

Ccornes as beforexill they had ewiceincirculed the firezthat ey cooke a bunch 
of little ſtickes prepared for that purpoſe, continuing Rtill cheir devotion, and atche 
end of cycry ſong and Oration, they hp ny ſticke berwixt the diviſions of 
Corne. Till night, neicher he nor they dideither cate or drinke, and chen they fea» 
ſed merrily, with the beſt proviſions they could make. Three dayes they vſed this 
Ceremony zthe meaning whereof they told him, was to know if he incended them 
well or no. The circle of meale (ſignified their Country, the circles of corne the 
bounds of theSeca, and the Rickes his Country, They imagined the world to be 
fat and round, hike a crencher, and they in the middeſt. After chis they brought 
him a bagge of gunpowder, which they carefully preſerved cill the next ſpring, to 
Plant as they did their corne z becauſe they would be acquainted with che nature of 
thar ſeede, Opitchapams the Kings brother invited him to his houſe, where, with as 
many platters of bread, foule, and wild beaſts, as did environ him, he bid him well- 
come; but not any of them would cate a bir with him, bur put vp all the remainder 
in Baskers. Ac his rerurneto Opechancanwghy, all the Kings women, and their chi 
dren, flocked about him for their parts, as a due by Cuſtome, to be merry wich { 
rs, 
But bus waking mind in hydeous dreames did oft ſee wondrons ſhaper, 
Of bodies ys mers 1 and of ſinpendions _ 


Athſt they brought him to Meronec where was Powhatan their Emperor. 
Here more then ewa hundred of thoſe grim ers ſtood wondering at hum, as 
he had beene a monſter z till Powhatan and his trayne had put themſclues in their 
greateſt braveries, Before a fire ypon a ſeat like a bedfted,he ſar covered with a great 
robe, made of Rarowenn skinnes, and all the tayles hanging by. On cither hand did 
lita young wench of 26 or 18 yeares, andalong on« che houſe, ou 
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vith the fuſt ſupp in Virginia. 45 
of men, and behind them as many women, with all thar heads and ſhoulders pain« 
red red ; inany of their heads bedecked with the white downe of Birds z bu every 
one with ſomechung : and a great chayne of whute beads about their necks. Art hs 
entrance before the King, all the people gaue a great ſhout. The Queene of Appe- 
marxch was appointed to bring hun waterco waſh his hands, and another brought 
him a buach of feathers, in ſtead of a Towell to dry them ; having feaſted him atrer 
their bett barbarous manner chey could, a long conſultation was bur the con- 
cluſion was, two ſtones were brought betore Powharax:then 23 many as could 
layd hands on hi cd him co them,and thereon laid his head, aud beung ready 
with char clubs, to beace our his braines, Pocabentas the Kings dearcit daughter, 
when no increaty could preyaile, got his head in her armes,aud laid ber 
on his to ſauc ham from death : whereat the Emperour was concented he ſhould | 
to make him hatchcrs, and her bells, beads, and copper ; for they thought him atwel% ory 
of all occupations as themſelues. For the King himſelte will make bus owrie robes, tic tute.

Two dayes after, P-whates having diſguiſed himſelfe in the molt fearcfulleſt man- 
tier he could, cauſed Cap: Sanch ro de brought forrho a great houſe in the woods, 
and there ypon a mar by the fire to be letr alone. Not long after from behinde a mat 
that divided the houſe, was made the moſt dolcfulleſt noyſe he ever heard z then 
Powhatan more like a devill chen a man with ſome two hundred more as blacke as How Pow 
hamſelfc, came vnto him and cold him now they were friends, and preſently he ——— 
__ James towne, to ſend him two great gunnes, and a gryndſtone, for Tue, 
which he would giue him che Country of Capebeweſch, and for ever citeeme hun 
as his ſonne N, So to [awes rowne with 12 guides Powbatan ſent him, 
T hat night they quarterd in the woods, he ſtill expeHting ( as be h:d done allthis

hearrs of choſe iterne ax; With next morning berunes they 
came to the Fort, where Smnrh having vſcd the Salvages with what kindneile he 
could, he ſhewed Rawbuns, Powhataxs ſervant ewo demi-Culyerings & a mull- 
ſtone to carry Powbaten; they found them. ſomewhat too heavie z but when they did 
ſee him dif ethem, bang loaded with ſtones, the boughs of a great rree 
loaded with Iſickles, the yce and branches came ſo crumnbling downe, that the poore 
Salvages ran away halte dead with feare. Bur at laſt we regained ſome conference 
with chem,and gaue them ſuch coyes, and ſent to Powbaren, his women, and chil- 
dren ſuch preſents, as gaue them in generall full content, Now in /awes Towne 
theywere all in combulhon, the ſtrongeſt Ing once more to run away with 15 
the Pinnace , which with the hazzard of his life, with Sakre falcon and musker ſhor, uy oa 
Smuth now the third time to ſtay or ſinke. Some no berter then they ſhould cums. 
OW Reed nr ect mn res hamto death by the Le- 
viticall law, for the lnues of Robinſon and Emery, pretending the faule was his that bad 
led them to their ends: bur he quicklytooke ſuch order with fuch Lawyers, that he 
hyd them by the heeles till he {ent ſome of them priſoners for England. Now evet 
once in fourcor fue dayes, Pocahontas with her him ſo much 
proviſion, that ſaved many of their liues, tha els for all chis had with hun- 
ga.

LL this time our care was not ſo much to abandon the Countrey , but the 

Treaſurer and Councell in England, were as diligent & carcfull co ſupply vs. 

Two good ſhipsthey ſentvs, with neare a hundred men, well furniſhed with 
np omiehe mepaerateiog bantodaneniaFhccnrammanded 
by Captaine Newport: the other by Captaine Francis Nelſon,an honeſt man, andan 
expert Mariner, But ſuch was the lewardneſle of his Ship ( that though he was 
apr dag, vs hs} by ſtormy contrary winds was he forced io farreto 
Sea, that the W et /ndier was the nextland, for the repaire of his Maſts, and reliefe 
of wood and water. But Newport gotin and arrived at /awes Towne,noclong after 
the redemprion of inc Smich, To whomthe Salvages, as is ſayd, every ocher 
day repaired, with ſuch proviſions that ſufficiently did ſerue them from hand to 
mouth : part alwayes they brought him as Preſents from their Ki Pocehomasy

Our order was daily to haue Prayer,with a Pſalme,at which ſolemnitie the poore

conſultation cill they had contrived their bufinelle, Then they beganiin a molt paſ.. 
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ſionate manner to hold vypthair hands to the Sunne, with a moſt fearcfull ſong, 
then unbracing our Capraine, they began to adore him in like manner :chough he

Thus having (ought all the inlets and rivers worth noting, we returned to diſco- 
ver the river of Pawiuxunt ; cheie people we found very trattable, ard more civill 
then any, we promiſed them, as alio che Patawemeks to revenge them of the Adaſſe- 
womek;, but our purpoſes were crolled. 

In the diſcovery of this river ſome call Rapahenock, we were kindly entertained 
by the people of AMoranghtacund ; here we incountered our old triend AMcſco,a luity

over the playne to ferch ſome wood, bur they were 'vnwilling, except we would 
come uno che Crecke, where the boat might come cloſe aſhore.

his Countrymen helpe vs cowe _ winde or tyde from place to mw ol we = Ow 
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having got ſore two ſtones throwes vp the playne, perceived rwo or three hundred 
men ( as he thought) behind the trees, (o char offering to rerurne to the Boar, the 

es allayed to carry him away perforce, that he called to vs we were berrayed, 
and by that he had ſpoke the word, our hoftage was over-boord, but Watkins his 
keeper flew him in the water. Immediatly we let fly amongſt them,ſo that they fled, 
& Todkill eſcaped,yer they ſhot (© faſt that he fell flat on the ground ere he could re- 
cover the boat. Here the Maſſewomet T argers ſtood vs in good ſtead, for vpon AMeſ- 
co'; words, we had ſet them abour the forepart of our Boar like a forecaſtle, from 
whence we {ecurely beat the Salvages from off the plaine without any hurtyer they 
ſhot more then a chouſand Arrowes, and then fled into the woods. Arming our 
ſelues with theſe light Targers (which aremade of lictle ſmall ſticks woven berwixe 
firings of cher h andfilke gratle as iSour Cloth, bur ſo firmely chat no arrow 
can poſſibly pierce :) we reſcued Todkgll,vvho was all bloudy by ſome of them 
who were vs that held him, but as God plealcd he had no hurt ; and follow- 
ing chem vp to che woods, we found ſome flaine, and in divers places much bloud. 
lefbams alſcheir arrowes were ſpent, for we heard no more of them. T heir Canows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,ſauerhem we kept for Aoſes, ro whom 
we gauethe Canowes for his kindnelle, that entertained vs 1n the beſt cri ng 
manner, and warlike order in armes of conqueſt he could procure of the Aforangh- 
tacunds 


Thereſt of the day we ſpznt in accomodating our Boat, in ſtead of thoules wee 
wade ſtickes ike Bedſtaues, ro which we taftened ſo many of our Aaſewomek T ar- 
gers, that invironed her as waſt apnea 
our friend ©Aoſco followed vs along the ſhore, and at laſt deſired to goe with vsin 
our Boar, Bur as we palled by Piſacack, Matchopeak, and Mecuppoms, three Townes 
ſiruated vpon high white clay chfrs z the other (ide all a low playne mariſh , andthe 
river there but narrow. Thirte or fortic of the , had ſo accommodated 
chemiclues with branches, as we rooke them for little buſhes growing the 
ſedge, ſtill ſeeing their arrowes ſtrike the Targers, and in the river: = 
at Moſco fell latin che Boat on —_ _ the Repabanocks, which preſencly we 
elpicd co be the buſhes, which at our f volley fell downe 1n the ſedge:when wee 
were neare halfe a myle from them, they ſhewed themiclues dauncing and ſinging 


merrily. 
"The Kings of Piſſaſſach, N, and Catterawomen, vied vs kindly,and 
all-cheir people negle&ed nor ing to Afoſcoro bring vs to them. Berwixt Se- 


cobeck and Maſſawreck.is a ſmall Iſle or two, which caujcrh the river to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleaſed God to rake one of our Company called M* Fetber- 
ſtone, that all che time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himſelfe, honeſt» 
ly, valiantly, and induſtriouſly, where in a little Bay we called Fetherflones Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of ſhot: thereſt norwithſtanding their ill dyer, and bad

Vpon the alarum by that we had recovered our armes, there was about an hun- 
dred nimble /ndiax: skipping from rreeto tree, letting fly their arrows ſo faſt as they 
could: che trees here ſerved vs for Baricadoes as well as they. Bur Afoſcodid vs more 
ſervice then weexpetted, for having ſhot away his quiver of Arrowes,he ran tothe 
Boat for more. T he Arrowes of Moſeo at the firſt maderhem pauſe vpon the mar- 
cer, thinking by his bruit and skipping, there were many Salvages. About halfe an 
houre this continued, then they all vaniſhed as ſuddainly as they Aoſ- 
co followed chem (o farre as he could fee vs, till they were our of As we rerur- 
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life, which Af-ſco ſceing, never was Dog more furiousagaioſt 2 Beare, then Adoſcs 
way ©© hauc beat out his braines, fo we had hun ro our Buar, whereour Clururgiuan 
who went with vs to cure our C_—_ hurt of the S14»grap,1o dreilcd chis Salvage 
that wichin an houre atrer he looked ſomewhat cheareruily,ard did cate ard tycake, 
In the meane time we contented Moſeoin helping him cw gather vp cher arrowes, 
wiuch were an armetull, whereof he gloried not a liccle, T hen we delired Moſes ro 
know what he was, and what Countries were beyond the mountaines z che poore 
Sa muldly anſwered, he and all wb him were of Hafianmgs, where there are 
three Kings more, like vnto chem, name!y the King of Stegore, the King of Fawann- 
home, —_ King of Shahaboxee, that were come co Mobs kebod, which is oncly a 
buneng Towne, and the bounds berwixt the Kingdoime of the Af{amebecks, and 
the Naxdiawgbtacands, but hard by where we were, We demanced why they came 
in that manner to vs,that came to them in pexce, and to fecke their loues ; 
he anſwered, they heard we were a people come from vnder the world co cake ther 
world from chem. We asked him how many worlds he <&d know, he replyed, he 
knew no mere bur that which was vnder the skie tt:ac covered hum, which were che 
Powbarans, with the Menacans, and the CAMaſſewomets, that were higher vpin 
the mouncaines. Then weasked him what was bryond the mountaines, he antwe- 
red che Sunne: bur of any thing cs he knew nothing” becauſe the woods wire nor 
burne. Theſe and many tuch queſtions wee demanded, concerning the Haſſan & 
webs, the CMonacans, their owne Country, and »here were che Kings of Stegore, 
Tawsfintania and thereit, The Afonacens he ſayd were their neighbours and triends, 
and did dwell as chey inthe hilly Countries by ſmall rivers, lung vpon roctesand 
fruits, bur chicfly by hunting, The AMaſſavemet; did dwell vpon a great water, and 
had many boats,& {o many men that chey made warre with a!l the world. For their 
Kings, they were goneevery one aſeverall wy wich their men on hunung; But 
thote with him came chicher a fiſhing vill they ſaw vs, norwiliſtznding they would 
be altogether at night at Afahaxhabod, For his relation we gaue higy many toyes, 
with per{waſions to goe with vs, and he as ezrnefi ly defired vs to ftzy the comming 
of thoſe Kings that tor his good vſage ſhould be frier'ds with vs, for he w2s brocher 
to Haſiwringe. But Moſes advited vs preſently to be gone, for they were all naught, 
yer we cold him we would not till it was aighe All things we made ready to encer» 
tain what came, & Aſoſcs was as diligent in crumming his arrowes, The night bein 

come we all imbarked, for the river was fo narrow, had it beene light che band 
on the one (ide was ſo high, they might haue done vs exceeding much miſchiefe, 


All chis while che K.of wee was ſeeking thereſt;ard h12d conſultation a good 
wme what co doe. Bur by their e{pies ſeeing we were gone, ic was not long before 
we heard their arrowes ng on every (ide the Boatzwe cauſed our Salvages to 


call vnco chem, bur fucha yelling & hallowing they made char chey heard | 
bur now and then a peece, aymung foneare as we could where we heard the molt 
voyces, Morethen 12 mylcs they followed vs inthis manner; then the day appea- 
ring, we found our ſelues im a broad Bay, curof danger of their (bor, where wee 
came toan anchor, and fell ro breakfaſt. Nor ſo much as ſpe: king to them till the 
Sunne was riſen ; being well refreſhed, we vneyed our T argers that couered vs as a 
and all ſhewed our felucs with choſe ſhie|ds on our armes,and ſwords in our 
hands, and alfo our prifoner Amorolech ; along diſcourſe there was berwixt his 
Countranen and him, how good wee were, how well wee vitd hum, how wee had a 
Patevemet wich vs, loned vs as his life, chac would have (laine him had we nor

Pipes:what we deſired, none refuſed to giue vs, wondering at every _ 
We had, and hcard we had done;our Piſtols they rooke for pipes, which they m 
deſired, but we did content them with other ties, and ſo we > —_ 
fiuc hundred of our merry CMannabcchs, finging, dauncing, and making merry, 
and ſcr ſayle for Moranghtacund. 

In our returnes we viſited all our friends, that rejoyced much at our Viftory #- 
gainſt the Adarnebocks, who many times had Warres alſo with them, bur now they 
were fricnds,and delired we would be friends with the Rapebenecks,as we were with 
the CMlarnabecks. Our Capraine told them, they had rwiſe allaulted him chat came 

in loue to doe them good, and therefore he would now burne all their hou- 
ſ oy Tm cucr hold them his cuemies, till they made him (a+ 
calaltion? they delired co know whart that ſhould be:he told them they ſhould pre» 
ſent him the Kings Bow and Arrowes, and net offerro come armed where he wasy 
that they ſhould be friends with the wry yy his friends,and giuc him their 
Kings ſonne in pledge to performe it, and then all King /ewes his men ſhould be 
their friends. Vpon this they preſencly ſent ro the ro mectre him atche 
place where they firſt fought, where would be the Kings of Nantentacmnd and Piſe 
fafſac:which according to their promiſe werethere fo ſoone as wegwhere 
preſented his Bow and Arrowes, and confirmed all we deſired,excepehis ſonnc, ha- 
ving no more but him he could nor liue without him, bur in ſtead of his ſonne he 
would giue him the three women Aforenghtacund had ftolnc. T his was accepted ; 
and ſon three or foure Canowes,ſo many as could went with vsto Aforanghtacand, 
where XMoſco made them ſuch relations, and gaue to his friends ſo many Bowes and 
Arrowes,thatthey no lelle Joued him then admired vs. T he 3 women were brought 


our Captaine, to cach he gaue a chayne of Beads: andthen cauſin 

Meſee, and Rapebanock ſtand before him, bid Rapebeanecktake ber ——— nd 
Adoranghtacand chaſe next, & to Moſes he gaue the third. Vpon this away wentrheir 
Canowes over the water,to fetch their veniſon, and all the provi could,and 
they that wanted Boats ſwam over the river:the darke commanded vs then to reſt, 
The next day there was of men, women, and children, as we conieftured,ſix or ſea» 
uen hundred, dauncing,& (inging,and not a Bow nor Arrow ſcene amongſt them. 
Meſce changed bis name Ftteſantaſangh, which we interpret Stranger, for ſo they 
call vs. All promiſing ever to be our friends, and to plant Corne purpoſely for vs 
and we to provide hatchers, bezds, and copper for them, we ed, givin 
them Volley of ſhot,andth vs as loud ſhouts anderyes as their _ 


Y viter. That night we anchored intheriver of P ajankatank ,and diſcoveredit ſo high 


as it was navigable, butthe people were moſt a hunting, ſaue a few old men,women, 
ndchildomphrocerenting beircrmaatwbich cy promiſed vs part when we 
would ferch it, as h:d done all the Nations whereever we had yer beene, | 

In afayre calme, rowing towards poynt Comsforr, we anchored in Goſwolls Bay, 
bur ſuch a ſuddaine guſt ſurpriſed vs in the night with thunder and rayne, that we 
never thought more to haue ſcene [eames Towne, Yet running before the wind, we 
ſomerimes ſaw the Land by che flaſhes of fire from ag6, 1 tony 4" gan 
kept from the ſplitring ſhore, vnrill it pleaſed God in that b darknellc to pre» 
ſerue vs by that lghtto finde poyn { emfert : there refreſhing our ſelues,becaulc we 
had onely but heard of the (byſapeacks & Nandſamands, we itas fitro know 
all our neighbours neare home, as ſo many Nations abroad, 

So ſetting ſayle for the Southerne ſhore, we ſayled vp a narrow river vpthe coun« 
ery of Chiſa \i« hack a good chanad}, bur many ſhonly chone the 
that we _ {ix or ſeauen myles, we ſaw two or three little garden plots wi 
their houſes, the ſhores overgrowne with the greateſt Pyne and Firre trees wee ever 
ſaw in the Country. But nor ſeeing nor hearing any and che riger very nate 
gow, wereturned to che great riucr,to ſee if we could findeany of them. Coating 


with the firſt ſupply in Virginia. 


the ſhore towards Nand/ammnd, which 1s molt Oyſter-bankes; at the mouth of that 
riger, we eſpicd (ix or ſeauen Salvages making their wires, who preſently fled: a» 
thore we went, and where they wrought we threw diuers toyes, and fo departed. 
Farre we were not gone ere they came againe, and began to (ing, and daunce, and 
xecall ys : and chus we began our firſt acquaincance. Ar laſt one of them defired vs 
to goeto his houſe vp har river, into our Boat voluntarily he came, the reſt ran at- 
ter vs by the ſhore with all ſhew ct loue that could be. Seaven oz eight wyles we fay- 
led vp this narrow river: ac laſt on the Weſterne ſhore we ſaw large Cornetields, 
inche midit a little Ile, and in ic was abundance of Corne ; the peopl: he told vs 
wereall a hunung, bur in the [le was his houſe, ro which he inuired vs with much 
kindnelſe: co him, his wifc,and children,we gaue ſuch things as chey ſeemed much 
contented chem. The others being come,delired vs alſo to goe bur a little higher co 
ſee their houſes : here our hoſt lett vs, the reit rowed by vs 1 a Canow, till we were 
ſofar paſt che Iſle the river became very narrow. Here we deſired ſome of them ro 
come abord vs,wherat pauling a lirtle,they rold vs they would bur fetch their bows 
and arrowes and goe all with vs, but being a-ſhore and thus armed,they perſwaded 
vs to goe forward, but we could neither perſwade them into cheir Canow,nor into 
our Boac. This gaue vs cauſe to prouide tor the wort. Farre we wene not ere ſeauen 
or eight Canowes full of men armed appeared following vs, ſtaying to ſee the con- 
cluſjon. Preſently from each (ide che riuer came arrowesſo faſt as two or three hun- 
dred could ſhoot chem, wherear we returned co gerche open. They in the Canowes 
ler fly alſo as faſt, bur amongit chem we beſtowed ſo many ſhot, the moſt of chem 
leaped overbocrd and ſwam aſhore, bur two or three eſcaped by rowing, being a- 
gainft cheir playnes :our Muskersthey found ſhort further then their Bowes, for wee 
made not rwentic ſhot ere they all reryred behind the nex: trees. Being thus got our 
of cheir trap, we ſciſed on all cheir Canowes, and moored chem in chemidft of the 
open. Morethen an hundred arrawes ſtucke in our Targers, and about the boar, 
yer none hurt, onely Anthony Bagnall was ſhot in his Hat,and agother in his ſlecue, 
Bur ſceing their multitudes, and ſulpeRing as it was, that boch che Nand/amands, 
and the Chiſapeacks were togerher, we thought it beſt ro ryd:by their Canowes a 
while, to berhinke if ic were beter to burne all in che Iſle, or draw them to compo» 
ſicion, cill we were prouided to take all chey hed, which was ſuificient co feed all our 
Colony : bur ro burnethe Iſle at night it was concluded, In the interim we beganto 
cut in pceces their Canowes, and they preſently to lay downe their bowes, making 
ſignes of peace: peace we told them we would accept, would chey bring vs their 
Kings bowes and arrowes, with a chayne of pearle 32nd when we came againe giue 
vs fourc hundred baskets full of Corne, otherwiſc we would breake all thei boats, 
and burne cheir houles, and corne, and all chey had. To perforine all this they al- 
ledged onely the want of a Canow;ſo we pur one a drift & bad ti:< nſwim toterch 
her : andcill chey performed their promiſe, wee would but onely breakerheir Ca-+ 
nowes, They cryedto vs to doc no more, all ſhould be as we would:which preſently 
they performed, away went their bowes and arrowes, and tagge and ragge canre 
wh cheir baskers : ſo muchas we could carry we tooke, and 1o departing good 
friends, we returned to /awves Towne, where we ſafely arrived the 7. of September, 
I 608. There we found MF Seripener, and divers others well recovered: many dead 
ſome (icke: the 1:te Preſident priſoner for mutiny : by the honeſt diligence of Ma- 
ſer Scrwwener,the harueſt gathered, butthe proviſion in the ſtore much ſpoyled with 
rayne, Thus was that ſummer ( when little wanced) conſumed and ſpent, and no+ 
thing done(ſuch was the gouernment of Captaine Rathffe)outonely this diſcovery 
Wherein to exprelle all che dangers, accidents, and incounters this (mal) number 
palled in that ſmall Barge, by the ſcale of proportion, about three thouſand 
myles, with ſuch watery dyct in choſe great waters and barbarous Countnes ( ti 
then to any Chriſtian viterly vnknowne) I rather referre their merit to the cenſure 
of the courteous and experienced Reader,then I would be tedious or partiall being

The Preſidency ſurrendred to ( aptaine Smith : the Arrivall and 
returne of the ſecond Supply. And what happened. 


Hetench of September, by the Eleftion of the Councell, and requeſt of the 
Company, Captaine Smith receiued the Lerters Patents: which ull chen by 
no mcanes he would accept, though he was often importuned therevnes. 
Now the building of Rathffes Pallace ſtayed as a thing needleiſezrthe Church 
was repaired the Store-houſe recouered ; buildings preparcd for the Supplyes, we 
expected; the Fort reduced to a fiue-ſquareforme z the order of the Watch renew- 
ed ; che ſquadrons(cach ſerring of the Watch)crainedz the whole Company cuery 
Saturday exerciſed, inthe plaine by the weſt Bulwarke, prepared for that 
we called Smirbfield: where ſometimes more then an hundred Salvages would 
in an amazement to behold, how a fyle would barter a tree, -___ would make 
them a ma;ke to ſhoot ary the boats crimmed for trade, which being ſent out wich 
Licurenanc Percy, in their Journey incountred the ſecond Supply, that broughe 
them backe to diſcover the Country of Afonacen. How or why Caprtaine Newport 
obrained ſuch a private Commiſſion, as not to rerurne without a lumpe of gold, a 
certaintie of the South ſea,or one of the loſt company ſent out by Sir Water Ratergh, 
I know not; nor why he brought ſuch a fiue Barge, not to bearevsto 
South ſea, till we 2d borne her over che mounraines, which how farre they extend 
is yer vnknowne. As for the Coronation of Powhatan, and his preſents of Baſon 
and Ewer, Bed, Beditcad, Clothes, and ſuch coſtly noucltics,they had beene much 
berter well ſpared then ſo ill ſpent, for wee had his favour much berter onely for a 
playne pecce of Copper, till this ſtately kinde of ſoliciting, made him ſo much 0- 
vervalue himſclfe, thar he reſpeAed vs as much as nothing art all. As forthe hyring 
of the Poles and Dutch-men, to make Pitch, Tar, Glalle, Milles, and Sope aſhes, 
when the Country is repleniſhed with people, and necellaries, would haue done 
well, bucto ſend chem and ſeauentie more without vitualls to worke, was not ſo 
well aduiſed nor conſidered of, as it ſhould haue beene. Yerthis could nor have hure 
vs bad they beene 2 00.though then we were 8 30 that wanced for our ſelues. For we 
had the Salvages in that decorwns (their harveſt being newly gathered, that we fea- 
red not to get viduals for 500, Now wasthere no way romake vs miſerable,but to 
neglc& that rime ro make prouilion whilſt it wasto be had, the which was done by 


- thediretion trom Englandto performe this (trange diſcovery, but a more ſtrange 


Coronation to looſe that eime,ſpend that vitualls we and ftaruc our men, 
hauing no meancs to carry viftuals, municion,the hurtor (icke, but on their owne 
backes, How or by whom they were inuented I know not: but Captaine Newp#? 
weonely accounted the Author, who toeffecheſe _—_ had ſo guilded mens 


hopes with gr:at promiſes,that both Company and hisr clohu- 
con 
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tion for the moſt part: God doth know they lictle knew what chey did, nor y:der+ 
ſtood cheir owne eſtates to conclude his concluſions, againſt all the inconveniences 
theforclecing Preſident alledged. Of chis Supply there was added to the Counce!l, 
one Captaine Richard Walde, and Capraine Wynne, ewo auncient Souldiers, and vali- 
ant Genclemen, bur yet ignorant of the oulines, ( being but newly arriucd.) Rathffe 
was alſo permitted to haue his voyce, & MF Scrrvener, delirous to lee ſtrange Coun 
tries: {0 that a!though Swwrb was Preſident, yerthe Maior part of the Counccll had 
the auchoriae and rulcd it as they hited, As tor clearing Seviths obieftions, how 
Pucch and Tarre,Wainſcor, Clapbord, Glalle, and Sope a{hes, could be provided, 
to relade the (hip, or provition got co live withall, when none was in che Country, 
and chat we had, ſpcnt,betore che (hip deparred co effect theſe projetts.The anſwer 
was, Captaine Newport vndercooketo fraught the Pinnace of twenne tunnes with 
Corne in going and recurning in his Diſcovery, andto refraught her againe from 
Werowocemoco of Powheten. Alio promiling a great proportion of vittualls froin che 
Ship z inferriag that S-wths propolinons were onely devices to lunder his 10urncy, 
to etfe&t ic hamtelfe;and that che cruelcie he had vied co the Salvages, might well be 
che occaſion to hinder thele Delzgnes, and ſecke revenge on him. For which taxa- 
tion all workes were left, and 420 choſen men were appointed for Newports guard 
in this Diſcovery, But Capraine Swuh to make cleare all thoſe teeming ſuſpmons, 
thac che Salvages were nox ſo de{perate as was pretended by Captaine Newport, and 
how willing ( {ince by cheir authorige they would hauctto) he was co a(liſt them 
what he could,becaulc the Coronation would conſume much time, he vndertooke 
himſelfe cheir mctlage ro Powhatan,to intreat him t5 come to [James Towne to re+ 
cciue his preſents. And where Newport durit not goe with lelle then 120. he onely 
tooke with him Capuaine Walds, M* Andrew Buckler, Edward Brunton, and Samuel 
Colber:with theſe foure he went over land to Werowecomezo, ſome 12 myles;there he 

ed che river of Pamevnige in a Salvage Canow. Powhatan being 30 mylcs of, 
was preſently ſent for ; in the meane time, Pocabonras and her women entertained 

caine Smith in this manner, 

n a fayre plaine field chey madea fire, before which, ke fitting vpon a mar, ſud- 
dainly among(t che woods was heard ſuch a hydeous noiſe and (hrecking, that the 
Engliſh berooke themiclues ro their armes, and ſeized on two or three old men by 
chem,ſuppoling Powbaren with all his power was come to furpritechem, Bur pre» 
ſenily Pocabontas came, wilhng him to kill her if any hurt were intended, and the 
beholders, which were men, women,and children, ſatisfied the Capraiue there was 
no ſuch matter. Then preſently they were preſented with this anticke z thirtie young 
women came naked our of che woods, onely covered behind and bctore with afew 

cenc leaues, their bodies all painted, ſome of one colour, ſome of another, bur all 
ESning ches leader had a fayre payre of Bucks hornes on her head, and an Orrers 
skinne ac her girdlc,and another at her armeza quiver of arrowes at her backe, a bow 
and arrowesin her hand ; the next had in her hand a ſword, another aclub, another 
a po-ſtickezall horned alike: the reſt every one with their ſcverall deviſes. Thele 
fends with moſt helliſh ſhouts and cryes, ruſhing from among the irees, caſt them- 
ſelues in a ring about che hire, linging and dauncing with moſt excellent il] yarictic, 
oft falling inco cheir infernall paſſions, and ſolemnly againeto ſing and dauncey ha- 
ving - ory nearc an houre in this Maſcarado, as they centred in like manner they de- 
part 


Having reacc6modated themſclues,they ſolemnly inviced him co cheir Jodgings, 
where he was no ſooner within the houſe, but all theſe Nymphes more cormentcd 
him chen cver, with crowding, preſſing, and banging about him, moſt cediouſly 
crying, Louc you not me ? loue you not metT his ſalucation ended, the feaſt was ſer, 

ilting of all che Salvage daincics they could deviſe:ſome attending, others (ing- 
ing and ing about z which murch being ended, with fire-brands un ſtead 
of Torches they condutted him co his lodging, 
Thus did they ſhew their ſeats of ares, and other: art in danneing: 
See other 114 there eaten pipe, and others vojces chanting. The 
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Thenext day came Powhates.Smith delivered his melage of the preſents ſent him, 
and redeliyercd him Namons ke had (ent tor Exg/and,deliring him co come to has 
Father Newport, to accept thoſe preſents, and conclude their revenge againit the 
CHMonacers. Wherevnito this ſubuleSavage thus replyed. 

If your K mg hae ſent me Preſents, 1 alſo an « King, and this is my land: eight dayes 1 
will ſtay to rectine them. Tonr Farher i to come to me, not 1 to hin, nor yet ts your Fort, 
neither will { bute at ſuch a bait : 4s for the Monacans I can revenge my 0wne 1nnris, and 
4: for Arquanachuk, where you ſay your brother was ſlaine, it uu 4 contrary wa) from theſe 
parts you [wppoſe it ; but for any ſalt water beyond the mountains, the Relations you bane 
bad from my =_ ae falſe, Wherevpon he began to draw plots vpon the ground 
(according to his diſcourſe) of all choſe Regions. Many ocher dilcourſes they had 
( yer boch content to giue each other content in complementall Courrelies) and fo 
Captaine Smith returned with this Aniwer, 

Vpon this the Preſents were ſent by water which is neare an hundred my les,and 
the Captains went by land with fiftie good ſhor. All being mer ar Weroworemecs, the 
next day was appointed for his Coronacion, then the pretents were bruughe hun, 
his Baſon and Ewer, Bed and furniture fet vp, his ſcarlet Cloke and app-rell with 
much adoe pur on him, being perſwaded by Namexrack they would not hurt hams 
bur a foule trouble there was co make him knerle to receiue his Crowne, he neither 
knowing the waieſty nor meaning of a Crowne, nor bending of the knee, engured 
ſo many perſwaſjons, examples, and inſtruftions, as tyred them all z at laſt by les- 
ning hard on his ſhoulders, he a little ſtooped,and three having the crowne in their 

s put it on his head, when by the warning of a Piſtoll che were prepared 
with ſuch a volley of ſhot, that the King ftart yp in a hornible feare, ll he ſaw all 
was well. Then rememvring himſclfc, ro congrarulate their kindnelle, he gaue his 
old ſhooes and his mantell ro Capraine Newport : but ving his purpotle was to 
diſcover the Monacans, he labourcd to divert his ref; in odafing to lend him ej» 
ther men or guides more then Namontack ; and ſo after ſome ſmall complemencall 
kindneile on both ſides, in requitall of his preſents he preſenced Newport with a 
heape of wheat cares that might containe ſome 7 or $ Buſhels, and as much more 
we bought inthe Towne, w ith wereturnedto the Forr, 

TheShip having diſburdened her ſelfe of 30 perſons, with the firſt Gentlewoman 
and woman-ſcruant that arrived in our Colony, Captaine Newport with 120 choſen 
men, led by Captaine Waldo, Licutenant Percie, inc Wine, M* Weſt, and M* 
Scrivener,ſe: forward for the diſcovery of Monacen,leaving che Preſident ar the Fort 
with about $0 or go. ( ſuch as they were) corelade the Ship, Arriving at the Falles 
we marched by land ſome forcie myles 1n two daycs and a halfe, _ ſo rerurned 
downe the ſame path we went. T wo cownes we diſcovered of the CHonacer, called 
Maſſmacahand Mowhemenchouch,the peopleneither vied vs well nor ill, yerfor our 
ſecuritie we tooke one of their Kings, and led him bound co vs the 
Way. And in our rcrurnes ſearched many places we ſuppoſed Mines, about which 
we ſpent ſometime in refyning,having one Williams C arecfyner feed for that 
purpoſe, From that cruſt of earth wedigged, he perſwaded vs to belecuc he exrrac- 
red ſome {mall quantitie of (ilver z and (nor vnlikely ) berter ſtuffe might be had for 
the digging. With this poore tryall, being contenied to leaue this fayre, fertile, well 
watered Countryzand comming to the Falles,che Sal fayned there were divers 
ſhips come into che Bay, to kill at James Towne. Trade they would not, avd 
hnde their Corne we could not z forthey had hid itin the woods: and chus 
deluded, wearrived at [ames Towne, halfeſicke, all complaining, and wth 
royle, famine, and diſcontent, to hauc onely bur diſcovered our guilded hopes, and 
ſuch fruiclelle cerrainries, as Captaine Switch fortold vs,

No ſooner were we landed, but the Preſident diſperſed ſo many as were able, 
ſome for Glaile, others for T arre,Puch, and Sope a{bes,leauing chem with the Fort 
to che Councels overlight,bur 30 of vs he condutted downethe river lome 5 myles 
from [ames cowne, to lcarne to make Clapbord, cut downe tre 25, and lye in woods. 
Amongſt chereit he had choſen Gebriel Beadle, and lobn Ruſſell, the onely ewo gal 
lanes of this laſt Supply ,and both proper Gentlemen. Strange were theſc pleaſures 
co their conditions yer lodging, caring, and drinking, working or playing, they 
bur doing as the Prelident vid humfelte, All cheſe things weee carried lo pleatancly 
as within a weeke they became Maſters « making i their delight co heare che wrees 
thunder as they fell ; bur the Axes fo oft bliſtered theig render fingers, that many 
times every third blow had a loud othero drowne the eccho z for remedie of whych 
finne, the t deviſed how co haue every mans octhes numbred, and ac night A punil} meng 
for every oche to haue a Cann of warcr powred downe his (Iceue, with which every for lacacinge 
offender was ſo waſhed (himfcltc and all) chat aman ſhould (carce heace an oche in 
a weeke, 
For he who corner and makes but weft my rr 
He doth cont -mne ,not man but God, nor God, nor manu both, 


By this, I:t no man thinke that the Preſident and theſe Gentlemen ſpent their 
times a5 common Wood haggers at felling of erees, or ſuch other like ] , or 
that they were prelledto it as hirelings, or commnon (laues z for wha: chey did, after 
they were bur once a little invred,it ſeemed and fore conceited 1t, onely as a plea» 
fure and recreation, yer 30 or 40 of ſuch voluntary Gentlemen would doe morein 
a day then 100 ofche reſt char muſt be preſt to ic by compulſion, but rweane good 3. — 

emen had beene berrer then them all. 

Maſter Scrroener, Captaine Waldo, and Captaine Wame at the Fort, every one in 
like manner carcfully regarded their e.1 he Preſident returning from amongſt 
the woods, ſeeing the time conſumed and no provition gorten, ( andche Shup lay 
idle at a great chargeand did nothing ) preſently unbarked himiclte in chegliſcove- 
ry barge, giving order to the Councell co ſend Lieutenant Percie after him with the 
nex: barge chat arrived at the Fort z rwo Barges he had himiclte and +$ men, bur 
amiving at Chickahamania, that cd Nation was too well acquunced with our The chicks- 
wants, refuſing to trade, with as much ſcorne and iſolency as they could exprellc, 5<mens's for- 
The Preſident percciuing it was Powhatens policy to ſtarue vs, told chem he came _ — 
not ſo much for their Corne, as co rev 1s impriſonment, and the death of his 
men murthered by chem, and fo laading tus men and readic co charge them, they 
immedaately fled : and preſently after ſenerherr Ambailadors with corne, fiſh, foule, 
and what they had to make their peace, (their Corne being char yeare bur bad)chey 
complained extreamely of cheir owne wants, yet fraughted our Boats with an bun- 
dred Buſhels of Corne, and in like manner Lieutenant Percies, that not long after 
arrived, and having done the bell chey could ro coucent vs,we parted good friends, 
and rerurned to /ames towne. 

Th this much contented the Company, ( that feared nothing more then A had reward 
ſtarving ) yer ſome ſo envied his good fucceile, that they rather defined to hazzard for walk do- 
__ his paines ſhould proue {o much more effeftuall then theus. Some ©3* 
| e were anvented by Newport and Rathiffe, not onely to have depoſed 
*Hhim, but ro haue kepe him out of the Fort ztor chat being Prelidenthe would leaue 
his place and che Fort without ther conſents, bur ther hornes were ſo much too 
ſhort co effctt it, as they themiclues more narrowly pg a greater miſchiete, 

All chis ene our old Taverne inade as much of all them that had exher money A good Ta. 
or ware as could be deſired : by chis tute they were become (o perfett on all (ides (1 vernein ire 
meane the ſouldiers, ſaylers, and Salvages) as there was tenne times more care to £%* 
maintaine their dawnable and private trade, then to provide for the Colony yy 
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that were neceſſary, Neicher was it a ſmall policy in Newport and the Marriners to 
report in England we had ſuch plencie, and bring vsſo many men without vifuals, 
when chey had {o many private Fators inthe Forr, that withun fix or ſcauen weeks, 
of two or three hundred Axcs, Chiilels, Hows, and Pick-axes, ſcarce twentic could 
be found: and for Pike-heads,ſhor,Powder,or any thing they could (tcale from their 
tellowes, was vendiblez they knew as well ( and as ſecretly ) how to convey them ro 
trade with the Salvages for Furres, Baskets, Auſſaweeks, young Beaſts, or ſuch like 
Commodities, as exchange them with the Saylers for Butrer,Cheeſe,Becfe, Porke, 
Agua vite, Becre, Bisket, Oatmeale, and Oyle: and then fayne all was ſent them 
from cheir friends And though Yirginra affoorded no Furres for the Store, yer one 
Maſter in one voyage hath got ſo many by this indire& meanes, as he contcllcd co 
haue ſold in England for 30!. 

Thoſe are the Saint- ſeeming Worthies of Yirginsa, that haue notwithſtanding all 
this meate, drinke, and wages zbut now they beginto grow weary their trade being 
both perceived and prevented znone hath beene in Yoginia that hath obſerved any 
thing, which knowes not this to betrue, and yerthe loiſe,the {cornegthe mulery,and 
ſhame, was the poore Officers, Gentlemen, and careleiſe Governours, who were all 
thus bought & ſold; the adventurers couſened,and che ation overchrowne by their 
falſe excuics, informations, and dirc{tions, By this Jet all men iudge, bow chus buſi- 
nelſc could proſper, being thus abuſed by ſuch pilfring occaſions. And had nor 
_ Newport crycd Peecevi,the Prefident mull haue diſcharged che ſhip, 

cauſed him to haue ſtayed one yeare in Virgina, to learne to ſpeake of his owne 
experience. 

Maſter Scrrwvener was ſent with the Barges and Pinnace to Werowecemecs, where 
he found the Salvages more readie to hight then trade z but his vigilancy was ſuch 
as prevented their proiefts, and by the meanes of Namentack got three or foure 

sheads of Corne,and as much Pecones, which is a red roote, which then was c- 
ſeemed an excellent Dye. 
Nos 9 Newpert being diſpatched, with the tryals of Pitch, Tarre,Glalle,Frank- 
incenſe, Sope aſhes z with that Clapboord and Waynſcort that could be provided: 
met with M* Scysvener at poynt Comfort, and ſo returned for Eng/and. We remaining 
were about ewo hundred.

Received your Letter whercin you write that our minds ave ſo ſet vpon fatti-

keepe the myſtery of the buſuneſſe to our ſelues : and that we muſt expreſly follow 
your inſirutions ſent by Captain Newport:the charge of whoſe voyage amounts 
to meare two thouſand pounds the which if we cannot . ue by the Ships retwrne, 


we are like to remain as baniſbed men,To theſe partienlars 1 humbly intreat your 

Pardons if | offend you with my rade Anſwer. 

| For onr fait ions, onleſſey0u would have merun away and leaue the mon 
cannot prevent them: becauſe 1 do make many ſtay that wouldels fly any whether. 

For the idle Letter ſent tomy Lord of Salisbury, by the Preſident and his confe- 

derats, for diniding the Country &4.W hat it was 1 know not, for you ſaw no my 
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of mine to it; nor ener dream't 1 of any ſuch matter. That we ſeed you with hopes, 
Ce. Though 1 be no ſcholer, 1 ampaſt a ſchoole- boy ; and 1 deſire but to know, 
what either you, and theſe here doe know, but that 1 haue learned 19 tell yew by 
the continnall hazard of my life. 1 haue not concealed from you any thing 1 know ; 
but 1 feare ſome cauſe you to beleens mach more then i true, 

Expreſly to follow your direitions by Captaine Newport though they be per for- 
med, [was direttHy againſt it ; bat according to our Commuſtion, 1 was content to 
be overruled by the maior part of the Councell, 1 feare to the hazard of vs ally 
which now « generally con'eſſed when it is too late. Onely Captaine Winne and 
Captaine Waldo 1 have ſworne of the Councelland Crowned Powhatan accor- 
ding to your infirutions. 

For the charge of thus Voyage of two or three thouſand pounds we haue not recei- 
wed the value of an hundred poun?'s. And for the quartred Beat tobe borne by the 
Souldiers over the Falles, Newport had 120 wo beſt men he could chaſe. If he 
bad burnt hey to aſhes, owe mig ht hawe carried her in a bag, but : ſhe is, fine buw- 
dred cannot to a navigable place aboue the Falles, And for him at that time to find 
inthe South Sea, a Mime of gold; or any of them ſent by Sir Walter Ralcigh : at 
our Conſultation 1 told them was as likely as the reſt. But 4w ing this great diſes- 
very of thir tie myles, (which mit ht as well haue beene done by cne man and much 
more,for the value of a pound of Copper at a ſeaſonable tyme)they had! the Pinnace 
and all the Boats with them, but one that remained with me to ſcrue the Fort. In 
their abſence 1 followed the new begun workes of Pitch and T arre, Gl: ſe, Sopes 
aſb:5,and Clapbaord, whereof ſome ſmall quantities we haue fert you. But if you 
riebtly conſider, what an infinite toyle it :; 18 Rullia and Swerhland, where the 
woods are proper for naught els, and though there be the _ both «f man and 
beaſt in thoſe ancient Common-wealths,which many 4n handred yeares kane ſed 
it,yet thouſand: of = poore people can ſexice get neteſſaries to line, but from 
hind te mouth. And though your F atters there cax buy as much in a week as will 
' fraught you a ſhip, or as much as you pleaſe;you muſt not expei? from v4 any ſuch 
matter, which are but « many of ignorant miſerable ſoules, that are ſcarce able to 
get wherewith to line, and defen1 our ſelues ag.tinſt the inconſ/ ant Salvages:fin- 

ding but here and there a tree fit for the purpeſe, and want all things els the Rul- 
fians have. For the Coronation of Powhatan, by whoſe advice you ſent him ſuch 
preſents, I know not; but this gine me leaue to tell you,1 ſeare they will be the con- 
fuſion of v5 all exe we beare from you ag4ine. Alt your Ships arrival, the Salvages 
harveſt was newly gathered, and we going tobuy it, our onnenot being halfe ſuf- 
ficient for ſo great a number. As for the two ſhips loading of Corne Newport pres 
miſed to provide vs from Powhatan, he br ought vs wt Buſhels; and 
from the Monacans nothing, but the moſt of the men ſicke and neare famiſhed, 
Fromyour Ship we had not proviſion in vict uals worth twenty pound,and we are 
wore then two hundred to live vpon this: the one halfe ſicke the o'her little better, 
For the Sawiers ( I confeſſe) they daily make good cheare, but our ayet « alittle 
meale and water, and wot ſufficient of that. Though there be fiſþ in the Sea, fonles 
in the ayre, and Beaſt sin the woods, their bounds are ſo large, they ſo wilde, and 
we ſo wetke and ignor ant, we cannot much trouble them. Captaine Newport we 
mach ſuſpet? to be the Authour of thoſe inventions. Now that you ſhould know,1 
haue made you as great a diſcovery as he, for leſſe charge then he ſpendethyou e- 
very meale; 1 hane [ent you this Mappe of the Bay and Rivers, with an annexed 
K 4 Kelation 
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Relation of the Countries and Nations that inhabit the, 4s you may [ce at large. 
Alſo two barrels of ſtones, and ſuch as / take tobe good Iron ore aff] iſo de» 
vided, as by their notes you may ſee in what places 1 found them. The Sduldiers 
ſay many ef your officers maint aint their families out of that you ſend v5:and that 
Newport hath an hundred pounds yeare for carrying newes. For every maſter 
Jou haze yet ſent can find the way as well as beſo that an bundred pounds might 
be ſparcd, which is more then we hane all, thit helpe to pay him wages. Cap.Rat- 
liffe is xow called SickI:more, a poore counterfeited /mpoſture. 1 hane ſent you 
him home l:1/t the company ſhould cut bis throat i bat he ws now every onecan tell 
Jou:if be and Archer returne againe, they are ſufficient to keepe 4 alwayesin f6- 
Hons i hen you ſend ag aine 1 intreat you rather ſend but thirty Carpenters huſ- 
bandmen,gardiners, fiſher men, blackſmiths,1ſons,and diggers vp of trees yoors, 
well provided;then a thouſand of ſuch as we haue ; for except wee be able both to 
lodge them, and feed them, the moſt will conſume with want of neceſſaries before 
they can be made good for any thing.T hus if you pleaſe to conſuder this account and 
of the vnneceſſary wages to Captarne Newport, or his ſbips ſo long lingering and 
ſtaying here(for notwithſtanding his boaſting to leaut v5 vittuals for 12 moneths, 
tht we had 8g by this diſcovery lame and ſicke, and but a pinte of Corne a day 
for « man, we were conſtrained to gine him three hogſheads of that to vidtuall him 
homer ar d) or yet to ſend into Germany or Polcland for gleſſe- ment the reft, 
till webe able to ſuſt aine our ſelues, and relieve them when they come.It were bet- 
ter togine fine hundred pound a tun for thoſe groſſe Commodities in Denmarke, 
then ſend for them hither, till more neceſſary things be provided. For in over-toy- 
ling our weake and vn;kilfull bodies, to ſatisfie this deſereef preſent oe, We cam 
ſearce ever recover our als III uh to another. And 1 ly intreat 
30u hereafter, let v5 know what we ſhould receiue, and not land tos the Salers 
conr tefie to leawe v3 what they pleaſe, els you may charge v1 with what you will, 
bat we not you with ary thing.Theſe are the cauſes that hawe kept v1in Virginia, 
from laying ſuch a foundation,that ere thus might have given much better content 
and ſatisfaction ; but as yet you muſt not looke for any profitable returne;: ſo 1

delired we would make no more ſpoyle, and they would giue vs halfe they had : 
how they colle&ed it I know not, but before night they loaded our three Boarsz 
and ſo we returned to our quarter ſome foure myles downe the River, which was 
onely the woods vynder the lay of a hill,where all che ground was covered with 
from, end havd frozengthe ſnow we digged away and a great fire in the placez 
when the ground was well dryed, we curned away the fire z and covering the place 
with a mat, there we lay very warme. To keepe vs from the winde we madeathade 
of another Mat ; asthe winde turned we turned our ſhade, and when the ground 
grew cold weremoued the fire, And thus wany a cold winter night haue wee laine 
in this miſcrable manner, yerchoſe chat moſt commonly wene vpon all thoſe occa» 
ſions, were alwayes in health, luſty, and far. For ſparing them this yeare, the next 
yeare they promuſed to plant Py for vs ; and ſo wereturned io [ares rowne.

The Preſident ſeeing the procraftinating of came, was no courſe to liue, reſoly 
with Captaine Falide ( whom he knew to be furein timeof need)roſurpriſe Pow 
Lan, all his proviſion , but the vnwillingnelle of Capraine #ime, and Maſter 
Scrwener, for ſome private reſpett, prune in _ to ruine Capraine Swith, did 
their beſt to hinder their prozet z bur the Prelidene whom no perſwaſions could 

wade to ſtaruc, being invited by Powbaren to come vnco him: and it he would 

him bur men to build him a houſe, giue him a one, fiftic ſwords, ſome 
peeces, acock and a hen, with much and beads, he would load his Ship with 
wa The Preſident not k. | k—— _— yer _— co 

eQt any opportunine, preſently ſent Dmch-men and two Englyb, 
ſo rope up yere able to doe any thing co purpoſe: knowing there n_ 
ded no berter a Caltle to-effeRt this proieft, rooke order with Capraine Waldo to fe- 
cond him, if need required y Seor5vener. he left his ſubſticuce, and ſer forth with che 
Pinnace, rwo Barges, and fortie-ſix men, which onely were ſuch as voluntarily of+ 
fered cthemſclues for his Iourney, the which by reaſon of M* Scriveners ill ſuccelle, 
was cenſured very deſperate, they all knowing Swairh would not rerurne emprie, if 
 wereto be had z howſoever, itcauſcd many of thoſechac he had appointeg,to find 
excuſes to ſtay bekunde.

Thus kind King did 
his beſt to divert hun from ſeeing Powhaten, bur percenuing hecould nor prevaile, 
he adviſed in chis manner.Captaine Smuirh,you ſhall ind Powhatan co vic you kind- 

, burrruſt him not, and beſure he haue no oportunie to ſeize on your Armes; 

he hath ſent for you onely to cut your throats, The Capraine chanking himfor 
his good counſcll: yerche berter co try his Joue, deſired guides ro Chewwonock z for 
he would (end a preſent rochat King,to bind him his friend, To performe this jour- 
ney was ſent M* Sicklemorega very valianc, honeſt, and a painefull Souldicr : wich 
him wo guides,and direftions how to ſeeke for the loſt company of Sir Walter Re- 
leig br, -__ (ilke Gratle. Then we departed chence, the Preſident afſuring the King 
perperuall loue z and left with him Sammel Collier his Pageto learne the Language, 


So this Kings deeds by ſacred Oath adinr d. 
Mere wary proes, and circumſpett by od; : 
Fearing at leaſt his dowble forfeuture | 

To offend hu friends, and ſin againſt his Gods, 


The next night being lodged at Xecongbten ; (ix or ſeaven dayes the excreame 
winde, rayne, fol and inow cauſcd vs to keepe Chriſtmas among the $alvages, 
where we wcre never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyſters, Fiſh, 
Fleſh, Wild-foulc,and good bread ; nor never had better fires in Eug/and,then in the 
dry ſmoaky houſcs of Kerowghten: bur departing thence,when we tound no houſes 
we were not curious in ay weather to lye three or foure-nights togerher vnder the 
rrees by a fire, as formerly 13 ſayd. An hundred fortie eight foutes the Prefident, An- 
thony Bagnall,and Scrieant Pifing did kill at three ſhoots. At'Kiſkiackthe froit & con- 
trary winds forced vs three or - ow dayes alfo ( to ſuppreſle the inſolency of thoſe 
proud Salvages) ro quarter in their houſes, yet g our Barge, and cauſe chem 
giue vs what we wanced; though we were but rwelue and himſelfe, yer we never 
wanted ſhelcer where we fond any houſes, The 12 of January wearrived at Wero- 


wocomoco, where che river was frozen neare halfe a mylefrom the ſhore; buc ro ney- 
| 1 
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le notime, the Prelident with his Barge ſo far had approached by breaking the 
ice,asthe cbbc Ictt him amongſt thole oatie (houles, yer rather chen to lye there troze 
rodeath,by his owne cxamplic he taught them to march neere micdle deepe;a tlght 
ſhorchrough chis muddy trozen oafe, When the Barge floated, he appcyricd rwo or 
three to recurne her aboord the Punnace, Where for want of watcr mn mclring the 
ice, they madetreſh water, for theriver there was ſale, Bur in this march M* Reſell, 
(whom none could perſwade to ſtay behinde) being ſomewhar 1ll, and exceeding 
heauie, ſo overtoyled himfclfe as che reſt had much adoe ( cre he got aſhore to re» 
gaine hfe into his dead benummed ſpirits. Quartering in the nexc houſes wetound, 
we ſent to Powhatan tor proviſion, who ſent vsplentie of bread, Turkics, and Veni- 
ſon ; the next day having fealted vs after his ordinary manner, he began to aske vs 
when we would be gone: fayning he ſent nocfor vs, nexher had he avy cornezand 
his people much lee: yer tor fortie ſwords he would procure vs tertie Bakers, 
The Preſident ſhewing him the men there preſent that brought him the mellage 
and conditions,asked Powhatan how it chanced he became ſo torgertull ; therear - 
King concluded the matter with a merry laughter, asking tor our Commodities, 
but none he I1ked without gunnes and (words, valuing a Basket of Corne more 
recious then a Baker of Copper; ſiying he could rate his Corne, but nor the 
ar, 
apraine Smith ſecing the intent of this ſubtill Salvage began ro deale with him 
afrer this manner. Powhatan, though | had many conrſes to hanc made my proviſion, yet 
beleeving your promiſes to ſupply my wents, [ negletted all to ſatirfic your deſirecard to teſts 
foe my lone,l ſent you my men for your building negletling mme owne What your people had 
you bane mgroſſed, forbidding them our trade : and now you think by conſaming the time, 
we ſhall conſume for want , not having to ſwifill your ſirange d:mands, As for ſwords and 
gunner, 1 told you long agoe 1 had none to ſpare ;, and you muſt know theſe I bane can keepe 
me from want: yet ſtcale or wrong you | will not, nor diſſolwe that friendſhip we have mntu« 
ally promnſed, except you conſtrame me by our bad v/age, 

The King having attentinely liſtned ro this Diſcourſe, promiſed that beth be an his 
Conntry wonld ſpare him what he could, the which within two dayes they flexld receme, 
Tet { aptaine Smich, ſayth the King, ſome donbt 1 bane of your comming huker that makes 
we not ſo kindly ſecke to reliewe you as | wonld : for many doe informe me, your comming his 
ther ts not for irade, but to invade my people, and poſſeſſe my ( ountry,who dave not come to 
bring you Corne,ſecing you thus armed with your men. To frees of this feare Jeane aboord 

Jour weapons, for here they are neealeſſe, webeing all friends, and for ever Powhatans, 

Wuh many ſuch diſcourſes they ſpentthe day, quartering that night in the Kings 
houſes. The next day he v1 ay his building, which hee little wcended ſhould 
proccede,For the Dwutch-men finding II knowing our want,andpercei= 
ving his preparations to ſurpriſe vs, little thinking we could cicape both him and ta- 
mine; (ro obraine his favour) revealed to him ſo much as chey knew of our eſtates 
and proietts, and how to prevent them.One of them being of ſo greata ſpirit,,udge- 
menc,and rcſolution,and ahircling that was certaine of his wages tor his Ln 
ever well vied both he and his Countrymen; that the Preſident knew not whom 
berrer to truſt; and not knowing any fitter for that imployment, had ſent him as a 
ſpy to diſcover Powhatan intent, then lirtle doubting; his honeſtic, nor could ever 
be cerraine of his villany cl] neare halfe a yeare after, 

Whilſt we expeed che comming in of the Country,we wrangled out of the King 
ten quarters of Corne for a copper Kerrell, the which che Prelidene perceiving him 
ma ro affe, valuedirac amuch greater ratezbur in regard of his ſcarcity he would 
accept it, provided we ſhould haueas much more the next yeare, or els he Coun« 
try of Monacen, Wherewith cach ſcemed well contented, and Powbatan began to 
expoſtulate the difference of Peace and Warre after this manner,

two datghteri,are diſttnttly each other: ſucce fors. I wiſh their experience no leſſe then mme, 
and your lowe to them no leſſe then mine to you. But this bruit from Nandiamund, that 
Jou are come 10 d:ftroy my Comntry, ſo much affrighteth all my people as they dare not wfit 
you. What will t availc you to taky that by force you may quickly bane by lone, or to deftroy 
thems that provide you food. What can you get by warre, when we can hide our proviſions and 
fly ro the wocd)?wheret 5 you muſt famaiſh by wronging 15 your friends. And why are you thus 
gealous of our loues ſeemg 11 mnarmed, and both doe ,and are willing ſtill to feede you, with 
that you cannot get but by our laboxrs t Thinks you | ans/o ſimple, not toknow it us better to 
eate good m:ate,tye well, and ſleepe quietly with my women and childs h and be mer- 
ry with yow, haze copper farchets, or what 1 want being your friend : then be forced to flie 
from all, to lie cold m the woods, feede ypon Acornes, reotes, and ſuch traſh, and be ſo bun- 
red by you, that I can neither reft, eate,nor ſleepe; but my tyred men nouſt watch, and if 4 
twig but breake, every one cryeth there commeth Captame Smich: then muſt I fly / know 
net whether : and thus with miſerable feare, end my miſerable hife , leaning my pleaſures ts 
ſucb youth; as you, which through your raſh unaduiſedneſſe may quickly as miſerably end, 
for want of that, you never know where to finde. Let this therefore afſare you of owr lones, 
and every jeare our friendly trade ſpall furn/h you with Corne ; and now alſo, if yow would 
come unfriendly manner to ſee vs, and not thus with your guns andſwords as to invade your 
foes, Tochis ſubrill diſcourſe,the Preſident thus "x x.ceniY 
Seeing you will net rightly conceiue of our words,we ftrine to make you know our thoughts 
by —_ zthe — you of my lowe, beth my ſelfe and my men haze kept. As for 
your promiſe { find it euery day violated by ſome of your ſubieRs.yet we finding your lone and 
kindneſſe, our cuſtome is ſofar from being ungratefull, that for your ſakg onely, we bane cur- 
bed our thrſting deſire of revenge;els had they knowne as well the crneltie we vſe to our ene« 
mics, as 027 true loue andconrteſie to our friends, And 1 thinks your mmdgement [uſſicient to 
conceiue well Ly the adventures we hane undertakgn, as by the advantage we haxe(by our 
Arme1)of yours : that had we intended you any hurt Jong ere this we conld bane find @. 
Tour perple comming to James T owne are entertained with their Bowes and Arrowes with= 
out any exceptions; we eſteeming it with you as it 15 with 1,to weare our armes as our 
yell. As for the danger of our enemies, in ſuch warres conſiſt onr chiefeſt pleaſure : for your 
riches we bane no ve : as for the biding your provifon,or by your pa wood! we ſhall 
not ſo vncdviſcaly ſlarue as you conclude, your friendly care in t /fe us needleſſe, for 
we haze a rule to finde beyond your knowledge. . 

Many other diſcourſcschey had, till ar laſt chey began to trade. Bur the King ſee- 
ing his will wouldffotbe admirred as a law, our guard diſperſed, nor our men dif+ 
armed, he ({ighing) breathed his minde once more in this manner. 

CapraineSmith, / rewer wſe any Werowance ſo kindely as your ſelfe, yet from you 1 
receine the leaft kindneſſe of any. Captaine Newport gaze me /words, copper,cloatbes, 4 
bed, towels, or what 1 deſired; ener taking what 1 hin, and would ſend away bus 

wnnes when [ intreated hinczuone doth deny to lye at my feet, or refuſe to doe what [ deſire, 
| wn ; of whom 1 can hane nothing but what you regard not, and yet you will 
whatſoencr you demand. Captaine Newport you call father, and ſo you call me ;, but 7 ſee 
for all v1 both you will doe what you 58,cmiweacf both ſeche to content you. But if you in- 
tend ſo friendly as you ſay, ſend hence your armet, that I may beleene you ; fer you ſee the 
lone I beare you, doth cauſe me thus nakedly to forget m7 ſeife 

Smith ſecing this Salvage burtrifle the cume to cut his throat, procured the ſalva- 
gesto breake the ice, that his Boate might come to fetch his corne and him: and 

aue order for more men to come on ro ſurpriſe the King, with whom alſo 
c bur rrifled the time ill bis men were landed : and to keepe him from ſuſpicion, 
entertained the time with this reply. 

Powhatan yow muſt know, py  AMFWOR God, I bonowy but one Kings and 1 law 


wot here as your ſubieft, but as your friend to pleaſure you with what I can, By rhe gifts you 
beſtow on me, you gaine more then by trade: yet would you viſit mee a4 [ doc you, you frould 
kyow it xs not onr ſtore, to ſell owr curteſiet as @ vendeble commodiey, « jour 

comntrey 
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countrey with you for your guard, 1 will not diſlike it as being oner ic:lot. Put ts content 
Jou,to morrow { will lcane my Armes, and trnit to your promiſc.l call you fath:r deed, and 
as @ father you ſpall ſee 1 wilt lowe you: but the ſmali care you baxe of ſuch a chulde cauſed my 
meu perſwade me to looke tomy ſelfe. 

By thistume Powhates hauing knowledge his men were ready whileſt che ice Powhetew 
was breaking, with his luggage women and children, fled. Yet to auoydluſpici- F'* _ 
on, left rwo or three of the women calking with the Capraine, whuleſt hee ſecredy 5,05, - 
ran away, and his men thar ſecretly beſer the houſe. Which being preſently diſcoue® =» 
red to Captaine Smith, with his piitoll, ſword, and carget hee made ſuch a pallage a» 

cheſe naked Diuclsz char ar his firſt ſhoor, they next him tumbled cne ouer a- 
nothcr,and che reſt quickly fled ſome one way ſome another : ſo tharwithour any 
hurt, onely accompanicd wich /obu Ruſſell, hee obtained the corps du guard, When

ges being left onthe oaſe by the ebbe,cauled vs tay till che next bigh»vzater, ſo that 
wee rerurned againe to our old quarter, Powhatan and his Deb bruſting 
with dclire to haue che head of Capraine Savicb, for if they could buc kill kim, they 
hc all was theirs, negle&ed not any nity to effeft his purpoſe, The In» 
dians with all che merry ſportsthey could deuile, ſpent the time dll nghenken th 
all rerurned to Powhates, who all chis cime was making ready his forces to ſurpriſe 
the houſc and him at ſupper. Norwithftanding the erernall all-ſecing God did pre- 
uent him,and by a ſtrange meanes. For Pocahontas his dearcit icwell and daughter, Pecabenter be- 
inthatdarke night came through the irkſome woods, and told our Capraine great Wrayes her fa. 
cheare ſhould be ſencvs * by: but Powhatan and all the power he could make, -———qmm—_ 
would after come kill vs all, if they chat brought it could nor kill vs with our owne ” 
when we were at ſupper. Therefore if we would live (hee wiſhed vs 
dndreotes gone, Such chings as ſhee delighted in, he would hauc giuen her : 
with the teares running downe her cheekes, ſhee ſaid ſhee durſt not be ſeeneto haue 
any: for if Pewhaten (hould know.it, ſhe were bur dead, and ſo ſhee ranne away by 
her ſelfe asſhe came. Within lefſe then an houre came eight or cen Juſty fellowes, 
with great platters of veniſon and other viftuall, very im ro have vs put 
out our matches (whoſeſmoake made them ſicke) _ fir down to our vituall. 
the Capcaine chem caſte diſh, which done hee ſent ſome of them backe 
to Powharen, to bid him make haſlefor hee was prepared for his comming, As for 
them hee knew chey came to betray him ar his ſupper: but hee would prevent them 
and all cheir ocher intended villanies: ſo that they might be gone. long after 
came moremeſlengers, to {ce what newes z not after them ochers. Thus wee 
ſpene chenighr as rigilancly ——— FC ſeemed to the ſaluages 
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as friendly as they to vs: and that wee were ſo deſirous to giue Powhatan content, 
as hee requeſted, wee did leaue hum Edward Brymen to kill bim foule, and the 
Dutch-men to finiſh his houlez thinking at our rerurne from P amevahee the frolt 
would be gone, andthen we wizht inde a berter unity if neceſſicy did ocea- 
ſion it, lirtle dreaming yet of the Durch-mens treachery, whoſe humor well fured

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How wee eſcaped ſurpriſing at Pamavnkec. 
WW E had no ſooner ſer ſayle but Pewharan returned, and ſent Adew and 


Francis (ewo ſtout Dutch-men) to James rowne: who faining ro Cape 
tainc Wine that all things were well, and that Caprtaine Smith had vic of 
their armes, wherefore they requeited new ( the which were giuen 
chem) they told him cheir comming was tor ſome extraordinary tooles, and ſhift 
of apparell ; by which colourable excule chey obtained ſixe or ſeauen moreto their 
confederacic, ſuch expertthecues, that preſently furniſhed them with a great many 
ſwords, pike-heads, peeces, ſhot, powder andſuch like : Saluages they had at hand 
to carry it away, and the next day they returned vnſuſpetted, leauing ther confe- 
derates to tollow, and in the interim to convay them ſuch chings asthey could: for 
hich ſcruicethcy ſhould live with Powhatan as his chicfe affected, tree from choſe 
miferics that would happen the Colony. Samwel their other conſort Fowbates k 
for their pledge, whoſe diligence had prouidedthem three hundred of their kinde 
of hatchers; thereſt fifty ſwords, eight z and cight pikes. — 
chard Salvage ſeeing the Dutch-men 0 difrees accommodate the Saluages wi 
weapons, attempted co haue gorren to James towne, bur they were apprehended, 
and expeRed euer when to bepur ro death, 

Within ewo or three dayes wearriued at Pamewnhee, the King as many dayes cn- 
tertained ys with feaſting and much mirth. And the day appoinced to beginneour 
trade, the Preſident, Licutenant Percie, M*. Weſt, M*, Rafell, MF. Beher MF, 
(Frafpaw, Mr, Powell, MF, Ford, and ſome otherstothe number of fifreene, went vp 
to Opechancanongbs houſe a quarter of a mile fromthe nuer ) where wee tound no» 
thing but a lame fcllow and a boy:and all che houſesround abour ot all chings aban- 
doned. Not long wee ſtayed erethe King arriued, and after him came diuerie of his 
people loaden with bowes and arrowes: bur ſuch _—_ commodities, and 
thoſe eſteemed at ſuch a value, as our Captaine began with the King after this 
manner. 

Opechancanoneh, the great lowe you profeſſe with your tongue, ſeemes meere deceit 
your ——_ Laſt yeere -_ kindly franglees out Sodom you hane vunited —_ 
farne with hunger: you know my want, and 1 your plenty ; of which by ſome meanes I muſt 
haxe part : remember it 1s fit for Kings to keepe their promiſe. Here are my commudutiery

The King ſcemed kindly to accept his offer, and the berter to colour his proieet, 
ſold vs what they had to our owne content, promiſing che next day more company, 
berrer prouided.

weefound foure or fiue men newly arriued,cach with a great basker, Not long af- 
ter camie the King, who with a ſtrained cheerfulneſſe held vs with diſcourſe what 
paines he had taken to keep his promiſe ; till MF, Ruſſel brought vs in newes char

Vpon this away went their Bowes and Arrowes, aud men, women, and children 
brought in their Commodities: two or three houres they ſo thronged abonr the 
Prelidenc and ſo overwearied him,as he reryred himſelfe co reſt, Jeauing M* Beherbe 
land and M* Powell to receiuetheir preſents, bur ſome Salvages perceming him faft 
allcepe,& che guard ſomewhat carcleſly diſperſed, fortic or hftic of cheir 5 Ar——— 
each with a club,oran Engliſh ſword 1n his hand began co enter the houſe with two 
orthree hundred others, that preiicdto ſecondthem, The noyſeand haſt they made 
in, did ſo ſhake the houſecliey awoke him from his ſlcepe, and being halfc amazed 
with chis ſuddaineſight, berooke him ſtrait to his ſword and Target; M* Chrahbow 
and ſomcorhers charged in like manner;wherear they quickly chronged taſter backe 
then before forward. The houſe thus cleanſed, the King and ſome of hus auncicnes 
we kept yet with him, who with along Oration, excuſed this incrulion, Thereit of 
the day was ſpent with much kindnelle, the companie againe renewing chicir pre» 
ſents with their beſt proviſions, and whatſoever he gaue them they ſeemed there» 
with well concented. L 

Now in the meane while ſince our departure, this hapned at our Fort, Maſter 
Scrivener having recciued Letters from England to make himfſclfe cither Ceſar or no» 
ching, he began codeclinein his affeftion to Capraine Sac, that ever regarded him 
as hamſctfc, and was willing to crolleche ſurpriling of Pewheraw.Some cerraine daiey 
after the Preſidents departure, he would needs _ Ifte of Hogs, and rooke 
with him Captaine Faldo(though the Preſident _—_—_ him co be ready to 
ſecond his occalions)with M* Anthony Geſnell and cight ochers; but ſo violent was 
the wind ( that extreame frozencime) chatthe Boat tunke, but where or how none 
doth know, The Skiff was much over-loaden, and would ſcarce haue liued in 
chat extreame tempeſt had ſhe beene : bur by no perſwaſion he could be dis 
verted, though boch Walde and an ed others cd as it hapned. The Sal- 
vages werethe firſtthattound their bodies, which ſo much the more encouraged 
them to ctfeft their proiefts. To advertiſe the Prefident of this heavie newes, none 
nr arr de ions. Kanda 
Fort, vntill Maſter Richard v c ,

as he As for that ni ith Powhatan, perceuung ſuch 
CE findin - Preſident there:he did aſure bimlſelfe Hmemalchi icfe 
wooimended. Peachnner hid hies fora time, and ſcent chem who purſued him che * 
cleane contrary way to ſecke him z bue by her meanes and cxtraordinry bribes and 
much croublc in three dayes travell, at length he found vs in the middeft of cheſe 
curmoyles. This vnhappy newes the Preſident ſwore him to conceale from che come 
pany, and ſodiſembling hisſorrow withthe beſt countenances he could, when che 

| went ſately aboord with all his Souldierszlcauing Opechancanongh 
© ſhank, — promuſe, the berter ro haue Powhates in his rerurne, 

Now ſo extreamely Powhatan had threatned the death of his men, if chey did noe 
by ſome meanes kill Capraine Smith: that the nexrt day they appointedallthe coun» 
trey ſhould come to urn 4 vnwilling to be bur that they 
were conſtrained, hating fighting with him alnoft as ill as hanging, ſuch feare they 
had of bad eccelfe Thenanmnraing chofunnchedace long appeared, bu the 
fields appeared covered with people and Baskers, to rewpt vs on ſhore: butnochi 


| was to be had without his preſence,nor they would not indureche —_ 


with the ſecond ſupply mn Virginia. 
When the Preſident ſaw them begin ro _—_— vnawillingto looſe ſuch a'boo- 
tic, he {o well contrived che Pinnace, and his Barges with Ambuſcadocs, as oucly 
wich Licutcnant Percie, M* Weſt, and M* Ruſſel, wich their Armes went on ſhore z 
others he appointed vnarmed to recczue what was brought, The Salvages flocked 
before him m heapes, and che banke ſerving as a trench tor a recreat, he drew ther 
fayre open to his Ambuſcado's. For he not being to be per{waded to goe viſit their 
King, che King __— the moſt of them vnarmed, cameto vilit him with two or 
_ three hundred men,in the turme of two halfe Moones, and wich ſoine twentie men, 
and many women loaden with painted Baskers. But when they approached ſome- 
what neare vs, their women de fied. For when they wi cnvironed and 
beſer tie fields in this manner,they cthoughecheir purpoſe ſure, yer ſo crembled with 
feare as they were (car{e able ronockther Arrowes: Smurh (ſtanding with his chree 
men ready bene,bcholding them till they were within danger of our Ambuſcado's; 
who vpon the word dicovered themſclues, and he reryred to the Barge. Which the 
Salvages no ſooner perceived, then away they fled, efteemung cheat heeles for cheix 
beft advantage. 

That night weſent M* Chraſbaw, and MW Ford to lJamertowne to Cap. Wine. Ir 
the way berweene Werowocemoce and the Fort they mer toure or five ofche Dmtch- 
mens Confederates going to Powhatan : the which ro excuſe thoſe Gentlemens (u- 
ſpicion of their running co che Salvages,rerurnedto the Fort and there conunued, 

The Salvages hoaring our Barge goe downe theriver inthe night, were ſo terri- 
bly affrayde, chat we ſent for more men(we having ſo much chiearned rheir ruine; 
and the rafing of their houſes, boats, andwires ) chat the next day the King ſent 
our Capraine a chayne of Pearle, to aker his parpole and ſtay his men : _—_ 
though they wanted themſclues, to fraught our ſhip and bring it aboord to avoy 
fuſpmon. Socrhar five or (ix dayes after, trom all parrs of the Country within ten or 
twelue myles inthe excreame troſt and ſnow, they brought vs proviſion on their 
naked backes. 

Yer notwithftanding this kindnetTe and trade,had their art and poyſon beeneſut- 
ficient, the Prefidene, with M' #ff, arid ſorne others had beene poytoned ; it made 
them licke, bur expelled it ſelfe, Feemrtanow, a ſftour young fellow, knowing he was 
ſuſpected for bringing this preſent of poyſon, wich tortic or fiftic of his chickecom- 
panions ( ſeeing the Preſident but with a few men at Potevneak) ſo proudly braucd 
x, as though he expefted to incounter a revenge. Which the Prefident vi 
in che mich of his company, did not onely beate, but ſpurned him like a dogge, as 
ſcorning to doe him any worfe miſchicfe, Wherevpon all of them fied inco the 
woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue ſo well efcaped : and the 
rownſmen remaining preſently fraughted our Barge to be rid of our compani 
framing many excuſes to excuſe Feenttanow, ( being ſonneto their chiefe King, bur 
Powhatan) and told vs if we would ſhew them him that brought the poyſon; they 
would deliver him to vs to puniſh as wepleaſed, Men may thinke'at itrange there 
ſhould be ſuch a ſtirre for 4 litcle corne, but had ir beene gold with more cale wee 
might haue got it ; and had i wanted, the whole Colony had ſtarued. Wee may be 
thoughe very patient to endure all thoſe itiuries, yer onely with fearing them wee 

ot what they had. Whereas if we had caken revenge, then by their lo{le,we ſhould 
loſt our ſclues. We ſearched alſo the Countries of Towght amend and Mattape- 
nent, wherethe le imparted thaclinte they had with ſuch complaints and ceares 
from the eyes of women and children, as he had beene too crucll ro haue beene a 
Chriſtian, that would nor haue beene ſatisfied and moued with compaſſion, Bur 
hadchis hapned in Oftober, November, and December,when that ie diſco» 
very of CMonacan was mate, we might have fraughred a ſhip of fortic runs; and 
ewilc as much might haue beene had from the Rivers of Rapabanoch, Parowd- 
wo ons of ternporizi friends 
e maine occaſion of our thus Zing with thera was,to partfriends as we 
did, to gine the leiTe cauſe of ſuipition to ms Jeers fly, by na. WE ROW _ 
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ned with a purpoſe to haue ſurpriſcd him and his proviſion, For effefting whereof 
(when we came againſt che Towne )che Preſiden ſent M* #yffon and M* (ve albore 

to diſcover and make way for his intended proieft, Butthey tound that thoſe dam- 
ned Durch-mernthad cauicd Powhatanco abandon his new houſe and Werewocomecs, 

and to carry away all his corne and proviſion : and the peoplethey tound ſo ill afec+ 

ted, that chey were in grzat doubt how to eſcape with char hues, So the Preſident 

finding his intent fruſtr«cd, and that there was nothing now to be had, and there- 

fore an vekic time co reycngetheir abuſes, ſent Maſter CMichael P butt: by Land 

to lames cowne, whether we ſayled with all the ſpeed we could ; wee having in this 

Tourncy(tor 25\,ot Copyer,and 50. of Iron & Beads) enough to keepe 46 meu fix 

weekes, and every wan tor his reward a monerhs proviſion cxtraordinary (no Trade 

being allowed bur for che ſtore )we got neare 200! waight of deere ſucr, and delive- 

red to the Cape Mercivant 479 Buſhelsof Corne, 

Thoſertempor:zing proceedingsto ſoine may ſeeme too charitable, to ſuch a dai- 
ly daring trecherous people : to ochers not plealing,that we waſhed not the ground 
wich their blouds,n-»r ſhewed fuch ſtrange myentions in mangling,mardering,ran- 
ſacking, and deſtroying ( asdid the Speryards) the ſimple bodies of ſuch ignorance 
ſoulcs ; nor dclighttull, becauſe not ſtutted with Relations of heapes and myncs of 

d and (ilver, nor ſuch rare commodines,as the Portwgals and Sparyerds found in 

ce Eaſt and Welt /adbes. The want whereof hach _ vs(chat werethe firſt vader» 
takcrs)no lelle ſcorne and contempr, then che noble conqueſts and valiant adven- 
tures beautified wich ir, prayſe and honour. Too much I] confelle the world cannox 
attribute to their ever memorable merit: and toelearevs from the blind worlds ig+ 
norantcer:ſure, theſe few words may ſuffice any reaſonable vnderſtanding, 

Ir was the Speryerds good hapto happen in thoſe parts Where were infinite num- 
bers of peop!e,who had manured the ground with chat providence,it affoorded vice 
cualls at all rimes, And cime had brought them co that perfeFtion, they had the vie 
- gold = lilver, znd the moſt of _ cas mmas ies = thoſe Gr 7 ma 
o that, what the Speryard got was chictely the ſpoyle llage of thoſe Countrey 

le, and neethe Ra of chcir —_ $s, Bur nl pron. frunctull Countries 
CO ſalvage,as barbarous, as ill peopled, as little planted, laboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours it 15 likely would haue produced as ſmall pro. 
fic as ours, But had /'gimia beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
ſuch ſtore of precious Iewels, and rich commodities as was the [ndies : then had we 
mot gotten and done as much as by their examples might be expetted fromvs, the 
—_ might chen hauetraduced vs and our merits, and haue made ſhame and infa- 
my our recompence and reward. 

Bur we chanced in a Land even as God made it, where we found onely an idle,im- 
provident, ſcattered people,ignorant of the knowledge of gold or (ilyer, or any com- 
modities, and carelcilcof any thing but from hand ro mouth, bablecs of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, but what accidentally we found Nature afforded. 
Which ere we could bring to recompence our paines, defray our charges, and (a- 
tisfie our Adventurerszwe were to diſcover the Countrey, ſubdue the people,brin 
them to be craftable, civill, and induſtrious, and teach them trades,that the fruits 
their labours might make vs ſome recompence, or plant ſuch Colomes of our ewne, 
char muſt firſt make prouiſion how to live of them(clues,cre they can bring to per- 
feion the commodities of the Country: which doubtleile will be as commodious 
for Exglend as the welt /ndies for Spainegif it be rightly mannaged :norw | 
all our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly ſome haue 
done againſt the Spenyerds 2nd Portagalls, But to conclude, againſt all rumor of 0- 
pinion, 1 onely ſay chis, for thoſe thar thechree firft yeares began this Plantation z 
. notwithſtanding all their faions, mutinics, and miſeries, ſo gently correted, and 

well prevented : pervſe the Spamſb Decadergthe Relations of Maſter Heck/anir,andcell 
me how many cver with ſuch ſmall mcanes as a Barge of 22 tuns, ſometimes with 


ſcauen, cight, or nine, or but at moſt, twelue or ſixzeene men, did ever duſcover ſo 
many 
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many fayre and navigable Rivers, fubie ſo many ſeverall Kings, people,and Nati- 
ons, to obedicnce, and contribution, with ſo little bloud{hed. 

Andif inthe ſcarch of thoſe Countries we had hapned where wealth had beene, 
we had as ſurely had it as obedience and contriburion, but if we haue overskipped 
it, we will not enuie them char ſhall find itz yer can we not but Jament, it was our 
torrunes to end when we had bur onely learned how to begin, and found the right 
courſe how to proceed,

Hen the Ships departed, all the proviſion of the Store ( but thatthe Pres 
lident had gotten ) was fo rotten with the laſt Summers rayne, and ea» 


ren with Rats and Wormes, as the Hogges would ſcarcely care ic. Yer i 

was the Souldiers dyet till our rerurnes,1o that we found nothing done, 
bur our viftuals ſpent, and the mot part of our tooles, and a good part of our Armes 
conveyed to the Salvages. Bur now caſting vp che Sctore,and hnding futhcrencull the 
next harveſt, che fearc of ſtarving was abandoned, and the company divided into 
rens, fifteens, or asche buſinetle required ; (ix houres each day was ſpent in worke, 
thereſt in Paſhme and merry exerciſes, butthe ynrowardnelle of the greateſt num- 
ber cauſed che Preſident adviſe as tollowerh, 


Connrymen, the long experience of our late miſeties, 1 hope ir ſufficient toperſwade eve- 
ry one to 4 preſent — of bumſelfe and thmke not $4 my pams nor the Adyen- 
tnrers par ſes, will ever maintaine you in idleneſſe and ſloath. I [peakg wot this ts you all, "i 
dovers of you 1 know deſerne both hononr and reward, better then us yet here ts be had: bus 
the greater part muſt be more induſtrions, or ftarne, how ener you have brene heretofore 
tolerated by the antheritie of the Councell, from that [ bane eftencommanded you 7ou ſea 
now that power reſterh wholly m my ſelfe : you neuſt obey this now for a Law, that he that 
will not worke ſhall not eate (except by ſickneſſe be be diſabled.) for the labowys of thirtie or 
forte boweſt and induſtrious men ſhall not be conſumed to mamtaine an hundred and fiftie 
Me loyterers. And thowgh you preſume the autheritie bere s but a ſhadow, and that | dare 
wor tomch the limes of any but my owne muſt anſwer it : the Letter; patents ſhall cach weeks 
be read to you, whoſe Contents will tell you the contrary. I would wiſh you therefore without 
contempt ſeeke to obſerme thoſe orders ſet downe, for there ar: now no more Connſellerrto 
agus you, nor curbe my eudeyours, Therefore he that offendeth, let him aſſuredly expett 
bus | . 

Hemadealſo a Tablegas a publicke memoriall of every mans deſerts,to incourage 
the good, and with ſhame to ſpurre on the reſt ro amendmenrt.By this many became 
very induſtrious, yet more by puniſhment performed their bulincile, tor all wereſo 
easked, chat there was no excuſe could prevaile to deceiue him: yer che Darch-mens 
conſorrs ſo cloſely convayed them powder, ſhox, ſwords, and tooles,that though we 
could find the detet, we could not finde by whom, till it was coo late. 

All chis time the Durch men remaining with Powhatan, (who kindly entertained 
themto inſtrutthe Salyages the vſc of our Armes)and their conſorrs not following 
them as they _ z to knowthe cauſe,they ſent Frenex their companion,a ſtouc 
young fellow, diſguiſed like a Salvage, to the Glalle-bouſe, a place in the woods 
nearea myle from /awes Towne z where was their — Lapin their vniuſe 
pected villany. Fortie men edto liein Ambu ine Saver 
who no ſooner heard of rear yn buc he ſent to apprehend hint but he oy 
gone) yerto crolle his rerurne to — the Capraine preſently diſpatched | 
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ſhor after hit, himſelfe returning from the Glaſſe-houſealone. By the way he in- 
countred the King ct P 4ſpabegh,a molt ſtrong ſtout Salvage,whole perſwalions nor 
being able to per! wade hum co his Ambuſh,ſceing him onely armed bur with a fau- 


cheon,atrempred ro haue ſhor him,bur the Preſident prevented his ſhoot by grapling 
with hun,and the m_ as well prevented him for drawing his en. per- 


force bere him into the River to haue drowned him. Long they ſtrugled in the wa- 


.ter,rill che Preſident got ſuch hold on his throat, he had care —_—_ che King z 


buc having drawne his taucheon to cut off his head,ſecing how piritully he begged 
his life, he led him priſoner to James Towne, and pur him in chaynes. 

The Datch-man cre long was alſo brought in, whoſe villany though all chis time 
it was ſuſpeAted,yer he fayned ſuch a formall excuſe,thatfor want of hnguage Cap- 
taine Wine vnderitood him not rightly, and for their dealings with Powhatan, that 
to ſaue their liues they were conſtrained to accommodate his armes, of whom he cx- 
treamely complained co haue detained them pertorce, and that he madechus eſcape 
with the hazard of his life, and meant not to hauererurned, bur was onely walking 
inthe woodsto gather Walnurs. Yetfor all chis faire tale, there wasſo ſmall appea- 
ranceoftruch,and he plaine confeſſion of Paſpebego of his trechery ,he went by the 
heeles: Smirh purpoling to regaine the Dazch-men, by the ſaving his life. The poore 
Salvage did his beſt by bis ly _—_—_— to Powhatan, bur all recurncd that the 
Dmtch-men would nog returne, neither did Powhatan ſtay them z and co bring thena 
fifrie myles on his mens backes they were not able. Daily this Kings wiucs, chik- 
dren, and people camero viſit him with preſents, which he liberally beſtowed co 
make his peace, Much truſt they had in the Preſidents promiſe: burthe King fGin- 
ding his guard negligent, though fertcred yer eſcaped, Captaine Wiz thinking to 
purſue him found ſuch troupes of Salvages to hinder his pallage,as they exchanged 
many vollics of ſhot for flights of Arrowes. Caprtaine Swath hearing of this in re« 
turning tothe Fort, tookerwo Salvages priſoners, called Kemps and Taſſore, the 
two moſt exaRt villaines in all the Country. With theſe he ſent Capraine Winne and 
fifcie choiſe men, and Licutenant Perce, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this iniury, and ſo had done, if they had followed his directions, or beene adviſed 
with thoſe cwo villaines,that would haue betrayed both King & kindredfor a peece 
of Copper, but herrifling away the night, the Salvages the next morning by the 
riſing of the Sunne, braved him to come aſhore to fight: a good time both ſides ler 
fly ar other, but we heard of no hurt, onely they tooke rwo Canowes, burne the 
Kin s houſe, and ſo returncd to ſawes towne. 

The Prelidenc fearing thole Bravado's would bur incourage the Salvages, began 
againe himſclfe co try his conclulions, whereby (ix or ſeauen were laine, as many 
made priſoners. He burnt their houſes,tooke their Boats,with all their fiſhing wires, 
and planted ſome of them at ſames towne for his owne vſe,and now reſolved notto 
ceaſe till he had revenged himſelfe of all them had iniured him. Bur in his journey 
paſſing by Paſpebegh towards Chickahamania,the Salvages did their beſt to draw him 
tqcheir Ambuſcadoes ; bur ſeeing him regardleſly pallecheir Country, all ſhewed 
chemſclues in their braveſt manner, To try their valours he could not bur ler fly, 
and erc he could land,they no ſooner knew him, but they threw downetheir armes 
and deſired peace. Their Orator was a luſtie young fellow called Okening, whoſe 
worthy diſcourſe deſerverh to be remembred. And thus it = FY 

Captaine Smith, my Maſter is bere preſent in the company, thinking it Cept.\Winne, 
don ( of bims he intended to late ben reve) having never offended him , 
If he bath «ffended you in eſcaping your impriſonment,the fiſhes ſwims, the foxles fly, and the 
very beaſt: ſtrine ro eſcape the ſnare and line. Then blame not hins bring a man. He would 
intreat you remember ,nou being a priſoner, what paines be tooke to ſane your life If ſinee be 
hath inixred you he was c d to it; but howſoener, you bane ed it with owy too 


great lofſe. We perceine and well know you intend to defrey v1, that are here to introat and 
defire your friendſhip, and to enioy our houſes and plant our fields, of whoſe fruit you (ball 
partÞpate : otherwiſe you will hane the worſe by our abſence ; for we can plant any bod 
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though with more labour, and we know you cannot line if you went our harveſt, and that 
rehefe we bring you, 1f you promiſe v5 peace, we will belerue you ; if you proceed m revenge 
we 1-ull abandon the ( ountry. 

Vpon theſe tearmes the Preſident promiſed chem peace, till chey did vs iniury, 
vpon condition they ſhould bring in proviſion. Thus all departed goods friends, 
and ſo continued till Smzerh left che Countrey, 

Arriving at /ames Towne, complaint was madeto che Preſident, that the (bicks- 
bamanians, who allthis while connunued trade and fcemed our friends, by colour 
thereof \were the onely cheeues, And among(t other chingsa Piſtoll being ſtolue and 
the theefe fled, there was apprehended two proper young fellowes, that were bro» 
thers, knowneco be his confederates, Now to regaine this Piſtoll, che one was im- 
priſoned, the other was ſent to returne the Piſtull againe within twelue houres, or 
his brother to be hanged. Yer the Preſident pittying che poore naked Salvagein the 
dungeon, ſenc him vietuall and ſome Char-coale for a re: ere midnight his bro- 
ther returned with che Piſtoll, bur che poore Salvage in che dungeon was ſoimoos 
thered with che ſmoake he had made, and ſo pittioufly burnc, that wee found him 
dead. The ocher moſt lamentably bewaycd his death, and broke forth into ſuch bit« 
ter agonies,thar the Preſident ro quiet har, told him char if hereafter chey would 
not ſteale, he would make him aliue againc: bur he hrile rhought he could be reco- 
yered. Yer wedoing our beſt with Aqua vite and Vineger, it pleaſed Ged to reſtore 
him againeco life, bur {o drunke & atfrighted, thac he {cemed Lunaricke,the which 
as much tormented and grieued the other, as beforcto ſee him dead. Of which ma-» 
ladic vpon promiſe of their good behaviour, the Preſident promiſed to recover himz 
and (ſo Cauſed | him to be layd by a fre to (leepe, who in che morning having well 
ſlept, had recovered his perfect ſenſes, and chen being dretled of his burning, and 
cach a peece of Co iuen them, they went away to well contented, thatthis was 

ſ among all che Salvages fora miracle, chat Captaine Sawih could make a man 
me that was dead. 

Another ingenuous Salvage of Powhatans, having gotten a great bag of Powder, 
and the backe of an Armour, at Werowecomoco amongit a many of his companions, 
to ſhew his extraordinary skill, hedid dry it on the backe as he had ſeene the Soul- 
dicrs at /ames Towne. But he drycdic ſo long, they peeping over ic to fee his skill, 
it rooke fire, and blew him to death, and one or two more, andthe reſt ſo ſcorched, 
ehey had little pleaſure to meddle any more with powder. 

Theſe and many other ſuch pretty Accidents, ſo amazed and affrighted both Pow- 
batar, and all his people, that from all parts with preſents they deſired peace z retur- 
ning many ſtolne things which we never robe nor thought of ; and after that, 
thole that were taken ſtealing, both Powhatan and his people hauc ſent them backe 
to James rowne, toreceiue theirpuniſhment; and all he © ountry became abſoluce 
as free for vs, asforthemſclues.

Noa we ſo quietly followed our buſineſſe, thatin chree monerhs wee made 
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the Saluagestr:de, and none topalle norrepalle Saluagenor Chriſtian without the 
preſidents ord: r.T hurtic or forry Acres ot ground we digged and planted. Ofthree 
lowes1n cighteence moneths, increaſed 6o,and od Piggs. And neerc 5oo. chickings 
brought yp chemſclues without hauing any meat giuen them: but the Hogs were 
tranſported to Hog. l{le:where allo we buitra block-houſe with a garion to giue vs 
notice of any {hipping, and tor their exerciſe they made Clapbord and waynſcot,and 
cur downe trees.We built alſo a tort for a retreat neere a conuenient River vpon a 
high commanding hill, very hard co beatlalted and cafie to be defended, bur ercir 
was finiſhed this dete&t cauicd a tay. 
Greatextr-= Jnſcarching our casked corne,wetound it halfe rotten, andthereſt ſo conſumed 
mite by Rats. wich ſo many thoulands of Rats chat increaſed fo faſt,bur chere originall was from 
the ſhips, as we knew not how to keepe thac litrlewe had, T his did driue vs all co our 
wits end,for there was nothing in the country but what nature atforded.Varill chis 
time Kemps andTaſſore weretertered priſoners, and did double raske and taught vs 
howto order and plant our fields: whom now tor want of vittuall we ſctathiberty, 
bur ſo well they liked our companies they did not delire ro goe trom vs, Andto cx- 
Tetheir loues tor 16.dayes continuance, the Countric people brought vs( when 
eaſt) 100.2 day,of $quirrnils, Turkyes, Decre and ocher wilde beaſts: Buc this wanc of 
corneoccalionedrhe end of all our works,it being worke ſufficient co provide vittus 
all.60.or 86. with Enſigne Laxon was ſent downethe riuer to liuc ypon Oyſters,and 
20, with liucenanr Percy co try tor filhing at Poyne Comfort : but in (ix weekes they 
would nor agree once to caſt out the ner, he being (icke and burnt fore with Gun= 
der, Maſter W-:f with as many went vp to the falls,buc nothing could befound 
tafew Acornes; of that in ſtore cucry man had their equall proportion, Till 
this preſent, by the hazard and indeuoursot ſome thurrie or torrie, this whole Coe» 
Bread made of 10ny bad ever beenefed, We had more Sturgeon, then could be deuoured b 
Dog and Man, of which the induſtrious by drying and pounding, mingled wi 
Cavaare,Sorell and other wholeſome hearbes would inake bread and good meates 
others would gather as much 7; h roots, ina day as would make chem 
bread a weeke, fo that of choſe wilde truites, and what we caught, we lued very well 
in regard of ſuch a dict , Bur ſuch was the ſtrange condition of ſome 150, that had 
they not beene forced nolens, wolens, perforce to gather and prepare their vittuall 
they would all haue ftarued cr haue caren oneanother , Of thoſe wild fruits the 
Salvages often brought vs, andforthar,the Preſident would not fullfill che vnrea- 
| ſonable defirc,of thole diftrafted Glutronous Loyrerers,to ſell not only out kertles, 
_— — hows,tooler, and Iron, nay ſwords,pieces, and the very Ordnance and howſes, 
- wn Mh might they haue prevayled to haue beene bur Idle: for thoſe Saluage frunes, they 
would hauc had imparted all co the Saluages, eſpecially for one basker of Corne 
they heard of ro beat Powhatas,htry myles from our Fore. Though he bought neere 
halfe of it to ſarisfie their humors, yet to haue had the other halfe, they would 
haue ſould their ſoules, though not ſufficient ro haue kepr them a weeke, Thou» 
ſands were there exc|amartions, ſuggeſtions and deuiſes, to force him to thoſe baſe 
inventions to haue madeirt an occalion to abandon the Country, Want perforce 
conſtrained him to indure their exclaiming follies,cill he found our the author,one 
Dyer a pony fellow and his ancient Maligner, whom he worthuly pnnuſhed, 
and with the reſt he argued the cafe inchis maner. 
The Prefi- Fellow ſouldiers, 1 did little thinks any ſo falſe to report, or ſo many to beſo ſimple to be 
dents order per/ſwaded, that { either intend to flarne you, or that Powhatan at this preſent hath corne 
for the drones for hmwſelfe, mmch lefſe for you, or that I would not haxe it,if 1 knew where it were to be 
had. Neither did 1 thinke any ſo malitions as now 1 ſee 4 great many ;yet it ſbal not ſo paſſio- 
nate me but I will doe my beſt for my moſt maligner. But dr tame no longer of this vame hope 
from Powhatan not that I witl longer forbeave to force you, from your [dleneſſe, and puniſh 
you if you rayle, But if 1 finde any more runner; for Newfoundland with the Pinnace, tet 
him aſſuredly looks 10 arine at the Gallows.

So well thoſe pooreSalvages vſed vs that were thus billerred, that divers of che The Salyages 
Souldiers ran away to ſcarch Kemps & Taſſore our cld priſoners, Glad were theie Sal r<rurneour 
vagesto haue ſuchan oportunity to ce{tifie their loue vnro vs,tor in ſtead of encertaz- ——_— 
ning them, andſuch chings as they haditollen, with all their grear Ofers, and 
promiſes they made them how to xeuepge their iniuryes vpon Captaine Smuirk z 
Kemps firſt made hinaſelfe ſport, in ſhewing his countrie men (»y chem) how he 
was vſed,feeding the with this law,who would not work muſt not eat,till they were

they luc moſt vpon rooces, fruites and wilde beaſts; and trade with them cowards

All this time ro recouer che Dazch-men and one Bexley another fugitiue,we im- 
ployed one William Teldsy,a Z witzar by birth, with Pardons & promutes co regaine 
chem.Litcle wethen ſuſpected chis double villaineot any villany who plainly raughe 
vs,in the moſt cruſt was the greateſt creaſon; for this wicked hypocrue, by the leo» 
ming hate he boreto the lewd conditions of his curied country men, (having ctiis 

nity by his imploymene co regaine them) conuayed them euery ching they 
delired to cited cher proietts, to diftroy the Colony, With much deuonon chey 
expeatcd the Spamard,to whomthey intended good ſeruice,or any ocher,that would 
bur carry them from vs. But to begin with che tirſt oportunityythey ſeeing necelliie 
thus inforced vs to diſperſe our (clues, importuned Powhatan to lend them bur his 
forces, and thcy would nor onely diſtroy our Hoggs, fire our towne, and 
our Pinnace;bur bring to his ſeruice and ſubicftion the moſt of our company. W 
this plot they had acquainted many Diſcontents, and many were agreed to cheir 
Deuttiſh practiſe. But one Thomas Donſe,and Thomas Mallard(whole chriſtian hearts 
relented at ſuch an vnchriſtian aQ) voluacarily reucaled it ro Capraine Snurhb, who 
cauſcd chem to conceale it, perſwading Denſe and Mallard to proceed in their con» 
fedracic: oncly co bring che irreclamable Dazch men and the inconitant Sal 
in ſuch a maner amongſt ſuch Ambuicado's as he had prepared, that nor many of che 
ſhould rerurne from our Pexin/ula, But this brute coming to the cares of the impatier 
mulcirude they ſo imporruncd the Prelident to cut off thoſe Datch men, as 
many that offred ro cur cheir throats before the face of Fowharathe firſt was Licurenic 
Percy, and M*.

But whilſtchis bulinctſe was in hand, Arrived one Captaine Arga/t, and Maſter 
Thomas Sedan, ſent by Maſter Corneliws to truck with the Colony, and fiſh for 
Scurgeon, with a ſhip well furniſhed,with wine and much other good proviſion. 
Though irwzs not ſent vs,our neceſſities was ſuch as inforced vstotake it. He broughe 
vs newes of a great lupply and = forthe Lord LaWore, with letters t 
much taxed our Preſiden for his card dealing with the Salvages, and not rerur- 
ning the ſhippes fraughted:Norwithitanding we keptthis ſhip cell che flecte arriued, 
True itis Argal/loſt his voyage, but we reuittualled him,and ſenc him for England, 
with a true relation of the cauſes of our defailments, and how impolivle it was to 
rerurne that wealth they expeRed, or obſcruethere inſtruftions to indure the Sal» 
vages inſolcncies,or doe any thing to any purpoſe, exceptthey would ſend vs men 

meanes tha could produce that they ſo much deſired : otherwiſes all ch 
did was loſt, 2nd could not but cometo confuſion, The villany of Foldey we Al 
diſſemblcd. Adaw vpon his pardon came home but Sewwell ſtill ſtayed with 
Powhahanto heare further of their eſtates by this ſupply. Now allcher plors Siawh 
ſo well vnderſtood, they were his beſt advantages ro ſecure vs from any trechery, 
could be done by them or the Salvages:which with facility he could revenge when 
hewould, becauſe all thoſe countryes more feared him then Powhaten, and hee 
had ſuch parties with all his bordering neighbours: and many of che reſtfor loue

By thas you may lee for all thoſe crotles, trecherics, and diflenuns, how kee 
wreitled and overcame ( without bloudſhed ) all that happened : ali what good 
was done z how tew dyed ; what food the Countrey naturaliy atfoord<ch 3 what 
ſmall cauſe there is mgp ſhould ſtarue, or be murthered by the Salvages, that haue 
diſcrenzon to man them with courage and induſtric, The ewo tuft yeares, 
though by his advencures, he had oft brought che Salvagesto « wradtable trade, yer 
you {ce how the envious authorine ever crofſed him, ard truſtracee his beſt ende» 
vours.Bur it wrought in him that expenence and «tti:natop among the $ 
as ocherwiſe it had bin impollible,he had ever ctfetted chat he did. Norwir 
the many muſcrable, yer geacrous and worthy adventures, he had of: and long en- 
dured inthe wide world, yet in this caſe he was againeto learne lus Lefture by ex- 
perience, Which with thus much adoe having obtained, it was hus :I| chance 5 
end, when he had bur onely le:rncd how to begin, And though he left choſe vn- 
knowne difhculties ( made calic and tamiliar ) to kis vnlaitall tuccetlors, (who 
onely by —_— Towne,preſumed to know more then all the world could

All chings bein 
ready, becauſe thoſe three Capraines could nor agree for place, it was concl 

they ſhould goeall in oneſhip,loalltheir three Commiſſions were in that Shipwith 

them called the Sea-Ventare. They fer fayle from England in May 1609. Afinall

et now returning againe, praced by the ticles of Capraines of che cs, 
ſeeing the Admirall cw great probabiline of her re 
{clucs with choſe new companies, lo exclaiming againſt Captaine Snwucb, that they 
mortally hated hum ere ever they ſaw him, Who vynderſtanding by his Scours the 
arrivall of ſuch  Fleer, little Creaming of any ſuch ſupply, ſuppoſed them Spery-

had beene happy z for we would not haue truſted them bur as our foes, where re- 
cciuing them as our Countreymen and friends, they did what they could co mur- 
ther our Preſident, to ſurpriſerhe Store, the Fort, and our lodgings, ts vſurpe the 
government, and make vs all cheir ſervants and (laues, till they could confume vs 
and our remembrance ; and rather indeed to ſupplantvs then ſupply vs, as maſter

In the taylc of a Hericavo wee were ſeparated fromthe Admirall, which akhough 


it was but the remainder of that Storme, there is ſcldome any ſuch in Englend, or 
thoſe Norcherne parts of Ezrope. Some loſt cheir Malts, ſome their Sayles blowne 
from thcir Yards ; the Seas ſo over-raking our Ships, much of our prouiſfion was 
ſpoyled, our Flcer ſeparated, and our men licke,and many dyed, and 1n this miſera- 


ble eſtate we arrived in Virgina,

in were many vnruly Gallanrs, packed thither by their friends co eſcape ilt deſti- 
nies,and thoſe would diſpoſe and derermine of the goverament,lſomerimes to one, 
the next day to anotherzro day the old Commiſſion muſt rule,to morrow the new 
the next day neither, in fine r An would rule all, or ruineall: yer in charitic wemuſt 
endure chem thus to deſtroy vs, or by Ig follics, haue brought che 
worlds cenſure vpon vsto be guilticof their blouds. Happichad we beene had they 
nevcr arfived, and we for ever abandoned, and as we were left to our fortunes: for 
on carth for the number was never more confuſion, or miſery, then their fations 
occalioned. | 

The Pre(ident ſeeing the deſire thoſe Braucs had to rule ; ſeeing how his auctho- 
ricie was ſo vnexpettedly changed,would willingly haue left all,and hauererurned 
for Exgland, But ſeeing chere was ſmall hope this new Commiſſion would arriue, 
longer he would not luffer thoſe faftious ſpirits to proceede, It would be too tedi- 
ous, too ſtrange, and almoſt incredible , ſhould ] particularly relace the infinite 
dangers, plots,and praQtices,he daily cſcaped amonght thus faftious crewzthe chicfe 
whercot he quickly layd by che hecles, cill his leafure berrer ſerved to doe them iu- . 
Kice : andrtotake away all occaſions of further, miſchicte, Maſter Percie had his re- 

ueſt granted to rerurne for Egland, being very ſickez and M* Weft with an bun- 
Ted and ewenrie of the beſt he could chulghe ſcat cothe Falles;foris with neare 


as many tO Nand/amnnd, with their duc proportions of all proviſions i = 
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Now the Preſidents yeare being neare expired, he made Captaine Metin Preſi- 
dene co follow the order tor the election of a Preſident every yeare:bur he knowing 
his owne inſufficiency, and the companies vntowardnelle and hctle regard of him, 
within three houres atter religned it againe to Capraine Smub, 2nd at Naud/amand 
thus proceeded, The people being contribucers vied him kindly z yer fuch was his 
icalous fcare, un che midft of their murth, he did ſurpriſe this poore naked Kin 
with his Monuments, houſes, and the Iſle he inhabited, and there fortified hin 
(elfe ; but ſo apparantly diſtrated with teare, as imboldencd the Salvages to atſaulr 
him, kill his men, relcaſerheir King, gather and carry away athouland buſhels of 
Corne, he not once offering to intercept them ; bur ſent co the Prelideyt then ar the 
Falles tor thirtie good ſhot, which from ſawes Towne immediately was ſent him. 
Burt he ſo well imployed chem they did ruſt noching, bur returned complaining of 
his cendernelſe:yer he came away with them to /ames Towne, leauing his company 
to thar fortunes, gl 

Here I cannotomirthe courage of Fenge Forreſt, that had ſcauenteene Arrowey 
ſticking in him, and one ſhotchrough hiav, yer liued lixe or (cauen dayes, as if he 
had ſmall hurt, then for want of Churgay dyes os ah | 

Maſter Feſt having ſeated his men by the Falles, preſently rerurned to reuiſic 
Temes Towne: the Preſident followed him to ſee that company ſeared , merhim by 
che way, wondering at his ſo quicke rerucue ; and tound his company planted ſo 
inconſiderately, in a place nor onely ſubie ro the rivers invndacion, but round in» 
vironed with many intollerable inconueniences. | 

For remedic whereof he preſently ſent ro Powhatanto ſcll him the place called 
Powbatan, promiſing to detend him againitche Afonacers. And theie ſhould be his 
Conditions ( with hus people) to refigne him che Fort and houſes, and all that 
Countrey for a proportion of Copper | tha all ſtealing offenders ſhould be ſence 
him, thereto rece1ue cheir puniſhment z that every houtc 3s a Cuſtome ſhould pay 
him a Buſhcll of Corne for an inch ſquare of Copper, and a proportion of f oconez, 
33 a yearely rribute ro King [awe for their procettion, 25 a duue z what clic they 

d ſpare ro barter at chear beſt diſcreyons, 

Bur both this excellent place and thoſe good Conditions did thoſe furies refuſe, 
contemning both hymn, his kinde care and authoritie, So much they depended on, 
the Lord Generals new Commiſſion, as they ed none: the worſt they could, 
docto ſhew their ſpights they did y ſuppoſing all the Afonacarn; Country, goldzand 
none ſhould comethere but whom they I doc more then wonder tothinke 
how onely with fiue men, he cither durſt or would adventure as he did, ( knowing 
how greedie they were of his bloud ) to land pong chew, andcommutro impr+- 
ſonment all the Chictraines ot choſe mucinies, cl} by their mulcirudes being an 
hundred and ewenue they forced him to reryre:yer in that iprerim he ſurpriſed one 
of their Boares, wherewith he returned rotheig ſhip; where in deed was their proui- 
ſion, which alſo he trooke, and well iz chanced he tound the Marriners ſotraftable 
aud conſtant, or there had beene ſmall pofſibilicie he had ever c{caped. There were 
divers other of betrer reaſon and rence, thatfrom cher tirſt landing, hearing 
che genera]l good report of his old Souldiers and ſeeing with cheir eyes tus ations 
ſo wellg with diſcretion, as CapraineWood, Captaine Febbe, Cap. Moone, 
Captaine Fiz {ames, Maſtcr Wilkiams Powell, Maſter Partridge, Maſter Whiee, and 
divers others, when they perceiued che malice of Rghffe and Archer, and theu fac- 
cion, left their companies, and ever reſted his faichtullfriends, Bur che worſt way 
tharthe poore Salvages, that daily brought in cheir contriburion co che Preſident, 
that diſorderly company ſo tormented thoſe poore ſoulcs, by ficaling cheir corne, 
oa, wa gardens, beating chem, breaking cheir houſes and __g__ pri- 
ſonerszthat they daily complained to Captaine Szairh, he had brought them for 
Protectors, worſe enemies then the Aſonacans themiclues: which though ull chen, 
for his louc they had endured, chey deſized pardon it hereafter they defended them- 
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much they imporcuned him to puniſh their miſdemeanors, as they offereg (if he 
would leade them Yro hghe for his againſt them. Bur having ſpent nine dayes in 
ſceking to reclaime then , ſhewing them how much they did abuſe chemſclues 
with theſe great guilded hopes of the South Sea, Mines, commodities, or viftories, 
they ſo madly concaved gthen ſeeing nothing would prevaike, he ſer ſayle for 
lamer Towne, 


Thus oft we ſce from ſmall greene wounds, and from «little priefe, 
A greater ſore and ſichneſſe grower, then will admit reliefe : = 
For thus them/elnes they did begwile, and with the reſt play d theefe. 


Now no ſooner was the Ship vnder ſayle, but the Salvages affauleed thoſe hun 
dred and rwenie in their Fort, finding ſome ſtragling abroad in che woods : chey 
ſlew many, 2nd ſo aftrighted chereſt, as their priſoners eſcaped, and chey lafely re- 
tyred, with che ſwords and cloakes of thoſe they had flaine, Bur ere wee had ſayled 
halfea league, our ſhip grounding, gaue vs once more libertic toſummon chem ro 
guy z Where we found them all fo (trangely amazcd with chis poorelilly alſauk 

ue Saluaoges, thatthey ſubmitred chemfelues vpon any tearmes co the Preſi- 
dents mercy ; who preſently pur by the heeles ſixe or hs of the chicfe offenders: 
the reſt he ſcated gallantly at Powhatay, in that Salvage Fort, readie built, and 
tily fortified wich poles and barkes of trees, ſufficient co hauedefended chem trom 
all che Salvages in /irginia, dry houſes for lodgings and necre two hundred ac- 
cres of ground ready to be planted, and no place we knew fo ſtrong, ſo pleaſant 
and dehghtfull in /rginia for which we called it New-ſuch, The Salvages alſo hee 
pr nn Ys. ater: co either party their loſſes. Thus all were 
in 


New officers appointed ro command, and the Preſident againeready to depart, 
at that inſtance arrived Caprtaine #ft, whoſe gentle nature ( by the perſwaſt- 
onsand compaſſion of choſe mucinous priſoners, alledging they had onely done 
this forhis honor ) was ſo much abuſed, that to regaine their old h new tur- 

les did ariſe. For chey a-ſhore being poſlelTed of all there rift? muniton, 

euery ching, grew to th:t height uncheir former faftions, as the Preſidenr 
left them cotheir fortunes: they returned againe to the ayre atWeſt; Fort, a» 
bandoning Non ſach, and heto [ames towne with his beſt expedition, butthis hap» 
ned him in that Journey. 

Sleeping in his Boare( for the ſhip was rerurned two daics before) accidenrallie, 
one fired [1s powder: bag, which tore the fleſh from his body and chighes, nine or 
ceninches ſquarein a moſt pitiful manner z bur ro qu che cormenting fire, 
frying him 1n his cloths he leaped over-boord into the deepe river, where ere chey 

recouer him he was neere drowned. In thiseſtare withour excher Chirurgy 

an, or Chirurgery he was to goeneere an hundred myles. Arriving at /awes towne, 
cauſing all things be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine proviſion, whileſt 
thoſe things were providing, Rathffe, Archer,& the reſt of their Confederates, being 
to comeco theirtrialsz heir guilne conſciences, fearing a iuft reward for their de» 
ſerrs, ſeeing the Preſident, vnable to ſtand, and neere bercfrof his ſenſes by reaſon 
of his torment, they had plotted to haue murdered him in his bed. Bur his

| courfero he che beſt, they i1oyn er to government, 
thereby ro eſcape their puniſhment . The Priidens bod node of dew proiefts, 
the which to withſtand, h his old ſouldiers imporruned him bur ———_— 
to take their heads that would reſiſt his command, yer be would not ſuffer them, 
bue ſent for the Maſters of the ſhips, and tooke order with them for his rerurne for 
Seeing chere was neither Chirurgian, nor Chi in the Fort to 


cure hishurt,and che ſhips to the next day,his Commiſſion co be ſuppreiſed 
he knew not w hy, hinſclfeand fouldicrs to be rewarded he knew not how, and 2 
new 


with the third ſuppl in Virginia. 


new commiſſion granted chey knew not to whom(che which diſabled that authori- 
ty he had, as made chem preſumeſo oftro thoſe murinies as they d1d:) belides ſo 
were his wounds,ando cruell his torments(tew expe&ting he could hue} 
was heeable to follow his bulines to regaine whar they had lot, ſupprelle 
choſe faftions, and range the countriesfor proviſion as he intended; and well he 
knew ir thoſe affaires his owne aFtions and preſence was a5 requilit as his dire&tions, 
whuch now could not be, he went preſently abroad, reſoluing there to appoine 
them rs, andto take ord<r tor che muriners, bur he could fiade none hee 
chough for would accept it, In the meanenme, ſeeing him gone,chey perſwa- 
ded Percy to ſtay, who wasthen to goefor England, and verhcir Preſident. 
Within letTe chen an houre was this mutation begun and concluded. For when the

lidenes & Councellors, divers began co fawne on thoſe new commanders, that now

feared Spayerd, Salvage, nor tamine znor would haue Ictt Fwgime, nor ourlawtu!l 
anchoririe, bur at as deare a price as we had bought it, and payd for it. What ſhall 
ſay bur thus, we left him, that in all his proceedings, uſtice Ins firſt guide, 
and expericnce his ſecond, even hating baſenelle, (loath, pride, and Is 1 
then any dangers ; that neuer allowed more for himſclte, then his ſouldiers with 
him ; char vpon no danger would ſcnd them where he would not lead them hum- 
ſelfe z that would never ſee vs want, what he either had, or could by any meanes 
ga vs zthat would rather want then borrow, or ſtarue then nor pay ; that loued ac» 
non more then words, and hated falſhood and coverouneſle worle then death ; 
whoſe adventures were our liues, and whoſe loiſe our deaths. 

Leaving vs thus with three ſhips, ſcaven boats, commodicies readie co trade, the 
harveſt newly gachered, ten weeks _ in the ſtore, foure hundred nincie and 
od twentic-foure Peeces of Ordnance, three hundred Muskers, Sna 
ces, and Firclockes, Shot, Powder, and Match ſufhic;ent, Curars,Pikes,Swor 
Morrios,more then men;the Salvages,their Janguage,and habications well knowne 
© an hundred well trayned and expert Souldiersy Nets for fiſhing ; Tooles of all 


ſorrsto worke z apparell to ſupply our wants z ſix Mares and a Horſe; five or ſixe 
bundred Swine z as many Hennes and Chickens ; ſome Goats z ſome ſheepe z what 
rw did conſume that wee had, tooke care tor nothing, but co perfeft ſome 
gs ainſt Capraine Swvth. For cifefting whereot three weekes 
dey. fps rnb ſpent, bur it ſured well withthe reſt of cheir du 
Crenons.

feare of God, nor the law, nor ſhame, nor diſpleaſure of their friends could rule 
them here,thcre is (mall hopeever to bring one 1n twentie of them ever to be good 
there. Notwithſtznding, I confelle divers amongſt chem, had betrer mindes and 
yu much more induitrious then was expected: yer ren good workemen would 
e done more ſubſtaniall worke in aday,then ten of chem in a weeke, Therefore 
men may rather wonder hovw we could doc fo much, then vſe vs ſo badly, becauſe 
wedid no more, but leauerhoſe examples ro make orhers beware, and the fruits of 
all, we kgow norfor whom, 
But to ſec the juſtice of God vpon theſe Datch-menzUa!do before ſpoke of, made 
a ſhift to ger for England, where periwading the Merchancs what rich Mines he had 
> great ſervice he would doe them, was very wellrewarded, and returned 
with the Lord La #@rve: but being found a meere Impoſtor, he dyed moſt miſera« 
bly. Adam and Francis his two conſorts were fled againe to Powhatan, to whom 
_—_ at the arrivall of my Lord, what wonders they would doc, would he 
ſufter chem bur co goe co him, Bur che King ſeeing they would be gone, replyed z 
You that would hauc betrayed Capraine Swwhto mce, will certainely betray me to 
this great Lord for your peace: ſo cauſed his men to bear out their braines, 

o conclude, the greateſt honour that ever belonged to g—_ Monarkes, 
was the inlarging their Dominions,and erefing Common-weales, Yer howſoever 
any of them haue attributed corhemſclues, che Conquerors of the world: chere is 
more of the world never heard of themythen ever any of them all had in ſubieRti- 
on : for the Aedes, Perſians, and Aſſjrians, never Conquered all Aſia, norche Gre- 
Glens but part of Europe and Aſia. The Romans indeed had a greatpart of both,az well 
@ Affrca;burt as for all the Northerne parts of Ewrope and Afra,the interior Southern 
and Weſterne parts of Africa,all America & Terra incognita,they were all ignorant; 

nor is our knowledge yer but ſuperficiall.T hat cheir beginnings, ending, and limi- 
cations were proportzoned by the Almightic is moſt evident: but to conſider of 
what ſmall meanes many of them haue begun is wonderfull, For ſome write that e= 
ven Reme hcr (clfc, during the Raigne of Remw/ms, exceeded not the number of a 
thouſand houſes, And Carthage grew ſo great a Potentate,that at firſt was but incir- 
euled in che chongs of a Bulls skinne, as co fight with Rowe for the Empire of the 
world.Yca Venice ac this time the admiration of the carth,was ar firſt bura Mariſh, in- 
habited by poore Fiſhermen. And likewiſe Niniwie,Theber, Babylon, Delus, Troy, A- 
thens, Mycena and Sparta, from ſmall beginnings to be moſt famous Scares, 
h now they reraine little more then a naked name, Now this our yong Come 
mon-wealth in Yrginie, as you haue read once conſiſted but of 3$ perſons, andiin 
ewo yeares increaſed butto 200, yer by this ſmall meanes ſo highly was approved 
the Plantation in Virgina, as how many Lords, with worthy Knights, and brauc 
Gentlemen pretended to ſee it, and ſome did,and now after the expence of lifreene 
yeares more, and {uch maſlic ſ\ummwes of men and money, grow they diſanimated ? 
If werruely con(ider our Proecedings with the Spewyerd:, and thereſt, we haue no 
reaſon to deipayre, for with ſo ſmall charge, they never had cirher greater Diſcove- 
_——_— ſuch certaine cryals «f more ſeverall Commodiriesgthen in this ſhort rime 
beene recurned from Uirginia, and by much letle meanes. New England was 
our of obſcurnic, and affoorded he for neare 200 ſayle of ſhips, where 
there 15 now ereRted a braue Plantation. For the happinesof ny are 
no leſſerhen eichcr, and yerchoſe haue had afar leiſe, and a more difhiculc begin- 
ging,chen either Rome ,Carthage, or Temce,

TT EP H E day before Captaine Smith rerurned for England with 
H = the ups, Capraine Daw arrived in a ſmall Pinace, wich 
ſome (1xreene proper men more: To theſe were added a 
company from James towne, vader the command of 
& caine /obs Sichelmore alias Ratiiffe, ro inhabit Point Coms- 
Sy fort. Capraine Afartin and Capraine Weſt, hauing loſt 
their boars and ncerchalfe their men among the Saluages, 

On" werererurnedto [awes rowne z for the Saluages no ſooner 
vnderſtood Smith was gone, but they all reuolted, and did ſpoile and muzcher all 
they incouncered. Now wee were all conſtrained co liue onely on that Smvirb had 
onely for his owne Companie, for the reſt had conſumed cher proportions, and 
now they had ewentie Preſidents with all cheir appurrenances : Maſter Piercie 
our new Preſidenc, was ſo licke hee could neicher goe nor ſtand. Bur ere all was 
; conſumed, Captaine Feſt and Capraine Siche/more, each with a ſmall ſhip and 
thircie or fortie men well oppoinced, ſought abroad to trade. Sicke/more ypon the 
confidence of Powbaten, with abour thirtic ochers as carcleſle as hirnfdte, were 
"all ſlaine, onely /effrey Shortridge eſcaped, and Pokabintas the Kings daughter 
 faued a boy called Hemry Spilman, that liued many yeeres afrer, by her meanes, a- 
+ mongſtche Patawomekes. Powbatan ſtill as he found meanes, cur off cheir Boar 


morrall wounds, with clubs and arrowes z as for our Hogs, Hens, Goars,Sheepe, 
ed,cur commanders, officers & Saluages daily conſumed chem, 

proportions ſomerimes we taſted, till all was deuoured ;z then ſwords, 
armes, pieces, or any thing, wee traded with cheSaluages, whoſe cruell fingers 
ſoofc 1 in our blouds, that what by their crueltie, our Gouernours 
-Indiſcrerion, and he loſle of our ſhips, of fige hundred within ſix moncths afrer 
ene Lniebe Erparrare, there remained not fixtic men, women and 
"Ehildren, moſt miſcrable and poore creatures z and thoſe were for the 
- moſt parr, by roocs, herbes, acornes, walnurs, berries, now and chen a licrle fiſh : 
- they char had ſtartch in theſe excremicies, made no ſmall vſc of it ; yea, euen che 
 yery skinnes of our horſes, as £4 a our famine,that a Saluage we ſlew, 
"and buricd, the poorer ſorr c COT car him, and ſo did divers

one another boyled and ſtewed with rootsand herbs : And one amongſt the reſt 
did kill his wife, powdered her, and had eaten part of her before ic was knowne, 
for which hee was executed, as hee well deſerued 5 now whether ſhee was bercer 
roaſted, boyled or carbonado'd, I know nor, bur of ſuch a diſh as powdered witec 
I never heard of. This was that time, which ſtill corchis day we called the ſtarving 
time z ir were £00 vile to ſay, and ſcarce to be belecued, what we endured: but che 
occaſion was our owne, for want of prouidence, induftric and gouernment, and 
not the barrenneſſe and defet of che Countrie, as is generally ſuppoſed ; for cill 
then in three yeeres, for the numbers were landed vs, we had neuer from England 
prouilion ſufficient for ſix monerhs, though it ſeemed by che bils of loading ſuth- 
cient was ſent vs, ſuch a glutron is che Sea, and ſuch good fellowes che Mariners; 
we as little raſted of the great proportion ſent vs, as chey of our want and milſe- 
ries, yer notwithſtanding they cuer ouer-ſwayed and ruled che buſinelle, chough 
weenduredall that is ſaid, and chiefly liued on what chis good Countric naturally 
afforded ; yer had wee beene cuen in Paradice ic ſelfe with theſe Goucrnours, ic 
would not haue beene much better with vs; yer there was amongſt vs, who had 
they had the gouernment as __ Smith appointed, bur that chey could nor 
maincaine ir, would ſurely haue kept vs from choſe extremities of muſeries, This 
in ten daics more, would haue ſupplanted vs all with death, 

But God that would not this Countricſhould be vnplanced, ſent Sir Thomas 
Gates, and Sir George Sommers wich one hundred and fiftic people moſt happily 
preſerued by the Bermuda to preſerue vs : ſtrange it is co ſay how miraculouſly 
they were preſerucd in a leaking ſhip, as at large you may reade in the inſuing 
Hiſtoric of choſe Ilands,

Hen theſe two Noble Knights did ſecour miſeries, being bur 

ſtrangers in that Countric, and could vnderſtand no more of the 

cauſe, bur by coniefure of our clamours and complaints, of ac-

ſclues, with the beſt mcanes chey could,and abandoning lamesrowne,ſct faile for 
England, whereby you may ſee the cuent of the gouernment of the former Com- 
manders lefr to themſclues ; arc) + had liued there many yeeres as for- 
ny hath beene ſpoken (who hi now their proceedings, Captaine Swich 

ing gone, 

Pas, they fell cotheIleof Hogs, and the next morning to Mulbery point, 
at wha cime they deſcried the Long-boar of the Lord /a#are, tor God would not 
haue ic ſo abandoned. Forthis honourable Lord, then Gouernour of the Coun- 
crie, mer them with chree ſhips exceedingly well furniſhed wich all neceffaries 
ficting, who againererurned them to the abandoned [ames rowne. Ont of the

Is Lordſhip arriued the ninth of Iune 1610. accompanied with Sir 
He Waynman, Captaine Howlcroft,Captaine Law/on, and divers 
other Genelemen of ſort z the rench he came vp with his fleet, wene on 

ſhore, beard a Sermon, read his Commiſſion, and cutred into conſul- 

tation for the good of the Colonic, in which ſecrer counſell we will alictle leaue 
them, that we may duly obſcrue the reuealed counſell of God. Hee that ſhall bur 
turne vp his cic, and bchold che ſpangled canopie of heauen, or ſhall bur caſt 
downe his cie, and conſider the embroydered carpet of the earth, and withall 
ſhall marke how the heauens heare the carth, and thecarth the Corne and Oile, 
and they relieue the neceffitics of man, that man will acknowledge Gods infinire 
prouidence ;

Prouidence : But hee that ſhall further obſerue, how God inclineth all caſual 
cuents ro workethenecel[ary helpe of his Saints, muſt needs adorethe Lords in- 
finite goodnelle ; neuer had any people more juſt cauſe, to caſtrhemſelues at che 
very foor-!toole of God, and to reuerence his mercie,than this diftreiſed Coloniez 
for if God hid noe ſentSir Thomas Gates from the Bermudas, within foure daics 
chey had almoſt beenefamiſhed ; if God had not direed the heart of that noble 
Knight co faueche Fort from fiering atcheir ſhipping, for many were very im- 
porcunatero have burnt it, they had beene deſticuce of a preſent harbour and fuc- 
cour x it they had abandoned the Fort any longer time, and had not fo ſoone re- 
curned, queſtionleiſethe Indians would haue deſtroied the Fort, which had beene 
che meanes of our ſafeties amongſt them and a terror, If chey had ſer ſaile ſooner, 
and had lanched into the vaſt Ocean,who would haue promiſed chey ſhould haue 
mcountered the Fleet of the Lord la re, eſpecially when they made for New 
found land, as they intended, a courſe contrarie to our Nauie approaching. lf the 
Lord/a Ware had nor broughe wich him a yeeres proviſion, whar comfort would 
choſe poore ſoules haue receed,to have beene relanded toaſecond diſtruttion? 
This was thearme of che Lord of Hoſts, who would haue his people paſſe the 
red Sea and Wilderneſle, and then co polleſſe che land of Canaan :It was diuine- 
ly ſpoken of Heathen Socrates, If God tor man be careſull, why ſhould man bee 
oucr-diſtruſttull? for he hath ſo cempered checontrary qualicies of the Elements; 


That neither cold things want heat , nor moiſt things ary, 
Nor ſad things ſpirits, to quicken them thereby, 

Tet make they mwſicall content of comrarietie , 

Which conquer d, knits themin ſuch links toget her, 
They deeprodxce even all this whatſoener., 


TheLord Gouecrnour, after mature deliberation, delivered ſome few words to 
the Companie, laying iuſt blame vpon them,fot their haughcie vanicies and ſlug- 
iſh idlenetle, carneſtly increating them to amend thoſe deſperire follies, leſt hee 
ſhould be compelled ro draw che tword of Tuſtice,and to cur off ſuchdelinquents, 
which he had rather draw, tothe ſhedding of his vicall bloud, ro prorett chem 
from infuries ; hearcning chem with relation of chat ſtore hee had brought wich 
him, conſticuting officers of all conditions, to rule ouer them, allotring cuery 
Tmen his particular place, to watch vigilantly,and worke painfully: This Oration 
and direQtion being receiued with a generall applauſe, you might ſhortly behold 
theidle and reſtie diſeaſes of adiuided mulrticude, by the vnitic and authoririe of 
chis gouernmenr wo beſabſtantially cured. Thoſe chat knew notthe way ro good- 
nelle before, but cheriſhed ſingularitie and fattion, can now chalke ovtche pack 
of all reſpeRtiue durie and ſeruice ; euery man endeuoureth ro onrſtrip other in 
diligence: the French preparing to planc the Vines, the Englih labouring in che 
Woods and grounds z euery man knowerth his charge, anddiſchargerh the ſarhe 
with alacririe, Neither let any man be diſcouraged, by the relation of their daily 
labour (as chough the ſap of their bodies ſhould bee ſpentfor other mens profit) 
the {erled times of working, to effet all chemſelues, or as the Aduencurers need 
6eſire, required no more paines than from fix of the clocke in che morning, vn- 
till cen, and from two in the afrernoone, till foure, at both which ctimes theyare 
provided of ſpirituall and corporall reliefe. Firſt, chey enter inco the Church, 
and makecheir praters vnto God, next they returne cocheir houſes and receius 
their proportion of food, Nor ſhould it bee conceiued char this buſineſle exclu- 
dech G:nelemen, whoſe breeding neuer knew what a daies Jabour meant, for 
though they cannot digge, viethe Spade, nor praftice the Axe, yer may the ſtai- 
cd ſpirits of any condition, finde how to imploy the force of knowledge, the ex 
erciſe of counſell, the operation and power of cheir beſt breeding and qualities, 
The houſes which are builr, are as warme and defenſiue againſt wind and 
of wexher,

weather, as if they were tiled and ſlatcd,being couered aboue with ſtrong boards, 
and ſome marred round with Indian mats. Our forces are now ſuch as are able to 
tatne the furie and trecherie of theSaluages: Our Forrs afſure che Inhabirancs, and 
fruſtrate all aſſaylants, And colcaue no diſcouragement inthe heart of any, who 

ſonally ſhall encerinto this great ation, | will communicate a double com- 
tort ; firſt, Sir George Sowmers, that worthy Admirall hath vndertaken a dange- 
rous aduencure for the good of the Colonic, 

Vpon the 15. of Tune, accompanied with Captaine Samnel eArgal, hee retur- 
ped in two Pinaces vnto the Bermadas, promiling (it by any mcanes God will 
open a wayto chat Iland of Rocks)that he would ſoonereturne with lix monerhs 
prouilion of fleſb ; with much crofle weather at laſt hee there ſafely arriued, but 
CaptaineeArgall was forced backe againe to /ames rowne, whom the Lord De 
la Ware notlong after ſent tothe Riverof Patawomeke, to trade for Cornez where 
finding an Enghſs boy,one Henry Spilzan, a young Gentleman well deſcended, 
by choſe —_ preſcrued from the furic of Powhatan, by his acquaintance had 
ſuch good vſage of thoſe kindeSaluages,that they fraughred his ſhip with Corne, 
wherewith hereturned to /awestowne. 

The other comfort is, that the Lord /a Ware hath buile two new Forts, the 
one called Fort Hemry,the other Fort ( harles,in honour of our moſt noble Prince, 
and his hopefull brother, vpon a pleaſanc plaine, and neare a little Riuiler they 
call Southampton River g they ſtand in a wholſome aire, hauing plentie of Springs 
of ſweer water, they command a great circuirof ground, containing Wood, Pa- 
fture and Marſh, with apt places for Vines, Corne and Gardens z in which Forts 
itis reſolued, that all choſe that come out of Exg/and,ſhall be at cheir firſt landing 
quartered, that the weariſomneſle of the Sea, may bee refreſhed in this plealing 
part of the Councrie, and Sir Thomas Gates hee ſent for England, But tocorrett 
ſome injuries of the Paſpabegs, he ſent Captaine Pearcie, Maſter Stacy, and fiftic 
or threeſcore ſhot, wherethe Saluages flying, they burntcheir houſes, rooke the 
Queene and her children priſoners, whomnot long after they ſlew. 

T he fercilicie of the ſoile, the cemperacure ofthe climate, the forme of gouern- 
ment, the condition of our people, their daily inuocaring of the Name of God 
being thus edz why ſhould the ſucceſle, by the rules of mortall iudgement, 
bee diſparaged ? why ſhould nottherich harueſt of our hopes be ſcaſonably expe- 
ed? | dare fay,that the reſolution of Ceſar in France, the delignes of Alexander, 
the diſcoucries of Hernando Cortes in the Weſt, and of Emanuel King of Por« 
wm. in the Eaſt, were not encouraged vpon ſo firme grounds of ſtate and 

bilicie. 

"ou his Lordſhip being at the fales, the Saluages aſſaulred his troopes and ſlew 
threeor foure of his men, Notlong after, his Honour growing very licke, he re- 
turned for Englend the 28. of March ; in the ſhip were about fue and fiftie men, 
but ere we arriued at Fyall, farticof vs were neare (icketo death, of the Scuruie, 
Callenture,and other diſcaſes : the Governour being an Engh/b-man,kindly vſed 
vs, but ſmallreliefe we could ger, but Oranges, of which we had plenty, whereby 
within eight daies weerecouered, and all were well andftrong by thatthey came 
into England.

rrary eicher to my owne deſire; or other mens expettations, who ſpare 

norro cenſure me, in point of durie, and rodiſcourſe and queſtion the 

reaſon, though they apprehend nor the true cauſe of my recurne, I am 
forced out of a willingnelle co ſattsfic every man, to deliver vnto your Lord(hips 
and the reſt of this atlemblic,in what ſtare I haue liuedeuer ſince my arrivalltoche 
Colonic, what hath beene che iuſt cauſe of my ſudden departure, and on whar 
rearmes [ haueleft che ſamezthe rather becauſe I perceiue, that ſincemy comming 
into England, ſuch a coldnelle and irreſolucion is bred in many of the Aduencu- 
rers, that ſome of chem ſecke to withdraw their payments, by which the ation 
muſt be ſupported, making this my returne colourof their needleiſe backward- 
nelſe and yniuſt procration : which that you may the berter vnderſtand, I was 
welcomed to [ames rowne by a violent ague z being cured of it, within three 
weekes after ] beganto be diſtempered with other griguous ſicknetſes which ſuc- 
celſiuely and ſeuerally atlailed me, for beſides a relapſe into the former diſcaſe, 
which with much more violence held me more than a monerh, and brought me 
ro greater weaknelle ; the flux ſurpriſed mee, and kept me many daies, then the 
crampealſaulced my weake body with ſtrong paines,and after,the gour; all choſe 
drew meto that weaknelle, being vnable to ſtirre, brought vpon me the ſcurvie, 
which chough in orhers it be a ſicknefle of flochfulneile, yer was itin mean effe&t 
of weaknetle, which neuer lefe me, till I was ready toleaue the world. 

In theſc extremities I reſolued to conſule with my friends, who finding nature 
ſpent in me, and my body almoſt conſumed, my paines likewiſe daily mo 
gaue me aduice to preferrea hopefull recouerie, before an aſſured ruine, whi 
muſt neceſſarily haue enſued, had I lived bur ewentic daies longer in Virginie, 
wanting atthar inſtant boch food and Phylicke, fic to remedie ſuch extraordinary 
difeaſes z wheretore | ippes my ſelfe with Door Bohwn and Capraine Argad, 
for Meu inthe Welt Indies, but being crofſed with Soucherly winds,] was for- 
cedto ſhape my courſe for the Weſterne lles, where | found helpe for my health, 
and my licknetlc allwaged, by the meanes of freſh dyer, eſpecially Oranges and 
Limons, and vndoubred remedie for that diſeaſe : then I intended to haue re- 
eurned backe againe to Virginia, but I was aguiſed not to hazard my ſelfe, be- 
fore I had perfe&ly recouered my ſtrength : ſo I came for Exglandy in which 
accident, I doubt not but men of ivdgement will imagine, chere would more 
preiudice haue happened by my death there, rhan | hope can doe by my rerurne. 

For the Colony l left it ce the charge of Capraine George Piercie, a Gentle- 
man of honour and reſolution, vnrill the comming of Sir Themas Dale, whoſe 
Commiſſion was likewiſe to bee determined vpon the arriall of Sir Thonas 

(ater, according to the order your Lordſhips appointed : the number l left were 
about two hundred, the moſt in health, and prouided of ar leaſt ren monetrhs 
vietuall,and the Countric peopletratable and friendly. Whar other defeFts chey 
had, I found by Sir Thomas Gates at the Cowes z his Fleer was ſufficiently fur- 
niſhed with ſupplies, bur when ic ſhall pleaſe God that Sir Thomas Dale, and Sir 
Thomas Gates (hall arrive in Virginie with the extraordinarie ſupply of 160. Kine, 
nd 200.Swine, beſides ſtore of other prouilion, for the mainrenanceof che Co- 
lonie, there will appearetharſuccefle in the ation, as ſhall giue no man cauſe of 
diſtruſt, that hath already aduentured, bur incourage euery good mindeto further 
ſo good a worke, as will redound borhcothe glory of God, to the credicof our

The gouernment ſurrendred to Sir Thomas Dalc, whoarrived'in 
Virginia the temth of May, 1 611.0ut of Maſter Hamors Booke—, 


Efore the Lord /aWare arriued in England, the Councell and Companie 
had diſpatched away Sir Thomas Dale with three ſhips, men and carrell, 
and all other prouiſions neceſlaric for a yeere z all which arrived well che 
tenth of May 161 1. where he found them growing againe cotheir former 
eſtateof penurie, being ſo improuidene asnot to pur Corne intheground tor 
their bread, but truſted to the ſtore, then furniſhed but with chree monerhs pro- 
uifion his firſt care therefore was to imploy all hands abour ſerring of Corne, at 
the ewo Forts at Keconghtan, Henry and Charles, whereby, the ſcaſon then nor 
fully paſt, chough about the end of May, wee had an indifferent crop of good 
rne, 

This buſineſſe taken order for, and the care and truſt of it commirred to his vn- 
der-Othcers, to [James rowne he haſtened, where molt of the companie were at 
their daily and vſuall works, bowling in the ſtreets; theſe hee imployed abour 
necellarie workes, as felling of Timber, repayring their houſes ready to fall on 
their heads, and prouiding pales, poſts and railes, ro impale his purpoſed new 
cowne, which by reaſon of his ignorance, being bur newly arriucd, hee had noe 
reſolued where to ſeat; thereforeto berter his knowledge,with one hundred men 
he ſpent ſore rime in viewing the River of Nauſammnrd, in deſpight of the /- 
dian; then our enemies z then our owne River to the Fales, where = a high 
land, inuironed wich the maine Riuer, ſome rwelue miles from the Fales,by 
eLrſahattock, he reſolued to plant his new towne. 

Te was no ſmall crouble co reduce his people ſo timely to good order, being of 
ſoill a condition, as may well wirneſle his ſcueritic and ftrit mprinted booke 
of Arricles, chea needfull with all extremitie to be executed; now much mitiga- 
ted ; ſoas if his Lawes had not beene ſo ſtriftly cxecured, I ſee not how the verer 
ſubucrſjon of the Colonic ſhould haue beene preuenred, witnefſe Webbes and 
Prices deligne the firſt yeere, ſince that of Abberr, and others, more dangerous 
than the former, Here I encreat your patience for an Apologic, though not a 
pardon. This leffrey Abbots, how ever this Auchor cenſures him, and the Go- 
uernour executes hirp, I know he had long ſerued both in /relavd and Nether- 
lands, here hee was a Sargeant of my Companie, and I ncuer ſaw in Virginia 
more ſufficient Souldier, lefle turbulent, a berter wit, more hardy or induſtrious, 
nor any more forward to cut off them that ſough to abandon the Countrie, or 
wrong the Coloniez how ingratefully choſe delerts might bee rewarded, enuied 
or neglected, or his farre inferiors preferred to ouer-top him, I know not, buc 
ſuch occaſions might moue a Saint, much morea man, to an vnaduiſedpaſſionate 
impatience, bur how euer, it ſeemes he hath beene puniſhed for his offences, that 


was neuerrewarded for his deſerts. And even this Summer Cole and Kitchins

plot with three more, bending their courſe ro Ocanahowar, five daies journey 
from vs, where they report are Spariards inhabiting. Theſe were cur off by the 
Salvages, hired by vs to hunt them home to receiuetheirdeſerts : SoasSir The- 
mas Dale hath nor beene ſo tyrannous nor ſevere by the halfe, as there was occa- 
lion, and iuſtcauſefor it, and though the manner was nor vſual), wee were rather 
to have regard to thoſe, whom we would haueterrified and made fearefull ro com- 
mit the like offences, than to the offenders iuſtly condemned, for amongſt them 
ſo hardned in euill, the feare of a cruell, painfall and vnuſuall death more re- 
ſtraines them, than death it ſelſe, Thus much I haue procceded of his endevours, 
null the comming of Sir Thomas Gates, fn preparing hamſelfe ro proceed as he 
intended,

did, was building ac cach corner of the Towne, a high commanding Wacch- 
houſe, a Church, and Store-houſes z which finiſhed, = _ rothinkeypon 
conuenient houſes for himſelfe and men, which with all poſſible ſpeed hee could 
he effected, to che great content of his companie, and all the Colonie. 

This cowne 1s {1cuared vpon anecke of a plaine riling land, three parts inui- The building of 
roned wich che maine Riuer, the necke of land well impaled, makes it like an Ilez Henrico. 
it hath three ſtreers of well-framed houſes, a handſome Church, and the founda- 
tion of a berter laid, ro bee builc of Bricke, beſides Score-houſes, Warch-houſes, 
and ſuch like : Vpon the verge of che Riuer there are fiue houſes, wherein liue 
the honeſter ſort of people, as Farmers in England, and they keepe continuall 
centinell for the cownes ſecuritie, Abour rwo miles from che rowne, into the 
Maine, is anocher pale, neere rwo miles in length, from Riuer co River, guarded 
wich ſeucrall Commanders, with a good quancitie of Corne-ground impailed, 
ſufficiencly ſecured co maintaine more than [ ſuppoſe will come this three yeeres. 

On the other (ide of the Riuer, for the ſecuritie of the rowne, is intended to be 
impaled for the ſecuritic of our Hogs, about rwo miles and a halfe, by chename 
of Hope in Faith, and Coxendale, ſecured by fine of our manner of Forts, which 
are but Paliſadoes, called Charitie Fort, Mownt Malads, a gueſt houſe for licke 

ple, a high ſcat and wholſomeaire, Eliſabeth Fort, and Fort Patience : And 
etc hath Maſter ywhitaher choſen his Parſonage, impaled a faire framed Parſo- 
nage, and one hundred acres called Roche hall, bur theſe are not halfe finiſhed, 

About Chriſtmas following, in this ſame yeere 161 1. in regard of the iniurie 
done vs by them of Apamatuch,Sir Thomas Dale,withour the lotle of any, excepe 
ſome few Saluages, rooke ir and cheir Corne, being but five miles by land from 
Henrico, and conſidering how commodious ic might befor vs, reſolued to pol- 
ſefſeand plant ir, and ar che inſtanc called ir the new Bermudas, whercunco hee The building the 
harh laid out and annexed tothe belonging freedome and co 10n for cuer, Bermudas. 
many miles of Champian and Woodland ground in ſeuerall reds, as the 
ypper and nether hundreds, Rochdale hundred, Weſt Sherly hundred, and Drgs 
his hundred, Inche nether hundred he firſt began to plane, for there is the moſt 

nd, and with a pale of two miles,cuc ouer from River to Riuer,where- 
by we haue ſecured eight Eng/s/s miles in compaiſe z vpon which circuic, within 
halfe a mile of cach nee, are many faire houſes already built, beſides particular 
mens houſes neereto the number of fiftie. Rochdale, by a crolſe pale welnigh 
foure miles long, is alſoplanted with houſes along the pale, in which hundred 
our Hogs and Curell haue ewentie miles circuit to in ſecurely, The buil- 
ding of the Cirie is referred ill our harueft be in, which heintends to makea re- 
treat againſt any forraigne enemie. 

Abouc fiftic miles from theſeis Jawes towne, vpona fercill peninſule, which - 
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chough fomerly ſcandaled for an vnhealchfull aire, wee finde it as healchſull as 
any ocher part of the Countrie z it hath two rowes of houſes of framed timber, 
and ſome of them two ſtories, and a garret higher,three large Store-houſes toned 
together in lengrh, and hee hatch newly ſtrongly impaled cherowne, Tho lle, 
and much ground about ir, is much inhabited : To Kecomghtan we accounted ic 
fortie miles, where they liue well wich halfe char allowance che reſt haue trom che 
ſore, becauſe of the extraordinaric quantitic of Filh, Fowle and Deere z as you 
may reade at large in the Diſcoveries of Capraine Smith, And thus | haue truly

diſcoucred the Countrie: hard by him there was Pocahontas, whom Capcaine 
Smith; Relations inciculech the Numparell of /irginia, and h [he had beene 
many cimes a preſcrucr of him and che whole Colonic, yer till chis accident ſhee 
was neuer ſcene ar /ames towne (ince his departure, being at Patewomehe, as it 
ſeemes, thinking her ſelfe vnknowne, was calily by her fiend [apa<aw; perſwa- 
ded to goe abroad with him and his wifeto ſee the ſhip,for Capraine Arga/! had 
iſed him a Copper Kettle to bring her but co him, promiling no way to 
urt her, bur keepe her till chey could conclude a peace with her facher z the Sal- 
uage for this Copper Kettle would haue done any thing, it ſeemed by che Rela- 
tion z for though ſhe had ſcene and beene in many ſhips, yet hee cauled his wife 
to fainc how delirous ſhe was to ſee one, and that hee offered to bear her for her 
imporcunirie, cill ſhe wepr. Bucac laſt herold her, if Pocabontas would goe with

when wee would deliver his daughter, hee would make vs ſatisfaQtion for all in- 
turies done vs, and giue vs fiuchundred buſhels of Corne,and for ever be friends 
with vs. That he ſent, wereceiued in part of paymenc,and rerurned him this an- 
ſwer: Thar his daughter ſhould be well vicd, bur we could not belecue the reſt of 
our armes were cicher loſt or ſtolne from him, andthereforecill hee ſent chem,we

Beſides this, by the meanes of Powhatan, we became in league with our nexe 
neighbours, the Chicahamanias, a luſtic anda daring people, tree of chemſelues, 
T heſe people, ſo ſoone as they heard of our peace with Powhatan, ſenc rwo meſ- 
ſengers wich preſencs to Sir Thomas Dale,and offered him their ſeruice, excuſing 
all tormer iniuries, hereafter chey would euer be King [ames his ſubicts, and re- 
linquiſh the name of Chickabemaria, to be called Tafſavreſſm, as they call vs,and 
Sir ſhomas Dale there Gouernour, as the Kings Deputie z onely they deliced to 
be gouerned by their owne Lawes, which is cigltt of their Elders as his ſubſti- 
rutes. This offer he kindly accepted, and appointed the day hee would cometo 
vilicchem, We 

When the appointed day came, Sir Thomas Dale and Captaine eLrgall with 
fifcie men well appointed, went to (bickahamania, where wee found che people 
expcRing our comming, they vſcd vskindly,and chenext morning fate in coun- 
ſc]l, ro conclude their peace vpon theſe condiions : 

Firſt, they ſhould for ever bee called Engliſhmen, and bee true ſubieft; to King 
Iames and hu Depntres, | 

Secondly,neither to kill nor detaine any of our men,nor cattell but bring them home, 

Thirdly, to bee alwates ready to furniſhvr with three bundred men, againſt the 
Spaniards or any. 

Fourthly, they ſhall not enter our townes, but ſend word they are new Engliſhmen, 

Fifth, that exery fighting man, at the beginning of barueſt, ball bring to our ftore 
two buſhels of Corne, for tribute, for which they hal receine ſo many Hatchets. 

Laſtly, the eight chiefe men ſhould ſee all this performed, or receine the puniſhment 
themſeclues : for their diligerce they ſhould haue a red coat, a copper chaine, and King 
lames hu pittwre, and be accounted bis Noblemen, | 

All this they concluded with a generall afſent, and a greatſhout ro confirmeic ; 
then one of the old men began an Oration, bending his ſpeech firſt co che old 
men, then tothe young, and chen tothe women and children, co makechem va- 
derſtand howftriQly they were to obſcruetheſe conditions,and we would defend 
chem from the furic of Powhatan, or any enemie wharſocuer, and furniſh chem 

with Copper, Beads, and Harchers ; bur all chis was rather for feare Powhatan 
andwe, being fo linked rogether, would bring chem againe to his ſubieRion z 
the which co prevent, they did rather chuſe 7m A proretted by vs, than rormen- 
ed by him, when they held a Tyrant. And thus wee recurned againe to James 
rowne. 

When our people were fed our of the common ſtore, and laboured iointly to- 
gerher, glad was hecould ſlip from his labour, or ſlumber ouer his caske he cared 
not how, nay, the moſt honeſt among chem would hardly cake ſo much rue 

aines in a weeke, as now forthemſclues they will doe in a day,neither cared they 
or the increaſe, preſuming that howſocuer the harueſt proſpered, the generall 
ſtore muſt maincaine them, ſo that wee reaped noe ſo much Corne from the la- 
bours of thirtie, as nowthree or foure doe provide for themſclues, To prevenc 
which, Sir Thomas Dale hath allocred cuery man three Acres of cleare ground, 
in chenacure of Farmes, except the Bermudas, who are exempred, but for one 
moneths ſeruice in the yeere, which muſt neicher bee in ſeedtime, nor harveſt, 
for which doing, no other dutiethey pay yeerely roche ſtore,burewo barrels and 
a halfe of Corne (from all choſe Farmers, whereof the firſt was F/illiam Spence, 
an honeſt, yaliane, and an induſtrious man, and hath continued from 2607. to 
chis — from thoſe is expeRed ſuch a concribucion co the ſtore, as wee ſhall 
neither want for our ſclues, nor ro entertaine our ſupplies ; for the reft, Gopees

Her lictle childe Thomas Rolfe therefore was 
lefr ac Plimwoth with Sir Lewis Stukly, that delired the keeping of ir. Capraine 
Hamer his vice- Admirall was gone before, but hee found him at Phmorb, In 
Mich they fer ſaile 1617. and in May heartiued at James rowne, where hee was 
kindly enterrained by Caprtaine Tearley and his Companie in a marriall order, 
whoſe right hand file was led by an /ndian, In [emer cowne he found bur five pr 
fix houſes, the Church downe, cthePalizado's broken, che Bridge in pieces, che 
Well of freſh water fpoiled ; che Store-houſe they vied for the Church, che mar- 
ker-place, and ſtreets, and all ocher ſpare places planred with Tobacco, the Sal- 
uages as frequent in cheir houſes as themſelues, whereby they were become 
in our armes, and had a great many in their cuſtodieandpollefhon, rhe 
Colonic diſperſed all about, planting Tobaces, Capraine Argal noc liking thoſe 
proceedings, alcered chem agreeable ro his owne minde, taking the beſt order he 
could for repairing thoſe defets which did exceedingly trouble vsz we were con- 
frained cuery yecre ro build and repaire our old Cortages, which were alwaies 
a decaying in all places of the Countrie, yea, the very Courrs of Guard buile by 
Sir Thomas Dale, was ready to fall, and the Palizado's not fufficient ro keepe our 
Hogs. Their number of people were about 460. but nor paſt 200,fic for hus- 
bandry and tillage : we found therein all one hundred ewentie eight carrell, and 
foureſcore and eight Goars, befides innumerable numbers of Swine, and good

plentie of Corne in ſome places, yer thenext yecre the Caprtaine ſent out'a Frigat 
and a Pinnace, that e ysneere (ix hundred buſhels more,which did 
relicue the wholeColonie : For from the tenants wee ſeldome had abouefoure 
hundred buſhels of rent Corneco the ſtore, and chere was nor remaining of the 
Companies companie, paſt foure and fiftie men, women and Children. 

This yeere ms TU our fields, camea great drought, and ſuch a cruell 
ſtorme of haile, which did ſuch ſpoile both to che Corne and Tobacco, that wee 
reaped bur ſmall profic, che Magazine that came in the George, being five mo- 

in herpaſlage, proued very badly conditioned, bur ere ſhe arriued, we had 
gathered and vp our Tobacco, the beſt a three ſhillings the pound, thereft 
ac cighteene pence, 

o ſupply vs,the Councell and Company with all poſſible care and diligence, 
furniſhed good ſhip of ſomerwo h and fifrie cunne, with ewo hundred 
people and the Lord la Ware. They ſer faile in Agrill, and rovke clieir courſe by 
che weſterne les, where the Gouernour of che [le of Saint Michae! receiued he 
Lord {a Ware, and honourably feaſted him, with all the contear hee could giue 
him, Going from chence, they were long croubled wich contrary winds, in 
which cime many of chem fell very ſicke, thirtie died, one of which number was 
char nvſt honourable Lord Gouernour the Lord /aare, whoſe moſt noble and 
generous diſpolicion, is well knowne to his coſt, had beene moſt forward 
1n chis buſinetle for his Countries good : Yer this cender ſtate of Virginia was not 
growne to that maturicie, ro maintaine ſuch ſtare and pleaſure as was fir for ſuch a 
perſonage, with fo braue and acrendance ; for ſome ſmall number of ad- 
uentrous Gentlemen to make diſcoueries, and lic in Garriſon, ready vpon any 
occaſion co keepe in feare the inconſtant Saluages, nothing were more requilice, 
but ro have more ro wait & play than worke, or more commanders and officers 
than induſtrious labourers was not ſo neceſſarie : for in Virginia, a _ Soul- 
dier char can vſe a Pick-axe and ſpade, is better than fiue Knights, alchough they 
were Knights that could breake a Lance z for men of great place, not inured to 
choſe incounters z when chey finde chings not ſutable, grow many times ſo diſ- 
conceneed, they forger clues, & oft become fo careleile, that a diſcontented 
melancholy brings them to much ſorrow, and to others much miſcrie. Ac laſt 
they ſtoodin for the coaſt of New-England, where chey mer a ſmall Frenchman, 
rich of Beuers and other Furres, Though wee had here but ſmall knowledge of 
the coaſt norcountrie, yetthey rooke ſuch an abundance of Fiſh and Fowle, and 
ſo well refreſhed themſelues there with wood and water, as by the helpe of God 
AOICY beene atSea ſixteene weekes, gor to Virginia, who without this 
reliefe had beene in great danger co periſh, The French-men made them ſuch a 
feaſt, wich ſuch an abundance of varietieof Fiſh, Fowle and Fruits, as they all ad- 
mired, and lictle chat wild wilderneſle could affoord ſuch wonderfull 
abundance of plentie. In this ſhip came abour two hundred men, bur very lictle 
po—_ and the ſhip called che Trea/wrer came in againe not long after wich 
RE z the Lord /a ares ſhiplying in Virginia three monerhs, wee 

iftualled her wich chreeſcore buſhels of Corne, and eight Hogsheads of fleſh, 
beſides other viftuall ſhe ſpent whileſt they rarried chere : chisſhip brought vs ad- 
uice that great multitudes werea preparing in England to bee (ent, and relied 
much ypon that vituall chey ſhould finde here : whereupon our Capraine called 
a Councell, and writ to the Councell here in Eng/and the eſtate of the Colonic, 
and what agrear miſcrie would inſue, if they ſent not prouiſion as well as people; 
and what they did ſuffer for wane of skiltull husbandmen, and meanes to ſer 
their Ploughs on worke, my, ood ground as any man can delire, and 
abouc forne Bulls and Oxen , Gay -wemed mas. en being cham. ve be- 


bour, and Irons for the Ploughs, and harneſſe for the Carell, Some thirtie 
or fortie acres wee had ſowne wich one Plough, buc it flood ſo long on the 
ground before it was reaped, it was moſt ſhaken, and che reft v—_

Cattell and Rats in the Barne, but no berter Corne could bee forthe quantiie, 
Richard Killingbeck being with the Capraine ar Kekowghten, delired leaue to 
returne to his wife at Charles hundred, hee wentto James rowne by water, there 
he gorfoure moreto goe with him by land, bur it proucd that he intendedeo goe 
with the [ndies of ('bickabamania, where making ſhew of the great quan- 
ricie of crucke they had, which che Saluages percciuing, partly for cheir crucke, 
partly for revenge of ſome friends they prerended ſhould haye beene flaine by 
Capraine Tearley, one of chem wich an Engliſh peece ſhoe Killingbeck dead, the 
orher Saluages allaulced che reſt and flew chem, ſtripped chem, and cooke 
whar they had : Bur fearing this murcher would come to light, and might cauſe 
chem co ſufferfor it, would now proceed to the pertettion ot villanic y for preſenc- 
ly they robbed their Machacomocko heuſe of che towne, ftole all the /ndian 
treaſure chereour, and fled inco the woods, as ather [ndian; relaced, On Sunday 
following, one Farfax chat dwelr a mile from che rowne, going co Church, letc 
his wife and chree ſmall children (afe ar home, as he choughr,and a young youth: 
ſhe ſuppoling praicr co be done, left the children,and went ro meer her busband ; 
preſencly afcer came chree or foure of choſe fugirue Saluages, cntred che houſe, 
and flew a boy andthree children, and alſo anocher youch char ſtole our of the 
Church in praicr time, meeting chem, was likewiſe murdered. Of chis diſaſter 
che Capraine ſent to Opechankanough for ſarisfaftion, but he excuſed the marcer, 
as —_— ignorant of it, ar che ſame cime the Saluages chat were robbed were 
complaining co Opechankanongh, and much feared che Engliſh would bee reuen- 
ged on them, {o that Opechankanongh ſent to CaptaineeArgall, to allure him the 
c ſhould neuer be broken by him, deliring chart he mo. 7 lh revenge the in- 
zwric of thoſe fugitives vpon the innocent people of that rowne, whuch towne 
he ſhould have, and ſenc him a baskee of earth, as polleſſion given of ic, and pro- 
miſed, ſo ſoone as poſſibly they could catch theſe robbers, ro ſend him cheir 
heads for ſatisfaRtion, bur he neuer performed it.

Oncerning the ſtare of our new Common-wealth, it is ſomewhar berte- 

red, for we haue ſufficienc to contentour ſelues, though nor in ſuch abyn- 

dance as is vainly reported in England, Powhatan died his laſt Aprill, 

yetche [ndians continue in peace. /topatin his ſecond brother ſucceeds 
him, and boch hee and Opechankanongh haue confirmed our formerleague. On 
the elcuenth of May, about ten of rheclockein che night, happened a moſt feare- 
full cempeſt, but ic continued nor paſt halfe an houre, which powred downe 
haileftones aght ornine inches about, thar none durſt goe out of their doores, 
and chough it core the barke and leaues of che trees, yer wee finde not they hurs 
either man or beaſt ; ir fell onely about [awe rowne, for bur a mile to the Eaſt,and 
ewentie co the Welt there was no haile ac all. Thus in peace cuery man followed 
his building and planting without any accidents worthy of note.

Orco begin with che yecre of our Lord, 1619.chere arriued a litcle Pinnace 
riuatly trom England abour Eaſter for Capraine eArgal,, who taking order 

' for his affaires, within foure or fiue daies returned in her, and left tor his 

Deputy, Capraine Nathaniel Powell, On che cighteench of Apret, which 
was hiit ten or ewelue daies after,arrived Sir George Zearley, by whom we vnder. 
ſtood Sir Edwin Sands was choſen Treaſurer, and Maſter /obn Farrar his Deputy, 
and whart great ſupplics was a preparing to be ſent vs,which did rauiſh vs ſo much 
with joy and content, we though our ſelues now fully ſatisfied, for our long” 
toile and labours, and as happy men asany in che world. Norwithſtanding,fuch 
an accident hapned Captaine Stallings, the next day his ſhip was calt away, and 
he nor long after ſlainein a priuate quarrell, Sir George Teal to beginnehisgo« 
uernment, added to be of his councell, Capraine Francs Weſt, Capraine Nathani- 
el Powell. Maſter lobn Pory, Maſter Tobn Rolfe,and Maſter Wilkam Wicham,and Ma- 
ſter Samuel Macocke, and pro ed to haue a generall aſſembly with all expe- 
dition. Vpon the twelfth of chis Monerh, came in a Pinnaceof Captaine ZBar- 
graves, and onthe ſeuenteench Capraine Lownes, and one Maſter Evans, who in- 
eended toplantthemſelues at Wararkoyach, bur now Ophechankanough will noc 
come at vs, that cauſes vs ſuſpeRt his former promiſes. 

In May came in the Margaret of Briftoll, with foure and chirty men, all well and 
in healch, and alſo many deuour gifts, and we ware much troubled in examining 
ſome ſcandalous letters ſent into England, to diſgrace chis Country wich barren- 
nelle, co diſcourage the aduenturers, and fo bring ic and vsto ruine and confuli- 
on z notwithſtanding, we finde by chem of beſt experience, an induſtrious man 
nor other waies imploied,may well tend foure akers of Corne,and 1600. plants of 
Tobacco, and where they ſay an aker will yeeld bucchree or foure barrels, we have 
ordinarily foure or fiue, bur of new ground ſix, ſeuen, and eight, and a barrell of 
Peaſe and Beanes, which we cſteeme as good as ewo of Corne, which is after thir- 
ry or forty buſhelsan aker, ſo that one man may pronide Cornefor fue, and ap- 
parell for rwo by the profic of his Tobacco they ſay alſo Engliſh Whear wall 
yeeld bur (ixtcene an aker, and we haue reaped thirty : belides ro ma- 
nurethe Land, no place hath more white and blew Marble chan here, had we but 
Carpenters to buildand make Carts and Ploughs, and skilfull men that know 
how co vſe them, and traine vp our cattell ro draw them, which though we inde- 
uour to effe, yer our want of experience brings bur lictle to pertetion but 

lancing Tobaco, and yerofthat many are ſo couerous ro hauemuch, they make 

tle good; belides thereare ſo many ſohiſticating Tobaco-mungers in England, . 
were it neuer ſo bad, they would fell it for Verinas, and thettaſh char remaincrh 
ſhould be Virginia, ſuch deuiliſh bad mindes we know ſome of our owne Coun- 
ery-men doe beare, not onely to the buſinetle, bur alſo ro our mother Exgland her 
ſelfe; could they or durſt they as freely defame her. 

The 25.0f [une came in the Triall with Corne and Cartel! all in ſafety, which 
tooke from vs cleerely all feare of famine z then our gouernour and councell cau- 
ſed Burgelles to be choſen inall places, and mer at a generall Aſſembly, where all 
matters were debated thought expedient for the good of the Colony, and Cap- 
tainc Ward was ſent to Monabiganin new England, to 6b in May, and returned 
chelarter end of May, but to ſmall purpoſe, for they wanted Salt : che Georgealſo 
was ſent toNew-found-land with the Cape Merchane,there ſhe boughe ſh, that de. 
fraicd her charges, and made a good voyage in ſeuen weekes. Abour the laſt of 
Auguſt came in a dutch man of warre that fold vs twenty Negars, and /[apezous 
King of Patawomech,came to [amertowne,to defirerwo ſhips ro come trade in hig 
River, for a more plencifull yecre of Corne had not beenein a long time, yer very

were very jealous the Saluages would ſurprize vs. The Governours haue boun- 
ded foure Corporations z which is the Companies; the Vaiuerlicy, the Goyer- 
nours andGlezbe land : Enſigne #4. Spencer, 6c, Thomas Baxret a Sergeant, with 
ſome others of the ancienc Plancers being ſer free, we arecthe firſt farmers that wene 
forth, and haue choſen places tocheir concen, fo thar now knowing their owne 
land, they ſtrive who ſhould exceed in building and planting, The fourth of 
Noucmber the Bone noxa came in wich all her people luity and well z noghong gf- 
cer ane Maſter Dirmer (cnc out by ſome of Plamorh for New-England,arr diga 
Barke of fiuerunnes, andrerurned che next Spring z norwichſtanding cthe-ill-ru- 
mours of the vnwholſomnetle of [ames towne , %s new commers that were 
planced at old Paſpabeghe, lictle morechen a mile from ir, had cheir healths beer 
then any in the Country, In December Captaine Ward returned from Parews- 
weck, che people there dealc falfly wich him, fo that hee cooke $00, buſhels of 
Corne from chem perforce. Capraine Woddiffe of Brifto/came in nor long after, 
wich all his people luſty and in healch, and we had ewo particular Governors ſenc 
vs, vader thericles of Deputies co che Company, the one to hauecharge of che 
Colledge Lands, the ochet of che Companies: Now youareto vnd , that 
becauſe there have beene many complaints againſt che Gouernors, Capraines, 
and Officers in /:rginie, for buying and _ men and bojies, or co bce ſer 
oucr from one to another for a y rene, was heldin England a thing moſt ig- 
tolerable, or that the cenancs or lawfull ſeruancs ſhould be pur from their places, 
or abridgedcheir Couenants,was ſo odious,char the very report thereof broughe 
2 great ltothe generall ation, The Councell in Exg/anddid ſend many 
and worrhy inſtcuftions for the amending thoſe abuſes, and appointed 4 
undred men ſhauld at the Companies charge be allocred ided to ſerue 
and artend the Gouernour during the time of his gouernment, which gutmber he 
wasto make good at his departure, and leaveto has Succeiſor in like manner, fifty 
ro the Depury-Gouernour of the College land, and fifty ro the Depury of the 
Compames land, fifty ro the Treaſurer, co the Secrerary five and eweney, and 
more to the Marſhall and Cape merchancy which they are alſo toleaueto rheir ſucs 
celſors, and likewite ro eyery particular Officer ſuch a competency, as he mighc

After many rempeſts and foule m—. about the fourcreenth of 
March we were inthirreenedegrees and an halfe of Northerly laticude, where we 
deſcried a ſhip at hull zir being bur faire gale of wind, we edged cowards her to 
ſce what ſhe was, but ſhepreſencly ſer ſaile, and ran vs quickly our of ſighe : This 
made ys keepe our courſe for CMHertalina, and the next day i ng Dominic4, we 
came toan anchor at Guerdalwpo, to take in freſh water, Six French-men chere 
A French-man ct away fixteene menethsagoe came aboord vs zthey told vs a Spaniſh man of 
Warre but ſeuen daies before was ſeeking his conſort, and this was ſhe we deſcri- 
ed at hull. Ac Mens we intended to refreſh our ſclues, having beene eleven 
weeks peſtered in chis vawholſome ſhip z bur there we found rworall ſhips with 
the Hollanders colours, but neceſlicie forcing vs on ſhore,we anchored taire by 
them, and in friendly manner ſentrohale chem : bur ſeeing they were Spaniard;,

agnineby cheir command, who ſtanding vpon their honors, thought ic a grear 
indignicy co be ſo affronted, which cauſed a ſecond charge, and chat anſwered 
wich a ſecond beating backe : wherear the Capraine grew iaraged,and conſtrained 
chem co come on againe afreſti, which chey did ſo cffeQually, char queſtionlele 
it had wrought analceracion, if che God that cofſerh Monarchics , and tearerh 
Maounraines, had nor taught vs totolſe our Pikes with proſperous cuenes, and 
powred our a volley of ſmall ſhor arhongſt them, whereby chat valiant Comman- 
der was ſlaine, and many of his Souldiers dropped downe likewiſe on the rop of 
che hatches. This weſaw with our cies, and retoyced with icat our hearts, ſo that 
we might perceiue good ſucceſſe comming on, our Capraine preſencly tooke ad- 
uanrage of cheir diſcomficure, though with much comuſeration of thar reſolure 
Capcaine, and not onely plied them againe with our Ordnance ,; buc had more 
ſhot voder the Pikes, which was beſtowed to good purpoſe, and amazed our enc- 
mics wich the ſuddennelle. ' "EN 
Among(tthereſt, one Lucas, our Carpenters Mate, muſt nor be forgorren, who 
perceiuing away how to annoy then ; As they were thus puzled and in a contuli- 
on, drew out a Minion vnder the halfe decke, and there bent it vpon them in 
ſuch a manner, chat when it was fired, the caſes of tones and pecces of Iron fell 
vpon them ſo thick, ascleared the decke, and flew many, and in ſhorttime we ſaw 
tew allailancs, but fuch as crept from place to place couertly from the fury of our 
ſhor,which now was chicker than cheirs:for althoughas far as we may c6mend our 
enemics,they had done ſomerhing worthy of commendacions;yet cithet wanting 
men, or being ouertaken with the yvnlooked for valour of our men, they now be- 
gan ro ſhrinke, and giuevs leaueto be wanton with ouraduantage. Yer we could 
onely vſc bur foure peece of Ordnances, but they ſerued the turne as well as all 
the reft : for ſhe was hoc ſo oft berweene wind and water, we ſaw they were wil- 
ling ro leauc vs, but by reaſon ſhe was faſt in the latch of our cable, which in haſte 
of weighing our anchor hung aloofe, ſhecould not cleare her ſelfe as ſhe 
rodoe, till one cut the Cable with an axe, and was ſlaine by vs. Hauing 
beencaboord vs two houres and an halfe, ſecing her ſelfe cleere, all the ſhot wee 
had plaicd on both ſides, which laſted till we were our of ſhot, then we diſcouered 
the Vice-Admirall comming co her aſſiſtance, who began afarre affto ply vs with 
their Ordnances, and put vs in minde we had another worke in hand. Whereup- 
on we ſeparated the dead and hurt bodies, and manned the ſhip with thereſt, and 
were ſo well incouraged wee waifed chem amaine. The Admirall ftood aloofe 
off, and the other would not come within Falcon ſhot, where ſhelay barrering vs 
till ſheereceiued another paiment from a Demiculuering, which made her beare 
with the ſhore for ſmooch water romend her leakes. The next morning they both 
came vp againe with vs, as if they had determined co deuovr ys at once, bur ir ſee- 
med it was but a brauado, though chey forſooke nor our quarter fot a time within 
Musker ſhort; yerall che night onely they kept vs company, but made nota ſhot. 
During which time we had leaſure to provide vs berter than before: buc God be- 
thanked they made onely bura ſbew of another allault, ere ſuddenly the Vice-ad- 
mirall fell a ſtarne; and the other lay (baking in the wind,and ſo they both left vs. 
The fight continued (ix houres, and was che more vnwelcome, becauſe we were

TE Gentlemen and Mariners that came in the Royal Jamer from the E aft» 
Indier,3aue towards the building of a free Schoole 70 pound,eight ſhillings, 
and (ix pence z and an ynknowne perſon to further ir,ſent chirtie pounds; ind an. 
other in like manner five & twentie pounds; er refuſing to be made knowne, 
gave forticſhillings yeerely for a Sermon beforcthe Yirginia companie : alſo an- 
other that would not be knowne, ſent for the College at Henrico, many exrellenc 
good religious bookes, worth ten pound, & a moſt curious Map of al thar coaſt of 
America, Miſter Thomas Bargane their Preacher there deceaſed, gaue aLibrarie 
valued at one hundred Markes : and the Inhabitants hath made a contribution of 
one thouſand and fize hundred pounds, to build a houſe for che entertaining of 
ſtrangers. This yeere alſo there was much ſuing for Patents for Plantations, who 
promiſed:o tranſport ſuch great mulritudes of people: there was much diſputing 
concerning thoſe diviſions, as though the whole land had beene too little for 
them ; (ix and ewentie obtained their deſires, bur as yet not paſt ſix hath ſenethi- 
ther a many notwichſtanding many of them would haue more, and are not well 
contented; whom [ would increat, andall other wranglers, to peruſe this ſaying

Auing but ten men meanly provided co plant the Secretaries Jand on 
- the Eiſterne ſhore neere Acomach, Capcaine Wilcocks plantation, the 

herrer co ſecure and aſſiſt eachocher, Sir George Tearley incending to 

vilic Smith; Iles, fell fo fickethat he could not, fo that he ſent me with 
Eftizien Moll aFrench-man,to finde a conuenient place to make falc in,Not long 
aſter Namenacu the King of Pawtuxunt, cxmeto vito ſeeke for Thomas Salnage 
our Interpreter, Thus infleurting himicile he led vs into a thicker, where all (ic- 
ting downe, he ſhewed vy his naked breſt; asking if weſaw any deformitie vpon 
ir, we told him, No z No more, ſaid hee, istheinſide, but as ſincere and pure z 
therefore come freely ro my Countrie and welcome : which wee promiſed wee 
would within ſix weckes afrer, Having taken a muſter of thecompanies tenancs, 
I went to Smiths Iles, where was our Salt-houſe : not farre off wee found a more 
conuenient and ſo rerurned co Jame;rtowne, 

Being furniſhed the ſecond time, wee arriued at Aqno hanock, and conferred 
with Xypropeke their King, yu. le and Onexcoke, we arrived at Paw- 
txxunt : the diſctiption of thoſe places, you may reade in Capraine Smiths dif- 
coueries, therefore needleſle co bee wric againe. Bur here arriving at «Attough- 
comeco the habication of Namenacs: and Wamanato, his brother, long wee ſtaied 
not ere they came aboord vs with a braſle Kerrle, as brighe without as within, ful 
of boyled Oiſters, Scriftorder was giuen none ſhould offend vs, ſo that the next 
day I went with therwo Kings a hunting, to diſcouer what I could incheir con- 
fines. Wamanate brought mee firſt to his houſe, where heeſhewed mee his wife 
and children, and many Corne-fields ; and being ewo miles within the woods a 
huncing, as the younger conduted me forth, ſo the elder brought me hame,and

vſed meas kindly as he could, after cheir manner. The next day he preſented me 
ewelue Beuer skinnes and a Canow, which I requiced with ſuch chingsco his 
content, that he promiſed co keepe chem whilſt hee lived, and burie chem wich 
him being dead. Hee much wondercd at our Bible, bur much more co hearcic 
wasthe Law of ourGod, and che firſt Chapter of Geneſis expounded of Adaw 
and Exe, and (imple mariagez to which hereplyed, hee was like Adam in one 
ching, for he neuer had buc one ite ar once : bur he, as all che reſt, ſcemed more 
willing of ocher diſcuurſes they berrer vnderſtood. The next day che rwo Kings 
with KA cople, came aboord vs, burroughr ———_—_——_—— ro promilc; 
ſo chat Enligne Salwage challenged Namenacws che breach ot three promiſes,viz.. 
not in giuing hima Boy, nor Corne, chough they had plenne, —— 
fugiriue, called Robers Marcum, that had lived 5. yeeres amongſt thoſe northerly 
nations, which hee cuaningly anſwered by excuſes. Womanats it ſeemmes, was 
guilcletſe of chis falſhood, becauſe hee ſtaied alone when the reſt were gone. [ 
asked him if he deſired co bee great and rich z he anſwered, They werechings all 
men aſpired vnto : which I cold him he ſhould be, if he would follow my coun- 
ſell, ſo he gaue me rwo rokens, which being returned by a metlenger, ſhould ſuf. 
ficetomake him confident the mellenger could nor abuſe vs. 

Some things being ſtolne from vs, he rooke ſach order that they were preſenc- 
ly reſtored, chen we interchanged preſents : in all chings hee much admured our 
diſcretions, and gaue Vs a guide that hee called brocher, ro condut vs vp the 
Riuer: by che way we mer wich diuers that ſtil could vs of Marc»m:and though ir 
was in Oftober, we found the Countrievery hor, and their Cornegathered be-

refted vs tro Aſacomeces, where their King ( aſatowap had an old quarrell wich 
Euſigne Saluage, bur now ſeeming reconaled, went with vs,with another Wero- 
wance towards Mattepament, hs they perſwaded vs aſbore vpon chepoine 
of a chicker z but ſuppoling it ſome trecherie, we returned to our boat : farre we 
had not gone from the ſhoregbut a multicude of Saluages ſallied out of the wood, 
with all che ill words and lignes of hoſtiliciechey could, When wee ſaw plainly 
their bad intenc, wee ſer the rwo Werowances art libercie, chat all chis while had 
line in che Cabbin, as not raking any notice of cheir villanie, becauſe we would 
conuert them by courreſic, Leauing cthetn as we found them, very ciuill and ſub- 
rill, wee rerurned che ſame way wee came, to the laughing Kings on che Eaſterne 
ſhore, who told vs plainly, Namanicw would alſo haue allured bim inco his 
Countrie, vnder colour of trade to cut his throat, Hee told vs alſo Opechancea- 
nowgh had imployed Onianime to kill Salnage, becauſe he brought the crade frotn 
him to the Eaſterne ſhore, and ſome diſgrace hee had done his ſonne, and ſome 
chirecene of his people before one hundred of choſe Eaſterlings in reſcuin 
Thomas Granes whom they would haue flaine, where hee and three more di 
challenge the thirrecenc Pamavukes to fight, bur they durſt nor, ſothar all thoſe 
Eaſterlings ſo derided them, that they came there no more. 

This Thomas Salnage, it is lixteene yecres lince he went to Virginia, being a 
boy, hee was left wich Probate, for Namontacke to learne the R—_ and 
as this Author affirmeth, wich much honeſtic and good ſuccelle hath ſerued the 
publike withour any publikerecompence, yet had an arrow ſhot through his bo- 
dy in their ſeruice, T his laughing King at Accomack, tels vs the land 1s nottwo 
daies iourny ouer in the broadeft place, bur in ſome places a man may goe in halfe 
a day, berwixt the Bay and the maine Ocean, where inhabic many people, ſo that 
by the narrownelle of the Land there is not many Deere, but moſt abundance of 
Fiſh and Fowle. Kyptope his brother rules as his Licurenant, who ſeeing his 
younger brother more affefted by the peoplechan himſelfe, freely reſigned him 
che moicie of his Councrie, applying himſelfe onely to husbandry wa huncng, 
yer nething negleRted in his o_ noris hee careleſſeof any thing concernes 
che ſtace, but as a vigilanc agd faichfull Counceller, as hee is an affeionated 

brother, 
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Brother, bearing the greater burden in government, though che leiſer honour, 
where cleane contrary they on the Welterne ſhore, che younger beares che 
charge, and the clder the dignitie. Thoſe are the beſt husbands of any Sal- 
uages we know: for they prouide Corne co ſeruethem all the yeare,yer ſpare z and 
the ocher nor for halfe che yeare, yer wane, They are the ciuill and cracable 
people we have mer wich, and by lictle ſticks will keepe as juſt an accounc of their 
promiſes, as by a rally, In cheir mariages they obſerue a large diſtance, as well in 
affnicie as conſanguinictiez nor doe they vic chat deuilliſh cuſtome in making 
black Boyes. There may be on this ſhore about ewo thouſand people: they on che 
Weſt would inuade & bur chat chey want Boats to croile the Bay, and to 
would diuers ocher Nations, were they not protefted by vs. A few of the We- 
ſterl ados had conſpired againſt the laughing King , bur fearing cheir 
—_ ſcoucred, fled ro Swwth; Hes, where they made a maſſacre of Deere 
and Hogges $ and thence to Rickabaks, berwixt (ſſepeach and Nanſamand, 
where they now are ſcared vader the command of /royatin, and fo I returned ro 
James Towne, where | found the gouernmentrendred to Sir Francs Wyar. In Fe- 

© bruary alſo hecrauclled co che Sourh River Chawoneck, ſome ſixtie miles ouer 
land, which he foundto be avery fruicfull and pleaſant Councry, yeelding rwo 
harveſts in a yeare, and found much of che Silke gralle formerly ſpoken of , was 
kindly vicd by che people, and ſo rerurned.

T was no ſmall concen to all the Aduenturers to heare of che ſafe ariwall of , qa, 
all choſe ſhips and companies, which was thought ſufficient ro haue madea The Eatle of 
Plancatien of chemſelues : and againe ro ſecond chem,was ſent Captaſtie Each Southampron 
in the ebigale, a ſhip of three or foure hundred runnes, who hath vnderta» Tcalurer, and 
ken ro make a Block-houſe amongſt che Oyſter banks, thar ſhall ſecarethe'River, 2% Forer 
The furniſhing him wich Inſtruments,colt three hundred pounds; bur the whole , 
andthe ſhips returne,will be neere rwo thouſand pounds. In ker went Cap- 
raine Barwicke with five and twentie men for the building ſhips and Boars, and pijve and rwentie 
not other waies to be imploied : and alſo a ſeleted number to build the Eft /»- ſent only to build 
die Schoole, bur as yet from Yirgims lictle rerurnes bur private mens Tobacco,and Barks and Boars- 
faire promiſes of _ of Iron, Silke, Wine, and many other good and rich 
commodities, beſides che ſpeedy conucrſion of the Saluages , that at firſt were 
much diſcouraged from living amongſtchem, when they were debarred the vie 
of their peeces z therefore it was diſpured as a matter of State, wherher ſuch as 
would liue amongſt chem ſhould vſec chem or nor, as a bait co allure chem ; or ar 
leaſt ſuch as ſhould bee called ro the knowledge of Chrift. Bur becauſe ir was a 
troubletor all cauſes ro be brought to ſamer Towne for acriall, Courrs were 
appointed in conuenient places co releeue them : bur as chey can make no Lawes 
im Virgini« cill chey be rarified here ſo they thinke it bur reaſon, noneſhould bee 
inaRed here withour cheir conſencs, becauſe they onely feele chem, and muſt live 
ynderthem. Still chey complaine for wanrof Corne, bur what muſt be had by 
Trade,and how vowilling any Officer when he leaueth his place,is to make good 
his number of men co his Succefſor, bur many of chem daring cheir rimesco help 
chemſclues, vndoes the Company : for the ſeruants you allow them, or ſuch as 
chey hire, chey planc on their private Lands, not vpon thar belongerh co cheir 
office, which crop alwaies exceeds.yours, beſides thoſe which are your tenanrs to 
halfes, are forced ro row them vp and downe, whereby boch you and they loſe 
more then halfe, Nor are thoſe officers che ableft or beft Ceruing, bue make their 
experience che companies coſt, and your land lies vynmanured to any pur- 
poſe, and will yeeld as lirtleprofitro your next new officers, 
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accounted amongſtthe Saluages their chiefe Captaine, an | 
from any hurt could bee done him by che Engliſh, This Captaine comming to 
one Morgan; houle, Ag had many tommodities that hee defired, per- 
ſwaded Morgen to goe with him to Pamazkero trucke, bur the Saluage murde- 
red him by the way z and after two or three daies returned. againe to. Morgans 
houſe, where he found rwo youths his Seruancszwho asked for cheir Maſter: /ach 
replicd dire&tly he wasdead; the Boyes ſuſpeCting as it was,Þy ſeeing him weare 
his Cap, would haue had him to Maſter Thorp : But /ack ſo mouedgheir patience 
they ſhot him, ſo he fell cothe ground, pur him in a Boat to haue him before the 
Gouernor, then ſeuen or eight miles from chem, Bur by the way /ack fndinghe 
pangs of death vpon him, deſired of the Boyes two things z the one was, chat 
they would not make it knowne hee was flaine with a bullet the other, to bury 
him amongſt the Engliſh, Atthelolle of this Saluage Opechankanowgh much grie- 
ued and repined, wich eat threats of revenge z but che Eng/s returned him 
ſuch cerrible anſwers, dn he cunningly diſemblcd his intenc, with the greatcſt 
m_-_ he could of louc and peace, yer within fourcrecne daics after heated what 
followerh, ; | 
Sir Francis Wyat at hisarriuall was aduerriſed, he found che Countrey ſerled 
in ſuch a firme peace, as moſt men therethoughr ſure and vnuiolable, nor onely 
inregardof their promiſes, bur of a neceſlicie. hrs wr weake Saluages being 
euery way bettered by vs, and ſafely ſhelered and defended, whereby wee might 
freely follow our buljnelle: and ſuch was the conceir of this conceiced peace, as 
that there was ſeldome or neuer a ſword, and ſcldomer a peece, except for a Deere 
er Fowle, by which alſurances the moſt plantations were placed ftraglivgly and 
ſcatreringly, as achoice veine of rich ground inuired them, and further from 
neighbours the better. Their houſes generally open to the Saluages, who were 
alwaics friendly fed at cheirrables,and lodged in their bed-chambers, which made 
the way __ to effe& rhejringents,and the conucrlion of the Saluages az they 
fu s | 
\ occalionto ſend to Tre 1 about the middle of March, hee 
vied he Mellenger well, and cold him heheld the peace ſo firme, the sky ſhould 
fall or he diſolucd it zycrſuch was the treachery of choſe people, when they had 
contriuedour deftruction, enen bur ewe dates before the mallacre,, they guided 
our men with much kindnctſechorow the woods, and one Browne that liued 2- 
mong them to learne the language, they ſent home to his Maſter g yea, they bor- 
rowed our Boats totranſport themſclues ouer the Riucr,to conſult on the deuilliſh 
murder that inſued, andvf our verer extirpation, which God of his mercy (by 
the meanesof one of themſclues conuerred ro Chriſtianitic ) preucnced, and as 
well on the Friday morning thar fatall day , being the two and ewentierh of 
March, as alſo in che cucning before, as at other times they came vnarmed into 
our houſes, with Deere, Turkics, Fiſh, Fruits, and otherprouiſions to ſell vs, yea 
in ſome places ſar downe at breakfaft with our people, whom immediatly wich 
their owne togles they Nlewmioſt barbarouſly, nor ſparing either age or ſex, man 
woman orchilde, ſo ſudden in their execucion, thar few or none diſcerned the 
weapon or blow that broughe chem to deſtruftion : In which manner alſo they 
ſlew many of our people ar ſeucrall works in the ficlds, well knowing in whae 
laces and quarters cach of our men were, in regard of their familiaritie with vs, 
che effeNin char great maſter-peece of worke their converſion ; and by this 
meancs fell tharfacall morning vnder he bloudy and barbarous hands of = per- 
dious 
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Edious and inhumane people, chrec hundred forty ſeven men, women and chil- 
dren, moſt by cheir owne weapons, and not being content with their lives, they 
fell againe vpon the dead bddies, making as well as they coulda freſh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling cheir dezdcarkaſes into many peeces, and ca- 
rying ſome parts away in deriion, with baſe and brutiſhtriump

them, from whom chey had daily recejued. many benefics, bur ſpighctully alſo 
tnaſſacred chem wichour any remorſe ot pitic z being in chis more tel! chen Lions 
and Dragons, as Hiſtorics record, which haue preferued their BenefaQtors ; ſuch 
is che force of good deeds, though dont ro cruell beaſts, ro take humanicievpon 
them, but cheſc miſcreants pur on a more vnnarurall brutiſhnelſe chen beafts, as 
by thoſe inſtances may appeare, | | Fo 
That worthy religious Gentleman M. Gong Thorp, Deputie co the College The murder 
lands,ſomerimes one of his Maieſties Penſioners,& in command one of the prin Maſter Tho-p, 
cipall in Yirginia, did ſo truly affet their conuetlion, that whoſocuer vnder him 
did them the leaſt diſpleaſure, were puniſhed ſeuerely. He chought nothing too 
deare for them, he neuerdenied chem any thing, in ſo much thar when chey com- 
plained chat our Maſtiues did feare them, he to contenc chem in all chings, cauſed 
ſome of them to be killed in their preſence,to the great diſpleaſure of the owners, 
and would hauc had all the reſt guelr ro makethem the milder; might he haue 
had his will. The King dwelling bur in a Cortrage, he builc him a faire houſe af- 
ter the Engliſh faſhion, in which he tooke ſuch pleaſure, eſpecially in che locke 
and key, which he ſo admired, as locking and vnlocking his doore a hundred 
times a day, he thought no deuice in the world cotn wrable co it, | 
Thus infiauating himſelfe inco this Kings fauour tor his religious purpoſe, he 
conferred ofe wich him about Religion, as many other in chis fortner Diſcourſe 
had done, and chis Pagan confetled ro him as he did corhem, our God was ber- 
ter chen theirs, and ſcemed to bemuch pleaſed with that Diſcourſe, andof his 
mpany, and to require all thoſe courtelies z yer this viperous brood did, as 
he ſequell ſhewed, not onely murder him, but with fuchſpight and ſcorne 
abuſcd his dead corps as is vnficting to be heard wich ciuill cares. One thing I 
cannot omit, thar when this good Gentleman vpon his fatall houre, was warned 
by his man, who percciuing ſome treachery intended by choſe hell-hounds, co 
looketo himſelfe, and withall ran away for feare he ſhould be apprehended, and

Another 
of the old company of Capraine Smith, called Nathaniel Cauſfie, being cruelly A Salnage Nlaing, 
wounded, and the gs about him, with an axe did cleaue one of their heads, 
whereby the reſt fled and heeſcaped : forthey hutr nor any that did either fight or 
ſtand ypon their guard. Inone place where there was but two men that had war- 
fing of ic,they defended the houſe againſt 6e.or more thatallaultedic, MB l/divin M. 3aliwines 
atFarras\ojack,his wife being ſo wounded,ſhe lay for dead,yer by his oft diſchar- <ſcape- 
ging ofhis peece, ſaued her,his houſe, himſelfe,& divers ochers, At the fame timg 
they came to one Maſtet Hari/o houſe, nberefial&-4 mile from Baldwines, where * 71mas Hamer 
was Maſter Thomas Hamer with ſix men, and cighteene or nineteene womenang et 
children. Here the Salvages wich many pon and faire perſwalions, fained 
chey came for Capt. Ralfr Hamerto goto their King, then huncing in the woods, 
reſencly chey ſenrtto him, but he not comming as they expetted, ſer fire of a To- 
uſe, and thencameto tellchemin the dwelling houſe of it ro quench 
it ;af1 che men tan cowards ir, bur Maſter Hamer nor ſuſpeting any thing, whom

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the Saluages purſued, ſhot chem full of arrowes, then beat out their braines, Ha- 
wer hauing finiſhed a letter hee wasa writing, followed after ro ſee what was 
che matter, bur quickly chey ſhot an arrow in his back, which cauſed him rerurne 
and barricado vp the doores, whereupon the Saluages ſer fire on the houſe, FH«- 
riſens Boy finding his Maſters peece loaded, diſcharged it at randome, at which 
bare report che —_— all fled, Baldwin till diſcharging his peece, and M" Ha- 
wer with ewo and ewentie perſons thereby got to has houſe, leauing their owne 
burning, Inlike manner, they had fired Lieutenant Baſſe his houſe, wich all the 
reſt there abour, ſlaineche people, and folefe chat Plantation. 

Capraine Hamer all this while not knowing any thing, comming to his Bro» 
ther char had ſent forhimto go bunt with the King,meeung the Saluageschaling 
ſome, yer eſcaped,retired to his new houſe then a building,from whence he came; 
there onely with ſpades, axes, andbrickbats, he defended himſcltc and his Com- 

any till che Saluages departed. Nor long after, the Maſter from the ſhip had ſene 
ſ x Musketiers, with whuch he recouered cheir Merchants ſtore-houſe, where he 
armed ten more, and ſo withthirtie more vnarmed workmen, found his Brother 
and che reſt at Baldwins :; Now ſering all they had was burne and conſumed, 
they repaired to James Towne with their beſt expedition z yer nor far from Mar- 
tin; hundred, where ſeuenty three were ſlaine,was a little houſe and a ſmall family, 
that heard nor of any of this cill two daics after. 

All thoſe, and many others whom they haue as maliciouſly murdered, ſought 
the good of thoſe poore brures, that thus deſpiling Gods mercies, muſt needs 
now as miſcreancs —rmrors” b Juſtice : ro which leauing chem, I will knicto- 
gerher the thred of this diſcourte, Ar the cime of the-mallacre, there werethree or 
toure ſhips in ſames Riuer, and one in the next, and daily more to come in, as 
there did within fourereene daics after, one of which they indeuoured to haue 
ſurpriſed : yet were the hearrs of the Engliſh cuer ſtupid, and auerted from be- 
leeuing any thing might weaken their hopes, to win them by kinde vſage to 
Chriſtianitie, Bur diuers write from thence, that Almighty God hath his grear 
workein this Tragedy, and will chereout draw honor and glory ro his nawe, and 
a more flouriſhing eſtace and fafctic to chemſelues, and with more ſpeed to con 
uert che Saluage children to himſelfe, ſince he ſo miraculouſly hath preſerued the 
Engliſh ;chere being yer,God be praiſed,cleuen parrs oftwelue remaining, whoſe 
careleile negle of cheir owne ſafectics, ſeeres ro haue beene the cauſe of 
their deſtrudtion s: yet you ſee, God by a conuerred Saluage that diſcloſed che 
plor, ſaucd the reſt, and che Pinnace then in Pamevukes liver, whereof ( ſay 
chey )chough our ſinnes made vs vaworthy ef ſo glorious a converſion, yer his 
infiruce mm nevercheleſſe bring it co palle, and in good time, by ſuch 
meanes as we thinke moſt ynlikely : for in the deliuery of = that ſuruiue, no 
mans particular carefulneſſe faued one perſon, but the meere goodneiſeat God 
himſelte, freely and miraculouſly preſeruing whom he pleaſed. 

The Letters of Maſter George Savds, a worthy Geneleman, and many others 
beſides them rerurned, brought vschis vnwelcome newes, that hath beene beard 
atlarge in publike Courr, that the Indians and they liued as one Nation, yer by 
agenerall combination in one day plotted to ſubuert che whole Colony, and ac 
one _—_ our ſeuerall Plancations were one hundred and fortic miles vp 
on River on . 

But for the berter vaderſtanding of all things, you mult remember theſe 
wilde naked natiues liuenor in great numbers , bur diſperſed, common- 

in thircie, forrie, fifric, or fixtie in cennpeng; places hauc two hundred, 

laces more, bur many lelſe ; yerthey had all warning giuenchem one from 
another in all cheir habirations , though farre aſunder , ro meer at the day and 
houre appointed for our deftruttion ar al our ſeueral Plantationgzſome direfted ro 
one place, ſome to another, all to be done ar che time appointed, which chey did 
accordingly : Seme cncring cheir houſes vnder colour of crading, ſo rookeebeir 
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aduanrage ; orhers drawing vs abroad vnder faire prerences, and the reſt ſuddenly 
falling vpon thoſe thar were ac their labours. : 
Six &t the counſell ſuffered vnder this treaſon, and the Laughter had beene Six of the Colin» 
vniuerfall, if God had not pur irinto the heart of an /nd:av , who lying in the celllaine. 
houſe of one Pace, was vrged by another /ndiax his Brocher, chat lay wich him 
che nighr before to kill Pace, as he ſhould dot Perry Which was his triend, being 
fo commanded from rheir King z celiing hit alſo how the nexc day the execuct- 
onſhonld be finiſhed: Perrys [ndian preſently aroſe and reueales itro Pace, that 
vſed him as his ſonne and thus thei that eſcaped was ſaued by this one con- 
verred [nfidell, And chough three hundred fortic ſeuen were (laine, yer thouſands 
of ours ware by the meancs of this alone thus preſerued, for whichGods name be 
praiſed for eucr and euer, ny 
Pace vpon this, ſecuring his houſe, before day rowed to lame; Towne , and How it wasre- 
told ouernorof ir, whereby they were preuented, and at ſuth other Planca. ***< 
rions 2s poſſibly incelligence could be giuen ; and where thty ſaw vs vpon out 
,ac cheſighrof a peece they ranne away ; bur chereſt were moſt ſlaine, cheit 
ouſes burnt, ſuch Armes and Munition as they found they tooke away , and 
fome carrell alſo chey deſtroied. Since wee fads Opechankanonyh che laſt yeare 
had praiſed witha King on the Eafterne ſhore,ro furniſh him with a kind of poi- 
fon , which onely growcs in his Country to poiſon vs. Bur of this bloudy ate 
neuer pricfe and ſhame potlc{ſed any people morethen chemſelues,to be chus but- 
chered by ſo naked and cowardly a people,who dare nor ſtand the preſenting of a 
ſtaffe in manner ofa peece,nor an vncharged petce in the hands of a woman. (Bur 
I myſt rell choſe Authors, chough ſome might be chui cowardly, there were ma- 
ny of them had tecrer ſpirirs. ) | 
Thus haue you heard che particulars of this maſſacre, which in thoſe reſpe&s Memorancums. 
ſome ſay will be good for the Plantation, becauſe now we hauec iuſt cauſero de- 
ſtroy them by all meanes poſſible : bur I chinke ir had beene much berrer ic had 
neuer __—_— for they haue giuen vs an hundred times as iuſt occaſions long 
2g0e to ſubictt chem, ( and | wonder | can heare of none bur Maſter Srochans 
and Miſter Wbiraker of my opinion.) Moreouer, where before we were troubled 
iow, ground of great Timber, which was cochem of ſmall vſe : now 
we may take cheir owne plaine fields and Habitarions, which are the pleaſanceſt 
laces in the Countrey, Beſides, the Deere, Turkies, and other Beaſts and 
les will exceedingly increaſcif we beat the Saluages our of the Countrey, fot 
ar all cimes of che yearethey neuer ſpare Male nor Female, old nor young, egges 
nor birds, far nor leane, in ſeaſon or outof ſeaſon with them, all is ohne. The like 
they did in our Swine and Goars, for rhey haue vſcd co kill eighr in renne more 
then we, or elſe the wood would moſt plenrifully abound with viuall ; beſides 
ic is morecalie to ciuilize chem by copqueſt chen faire meanes ; for the one may 
be made aronce, bur their ciuilizing w.ll require a long time and much induſtry,

His lamentableand ſo vnexpeRed a diſtaſter cauſed chem all belecue the opi- 

nion of Maſter Stockams, and draue them all co their wirs end: ic was ewenry or 
chirty dajes cre chey could reſolue what co doe, bur ar laſt ic was concluded, all 
— Planrations ſbould be abandoned, and drawne onely ro make good five 
or [ix places, where all cheir labours now for the moſt part muſt redound to rhe 
Lords ofthoſe Lands whererhey werereſident, Now for wang of Boars, it was 
impoſible vpon ſuch a ſudden to bring alſo their carcle, and many other chings, 
which with muchcime, charge and they had then in potſeſhon with 
them z all which for che moſt pare arrheir deparrure was burne, ruined and de- 
ſtroyed by the Saluages, Only Maſter Gookins at 1-newes would not obey 
che Commanders command in that, though hee had ſcarce five and thirty of all 
ſorts with him, yer hechought himſclfe ſufficient againſt what could happen, 
and ſodidto his great credirand checontent of his Aduencurers. Maſter Sumwel 
Jorden gathered together bur a few of the ſtraglers abour him ac Beggars-buſh, 
where he fortified and lived in deſpightof the enemy. Nay, Miſtriſſe #rodor, a 
proper, ciuill, modeſtGentlewoman did the like, rill perforce the Engliſh Ofh- 
cers forced her and allchem wich her to goe with then, or they would fire her 
houſe chemſclues, as the Saluages did when they were gone, in whole deſpighe 
they had kepr ir, and what they had amonerh orchree weekes after the Mallacrey 
which was to their hearrs a griefe beyond compariſon, to loſe all chey had in that 
manner, onely to ſecure others pleaſures. Now here in £nglandir was thought, 
all choſe remainders might preſently haue beene reduced into fifties or hundreds 
in places-moſt conuenient with what tlicy had, hauing ſuch ſtrong houſes as they 
reported they had, which wich ſmall labour might -kaue beene made imuincible 
Caſtles againſtall che Saluages inthe Land, and then preſently raiſed a company, 
as 2a running Armieto tormenc che Barbarous and ſecure the reſt, and ſo hauc had 
all char Country berwixt the Riuers of Powhatan and Pamevnuke torange and fu- 
ſtaine chetn z eſpecially all chererritories of Keromghtan, Chickatt and Paſpabege, 
from Oz-»ies to that branch of Pamevvuke, comming from Towghtaxund, which 
ſtraicof land is not paſt 4, or $5, miles, ro have madea penintula much bigger 
then che Summer lles, inuironed with che broadeſt parts of thoſe rwo maine Ri- 
ucrs, which for plenty of ſuch things as Yirgnia affords is nor to be exceeded, and 
were it well manured, more then ſufficient for cen.chouſand men.

man ſhould follow char buſinelleſecurely, whereas now halfe their times and la- 
*bours are ſpent in watching and warding, onely to defend, bue alrogerher voable 
ro ſupprelle che Saluages, becauſe cuery man now being for himſclte will be vn- 
willing to be drawne trom their particular labours, to be made as pack-horſes for 
all chereſt, wichour any certainty of ſome berter teward and prefermenc then I can 
vnderſtand any there can or will yer giuethem. | | 

Theſe] would imploy onely in ranging che Countries, and cormenting the

Towards the charge, becauſe ic is for the generall good, and what by themaſ- 
ſacre and other accidents, Virginia is diſparaged, and many men and cheir purſes 
much diſcouraged, how euer a great many doe haſten to goe, thinking to bee 
nexcheires to all che former lotles, 1 feare they will not findeall things as they 
doe imagine z therefore leauing CO. conceits, and diue into the crue 
eſtace of che Colony z I thinke if his Maicſtie were truly informed of cheir ne- 
ceflicic, and che benefic of chis proieft, he would be pleaſed to giuethe cuſtome 
of Firginia, and the Planters alſo according to their abilities would adde there- 
eo ſuch a contribution, as would be fic tomaintaine this gariſon till they be able 
to ſubſiſt, or cauſe ſome ſuch other colleAions to be made, as may put it with alt 
expedicion in praftice z otherwiſe it is much to be doubted, chere will neicher 
come cuſtome, nor any thing from thence to England within theſe few yeares. 

Now if this ſhould be cthoughr an imploiment more fit for ancient Souldiers 
there bred, then ſuch new commers as may goc with me z you may pleaſe co leaue 
that co my diſcretion, to accepe or refuſe ſuch voluncaries, that will hazard their 
fortunes in the crialls of theſe euents, and diſcharge ſuch of my company thae 
had rather labourche ground chen ſubdue their enemies : what relecfe I ſhould 
haue from your Colony I would fatisfic and fparethem (when 1 could) the like 
courrelic. Notwithſtanding theſe doubts, I hope ro feede them as well as defend 
they, and yer diſcouer you more land vnknowne then they all yer know, if you 
will grant me ſuch priviledges as of neceſſity muſt be vſed. 

For againſt any enemy we muſt be ready roexecute the beſt can be deviſed by 
your ſtare there, but northat they ſhall eirher cake away, my men, or any thing 
elſcro imploy as they pleaſe by vertue of cheir authority, and in that I have done 
ſomewhat for New-England 23 well as Firginia, ſo I would delire liberty and au- 
thority to make the beſt vſc I can of my beſt experiences, within the limits of 
thoferwo Patents, and to bring them both in one Map, and the Countries be.

both co him and chemzif they would ferch ir, he would giue thery 40. or 50 choile 
Bow-men tocondutt and aſſiſt them, Thoſe Saluages with o_ of che Engliſh 
they ſenc,who ſo well played their parts, they ſlew 18. of the Nacorchrankylome 
wrice but q. and ſome they had a long skirmiſh with them; whereche Patawomeks 
were {o eager of revenge, they driue - _ not onely out of their towne, bur all our 
of lighe through the woods, thuscaking what chey liked,'and ſpoiling the reſt, 
they retired to Patawomek, where they left Capraine Croſhaw, with toure men, 
more, the reſt ſer ſaile for /ames towne, Captaine Croſsaw now wich five men and, 
himſelfe found nighe and day ſo many Alarums, heretired into ſuch a conueniene 
place,that with the helpeof the Saluages, hee had quickly fortified himſelfe a- 
gainſt all choſe wilde enemies, Capraine N#ſe his Pinnace ———_— by the 
way vnderſtanding all this, came to ſee Captaine Croſaaw : after their beſt enter» 
changes of courtelies, Croſdaw writ to Nwſe theeltate of the place where he was, 
but vnderſtanding by them the poore eſtace of the Colony, offered if they would 
ſend him bur a bold Shallop, with men, armes and proviſion for trade, the nexe 
Harucſt he would monary a Corneſufficient, bur as yet it being bucchelarter 
ead of Tune, there was little or none in all the Country. 

This being made knowne to the Gouernour and thereft, they ſent Captaine 
Hladyſon with a ſhip and pinnace, and ſome lix and thirtic men; thoſe (Toſoan 4 
good time taught che vic of their armes, but receiuing a letter from Boyſe his 
Wite, a priſoner with ninercene more at Pamevoke, to vic meanes to the Gouer- 
nour for their libertiez So hee deale with this King, hee got firſt ewo of his great 
men to goe with him to /ames rowne, and eight daics after to ſend foure of his 
counſell co Pamavuke, thereto (tay till he ſent one of his ewo to them, to pers» 
ſwade Opachankanonghto ſend two of his with two of the Patawomekes, to treat 
about choſe priſoners, and chereſt ſhould remaine their hoſtage at Pamevukey 
butche Commanders, at /amertowne, it ſeemes, liked nor of it, and ſo ſent the 
Patawowekes backe againe to their owne Countrie, and Captaine Croſvaw tg 
his owne habitation. 

All chis time we have forgot Captaine N#ſe, where weleft him but newly ac- 
quainted with the Mallacre, calling all his next adioyning diſperſed neighbours 
together, he regardednot che peſtring his owne nor any thing to relecue 
them, and withall ſpeed entrenched himſelfe, mounted three peece of Ord- 
nance, ſo that within 14. daies, he was ſtrong eo himſelfe from 
all che Saluages, yer when vifuall grew ſcanc, ſome that would forrage withoue 
order, which he puniſhed, neere occaſioned a muriny, uy he be» 
haucd himſelfe ſo fatherly and kindly to them all,chey buile ewo houſes for them 
he daily expeRted from England, a faire Well of freſh water mancled with bricke,

Wormes ready to becoucred, all was loſt, bur my poorelife and chuldren, by che 
Mallacre,the which as God in his mercy did preſerue,l continually pray we may 
ſpendo bis glory. The 9, of Seprember, we had an alarum, and rwo men at 
their labours (laine z rhe ine, though extreme licke, (allied forch,bur the Sal- 
uages lay hid in the Corne fields all nighe, where they deſtroyed 211 they could, 
and killed two men more, much miſchicfe they did co Maſter Edward Huls cactle, 
yet he alone defended his houſe though his men were ſicke and could doe no- 
thing, and this was our firſt aſſault ſinteche Matlacre. 


The kindnefle of A bour this time Captaine Afady/ox palled by vs, having taken Priſoners, the 
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King of Patawomek, his ſonne, and ewo more; andchus it happened yz Aſady/on 
not liking ſo well to live amongſt cheSaluages as {Toſhaw did, built hum a ſtrong 
houſe within che Fort, ſo that they were not ſo ſociable as before, nor did chey 
much like Poolerhe Incerprer yz many Alarums they had, but ſaw no encmies : 
CHadyſon before his building wene to Moyaonce, where hee got prouiſion for a 
moneth, and was promiſed much more, ſo he returned to Patawomek and buile 
this houſe, and was well vſed by the Saluages. Now by the foure great men 
the King ſent ro Pamevwke for the redemption of the Priſoners, MMadyſon ſene 
chem a letter, but they could neicher delmwer ir nor ſeethem : ſo long they ſtayed 
rhat the King grew doubtfull of their bad viage, that hee ſwore by the Skyes, if 
ehey recurned not well, he would haue warres with Opechankawovgh lo long as he 
had any thing : at chis time two of Aady/ons men ranne from him, to finde chem 
he fene Maſter /obn Ypron and three more with an Indian guide to Nazarica, 
whererhey heard they were, Arthis place was a King beat out of his Country by 
the Necoſts, encmics to the Patewemeksy this expulſed King though he profcſ- 
ſed much loueto the Patewomeky, yer hee lonednor the King becauſe he would 
not helpe him to revenge his injuries, but ro our Incerpreter Poole hee proceſted 
TT car + any creaſon were, he would reucale ity our guide condu- 
Etedrhis Bandyro with them vp to Patawomek,and there kept him ; our Fugitives

Theſe ſmall Forrs had 
beene cauſe ſufficient ro cauſe all che Inhabirants of each of choſe Riuers ro looke 
co chemſelues. Then hauing ſo many Ships, Barks, and Boars in /irginia as 
there was at chat preſent, wich whatfacilicy might you hauelanded two hundred 
and ewentie men, if you had buronely fiueor fix Boats in one night; forty to 
range the branch of Mattaperyent, fortic more that of Towghtannnd, and fortic , 
more co keepe cheir randiuous at Pamevle icfelfe, All which places lieſo neere, 
they might heare from each other within foure or five houres, and not any of 
th otc ſmall parries, if chere were any valour,difcrerion,or induftry in chem, bur as 
ſuthcrenc as foure thouſand, tv force them all ro contribution, or take or ſpoile all 
they had.

All che Pamevuker might have beenediſparched as well in a moneth 
as a yeafe, and chen co haue dealc with any other enemies at our pleaſure, and yer 
madeall chis roile and danger bur a recreation, |

Afﬀcer he had reſted there fourcteene dates, he 
fell vp with his ſhip ro the River of Chichehamenis, where meering Capraine 
Willam Powell, joyning together ſuch forces as they had tothe number ote1ghty, 
they ſer vpon the (bickebemarian;, that fearefully fled, ſuffering the Englith io 
ſpoile all chey had, nor daring co reliſt them, Thus he returned wo /amerrowne, 
where hee ſtaied a moneth, ar Keconghtan as much more, and fo rerurned for 
England. | 

B ut riding at Keconghtey, M. Tobn Argent,Conne to Doftor Argent, a young 
Gentleman chat went wich Captaine Batley trom Exgland co this place, CMs- 
chael Fuller, William G any,Corneliua May and one other going aſhore with ſome 
goods late in a faire cucning, ſuch a ſudden guſt did ariſe, chardrive chem thwart 
theRiuer, in char place at leaſt three of foure miles in bredch, wherecheſhore was 
ſoſhallow at a low water, and the Boat beating vpon the Sands, they left her, 
wading neere halfe a mile, and oft vp rothe chin : $0 well it hapned, Maſter Ar- 
gent had put his Bandilcir of po in his hat, which next God was all their 
preſeruations : for it being February, and theground ſo cold, their bodies be- 
came ſo benumbed, they were not able to ſtrike fire with aſtecle and a ſtone hee 
had in his pocket zrhe ſtone they loſt ewice, and thus thoſe run foules groping 
in rhedarke, ic was Maſtcr Argents chance to finde ir, and with a few wichered 
Jeaues, reeds, and bruſh, make a ſmall fire, being vpon the Chiſapeaks ſhore, their 
morrall enemics, great was their feare to be diſcouered, The joyfull morning 
appearing, they found their Boat and goods drive afhore, nor farre from them, 
bur ſo ſplit ſhee was vnſeruiceable ; bur ſo much was the troſt, their clothes did 
freeze ypon their backs, for they durſtnort make any great firero dry thery, leſt 
thercby che bloudy Saluages mighe diſcry them , ſo char one of chem died che 
nextday, andthe next night digging agraue in the Sands wich their hands, buri- 
ed him, In this bodily feare they liued and faſted rwo daics and nights, then ewo 
of them went intq the Land toſecke freſh water z the others ro the Boat to ger 
ſome mealeand oyle, Argent and his Comrado found a Canow, in which they re- 
ſolued ro aduenture to their ſhip, burſhee was a drifcin the River before they re- 
eurned : chus fruſtrate of all hopes, Capraine Zutler the third nightranging the 
ſhorein his Boatto ſecke them, diſcharged his Muskers, bur they ſuppoling ie 
ſome Saluages had got ſome Engliſh peeces, they grew more perplexed then cucr 
fo he returned and loſt his labour, Thefourth day they valoaded their Boar, and 
Nopping her Jeakes with their handkerchiefes, and other rags, two rowing, and 
ewo bailing outthe water z but farre they went not erethe water grew vpon them 
ſo faſt, and they ſotired, they chought chemſelues happy to be on ſhore againe, 
though they perceived the, Indians were not farre off by their fires. Thus arthe 
very period of deſpaire, Fuller vndertooke to fit a ſtride vpona little pecce of an 
old Canow ; ſo —_ ic pleaſed God the wind and tide ſerved, by padling with his 
hands and feet in the water, beyond all expeQation God ſo guided him chreeor 
fourc houres vpon this boord, ke arriued at their ſhip, where rhey nolefſe amazed 
then hecired, they rooke him in, Preſently as he had concluded wich his 
nions, he cauſed them diſcharge apeece of Ordnance if he _ which gaue 
rio leiſe comfort ro Maſter Argent and the reſt, then terror to thoſe Planeations 
thar heardir, (being late) at ſuch an vnexpeRted alarum : bue afrer, with warme 
clothes anda little ſtrong water, they had alittle recouered him, ſuch was his 
courage and care of his diſtreſſedfriends, he rerurnedthar night againe wich Ma- 
ſter Felgate ro conduR him rothem, and ſo giuing thanks ro God for ſo hope.

fore we preſent you the matters of fa, ic is firto offer to 
your view the Stage whereon they were ated, for as 
Geography without Hiſtory ſeemeth a carkalle wichour 
morion, ſo Hiſtory without Geography, wandreth as a 
Vagrant withour a cerraine habication, Thoſe lands lie The def: ription 
in the huge maine Occan, and two hundred leagues of the Iles, 
from any continent, ficuated in 3 2. degrees and 25, mi- 
nutes, of Norcherly lacicude, and diſtant from E»g/and 
Weſt South-Weſt, abouc 3300. miles, ſome rwenty 
miles in length, and not paſt two miles and a halfe in breadth, enuironed with 
Rocks, which ro the North-ward, Weſt-ward, and South-Eaſt, extend further 
then they haue bin yer well diſcouered : by reaſon of choſe Rocks che Country is 
naturally very ſtrong,for there is but twoplaces, & ſcare ewo,voletle ro them who 
know them well, where ſhipping may ſafely come in, and thoſenow are excee- 
ding well fortified, but within is roome to entertaine a royall Fleet : che Rocks in 
—_ places appeareat a low water, neither are they much couered ar a high, for ic 
ebbs and flowes nor paſt Gue foorz the ſhore for moſt part is a Rocke, ſo hardened 
with che ſunne, wind and ſea, chatitis notapt ro-be worne away with the waucs, 
whoſe violence is alſo broke by the Rocks before they can come to the ſhore:it is 
very vneaen, diſtributed into hills and dales z the mold is of divers colours, nei- 
ther clay nor ſand, bur a meane berweene ; thered which reſemblerh clay is the 
worſt, the whiccſt reſembling ſand and the blackeſt is good, bur che browne be- 
twixtthem both which they call whice, becauſe there is mingled wich ita white 
meale ische beſt: vader the mould ewo or three foot deep,and ſometimes leile, is 
a kinde of whice hard ſubſtance which chey call che Rocke: the crees vſually faſten 
their roots in it z neither is it indeed rocke or ſtone, or ſo hard, though for moſt 
Part morcharderthen Chalke z nor ſo white, but pumilh-like and ſpungy, eaſily 
recciuing andconraining much water, In ſome places Clay is found vnder it, ic 
ſeemes ro beingendred with raine water, draining through the earvh, and draw- 
ing with ir of his ſubſtance vnto a certaine depth where it congeales; the hardeſt 
kinde of it lies vnder thered ground like quarries, as it were thicke (lates one vp- 
on another, through which che water hath his pallage, ſo chat in ſuch places there 
is ſcarce foundany freſh water, for all or the moſt pare ofthe freſh water commetrh 
our ofthe Sea draining through the ſand, or that ſubſtance calledche Rocke, lea- 
uing the falr behinde, ic becomes freſh: ſomerimes we digged wells of freſh water 
which we findc in moſt places, and bur three or foure paces from the Sea (ide; 
ſome further, the moſt part of them would cbbe and flow as the Sea did, and be le- 
vell or lictle higher then the ſuperficies of the ſea, andin,ſome places very ſtrange,

The aire is moſt commonly cleere, very temperatc,moiſt, with a moderate hear, 
very healchfull and "pr forthe generatioa and nourithing of all things, ſo as mas 


ny things cranſported from hence yeeldatane greacer increaſe, and ul ic be any li- 
wing thing it becomes farter and berier 3 by chis meanes che country is fo reple- 
mihbcd wich Hens and Turkies, within che ſpace of chreeor foure yeeres, that ma- 
ny of chem being neglected, torſaketheliouſes and become wilde, and (o liuc 
in great abundance z the like increaſe there is in Hogs, tame Conies, avd orher 
Caccle according co their kindes, There ſremes to bea concinualiSpring, which 
is che cauſe ſome things come not to that maturity and perfeion as were requi- 
ſicez and though che nrees ſhed their leaues, yer they are alwaics full of greene z 
che Corne is the lamethey haue in Yirgonia,and che Wiff-Indies : of this and many 
other things without plowing or much labour, they haue two Harueſts cucry 
yecte, for they ſcr about Murch, which they gather in July and againe in Augult, 
which chey reape in December; and lictle ſhps of Fig-trees and Vines doe viually 
bearc fruit within the yeere, and ſometimes in lete z but we finde noe the Grapes 
as yet cometoany perteftion z the like fertility it hath in Oranges and Limons, 
Pomgranates, and otherthings. Concerning the ſerenity and beauty of the skie, 
it may as truly be ſaid of thole Ilands as cuer ut was ſaid of the Rhodes, chat there 
is no one day throughout che x 2.monerhs, but that 3n ſome hourechereof, the fun 
lookes (ingularly & clecre vpon them : for the temperature it is beyond all ochers 
mott admirable z no cold there is beyond an Engliſh Aprill, nor heat much grea- 
ter then an ordinary luly in Fraxce, ſothat froſt and ſnow is neuerſeenc here, nor 
ſtinking and infeAious milts very ſeldome, by reaſon ofche maine Ocean, there is 
ſome windtirriogthat coolesthe airexthe winter they hauc obſcrues the time with 
ours, but the longeſt daics and wights arcſhorter then ours almoſt by rwo houres, 

We foundit at firlt all oucrgrowne with weeds, and plancsof ſcuerall kinds, as 
many tall and goodly Cedars, infiniteſtore of Palmetocs, numbers of Mulberies, 
wild Olue-trecs ſtore, with divers others vaknowne both by name and naturc, 
ſo that as yet they became loſt ro many victull imploymencs, which cime and in- 
duftry no doubt will one day diſcouer, and cuen already certaine of the moſt no- 
totious of chem have gotten chem appellacions from their apparent effefts, as che 
Ptickel|-peare which growes likea ſhrub by the ground, wich broad thick leaues, 
all oucr-armed with long and ſharpe dangerous chornes, the fruit being in forme 
noc much valike a ſmall greene Peare, and on che outlide of che ſaine colour, 
bur wichin bloud red, and exceeding full of juice ; with graines not much vnlike 
the Pomgranar, and colouting after 1rs nature, The poyſoned weed is much in 
ſhapzlike our Engliſh luy, bur being bur couched, cauſcth cedaelle, itching, and 
Jaitly bliſters, che which howſocuer after a while palle away of themſclues withour 
further harmc, yer becauſe for che time they are ſomewhat painfull, ic hath gor ic 
felfe an ill name, alchough queſtionleſle of no ill nature, Here is alſo frequently 
growing a certaine tall Planc, whoſe ſtalke bcing all over couered with a red 
rinde, is thereupon termed the red weed, the root whereof being ſoked in any li- 
quor, or bur a ſmall quantity of che Juicedrunke alone, procures a very forcible 
vomit, and yer is generally vſed by che people, and found very ctteRuall againſt 
cthepaines and diſtempers of che ſtomacke, 

A kinde of Wood«bind there is likewiſe by the Sea very commonly to bee 
found, which runnes vpon trees wining it ſelfe like a Vine: che fruic fomewhar 
reſembles a Beane, bur ſomewhat flatter, che which any way caren workech ex- 
ccllencly in che nature of apurge, and though very vehemendy, yer wichou all 
perill. Contrary to this, another ſmall tree chere 1s, which cauſcch coſtivenclle; 
there is alſo a cerraine Plant like a bramble buſh, which bearcs a long yellow fruic, 
hauing the ſhell very hard, and wichin ic a hard berry, rhar beaten and coken in- 
wardly purgech gently, Thereis anocher fruic much like our Barberies, which 
being beaten or bruſcd berweene the teerh, ers all che mouch on an extreme 
hear very terrible fogche time, to auoid which they are ſwallowed downe —_—

and foundof the ſame or better operation then the red Pepper, and thence bor. 
rowerh thename, In the bocrome of the Seathere is growing vpon the Rocks a 
large kinde of Plan in the forme of a Vineleafe, bur tar more ſpread with veines 
in colour of a pale red, very ſtrangely incerlaced& wouen one into another, which 
wecall che Feather, bur che verrue chereof is alrogether vaknowne, but only regar- 
ded for the raricy. Now belides theſe nacurall produRions,prouidences & paines 
ſiace che Plantacion, haue offered diuers other ſeeds & plants, which the ſoile bath 
greedlily imbraced & cheriſhed, ſo charar this preſent 162 3. there are greatabun- 
dance ot white,red and yellow coloured Porarocs, Tobacco, Sugarcanes,Indicos, 
Parſnips,exceeding large Radiſhes,the American bread, the Catlado roor,the In- 
dian Pumpian,the Wacer-millon, Musk-fnillon,& che moſtdelicare Pine-apples, 
Plancans, and Papawes,alſo che Engliſh Artichoke,Peaſe, &c. briefly whatiocuer 
elſe may be expected forthe ſacistattion cicher of curioliry,neceſlity or delight. 

Neither hath the aire for her part been wanting with due ſupplics of many ſorrs 
of Fowles,as the gray and white Hearne, the gray and e Plouer, ſome wilde 
Ducks and Milards, Coors and Red-ſhankes, Sea-wigions, Gray-bicterns, Cor- 
morants,numbers of ſmall Birds like Sparrowes and Robins, which haue latel 
beene deſtroyed by che wilde Cats, Wood-pickars, very many Crowes, which 
ſince this Plancarion arc kild, che reſt ed or ſeldomeſeene except in the moſt vn- 
inhabiced places,from whenee they arc obſerued ro rake their flight about ſun ſer, 
direfting cheir courſe rowards the North-weſt, which makes many conieure 
therearc ſdme more[lands nor far off that way. Somerimes are alſo ſeene Falcons 
&lar-falcons,Ofpraics,a Bird like a Hobby,but becauſe chey come ſeldome,they 
are held bur as pallengers z bur aboue all theſe, moſt deſeruing obſeruation and 
reſpe& are thoſe rwolorrs of Birds, the onefor the tune of his voice, the other for 
the effe&t,called che Cahow,and Egge-bird,which on che firſt of May, a day con- 
ſtantly obſcrued, fall a laying infinite ſtore of Eggs neere as big as Hens, vpon 
cerraine ſmall ſandie baics eſpecially in Cowpers lle z and alchough men lic downe 
—_ chem when hundreds haue bin gathered in a morning, yertthere is hath 

amongſt chemcill chey haue gathered as many more : they continue this 
courſe till M:d/nmmer,and ſotame & fearcles,you muft thruſt them off from cheir 
Eggs with your hand ; chen they grow ſo faint with laying, they ſuffer chem co 
breed & cake infinire numbers of their yong toeat, which are very excellent mear. 

The Cahow is a Bird of che night, for all che day ſhe lies hid in holes in the 
Rocks, where they and their young arealſo raken with as much eaſe as may be, 
bucinchenight it you but whoop and hollow, they will light vpon you, thac 
with your hands you may chuſe the fat and leaue the leane z choſe they hauc only 
in winter:their Eggs areas big as hens, bur they are ſpeckled, the other whice, MF, 
Norwood hath taken ewenry dozen of chem in three or foure houres, and fince 
there hath beene ſuch hauocke made of them, they were neere all deſtroyed, till 
there was aſtrit inhibition for cheir preſeruacion. The Tropicke bird is white, as 

e as aPuller,with one onely long Feather in her taile, and is ſeldome ſeene far 
diſtance from orher ofthe Tropicks : another ſmall Bird there is, becauſe ſhe cries 
Pemblyco they call her ſo, ſhe is ſeldome ſeene in che day bur when ſhe ſings, as 
toe oft ſhe doch very «lamorouſly z roo truea Propher ſhe proues of huge winds 
and boyſterous weather : there were a kinde of ſmall Owles in great abundance, 
burthey are now all {laine or fled; ſome rame Ducks,Geeſcand Pigeons chere are, 
but che rwo latter proſper not. 

Concerning vermineand noiſome creatures, there are not many, but onely 
Racs and Cats, chere increaſed ſince che Planracion, bur how they agree rogerher

worme them euery morning, which is a great labour, clſc all would be deſtroyed. 
Lizards there were many and very large, but now none, and it is ſaid chey were 
deſtoyed by che Gar. Cerraine Spiders alſo of very large lize are found hanging 
vpon crees, bur inſtead of being any way dingerous as in ocher places, they ace 
here of a moſt pleaſing aſpeRt, all over dreft, as it were with $1:luer, Gold, and 
Pearle, and char Websin che Summer wouen from cree to tree, are generally a 
perfect raw lilke, and that as well in of ſubſtance as colour, and ſo ſtrong 
wichall, chat divers Birds bigger chan Black-birds, being like Snipes, arc ofren ca- 
ken and ſnared in them as a Net: then what would cheSulke-worme doc were ſhee 
there to feede vpon the continuall greene Mulbery ? 

But aboucall che reft of che Elements, the Sea is found moſt abundantly libe- 
rall : hence have chey as much excellenc Fiſh, and as much variety as need be de- 
fired. The moſt of which being vaknowne to our Northerne parts, got there 
new names, cither for their ſhapes or condirions , as che large Rocke-filh frum 
his like hew, and eng the Rocks, the far Hog-fiſh from his ſwine- 
like ſhape and ſnout : for this is not the old knowne _y with brullels on 48 
backe , che delicate Amber-fiſh from his taſte and imell, Angell-fſh, Cony-biſh, 
the ſmall yellow caile from that naturall painting z the great Growper from his 
oddeand ftrange grunting, ſome of them yer knowne to the eAmericans, ag the 
Purgoole, the ,the Gar-fiſh, Flying-fiſh and Morerayes: the reft are com- 
mon to ether Concinents z as the Whale in great numbers, the Sharke, the Pilo:- 
fiſh, the Sea-Breame,the Oyſter and Lobſter, with divers others z ewemty Tor- 
toiſes have beene taken ina day, and ſome of them will affoord halfe a buſhell cf 
Egges,and ſuffice to feed forty men at a meale. And thus haue you briefely epiro- 
mized Mother Natures benefits ro this little, yer dainty ſpot of carch , nenher 
were it ingenuity to conceale wherein ſhee inclinerh ro the Stepdame, eſpecially 
ſince the parri are ſo few, az rather requiſite Antidores againſt idlenelle ro 
rouſe vp induſtry, thenany great cauſe of much diſtaſte, much letſe deſpaire: and 
of chaſe ro ſpeakerroth, there are onely rwe : viz, the Winds, and the Wormes, 
eſpecially in the Spring and Aurumne and thus conditioned as yer we will ler 
reſt theſe ſmall lands, in the midſt of this mightic and maine Ocean, ſo inuiro- 
nedon every (ide, by infinite numbers of vncerraine ſcattered Rocks, lying ſhal- 
lowly hid ynder the ſurface of the water, a league, two, three, foure, or fiue,to Sea, 
co che which added by arr, as hereafter you ſhall heare ac large , and 
finde deſcribed in the Map. It may well be concluded to be themoſt impregna. 
ble place in the world, and alrhough che Amber Greece, Pcarles, nor Tobacco, 
are of char quantity and to be relied ypon to gaine wealth ; yer by pra- 
Qiſe and experience they Gade, by Silke, Saffron, Indico, Madar, Sugar-canes,

were caſt away. I being buc a ſtranger amongſt fittie and odde French-men, is 
pleaſed God to 2ppoine meto be one of them ſhould be ſaued.

Accheir firit huncing tor hogs chey tound ſuch abundance,they killed 32 and hug 
hunting & fiſhing was appointed co Capraine Robert W1lfingbam, and M*, Henry 
Sbeky tor the company in general:they report they killed a leaſt 500 belides Pigs, 
and many chat were killed vy divers orhers ; for the birds in their ſeaſons, the taci- 
Iizy ro make cheir cabens of Palmera leaves;cauſed many of them vwerly torger or 
delire cuer to rerurne from chence,they lived in fuch plenty, peace and eaſe. 

Buc ler vsremember howthe Knights began coreſolue in thoſe deſperat atfaires: 
many projets they had, bur at Jaſt ir was toncluded, to decke their long boar 
with cheir (hip hatches z which done, wich all expedition they ſene Maſter Rawen, a 
very ſufficient Mariner, with eight more in her to /rginie, ro have ſhipping from 
chencero terch chem away z three weekes or a monerh chey expeRed her rerurne, 
buc to thisday (he was never more heard of ; all this tyme was ſpentin ſearching 
chelles: nowalchough God (ll fed them with chis abundance of plenty, yer ( 
was the malice of enuy or ambirion, for all chis good feruicedone by Sommer, 
ach agrear difference fell amongſtcheir Commanders, thac chey liucd aſunder in 
chis ditreile, racher as meere ſtrangers chen diſtreſſed friends: buc necellicy to 
commanded, patience had che victory, 

Two ſhips ac chis time by choſe feucrall parties were a building z in che meane 
time rwo children were borne,the Boy was called Berwadas, the Girle Bermuds, 
and amongſt allchoſe ſorrowes they had 4 merry Engliſh mariage z the forme of 
choſe Iles you may ſeeac large 1a che Map of MF, Norwood, where you may plainly 
ſceno place knowne hath berrer walls, nor a broader ditch. But having finiſhed 
and rigged cheir rwo new Cedar ſhips with ſuch prouiſions they ſaved trom the 
Sex-aduenrurer they lefc —— Rocks, they calledghe one the Patience, the 
ocher the Delwerance ; they vied Limeand Oile, as Afay did for Pirch and Tar. 
Sir George Swomers had in His Barkeno lron at all buc one bolt in her Keeleznow 
having madecheir prouiſions of viftuall andall things ready, they fer faile the 
cench of May 1610, onely lequing ewomen behinde them, called Chriftopher 
Carter and EdwardWaters, that for their offences, or the ſuſpicion they had of 
cheic i4dgements, fled into che woods, and there rather coend their daies 
chen ſtand co their erials and che euenc of Luſtice ; for one of cheir conſorts was 
ſhorrodeath; and Waters being ried ro 3 rree alſo ro be execured, had by chance 4 
Knife abour him, and(o ſecretly cur the Rope, heran into che woods where they 
could nor finde him, There were two Saluages alfo ſence from Virginia by Caprain 
Smith,the one called Nammuurach, cheother Matchumps, bur ſorne ſuch difteren- 
ccs fell berweene chem, that Aatchumps flew Nammntach, and having made « 
hole ro bury him, becauſe ic was roo ſhort, he cut of his legs and laid chem by him 
which murder he concealed vill he was in Virginie, 


The fouge and ewennerh of rhe ſame chey arred in Virginia at James Their arrivall it 


rowne, where chey found but thieeſcore perſons, as you may reade ar largein che 
Hiſtory of Uirgimu;ofthe ue hundred lek by Capraine Saveb, glfo ofthe arrigall 
of 
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of che Lord Laware,that met them thus bound wm or wee chem backe, 
and vnderſtanding whar plenty there was of hogs and other good things in the 
Bermudas, was delicousto ſend thicher to ſupply his neceſſary occaſions z where- 
upon Sir Grorge Summers,che beſt acquainted with the place, whoſe noble minde 
eucrregarded a-generall good more then his owne ends,though abouethreeſcore 
yecres of age, and had meanes in England ſurable ro his ranke, offered himſelfe 
by Gods helpe co performethis dangerous voyage againe for the Bermuda,which 
was kindly accepted,(o vpon che 19.ot Tune,he zmbarked in his Cedar ſhip,abouc 
the burchen of chirry tunnes, and ſo ſec ſaile. 

Much foule and crolle weather he had, and was forced to the North parrs of 
Virgmia, where refreſhing himſelfe ypon this vnknowne coaſt, he could noc bee 
diuerted from the ſcarchof the Bermwdas, where at laſt with his company he ſafe- 
ly arrived : but ſuch was his diligence with his extraordinary care, paines and in- 
duſtry to diſpatch his bulinelle, and the ſtrengrhof his body not anſwering the 
euer memorable courage of hisminde, hauing lived ſo long in ſuch honourable 
ſeruices, the moſt part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God and nature here 
dcrermined, ſhould euer remaine a perpetuall memory of his much bewailed ſor- 
row for his death : finding his time but ſhorr, after he had taken the beſt courſe 
he could ro ferrle his eſtate, like a valianc Captaine he exhorted them with all 
dil;gence to be conſtant ro thoſe Plantationsz and wich all expedition to rerurne 
to //rrginia, Inthat very place which we now call Saint Georges rowne, this noble 
Knight died, whereof the place rakerh the name, Bur his men, as men amazed, 
ſeeing the death of him who was cuen as the life of them all, embalmed his 
and ſer ſaile for England, being the firſt char euer went to ſeckechoſe [lands,whi 
have beene cuer fincecalled Summers Iles, in honour of his worthy memory, 
leauingehree men behind chem, that voluntarily ſtayed, whoſe names were Chri- 
flopher (carter, Edward Waters, there formerly left as is ſaid, and Edward Chard, 
This Cedar ſhip at laſt with his dead body arriued at 1#bir-(bureb in Dor/erfoire, 
where by his friends he was honourably buried, with many vollies of ſhor, and 
cherices of a Souldicr, and vpon hiscombe was beſtowed this Epiraph.

againe, roms 67 me they ſometimes tell from words to blowes about mecre 

erifles : in one of which bghts, one of them was birten with his ownedog, as if 

the dumbe beaſt would reprouethem of their folly ; ac laſt Chard and Waters, the 

ewo greater ſpirits, muſt cry ir our in che field, but Carter wiſely ſtole away their 

weapons, afteAing rather to liue amongſt his enemies, then by being rid of them 

live alone y and thus thoſe miſerable. men liucd full wo yeeres, fo char all cheir 

clothes were neere wornecleane from their. backs, and their hopes of any forraine 

releefe as naked as their bodies, Ar laſt they began co recouer cheir wits, yer in a 

faſhion perhaps would haue coſt chem dearer chen. when they were mad for 
concluding a triparrite peace. of their Matachin warre, they re{oJuedto frame as 

good a Boat as they could, and therein to make a deſperate attempe for Virginia, 

or New found Lend ; but no ſooner were they entred into-char reſolucion , bur 

they deſcried a ſaile ſtanding infor the ſhore, though. they neither knew whar (he 

was, nor what ſhe would, they were ſo ouer-ioyed, with all poffible ſpeed they 

went to mee: her, and according cotheir hearrs deſice ſhe proued an Engliſh-man,

_ This he ſpake —_— time to ſweare his Conſorry to ſecrecy,and he 
finde the meanes they ſhould all recurneig tha ſhip wich ic all for 

England, otherwiſe they ſhauld be deceiued of all. Till chis was effeted they 
thought every houre an age znow for the berrer conueiance of it aboord, they ac- 
we Gapcaine Dazs, maſter of the ſhip, and one Maſter Edwin Kendall 

for their ſecrecy and rranſporration we py vari chem : Wirhouc 
further ceremony the match was accepred, and abſolucely concluded, the ploc 
laid, crime mgIs ſerdowne to hauc jc aboord. But Carter, were it for feare tha 
Gouernor at laſt ſhould know — —___——_—— z or that - 
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reſtſhould deceiue him, is vncertaine z but moſt certaine it1s, he reucalcd all che 
plotto Maſter More : To gerſo much wealch he knew would pleaſe chem in Exg- 
land, though it did diſpleaſeall his Company, and.ro loſe ſuch a prize he would 
not for hazarding a muciny. So firſt hee revealed himſclfe ro Kendall in fare 
rearmes, reprouing his diſhoneſty, buc nor being anſwered according co his ex- 
peRacion, he commicted both {ard and himto perſon. The next Sabboath day 
Dau comming on ſhore, More alſo taxed with very hard language and many 
chrears, to lay him faſt alſoif he mended nor his manners; Dans tor the preſenc 
replied little, but went with him tothe place of praier : but in che midſof di- 
uine ſcruice he goeth away, commanding all his Sez-men to follow him pre- 
ſently aboord, where he encouragech them ro ſtand to him like men, and hee 
would free the Priſoners, haue all che Amber-greece forchemiclucs, and fo be 
one. 

: The Gouernor hearing of this reſolution, prepares with his company co re- 
pulſe force with force, ſo that a generall expeRanceof a ciuil] yncivill warre poſ- 
ſeiſed every man z butthis threarning guit paſſed over more calmlier chen was 
expeRed z for Das hauing better aduiſed with himſelfe, repenzed his raſhnelle, 
and defired areconcilement with the Gouernor, Peace thus concluded, Kendal 
was ſetat libercie, but Chard was condemned, and vpon the ladder to be hanged 
for his obſtinacy ; yer vpon berter conſideration ©Moyre repriued him, but kepe 
him a priſoner all che rimc he ſtajed in the Country, which was generally choughc 
a very bad reward for his great deſert, and that there was more of this Amber- 
greece imbeziled, then would haue contented all rhe finders, that neuer had auy 
conſideration at all. The greateft part though Afore thus recovered, yet Davis 
and Kendall had ſo much, either by che ignorance or couniuency of the Gouer= 
nors, that arriuing in Eng/ard,they prepared themſclues fora new voiage zardaſt 
they wo falling our, the Company hauing norice thereof, ſo tormented chem 
both, they gaue ouer their voiage,and durſt not beſeene a long time after. 

The Gouernor thus rid of the ſhip and thoſe diſgonrents , remoued his ſear 
from Smirhs le ro Saint Georges, after he had fitted vp ſome ſmall Cabbens of 
Palmataleaues for his wife and family, in that valley where now ſtands their 
primerowne called S. Georges, hee began co apply himſelfe ro fortifieche Coun- 
trey, and training his men inthe exerciſe of armes, For although he was bur a 
Carpenter, he was an excellent Artiſt, a good Gunner, very witry and induftri. 
ous: he builtand laid che foundation of cight or nine Forrs, called the Kings 
Ciftle, Charles Fort, Pembrooker Fort, Smuths Fort, Pagits Fort , Gates Fort, 
Warwick; Caſtle, Saint Katharines Fort, &c. mounting inchem all the Ordnance 
- _ preparing the ground to build Houſes, planc Corne, and ſuch Fruits as 
they had. 

Being thus buſied, and as theneceſſicieof cherime required, keeping hismen 
ſomewhat hard at worke, Maſter Keath his Miniſter, wereic by the ſecretprouo- 
cation of ſome drones, that grew weary of their taskes, or his atfeftion ro popu- 
lariry is not certaine : But he begins ro tax the Governor in the Pulpit, hee did 
grindethe faces of the poore, oppreſſing his Cluiſtian brerhren with Pharoabs 
caxes. Afore finding this in ſhort time, mighcbreed ill bloud, called che Com- 
pany together and alſo the Miniſter, vrging them plainly, cocell him wherein he 

2d deſerued thoſe hard accuſations : w n, with an vniuerſall cry they 
firmed the contrary, ſo thar Ke«athdowne of his knees to aske him forgiuenelſe, 
But Maſter More kindly rooke him vp, willing him to kneele to God, and here- 
after be moremodeſt and charirable in his ſpeeches z norwithſtanding two other 
diſconrenrs ſo vpbraided Afore wich that doQrine, and ſtood to mainraine ir, he 
impaneled a Jury, with a greatdeale of ſeeming:much dee he would hang chem 
being condemned, one of them with the very feare, fell intoa dead Palliey fo 
thar the orher was ſer at libertie, and proued afeer a very good labourer,

Before this yecte was expired, che aduenterers ſene them an adiſo with thirric The 6 ſupply, 
Palſengers and good proutions, co prepare with all expedition for their detence 
againſt che Spaniard, whom they vaderſtood ere long would viſiccthem : This oc- 
caltoned him co keepe all his men rogerher in chat lle ſo hard at worke, chat wan- 
ting libercieco goc abroad for tood, living onely on that chey had, and cxpeRted 
daily co receiue trom England, chey were fo ouer-roiled, many fell licke, but none 
died. Very carneſt chis ſhip was ro haue all the Amber-greece, which M. A/ore 
perceiuing, was the chicteſt cauſe of their comming, and thac ic was the onely 
Joadſtone rodraw from England ſtill more ſupplies ;tor all che expretle command 
ſentfrom the Companyyhe returned this ſhip bur wich the one chird parrz ſo trom 
chence ſhe wentro Virgina, and noc long after arrived fafcly in England.

More perceiving him not ashe would haue him, and that the Company bes T,calurer.

did nor bring any thing co perfeQtion z exculing himſelte, chey were not the righe 

Multeries he expe&ted. About thistime they were in hope of a ſmall crop of To- 

bacco, bur it was moſt ſpoiled for wane of knowledgero vic ir.

caſt-away roors) that ſo wonderfully haue increaſed, chey are a mainerclectero all * 

the Inhabirantes. This ſhip was not long gone bur chere came rwo Spaniſh ſhips, The attewprof 
ſounding with their Boar, which atrempredco comein ; bur from the Kings Caltle wwo'S 
Maſter More made bur rwo ſhot, which cauſed them preſencly depart. Marke ps 

here the handy-worke of the divine prouidence, for they had bur three quareers 

of a barre] of powder, and burone ſhot more, and the powder by carcieſneile 

'was rumbled downe vnder the mullels of the two peeces,were diſcharged,yer nor 

rouched with fire when they were diſcharged, 

This feare thus paſt, appeares another much worſe,which was the extremity of 
famine z inchis extremity God ſent Capraine Daniel Elfrid with a caruell of 
meale which a lictle relicued chem, but broughe withall ſo many Rars, that with- 
in rwo yeeres afrer necre ruined all z now though E/frid had deceiucd his friend 

Fiſher of this Caruell in the Weſt. Indies,they revenged Fiſhers iniury, for Elſrid 
had his paſſage for England, and they made vie of all he had. Sometwo monerhs 
after , came in the Bleſſing with an hundred Paſſengers z and rwo daics after the 
Starre with a hundred and foureſcore more, amongſt which were many Gentle- 
men, as Maſter Lowery for Marſhall, Maſter Barret, Maſter Felgate, and diuers 
others z bur very vaproper for what they vnderrooke, Within | —— daies 
afrer came in the Margaret and ewo Frygars, and in themone hundred and three- 
ſcore Paſſengers; alſo Maſter Bartlet came now expreſly to diuide the Country 
Into Tribes, and the Tribes into ſhares, Bur Maſter More finding no mention 
made ofany part for himſelfenorall chem wichhim, as he waspromiſed in Eng- 
lord, by no meanes would admit of any diuifion, nor ſuffer bis men from fini- 
ſhing their forrifications,which was ſo neceilary,ic was his maine ambirion to ſee 
that accompliſhed z but ſuch vakindnelle grew berwixt this Maſter Barthes nd 
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the Gouernour, thit the rude mulcicude with all che diſdaine they could deuiſe 
cauſed Bartlet returne for Evgland as he came. Abour this tume Wiliam Millington 
was drawneinto che Sea by a falh, bur neuer after cuer ſecne. 

Theneglet of chis divifion was very hardly conceired in Englnd, ſo char 
Maſter More grew moreand morcein diſlike with the company; yorwichſtan- 
ding he followed the building of theſe Forts ſo carneſtly, neglecting planting of 
Corne,rill cheir ſtore was neecre all conſumed, whereby chey became 1o teebleand 
weake, ſore would nor, others could not goe abroad to ſecke relecte, bur ttarucd 
intheir houſes, and many that wene abroad, through weaknelle were {ubic co 
be (uddenly ſurprized with a diſcale called che Feauges, which was gcicher paine 
nor (icknelle, bur as ic were the higheſt degree of weaknetle, depriving chem of, 
power and abilicy from the execution of any bodily cxerciles, whether ic were 
working, —_— what elſe: being thuscaken,it any preſenly gaue chem tood, 
many c1mes they {traighr recouercd, yet ſome ater aliule rett would bee able co, 
walke, bur ifcthey found nor preſent fuccour, died, 

Abouc this time or 1amediatly before, came in a company of Rauens, which 
continued atnonglit chem all the t:me ot chis morralicy and chen departed, which 
for any thing knowne, neither before nor lince were cuer ſcene or heard of : this 
wich diuers other reaſons cauſed Maſter Aore to goe out to Sea, to leent he could 
diſcover any other [lands, bur he went not farre ere 41] weather torced him backe; 
and it were a noble aduenture of him wonld vadertake ro make more pertedt all 
che dangers are about the Swmmer les, 

Thus famine and miſery cauſed Gouernour Aﬀore leave all his workes, ard 
ſendchem abroad to ger what they couldzone hundred and fitty of che moſt weake 
and ({ickethe ſent to Compers Ile, where were ſuch infinite numbers of the Birds 
called Cahowes, which were ſo feareletle they might take ſo many as they would, 
and tha admired abundance of fiſh,that the extremity of cheir hunger, and their 
glutrony was ſuch, thoſe heaucnly bleſſings they ſo conſumed and waſted by 
carcleſneiTe and ſurferting, many of chem dicd vpon thoſe lilly Birds chart offered 
chemſclucs rorhe ſlaughter, which the Gpucrnour vaderfianding, cavied them for 
change of aire ro be remoued to Port-rojall, and a Company of Fiſhers with a 
Boatto releeuethem with fiſh, but the Gangegrew lo lazic the poore weaklin 
ſtill died; they charremained killed the Cartlechey found in the Le, faining he 
heat cauſed them to runne into the Sea and (o were drowned ; ſochat theGouer- 
nour ſent againeforthem home, bur ſome obrained leaue ſtill co liue abroad; one 
amongſtthe reſt hid himſclfe in che Woods, and liued onely on Wilkes and land 
Crabs, tac and luſty many monerhs, buc moſt of them being at Saint Georges, or» 
dinarily was taken orice hundred and fifry or two hundred great bſhes daily for 
their food ; for wane of hookes and lines, the Smith made hookes of old ſwords, 
and lines of old ropes, bur finding all thoſe pooxe Engines alſodecay, they ſcne 
one ofthe two Frigars laſtleft with them for England, co ell them of this mulcry. 
All which was now attributed coMaſter Cores perucrſndle,who at firlt when he 
gotthe Amber-Greece had notſuch a generall applauſe, bur now all che worſt 

could poſſibly be ſuggeſted was roo good for him y yer nor knowing forthe pre- 
ſent howto ſend a berrer, they ler him continue ill, chough his cime was ncere 
expired, and with all ſpeed ſent the We/cewe fraught wich provilion, where ſhee 
well arrived, and proued her ſelfe as welcome in deed as in name z for all choſe 
extremities, Maſter Lewes Hwes wriceth, not onc of allchoſe $hreeicore thac firſt 
beganne chis Planracion was dead, which ſhewes it was noc impollible, bur in- 
duſtry might haue prevented a great part of the ochers ſluggiſh carele{nelle, 

This ſhip much refreſhed chis miſerable Colony, but Maſter ſore ſeeing chi y 
ſent nor for him, his time being now expired, vndesttanding bow badly chey re- 
puted him in F»g/and.and that his imploiment now was more for their owne 
endschen any goodfor himſelfe, reſolucd direly ro returng with this (hip, Ha- 

: revapagren beſt order he could, lk —— 
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of che counſellof (ix co ſucceed cach other monechly, cill they hadfurther direQi- 
ons from England ; whoſe names were Caprtaine Miles Kendall, Capraine lobn 
Manifield, Thomas Knight, Charles { aldycot, Edward Waters, and Chriſtopher 
Carter, wich cweluc others for their alliſtances. More thus taking leaue of thoſe 
Ilands, arriucd in Exg/and, much wrangling they had, bur ar lalt they confirmed 
him according to promiſe eight ſhares of Land, and ib he was diſmilled of kis 
charge, wich ſhew of tauour and much friendſhip, 


The rule of the fix Gouernors. 


HE firſt thing they did was caſting of lots, who ſhould rule firſt, which 
loclighted vpon Maſter Ca/dicot. This laſt ſupply ſomewhac abated the 
extremitieot their miſeries, and che berrer in that their fortifications be- 

| ing finiſhed, they had the more leaſure to goe abroad with thatmeanes 
was brougl cochat purpoſeto fiſh, {hard as you haue heard, whom all this while 
More had kept Priſoner, they fer ar libertie: now by reaſon of their former miſe- 
ries, lizcle or nothing could be done z ye chis Gouernor hauing thus concluded 
his monech, and prepared a Frigor and ewo and thirtic men, hee imbarked him- 
ſelfe wich ewo other of his tellow counſellers ; namely, Knight and Waters for the 
Welt-Indies, to ger Fruits and Planes, Goats, young Cattle, and ſuch like, Buc 
this poore vellell, wherherthrough ill weather, or want of Mariners, or both, in 
ſtead of the /ndies tell with the {anaries, where taking a poore Portugall, the 
which chey manned with ten of cheir owne people, as ſoone after ſeparaced from 
herin a ſtorme, & the next day was taken by a French Pickaroune, ſo that the Fri- 
got our of hope of her prize, makes aſecond timefor the Wiſt-Indies, where ſhe 
no ſooner arriucd, bur foundred inthe fea z but the men in their Boatrecouered 
a deſolate Ile, whereafter ſome few moneths ſtay, an Engliſh Pyrat rooke them in, 
and ſome of chem at lalt got for England, and ſome few yeares after returned to 


the Sower /les. 
[| nors z wherein they ſupplicated, that by no meanes they ſhould reſigne 
che goucrament to any ſhould come from England, ypon what tearmes 
ſocuer, vncill ſix monerhs afrer the returne of their ſhip ſent co che Welſt-Indies:; 
about this vawarrantable ation, Maſter Lewes Hwes their Preacher was fo violenc 
in ſupprefling it, that ſuch diſcontentsgrew berwixe the Gouernors and him, and 
diviſions among the Company, he was arraigned, condemned, and impriſoncd, 
buc not long derained beforereleaſed, T hen the macter fell ſo hotly agane co be 
diſputed berwixg him and one Maſter Keath a Scoich-man, that profeiled ſchol- 
Jenddip cha made all the people in agreat combuſtion : much adoe there was, till 
ar laſt as chey ſare in the Church and ready to proceed to a iudiciary courſe againſt 
Mafter Hw=es, ſuddenly ſuch an extreme guit of wind and weather fo rufficd in 
the trees and Church ſome cried our, A miracle others, it was but an accident 
common in thoſe Iles, butthe noiſe was fo terrible ic dilſelued the alſembly : not- 
withſtanding, Maſter He: was againe impri , and as ſuddenly diſcharged, 
but thoſe factions were fo confuled,, and their relations fo variable, that fuch 
vuneceſſary circumſtances were berter omicred chen any more diſputed. 

This mans moneth thus ended, begins Maſter Carter, which was alrogerher Mafter Corter, 
ſpenc in quierneſſe,and then Capraine Afiles Kendall had the rule, whoſe monech Capraine Kendall 
was alſo as quictly ſpenc as his Predeceſſors, Then Captaine Mansfield begins Capt. Manippeld. 
his ſecond moneth, when the ſhip called che Edwin arrived wich good ſupplics, 


About this time diucrs Boats going to fea were loft, and ſame men drowned ;and 
many 
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H E Frigot thus gone, Captaine Mansfield ſucceeded. Then was con- 
triued a peticion, as from the | qe vnto the eriumuirat Gouer- 
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many of the Company repaired to Maſter Hes, that there might bee a Coun- 
cell according to Mafter Adores order of (ix Gouernours, and ewelve Affiftants, 
whereupon grew as many more ſuch filly brawles 2s before, which ar laſt con- 
cluded with as ſimple a reconciliation. In the inter1m» happened to a certine 
number of priuace perſons as miſerable and lamentable an accident, as cuer was 
read or heard of, and chus it was * 

In che month ot March, a cimemoſt ſubieRt of all ochers co ſuch rempeſts z on 
a Friday there went {cuen men ina boat of two or chreerunnes to fiſh, The mor- 
ning being faire, ſo cagerthey were of their iourney, ſorne went faſting ; neither 
carried they either meat or drinke with chem, but a tew Palmeca bernes, but be- 
ing at their fiſhing = ſorne foure leagues fromthe ſhoare,fuch a rempeſt aroſe, 
chey were quickly driven from the fight of land in an ry pairin 
of all hope, onely commicting themielues ro Gods mercy,ler the boat drive whic 
way ſhee would. On Sunday the ftorme being ſomewhac abated, they hoyled 
faile as chey thought rowards the Iſland, In che evening ir grew ſtarkecalme z ſo 


| that being 100 weaketo vietheir oares, they lay a drifr that nighe. The next mor- 


helpe him or themſclues: before a ſmall gale of wind pred his faile againe. On 
Tueſday one dicd, whom they threw over board. On eſday three, And 
on Thurſday at night che ſixt, All cheſeburche laſt were buried by Hiliard in 
the Sea, for ſo weake hee was growne hee could nor rurne kim over as the ret, 

hee tripped him, ripping his belly with his knife, throwing his bow- 
elsinco the water, hee ſpread Jus body abroad rilced open with a fticke, and ſo 
lers ic lie as a ciſterne to receive forne lucky raine-water, and this God ſene h1m 
preſently after, ſo that in one ſmall ſhoure hee recouered abourfoure ſpoonefuls of 
raine water to his vnſpeakeable retreſhment; he alſo preſerued neere halfe a pint of 
blood in a ſhooe,which he did (paring}y drinke of ro moift his mouth; ewo ſeuc- 
rall daies he fed on his fleſh, co the quantity ot a pound, on the eleventh day from 
his loſing the ſight of land, two flying fiſhes fals in his boar, whoſe warme jucie 
blood hee fucked ro his great comfort, Bur within an houre after ro h1s greacer 
comfort you will not doubr, he once againe deſcried the land, and within fours 
hourcs after was caſt ypon a rocke neereco Port royall, where his boat was pre- 
ſcacly ſplic in pieces, bur himſelte, h exreamly weake,made (hifi to clamber 
vp ſo ſteepe and high a rocke, as would hauenoubled the ableſt man in the liero 
haue done that by day hee did by night, 

Being rhus aſtride on a rocke, the tumbling Sea had gortren ſuch poſſeſſion in 
his braincs, that a good while ic was before his giddy head would tuffer him to 
venture vpon the ng it: cowards the morning he craules a ſhore, and then 
to his accompliſhed joy d where hee is, and trauels halſe a day wichour a» 
ny chen water, whereof wiſely and cemperately he ſtineed humſelfe, 
otherwiſe certainey hee had drunke his laſt. In which caſc hee atraines a friends 
houſe: where ar the firſt they rooke him for a ghoſt, bur at laRt acknow 
and received him with joy, his afrer ſome houres of recoucry of ro 
cell ir, heard our with admiration: he was not long after conueyed ro the rowne, 
Where he recciued his former health, and was living in the yecre 1G 22, 

The next newes that in this time ot caſe, was, that a merry fellow 
hauing found ſome few againſt che Flemiſb wracke, the bruit wene cur- 
rant che reaſure was found, and they all made men. Much adoe there was t@ pre- 
uent the purloining of it, before they had ic : vvhere afrer they had cyred chem- 
ſelues vvith ſearching, that they found, amounted nor to aboue rwenty pounds 
ſtzrling, vyhich is nor vnlike bur co be the remainder of ſome greacer ſtore, wa- 
ſhed from ſome wracke not farre from che ſhore. 
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Smith, All chings being furniſhed for his voyage ; hee ſet faile in che George, 
conſorred vvith the Edwm, with many palſengers, which being diſcouered by 
them in thoſe Iles, they ſuppoſed chem the Frigor ſent to the Weſt Indies, bur 
when chey vnderſtood vvhat they vvere, much preparation they made co reſiſt 
the new Gouernour. -= rear oltencations ap on borh (ides,bur yvhen 
the quondaw Gouernour did (ee his men for moſt part forſake him , all was very 
well and quietly compounded, and with much kindnelle receiucd and welcomed 
a ſhore, where his Comm'ſſton was no ſooner read, then they accepted and ac« 
knowledged him for their Gouernour, 
The Gonernment of Captaine Danicl Tuckar. 

Bout the miſtd of May arrived this Gonernor, where finding the Inhabi- 

rancs both abhorring all exaQted labour, as alſo in a manner difdaining 

and grudging much to be commanded by him z it could not bur paſſio- 

nate any man liuing, Bur ar laſt according tothe Yirginia order, hee ſer 
every one was with him at Saine Georges, to his taske, ro the: grounds, fell 
trees, ſer corne, ſquare timber, plane vines and other fruits broughe our of Eng- 
land, Theſe by their taske Miſters by breake 2 day repaired to the wharfe, from 
thence ro be umployed to the place ot their imployment, till nine of the clocke, 
and then in the afrcr-noone from three till Sunne-ſer. Beſide mcar, drinke and 
cloaths, they had for a timea cerraine kinde of brafſe money with a hogge on the 
one (ide, in memory of the abundance of hogges was found at their brif landing, 

This courſe thus ſquared, imicaring divers orders vicd in } irgrya,by Sir Too, 
Dale : he begin by chem to looke into his inftrutiens giuen by the Company. 
Whereupon by one MF. Richard Norwoed a Suruayor, ſent ouer for that n<L.tw/ 
in che time of Miſter Afoore, hee began co lay our the eight tribes in the maine, 
which were to conſiſt of fitty ſhares co a tribe z and wenty five acers to cuery 
ſhare, He alſo began ro plane ſome Colony men, on ſome of che e!peciall ſhares. 
He ſwore alſo cerraine of the chiefe men of every tribe ro bee Bailitfes rhereof, 
and appointed 3s many men as hee was able for all ſupplied ſhares. The goods 
landed in the ſtore houſes hee ſent from thence, and diſperſed ir co his worke- 
menin generall : ſome Boars alſo beganro be builded , but thepinace called the 
Theme (uſpeted might make aneicape, was laid vp in a docke, were ſhee yer 
remainerh, 

In che beginning of the ſecond monerh of his government, he direted war- 
ranesro all che Bailiffes, for the holding of a generall Aſſiſe atS2inr Georges, and 

inted Maſter Srohe; Licutenantof the Kings Caſtle at the Gurners head. The 
Mitre with him he ſent to the Welt Indies by direftions from England, to 
trade with chenariues, for cattell, corne, planrs,and ocher commodities, A courſe 
of great importance, which had it been purſued, would certainly haue produced 
more hopefull effefts for the good of the Colony, then all che ſupplics and Ma- 
«z.ines from England hath or will in a long time, - 

Preſently after her departure began the Alſliſes, execuced by his Deputy, The 
chiefe marter handled was the hanging one Jobn Wood a French man, for ſpea« 
king many diſtaſtefull and motinous ſpeeches againſt the Gouernour, co ſhew che 
reſt by char example,the power of his auchoriry, which after with his owne bands 
he ſo oft execured with a baſtinado amongſt the poorer ſort z many tearmed ica 
cruelty, not much lefſechen ryranny : bur theſeqquell is more then ſtrange. 

$0 it was that fiue of them, ——_ meanes they could ger ir efor 
England, reſolued ro vndergoe all $ bur they would make an loops om 
ſoch ſervitude. The chiefe mariner w_—_ of this bufineſle, was Richatd $an- 
ders md his confederaes, Wiliam Goodws , Thomas Hariſon 3 
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things neceſſary, they would build him a boat of two or chree tunnes, wich a 
cloſe decke, ſhould goe a fiſhing all weathers. The Gouernour halfe proud thac 
hee had brenght his men to ſo goods palle, as he conceiucd, to offer themſclues 


to ſo neceiſary a worke z inſtancly with all willingnelle furniſhed chew with all 
things they and many faire promiſes to incourage them co performe 
ir with all expedition, Hauing made choiſe of a place moſt tic from moleſtacion, 
os rag with char Ion, thar in a ſhore time ſhee was broughtta 
perteion, By this time, the ſhip thag brought che Gouernatr, being ready to 


deparr, hee ſends aluſty gange to goe ferch his new boar to carry him abvard, bur 
arriuing atthe place where ſhe was built, they could heare no more of her, bur ſhe 
was gone che laſt cucning to yy try how ſhee would faile, Much ſearch and 
diſpure was where this boar be: burat laſt they ſound diuers lerters in che 
cabbins, to this effe, direfted to the Gouernour, and other their friends : char 
their hard and bad vſage was ſo intolerable,and cheir hope ſo ſmall ever againero 
ſee their Countrey, or be delivered from ſuch ſeruitude, they did rather chuſe ro 
pur themſclues to that deſperate hazardto goe fot England, in which if they miſ- 
caried, as it was much to be miſtruſted, their lives and bloods ſhould be required 
at their hands was the cauſe. A compalle Diall Barker had bortowed of Maſter 
Hwer, to whom he writ that as hee had oft perſwaded them to patience, and thax 
God would pay them though none did; hec muſt now bee contented with the 
loſſe ofhiDiall, with his owne do&trine, Such leaſure they found to bee merry 
when in che cyc of reaſon chey were marching into a moſt eertaine rujne, The 
Gouernour being thus ſatisfied of their eſcape, excream)y threarnedtham nolelle 
then a hanging, bur cheftormes of the Ocean they now more feared chen him 
ood fon by bancring they had got from the ſhip, where Goodwin in a 
told the Mariners, though he could not be permucred ro goe with them, 
ct peraduencure hee might be in England before them, wherear the Mafler and 
his Matelaughed merrily, Bur m—_—_— now vnder ſaile three weekes, the 
winds ſo fauoured them, they fele nothing of what they had cauſero feare; then 
a bluſtcring gale blowing in their teeth, pur them co much extremity for diuers 
daycs, then ing more genele away they paſt proſperouſly ſome cight or 
wn Gayes more, till mecting a French Piccaroune of whom they deſired fuccour, 
ee like himſelfe tooke from them what hee liked, leauing them not ſo much as 
acrolle-ſtaffe ro obſcrue withall, and ſo caſt them off : cheir courſe ſtill they con- 
tinuedtill cheir viftuall began to fall rothe loweſt ebbez and the very knees of 
their ſmall veſlell were halic hewed away for fire wood. Arlaſt ro their infinit ioy 
they arriucd in /re/and,where the Earle of Tomnnd honorably entertained them, 
cauſed the boat to be hung vp for a Monument, and well ſhemghe, for ſhee 
had ſailed morethen $ 300, miles by a right line chorow the mainc$eaqwithour 
any ſight of land, and I thinke, ſince God made the world, the like nauigation 
Was ncuer done, nor heard of, This fortunate Sanders going to the Eaft Indies, 
in the rifling ſome ſhips there tooke, ir was his chance to buy an old cheſt, for 
three or foure ſhillings, bur becauſe ie wanted a key hee repented his bargaine, and 
would gla8ly hauc ſold it againe forleſſe, A certainetime it lay toſledcoand fro 
as athing hee ictle regarded, bur ar laſt hauing little co doe, hee broke ir open, 
where he athouſand pounds wary; «ow ſo much goldas bought him in - 
Quphads good eſtate, which leaving with his wife he returned againetothe Eaft 


4, 

The George ſetting faile three dayes after this eſcape, the Gouernour ſeazed 
and confiſcated all that thoſe fogiriues lefe behinde chem. Within a weeke after 
recurned the Edwin from the Weſt Indies, furniſhed with figges, pynes, ſugar- 
canes, plantaines, andduwers other plants, which were preſently rep 
red, and ſince i ed inro numbers, alſo an Indian and a Negar, and ſo 
imuch ligna vite as defrayed all the charge. The Gouernor thus buſied amongſt his 


plants, making hedges of Figrrees, and Pomgrancts, and ſcuerall diuiſions by 
Palizadoes 
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Palizadaes for the defence of cheir guarding and keeping their catrell,for in ſuch 
husbandry qualities he well deſerucd great commer dations, The Aduencurers 
to ſupply him ſent with all ſpeed they could the*Heopewell, a ſmall Barke, bur an 
pu ſailer,and in her one Capraine Powell an exce)lent Mariner,and well ac- 
quainced in che Indies where he was to goe trade, after he had landed hispallen- 
gers in che Summer les: bur in his journey ar the Weſterne [ies meeting a Bro- 
file man, hoe liked the ſuger and pallengers ſo wal, hee mand the Caruill with 
his owne men,and continued his courſe, but berhinking himſelf how this would 
be enterrained at the Summer Iles, hee found ſuch doubrs, hee went direQly for 
the Welt Indies to take rime to refolue what to doe: arriving there hee mer a 
French rover, one cuery way as cunning as hiaſelfe, bur much more crecherous. 
A great league of kindneile is ſoone made betweene them, vpon confidence 

Powell and ſome of the chiefe wich him being invited aboord him, is 
eaſily entiſed, and in the midſt of their cups both hee and his company treache- 
rouſly made priſoners y and thus was forced to giue him their priſe, or hang 
at the yards arme with all his y. Hauing fer chem a ſhore, away goes 
the French man, Powel; ſhip being bur hard by, preſencly ferche them all a boord, 
bur finding his viftuall necre ſpent, and no hope at all ro recover his prize, ler his 
Portugales on ſhore, and ſer ſaile for the Surnmer Iles z where ſafely arriging, hee 
declared che whole prope the Gouernour, leſt ſome ocher in eelling mighe 
make ir worſe, of which the Goucrnour ſeerped well enough to approve, 

This Governour ſtill ſpent his time in good husbandry, akhough ſome of the 
ſaxling ſort here in Eagland, whom nochiog will pleaſe, writ to hum hee was fir- 
cer co be a Gardinerchen a Gouernour: ſome time he ſpent in digging of a grear 

bur chat worke proved altogether vn : about that time was held 
the ſecund Aſſiſe, The greateſt macrer palled, was a Proclamaci6 agunſt the ſpoile 
of Cahowes, bur it came too late,for they were molt deſtroyed betore : a plattorme 
hee cauſed to be creed by Pagns Forr, where a good Fort were very necellary, 
Capraine Powell not having performed his ſeruice in the Welt Indies, he condici- 
ey, COLE, cops 
or fourrcene of his beſt men, furniſhed with all chi g3 neceſſary, [n the meane 
tmeche Com vnderſtanding, that in January, February and March, there 
are many Whales, for which fiſhing they ſence the Neprune, 3 tall ſhip well pro- 
uided wich ching bcring for chat purpoſe, Bur before ſhe arrived, Capraine 
Tacker,who had broughtal o with him moſt prouiſions for that iwploiment, ſene 
CE try what could be done, but whether jt was the ſwiftnes of 
the Whalcin ſwimming,orthecondition ofthe place, cerraine it is for all their la- 
bour and hazard, they could kill none, though they Rrucke many, 
. To begin his ſecond yeere,he called the third Aſſiſe, wherediucrs were puniſhed 
as their taules deſerued: three were condemned to die;rwo wererepriued, bur the 
third was hanged: the next day there was alſo aleuy for the repairing two Forts, 
bur that labour crooke nor ſuch cffeR as was intended, for want of diretions. 

Bur the great God of heauen being angry at ſomewhat in thoſe pro- 
ceedings, cauſed ſuch an increaſe of lilly rats, in the ſpace of rwo yeeres ſoo a- 
bound, beforechey regarded them, that they filled not onely thoſe places where 
. they were firſt landed, but ſwimming from placero place, ſpread « in- 
to all parts of the Countrey, inſomuch that there was no Iland bur ir was peſte- 
red with them z and ſome fiſhes have beene raken wich racs in their bellies, which 
chey caught in ſwimming from lleto [letthar neſts they had almoſt in every cree, 
and in moſt places their burrowes in the ground like conies: they ſpared not the 
fruits of the planrs,or trees, northe very planes themſclues,bur ace chem vp. When 
chey had ſer their corne, the rats would come by troupes in the night and ſcratch 
it out of the ground, If by diligent watch any eſcaped till ic came to caring, it 
ſhould then very hardly eſcapethem: and chey became noyſome cuen to the very 
perſons of men, They vſcd all che gn they could for che deſtroying of 
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chem, nouriſhing cars both wilde and came, for that purpoſe ; they vſed rats- 
bane, and many times fer fire on the woods, that oftran halts a mile betoren was 
exrin&tz euery man was cnioyned to ſer rweluetraps, and ſome of their owne ac- 
cord haue ſer neere an hundred, which they ever viſited twiceor thrice in a night; 
they alſo crained vp their dogges to hune them, wherein they became {o experr, 
that a good dog in two'or three houreswould kil forty or firy, Many ocher deuices 
they vicd co deitroy them, bur could not preuaite, finding them ſhll increafing 
agamftchem:nay they ſo denoured thefruits of the earch,thar chey weredeftxure 
ot bread for a yeere or rwo z ſo that when chey had it atrerwards, they were fo 
wained from it, they ealily negleed to ear it with their mear. Belides they 
endeuoured ſo much for the planring Tobacco for preſent gaine, thar rhey neg- 
leted many things might more have prevailed for their good, which cauſed a+ 
mongſt chem yon. eſſe and morraliry,fince che beginning of this vermane. 

Aclaft ir pleaſed God, bur by whar meanes it is not well knowne, to cake chem 
away z in ſo much that the wilde'cars and many dogs which lived on chem, were 
famiſhed, and many of them leauing the ann downe to their houſes, and 
to ſuchplaces where they vſe co garbiſh their fiſh, and became came, Some hque ar- 
tributed che deſtrution of chem the to encreaſe of wild cats, bur that is nor likely 
= ſhould be ſo ſuddenly encreafſed rather at thar time,then foure yeeres befores 

the chiefe occaſion of this ſuppoſition was, becauſe they ſaw ſome companies 
of them leane the woods, and ſlew thernſelues for want of foud. Orhers by the 
coldneiſe of winter, which norwithftanding is never fo great there, as with vs in 
March except it be inthe wind : beſides che rars wanted not the fethers of young 
birds and chickins, which chey daily killed, and Palmera mole ro build chem- 
ſclueswarme neſtsout of the wind, as vſually they did z neither doth ic appeare 
thar the cold was ſo mortall ro them, ſeeing they would ordinarily ſwimme from 
place to place, and bee very far even in the midſt of winter. Icremaincth chen, 
chat as God doth ſometimes effe his will withour ſubordinate and {; 
cauſes, ſo wee need not doubr, but that in the ſpeedy encreaſe of this vermine; as 
alſo by che preſeruation of ſo many of chem by ſuch weake meanes as they then 
enioyed, and eſpecially in the ſo ſudden remouall of this great annoyance, there 
was ioyned with and beſides the ordinary and manifeſt meanes, a more mediate 
and ſecrer worke of God, 

About this time Henry Long, with ſcuen others in an extreame ſtorme were 
caſt away, but three ofrhem eſcaped, One of them being asked what hee choughe 
in the worſt of that extremity,anſwered, he thought nothing but gallowes claime 
thy right, and it ſeemes God well heard his prayer, and rewarded his ingratirudey 
for he washanged within halfe a yeere after. In that March alfo fue men wenteo 
Sea, bur as yer was neticr heard of, and three more drownedin a boat, By Hil. 
ard: houſe grew a very faire Cedar, which by a thunder clap was rent almoſt to 
ſmall ſhivers, anda man ſtood by him, and Saymel Tam on,molt fearfully-blaſted, 
yer neither chey, the houſe, nor a little childe, yer a patreofracks in the houſe was 
all corneco fitters. The Neprane not long after arriuing to fiſh for whale, her for- 
cune proued no beeter then the Gouernours, yet ſome are of opinion, prof 
_ be made by them. 

n May they difctied foure ſaile,fo chat manning all their Forrs,they flood ews 
daies in Armes, expe&ing what they were z at laſt chey found ic Maſter Powel/ 
rerurned ys -_ Weft-Indies in che _—_ _ _— __ _ as he 
expected, theſe three Frigots comming in his way, he could nor chuſe burrake 
chem z Meale, Hides and Munition was their ladifg: Faire weather che Gouernor 
made with Powell, till he had got all the goods itico his owne polſeſion,and then 
called Powell ro a tri account for doing ſuch an vnwarrancable a ; much a 
doe then was berwixt the caker andreceiver z but Powell was glad to be excuſed 
fo anſwer it in Zuglind, leaving all hee had caken behindehimin che [les : The 
Neptwine alſo returned with him, but noble Powell leſt all his pay and pillage for

ehis yeeres worke. For which the Company ſentfor to Tucker, ſo that he alſo loſt 
his parcas well as Powei{: Notwichſtanding, the Goucrnour by this meancs be- 
ing (trong in ſhipping, ficted the Caruill with twelue men, vnder the command 
of Edward Waters formerly tpoken of, and fent them ro Virgizia about tuch bu- 
linefle as hee had conceiued. Arriuing there, they obcained ſome goates, ard 
and hogs, & what chey could ſpare,and fo returned for the Summer les; but whe- 
ther chey could not finde the les for wan: of skill,or beaten off by ill wearher,or 
the ill will chey barethe Goucrnor, it matters nor much : bu: they bare vp again 
for Virginia, where they all remained, and would rerurne no more to Summer ler. 
The Goucrnour thinking ro make ſome vſe of the hides, fer ſome that profe(- 
ſed chemſclues Tanners,ro maketryall of their skill;bur they loſt their labours and 
gon the hides. Alſo hecalled anocher Aſliſe c6cerning a _ fcllow called G4+ 
riel, tor concealing ſome ſpeeches M, Pokerdand M, Rich ſhould vſc,tending to 
the diſ-repuration of the Gouernour, and his injuſtice and cruclces 5 which be- 
ing brought wichin che compaſſe of ſedicion and mutiny, though a yeere agoe 
many were called in queſtion about ic, alchough cuery one ordinarily had ſpoke 
as much, Yer Gabriel tor example ſake was condemned to bee hanged, and was 
vponthe ladder, but repricued. The other two M. Pollard,and M, Kich were im- 
pon bar vpon betcer conlideration, the faſt appeared fo {mall and ridicu- 
ous, vp2n their ſubmiſſion they were pardoned, and reſtored totheirplaces, 


The dition of the Summzr Iles into Tribes, by Maſter 
Richard Norwood, Sareeyor. 
Ccording to the direftions of the Councell and Company, as they had 

decermined by lor, M. Norwood tooke a plotofthe lle, and divided 

ic with as much faichfulnes as he could, aſſigning co cuery Aduvencurer his 

ſhare or proportion, asnamely, to lay oura large proportion, to bee cal- 
led the generall land, and imployed for publike vſes, as for che maintenance of 
the Governour, Minifters, Commanders of Forres, fouldiers, and ſuch like: aud 
tothis end was aſſigned S. Georges Jland, S. Dawd: Tand, Longbruge land, 
Smiths Jland, Cooper: land, Cony Iland, None/ach Iland, part of the maine, 
and ſundry other ſmall Iles, Thereſt was to be diuided into eight parts, cach pars 
to be called atribe, and co haue his denominarion of ſome principall perſon that 
was Aduenturer therein :. and accordingly the firſt Tribe to bee Eaſtward, was 
then called Bedford: Tribe,now Hamiltons: the ſecond, Smiths; Tribe the third, 
(avendiſb,now Denonſrires: the fourth, Pembrookgs: the filt;P agits: che fixt, Man- 
fils, now Warwicks: the ſeuenth, Seuthbampton; the eighth, Sands; in the honours 
of the Right honorable the Marquis Hamilton, Sir Thomas Smith, the Earle of 
Denonſbire, the Earle of Pembrooke, the Lord Pagit, theEurle of Warwicke, the 
Earle of Sourhhampton, and Sir Edwin Sands. Againe each of thoſe Tribes were 
to bee diuided into fitry parts, called ſhares ; and cuery Adventurer to haue his 
ſhares in theſe tribes as was determined, by _ in England, the manner 
of ic appeares by the Map, and more largely by his Booke of che Suruay of the 
Countrey, which is in the Records of the Colony, And then began this which 


was before as you hanc heard, but as an vnſcrcled and confuſed Chaos,torecriue a 
diſpoliczon, forme, andorder, and become indeed a Plantation.

Touching che common ground in each Tribe, as alſo the ouer-plus, you may 
finde char aclarge in the Booke of Surueyes amongſt their Records, 

Now though che Countrey was ſmall, yer chey could nor conveniently haue 
beene diſpoſed and well ſerled, withoura true deſcription and a ſuruey of ic z and 
againe, euery man being ſerled where he mighe conſtantly abide, chey knew cheir 
bufinelle, and ficted their houſhold accordingly : then they buile no more Cab- 
bens, buc ſubſtanciall houſes, they cleered cheir grounds, and planted not onely 
ſuch chings as would yecld chem cheit fruits in a few monerhs, bur alſo ſuch as 
would aftvord them profit within a few yeares, ſo that in a ſhort time the Coun- 
erey began to aſpire, and neerely approach vnto that happinelle and proſpericie, 
wherein now it fouriſherh, &c. 

But co follow the Hiſtory ; vpon the beſt plot of ground could be found, the 
Gouernor preuailed ſo much with che generalitic, bo buile a faire honſe of Ce- 
dar, which being done, he appropriated ic eo himſelte, which occafioned excee- 
ding much diſtaſte. Abouc this time arriued the Diana with a good ſupply of 
men and proviſion, and the firſt Magazin euer ſeene in thoſelles g which courſe 
is not ſo much commended here, as curſed and abhorred by reaſon of enhanſe- 
ments of all che Inhabicancsthere; (ix or ſcuen weeks this ſhip ſtaied, thea hauin 
towards her fraughe thirtic thouſand weight of Tobacco z which proving —_— 
and comming to a lucky Marker, gaue great encouragement co the Aduenturers 
co goc luſtily torward in their Plancation, and without ſuch ſuccelle, there is no- 
thing bur grudging and repining, Bur about the appropriation of chis new builc 
houſ, many bad diſcontencs grew berwix: the oppretſed Colony and the Gouer- 
nor, eſpecially berwixc him and the Miniſter, and Lewes, who would neicher be 
feared with threats nor impriſonmenc, that their malice concinued till chey mer in 
Eng/and, of which the Miniſter made he cauſe ſo plaine, hee very well and ho- 
neſtly ic ſcemes, diſcharged himſelfe. 

Now in thoſe times of theſe endlelle vnciuill broiles, ewo deſperate men and a 
proper Gentlewoman got into a Boat, and thinking co make an eſcape to Virgi- 
nia, as appeared by ſome Lerters they left behinde them were neuer more heard 
on. The very next moneth afterthe like was atrempred by ſix others, ſo deſirous 
they were to be rid of their ſcruitude z bur their plot being diſcouered by one of 
their ſocierie, they were apprehended, arraigned, and condemned to be hanged : 
the next day being led with halters about cheir neckes to the place of execution, 
one was hanged, and thereſtrepriued, 

The Diana arriuing well in England, for all the infinite numbers ofcomplaines, 
the Tobacco did helpe to (weeten all manner of grieuances, yer ic bred adiſtafte 
inthe opinionsof ſo many, they began to thinke of another Gouernor but for 
that rime it was ſo qualified by divers of his friends, chey diſpatched away the 
Bleſſing, which arrmed in the Sower /[es, Though their generall Lercer was faire 
and courteous to the Gouernor, yet by the of the Paſſengers and diyers 

icular letters from his friends,it was atſured in his cruelty and couctouſeſle, 
bor ll his paines and induſtry was much diſliked , nor was he like to a m_ 
2) 
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houſe,:nd that land he had planted for him{clfe, by the extreme eppreſhon of 'che 
Comminalry, This cauſed ſo many iclouliesto ariſe in his conceir, that at laſt he 
fully reſolued to rerurne by this ſhip, that no ſooner {er faile from Exgland, then 
they proceeded to the nomination of a new Governor. Many were preſented 
according tothe affeions of thoſe that were to giue in their voices, bur it chiete- 
ly reſted berwixe one Capraine Sonthwell, and one M* Nathamel Butler, where 
wee will leave them a while to the conſideration of the Court and Company. 
Now Capraine Tacker having inſtiruted Capraine Xendallione of the ſix Gounr- 
nors before ſpoken of for his ſubſticuce , rerurned with this ſhip diretly for 
England, as well to excuſe himſelfe of thoſe obieRions he ſuſpetted, as to get a(- 
ſured him the houſe and land he had alotted for himfſelfe, left it mighe otherwiſe 


be diſpoſed of in his abſence.

The Gouernment of Captaine Miles Kendall, Deputy 
for Captaine Tuckar, 


T-: E vnexpedted returne of Captaine Twckey,cauſed a demurre in the 
eleftion ot the new Governor z ſome perſwading theſe oft changes were 


ſo troubleſome, dangerous, and chargeable, it were beſt ro continue 

Caprtainc Kendall , ochers againe ſtood for Captaine Twxcker, but during 
the time of rheſe opinions, the Gill was diſparched witha ſupply. Now 1 
ſhuuld hauc remembred, T =ckar was no ſooner our of the harbour, but he mer 
Maſter Elfred in a ſhip called the Treaſwrer, ſent from Uirginiatotrade: by her 
he writ to his Deputy Maſler Kendall, to haue a care of all things, and beware of 
too much acquaintance with this ſhip, which hee ſuſpeted was bound for the 
Weſt Indies. Notwithſtanding, E/fred receiued what kindnelle the Ile could af- 
ford; he promiſed to reviſit them ar his returne; this done, becauſe they would 
not be goucrnleſle when his Depuriſhip was expired, there was a generall atſem- 
bly, and by that Eleftion Kendall was confirmed to ſucceed ſtill Governor. Now 
they began to apply chemſclues to the finiſhing ſome plat-forme about Smiths 
Forr, and laying the foundation of a Church to be builr of Cedar, till che Gilly- 


flwer arriued with ſome priuare letters ro Kendall, how he was elefted Gouernor 


of choſe Iles forthree yeeres. During her ſtay they held cheir Aſliſes, where for 
ſome few ſuſpeRted fats three were condemned,and the bertertoterrifie the reſt, 
led ro the place of execution, but repricued; diners of thereſt had cheir faulrs par- 
doned, and the Gillsflower ſer (; tile for New fownd land. 

Theloue and kindnefle, honeſty and induſtry of this Captaine Kerdall, hath 
beene very much commended ; by others, ſomewhat diſliked : bur an Angell in 
choſe 11mplo1ments cannor pleaſe all men, yer this conſideration bred much ill 
bloud as well here as there, ſo that the Company direAly concluded, Capraine 
Butler ſhould with whatexpedicion they could, goe to be their Gouernor : Inthe 
Interim they tooke the opportunitie of a ſhip, called che Se er, bound for 
Virginia, and by her ſent a Preacher and his Family, wich divers Paſſengers, and 
newes of a new Gouernor. This bred a great diſtaſte amongſt many, that fill 
they ſhould haue new officers and ſtrangers for their Gouernors they never heard 
of, and themſcluesſtill kept there whether chey would or no, wichour any prefer. 
menr, no nor ſcarce any of them their inhabiting, to have any land at all of cheir 
owne, but liveall as tenants, or as other mens poore ſeruants, 

Abour this time camein Captaine Kerby with a ſmall Barke from the Veſts 
Indies, who hauing refreſhed himſelfe, was very kindly vſcd by the Goucrnor 


and 
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and ſo departed, Not long after a Dutch Frigot was caſt away ypon the Weſterne 
ſhore, yer by the helpe of che Engliſh they ſaued che men, though the ſhip peri- 
ſhed amongſt che Rocks, A licdle afrer one Enligne ood being abour the loading 
of a peece, by chruſting a pike into the —_—_— vpon the ſhor,or ſome- 
whaz about the powder, c fre within her and ſo diſcharged, bur wounded 
him cruelly and blew him incothe Sea, chough hee was got our by ſome thar 
ſtood by him, yer hee died of choſe wounds, Wichin two or three daies after, 

Capraine E/fred now comes in aſccend time; bur of that we ſhall ſay morein the 

gouernment of Capraine Butler, who preſently after arriued wich a good ſupply, 

and was kindly cacertaincd by Captaine Kendall and all che Colony.

on publikely read, made a ſhort ſpeech ro +he Company, and ſotooke ypon him 

che gouernment. Then preſcncly he began roreparrethe moſt neceffary defetts : 

Thenext moneth came in the Garland, lent from England (ix or ſeuen weekes be- 

fore him ; (o thar being ſcuenceene weeks in her voyage, it was ſo tedious and 

grievous co diuers of che Freſh-water Patlengers , char ſuch a ſickneſle bred a- 

mongſt chem, many died as well Sailers as Pailengers. Hauing taken che beft or- 

der he could for ther relcefe, patſed through allthe Tribes, and held his 6rft AC- 

ſiſe in Caprtaine 7 chars bouſcar the ouer-plus, Towards the laſt ofthis moneth of 

Nouemb. there aroſe a moſt terrible ſtorme or Hericano, that blew vp many great 

erees by che roots:the Warwich rhat brought theGouernor was caſt away, bur che 

Garland rid by her, ſaucd herſelfe by cucting downe her Maſts and nor long after 

a ſecond ſtorme, no leiſe violenc then che firſt, wherein che Mount Was 

aframe of wood builr by Maſter More for a Wurch-rowerto looke outro Sea, 

was blowne vp by the roots, and allthat Wincer crop of corne blafted : And thus 

wasthe new Gouernor GI ny _——_ 

With the beginning of che newyeerche began his firſt peece of fortification, The reforufyi 
ypon a Rocke Shich flankers the _ Caftle, and finding the ſhip called he tc Kings Cate, 
Treaſurer (tarke rotten and vnſeruiceable, hee rooke nine peeces of Ordinance 
from her to ſcruc other vics. The Garland for want of meanes , could not make 
her voiage to Uirginiaas ſhe was appointed, wherefore he entertained her to re+ 
turne to England, with all the Tabacco they had in theIle, It was lanuary before 
ſhe in which cimeſhce failed nor mucho haue beene ewice caſt 2way, 

But choſe ſtrange and vnauoidable miſchances, rather ſeemed ro quicken che 
Gouernors ;ndairy then ro dull ir.

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that part ſhe ſo neerely approached; ſore, Engliſh z bur the moſt, ſomc Dutch man 
of Warre : The wind blew to high, they duritnot ſend our a Boar, though they

cure ac cheir perills. Bur his Commiſſion was ſo good, he ftaied chere two mo- 
nerhs, and was ſo well fitted with Oile & Bacon, they were all glad and happy of 
chis Ducch Captaine Sconrexs arriuall, with many thanks to chair old friend Cap- 
taine Powel/that had conduQed him thither : the Colony being exceedingly in 
great want and diſtreiſe, bought the moſt part of it at reaſonable rates, ſo Cap- 
taine Scontan returned to the Weſt-Indies, and Captaine Powell for his parc in 
the Low-Countries, Whileſt theſe chings were in ation, che Aduencurers in

The Gouernor being clecre of choſe diſtrations, falls vpon the reftoring of 
che burnc Redoubc, where he cuts our a large new plac-forme, and mounts ſeuen 
great pecce of Ordnance vpon new cariages of » Now amongſt all thoſe 
croubles, it was nottheleaſt to bring the two Miniſters to ſubſcribero the Booke 
of Common Praier, which all the Biſhops in England could not doe. Findin 
ic high cime co attempt ſome conformitie, berhought himſelfe of the Licurgie 
Garnſey and Lerſe, wherein all choſe particulars they ſo much ftumbled ar, were 
omicted.

ſomeriines any they can procure to goe, ſuch vnſeruiccable people ſhould be re- 
curned back at their charge that ſent them,rather then be burdenſome to the poore 
Inhabicancs in the Hes. T he cthird,theneceſlary manning the Kings Caſtle, being 
the key of the Ile, that a gariſon of twelue able men ſhould bee there al watesre(1+ 
denc ; and 3000, eares of corne, and 1000. pounds of Tobacco payed them by 
che generalicy yeerely, as a penſion. The tourch,againſt the making vamarchan- 
rable Tobacco, and Officers ſ{worne co make cruetrials, & burne that was naughc, 
The fifr, inioyned the ereion of certaine publike bridges, and the maintenance 


of them. The ſixr, for a continuall ſupply of viRtuall for all che Forts, to bee pre= 


ſerued, till ſome great occaſion ro vſeic, The ſeuenth was, forewo fixed dayes g- 
uery yeerefor the Aſſiſes, Theeight, commands the making of high-waies, and 
prohibicingche paſſage ouer mens grounds and planccd fields, as well co preuene 
che ſpoyling of gardens, as conueniencie to anſwer any alarum. The ninch, for 
the preſcruing young tortoiſes and birds,that were carcleſly deſtroyed, Therenth, 
prouided againft vagabonds, & prohibitedrhe entercainement of other mens ſcr= 
uants. The cleuench,compelled the ſerting of a due quantiry of corne for euery ta- 
mily. Therwelfch,the carecorne being bg che keeping vp of gon: 
ery cill jr was paſt their reaches. The thirteenth, for che preſeruarion of ſuthciene 
fences,& againſt the felling of marked trees appointed for bounds. Thefourtcench, 
granted ro a leuy for a thouſand pound weighr of Tobacco, towards the paymene 
of publike workes, as the bridges and che mounc, The fifteenth, for the enioyning 
an acknowledgement and ion of all reclident Governcurs, and the warran- 
ring him to concinue, though his time be expired, cill che arriuall of a legicimace 
ſucceſſor from England, te prevent all vomect and preſumptuous eleftions, be- 
ſides it was deſired by petition in England, the new Gouernous ſhould live wo 
months as a private man after his arriuall, if his predeceſſor did ſtay fo long, the 
becter to learne and obſerue his courſe, And theſe arethe contents of thoſe fif 
teene Ats, applicd as you may perceiue : which the lawes of England could not 
take notice of, e every climate hath ſomewhar co it ſelfe in that kinde in par- 
ricularz for otherwiſe as ic is conceiued, it had beene a high impudency and pre- 
ſumprion to haue medled with chem, or indeed with any ſuch as theſe lawes, that 
had wich ſuch great judgement and iuſtice alwaics prouided for, : 

No ſooner was this bulineſſe oucr, but the Magezm ſhip is diſcouered,and that 
night came into the Harbour, buc in a very weake and lickly caſe, having caſt oucr

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age: howſocuer moſt of them, by the excellence ſalubricy of che aire, chen which 
the world hath nor a berter, (oone after recouered ; yer lome there were that diced 
eſencly afcer chey got aſhore, ic being cerrainly che quality of che place, cicher ro 
ill, or cure quickly, as che bodies are more or leile corrupced, By this ſhip che 
Company ſcura ſupply of cen perſons forthe generality, but of fuch bad condi- 
rion that ic ſcemed they had picked che Males our of Newgate, che Females from 
Bredewell: AscheGoucrnour found it his beft courſe,to grant our the women co 
ſuch as were fo greedy of wiues, and would necds hauc chem for berter for worſe ; 
and the en hce placed in the Kings Caſtle for ſouldiers, Bur this bad, weake, 
ſickly ſupply being diſperſed for their beſt relicte,by che much imploymeac of his 
boars in remoouing chem, many of his owne men becameinfeted, ſo that for 
ſome weekcs, they were nor able ro doc him any ſcruice ac all. Scrit inftrutions 
alſo chey brought tor che planting of Sugar cancs, for which che Iland being roc- 
kie and dry, is ſo vnproper,thar few as yerhaue beene ſeencero proſper : yer there 
arc others hold che contrary opinion, that chere is raine ſo nc lles are 
ſo moiſt, as producerhall cheir plancs in ſuch infinir abundance: there isno great 
reaſon to ſuſpett chis, wereierightly vſcd, more then the reſt. Sevemy chouland weight of 
weight of Tobacco being prepared cowards her fraughc, ſhererurned for England, Tybaceo. 
No fooner was ſhee gone then came in another, ſent by che Company and gene- 
ralcy,well conditioned, bur ſhee tailed nor much co haue beene caſt away amongſt 
thoſe dangerous & terrible rockszby her camealſo expreiſe command, they ſhould 
cncertaine no other ſhips,then were directly ſent from che Company : this cauſed 
mach grudgiag, and indeed a generall diſtration and exclamation among the 
Inhabirancs, co be thus conſtrained to buy what they wanted, and ſell what chey 
ad arwhat priceche Magazin pleaſed, and co debarre true men from comming 
rothem for trade or reliefe,that were daily receiucd in all the harbours in England. 
So long this ſhip ſtayed going for fraught and wages, the Maſter not caci w.

Thevay next dajes night after thearriuall of the Magazins ſhip, newes was 
brought the Governor by a diſmaicd MectTenger from Sands his Tribe, that one 
hundred Speniard: were landed in that part, and ders ſhips diſcoucred at Sea, 
whereupon he preſently manned the Forts, and inftantly made thicherward in 
_— with ewencie men, determining as he found cauſe ro draw together more 

rength by che way, Being px thither by the breake of che next day, in ſtead of 
an enemy which he expected, he mer onely with a company of poore diſtrelſed 
Portugal; and Spaniards, who in their pallage from Carthagena in the W:ſt- [ndier, 
in conſort with che Spaniſh fleet of Plait ; by the fame ſtorme that had indange- 
red the Magazin ſhip, loſt cheirs ypon choſeterrible Rocks, being co the —_—_ 
of ſeyenty perſons, were ſtrangely preferued z andthe manner was thus, 

About Sunne-ſer their ſhip beating amongſt che Rocks, ſome twenty of the 
Sailefs got intorhc Boar wich what goaſure they could, leauing che Captaine, che 
Maſter, and all the reſtto the mercyrof che Sea. Bur a Boy not paſt tourercene 
yeares of age that leaped after to hauc gor into the Boat, miſling that hope, ic 
pleaſed God he got vpona Cheſta drift by him, whercon they report heconci- 
nued two daies, and wasdriuen neereto the cleane contrary pare of the Ile, where 
he was taken yp necre dead, yer well recouered, All chis nightche ſhip cking 
faſt, che poore diſtreſſed in her che next day ſpying land , made a raft, and were 
thoſe gaue the alarum firſt a ſhore aboue three of the clocke in the after noone, 
The morning after, about ſeuen of the clocke came in the Boat to a place called 
XMangrone Bay ; and the ſame day their Carpenter was driven a ſhore vp- 
ona Planke neere Hog-Bay, There was a Gentlewoman that had ſtood wet vp 
toche middle vpon the raft from the ſhip to the ſhore, being big wich childe z 
and alchough chis was the chirteenth of Seprember , the cooke no hure, 
and was ſafely delivered of a Boy within three daics after, The beſt comfore 
could begiuen them in thoſe extremities they had, although ſome of che baſer 
ſort had beenerifling ſome of chem before the Gouernors arrivall : Alſo theSpas 
niſh Captaineand the chiete with him, much complained of che treachery of his 
mente leaue him in that manner , yer had conueyed with chem che molt of the 
money they could come by, which he eaſily miſſed ; whereupon hee ſuddenly 
cauſed all them he accuſed, to be ſearched, and recoucred to the value of one hun- 
dredand fortiepounds tarling,which hedeliuered into che Capraines hands,to be 
imploicd in a generall purſe cowards their general —_ during their ſtay in 
the les, ſome of the better ſort, nine or ten weeks diered at his owne table, the 


reft were billiced amongſt che [nhabirants at foure ſhillings che weeke, till chey 
found ſhipping for their paſſage, for which they paicd no more then che Engliſh 
paied themſclues , and for the paſſage of divers of them, the Gouerner was glad 
to ſtand bound to the Maſtery ſome others char were not able to procure ſuch 
friendſhip, were ſo conſtrained to ſlay in the lies, till by their labours they had got 

lo 
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ſo much as would tranſport chem z and chus they were preſerued, releeued, and 


delivered. 

In che moneth inſuing arriued che ſecond ſhip, and ſhe alſo had loſt her Maſter, 
and diuers of her Patlengers zin her came two Virginian Women to be married 
to ſome would hauc them, char after they were conucrred and had children, they 
mighe beſentco their Countrey and kindred to cwuilize them, Towards the end 
of this monech came in che third ſhip with a ſmall Magazin, hauing fold what 
ſhe could, caried the reſt to Virginia, and neuer did any of thoſe Patl-ngers com- 
plaine citcher of their good dier, or coo good vlage ar fea z but che cleave contrary 
ſtill oecalioned many of thoſe extremines. The fitt of Nouember the damnable 

of*the powder treaſon was ſolemnized, wich Praicrs, Sermons, and a great 
Feaſt, wherero theGouernor inuired the chicte of the Sp-miards, whe:e Sinking 
che Kings health, ic was honored with a quicke volly of ſmall ſhot, which was an- 
ſwercd trom the Forts with the great Ordnance, and then againe concluded with 
aſecond volley of ſmall ſhot z neither was the atternoone without mulicke and 
dancing, and at night many huge bone-fires of ſweer wood. 

The Spaniards to exprelſethcir thanktulneſſe at theirdeparture,made a deed of 

ift to che Goucrnor of wharſocuer he could recouer of the wracked(hip z but the 
thips as they went our came ſo dangerouſly vpona Rock, thatthe poore Spaniards 
were ſo diſmaied, ſwearing this place was ominous vnco them, eſpecially the 
women, that delired rather to goe aſhore and dic howſoecuer, than adventure any 
further in ſuch a labyrinch of dangers, but ac laft ſhe gor cleere without danger, 
and well co England ; the other went to Virginia, wherein the Gouernor ſenerwo 
great Cheſts filled with all ſuch kinds and ſorrs of Fruics and Plants as their 

lands had as Figs, Pomgranats, Oranges, Lemons,Sugar- canes, Plancanes, Po- 
tatoes, Papawes, Callado roots, red Pepper, the Prickell Peare, and che like. The 
ſhips chus diſparched, hee goeth inco the maine, and ſo ourto fea torhe Spaniſh 
wracke. He had beene there before preſently after her ruine, for ncucr had ſhi 
a more ſudden dcach, being wow ſplit in peeces all vnder wacer, He found (| 
| hopeto recouer any thing, ſauea Cable and an Anchor, and cwo good Sacars 

bur che wind was fo high hee was forced co recurne, being ten miles from the 
ſhore, onely with three Murderers, which were knowne to be the ſame Captaine 
Kendall had fold to Capraine Kerby, whoſe _ taken by ewo men of warrg 
of («thagena, the moft of his meuſlaine or hanged, and he being wounded, 
dicd in the woods. Now their Piloc being at this ſeruice, got thus thoſe three 
Murders to their ſhip, and their ſhip chus to che Bermudas, as the Spaniard; re+ 
maining related to the Gouernor and others. 

Hauing raiſed three ſmall Bulwarkes at Southhamprons Fort, with two Cur- 
taines, and two Rauilings, which indeed is onely the true abſolute peece of for- 
eification in che [lesz Chriſtmas being come, and the prefixed day of the Aﬀiiſe ; 
divers were whipped and burnt inthe hand,onely chreeyoung boyes for ſtealing 
were condemned, and at the very point of hanging repriued, The Gouerneur 
then ſent his Licucenanc all ouer the maine to diſtribute Armes to thoſe were 
found moſt fic ro vie them, & to giue order for cheir randezuous, which were han- 
ged vp inthe Church. About this time it chanced a pretty ſecrer to be diſcoue- 
ed to preſcrue their corne from the fly, or weauell, which did in a manner as 
much hurt as the rats, For the yeere before having made a Proclamarionghat all 
Carne ſhould begathered by a cerraine day, becauſe many lazy perſons ranne ſo 
after the ſhipsto ger Beere and Aquavite, for which they will giucany thing they 
haue, much had beene loſt for want of gathering. This yeare havinga very faire 
crop, ſome of the [nhabicants, none of che beſt husbands, haſtily gathered ir 
for feare of the penaltie, threw ic in great heaps into their houſes vnhusked, and 
ſo letirlic foure or hue moneths, which was thought would haue ſpoiledir 1 

where the good husbands husked ir, and wich much labour hung ic vp, where 
the Flics did ſo blow on it, they increaſed to ſo many Weauels, they _ 
——_ 
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complained of grear lotle z but choſe good fellowes that never cared bur from 
hand to mouch, made their boaſts, that noc agraineot theirs had beene couched 
nor hurt, there being no berter way to preſcrue 1c then by letting ir lie in 1s huske, 
and ſpare an infinite labour formerly had beene vicd. There were alſo very lucki- 
ly about this time found out diuers places of freſh water, of which many of che 
Forts were very deſticure, and che Church-wardens and Side-men were very bufic 
in corre&ing the prophaners of che Sabbath, Drunkards, Gameſters, and ſuch 
like. There came alſo from Virginia a (mall Barke wich many chanks forthe pre- 
ſents ſenc chem y much Aquauicz, Oile, Sacke and Bricks they brought in cx- 
change of more Fruits and Plants, Ducks, Turkics and Limeftone, of which ſhe 
had plenty, and ſo rerurncd, During the aboad of the ſtay of chis ſhip, che mari- 
age of one of the Virginia maidcs was conſummated with a husband fic for her,ac- 
ended wich more tlen one hundred gueſts, and allthe daincies for their dinner 
could be prouided z they made alſo anocher criall co fiſh for Whales, bur ir cooke 
po morectfcR chen the former : chis was done by the Maſter of the Vnginia ſhip 
thac profclſed much $kill chat way, bur hawng fraughced his ſhip with Lime- 
ſtone, with 20000, weight of Poraroes, and fuchchings as he defited, returned 
for Virginia, 

Aprill and May were ſpent in building a ſtrong new Priſon, and perfefting ſome 
of the Fortificarions, and by the labour of ewenty men in fourteene daies was got 
from che Spaniſh wracke fourc excellent good Sacres, and mounted them ac the 
Forrs. Then began the generall Aſſize, where nor fewer chen fifty civill, or rather 
vnciuill ations were handled, and twenty criminall priſoners broughtto the bar ; 
ſuch a mulcicude of ſuch vild people were ſent ro this Plantation, char he thoughc 
himfclte happy his time was ſo neere expired: three of the touleſt as were 
cheſe : che firſt forthe rape of a married woman, which was acquicred by a ſenſe- 
lefſe luryy the ſecond for buggering aSow, and thethird for Sodomy witha boy, 
for which they were hanged ; during the time of che impriſonment of chis Bug- 

erer of the Sow, a Dung-hill Cocke belonging rothe ſame man did continual- 
f haunt a FBge of hisalſo, andco the wonder of all chem thar ſaw it who wete 
many, did (o frequently tread the Piggees if it had beene one of his Hens, that 
the Pigge languiſhed and dicd within a while after, and then the Cocke reſorted 
ro the very ſame Sow (that this fellow was accuſed for) in che very ſame manner z 
and as an addition to all this, abourche ſame time rwo Chickens were hatched, 
che one whereof had ewo heads, the other crowed very loud and luftily within 
ewclue houres after it was our of che ſhell. A deſperare fellow being to bee ar- 
raigned for ſtealing aTurky, rather then he would endure his triall, ſecretly con- 
u himſclfc co Sea in aliccle Boar, and neuerfince was cuer heard of, nor is 
he cuer like ro be, without an exceeding wonder, little lefſe then a miracle. Tn 
June they made another criall about che Spaniſh wracke, and recovered another 
Sacre and a Murderer, alſo he cauſed co be hewed out of the maine Rocke a paire 
of large ſtaires for the conuenienc landing of goods and pallengers, a-worke 
much coche beauty and benefic of che rowne. Wirh twenty choſen men, andewo 
excellent Divers, the Gouernour wene himſelfe ro the wracke Warwick, bur chey 
could recoucr but one Murderer, from thence he went to the Sea-adventore, the 
wracke of Sir George Summers, the hull though two or chree fachomes in <8 
water, they found vnperiſhed and with much a doe weighed a Sacre, her ſhear 
Anchor, diuers barres of Iron and Pigs of Lead, which ſtood the Plantation in 
very great ſtead. Towards the end ot July he went roſeekefor a wracke they re- 
my lay vnder water with her hatches ſpiked vp, bur they could nor findeher, 

efrom the Spaniſh wracke lay there by they weighed chree faire Sacres more, 
and ſo returned c hche Tribes to Sainc Georges : ſome were alſo im I2 
to ſecke out beds of Oifſters for Pearle, ſome they found, ſome ſeed Pearle ey 
or, but our of one lictle ſhell aboucallchereft they gor abour 220, ſmall Pexrle, 

ſomewhac defectiue in cheir colour, 
The 
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Thercime of C:ptain Butlers gouernment drawing neere an end,the Colony pre- 
ſenced vnto him dwers grieuances, to intreat him to remember to the Lords and 
Company in England at his recurne: alſo they appointed wwoto be ioyned with 
him, with letters of credence co ſolicit in their behalfe choſe grieuances follow- 
ing: Firſt, c:cy were defrauded of the food of their ſoules : for being nor fewer 
then one thouſand and fiue hundred people, diſperſed in length ewenty miles, 
they had atthart preſent bur one Miniſter,nor neuer had but two,and they ſo ſhort- 
ned of their promiſes, that but onely for meere pity they would haue forſaken 
chem, Secondly, negleedin the ſafety of their ues by wants of all ſorts of mu- 
nition, Thirdly, they had beene cenſured contrary to his Maicfties Lawes, and 
notallowed them the benefic of their booke as they are in Eng/and, bur by Cap- 
taine Butler, Fourthly, they were fruſtrated of many of their couenants, and 
moſt extremely pinched and vndone by the extortion of che Magazine, for al- 
though their Tobacco was ſtinted bur at rwo ſhillings ſixpence the pound, yer 
they picched cheir commodities at what ratethey pleaſed, Fiſchly,rtheir facherletle 
children are left in little better condition then ſlaues, for if their Parents die in 
debr,cheir children are made as bondmen till the debr be diſcharged:theſe things 
being perfeed,there grew a great queſtion of one Heriot for plotting of faftions 
and abuſing the Gouernour, for which he was condemned _ his eares, yer he 
was vſed ſo fauourably he loft but the part of one in all. 

By this time ic being growne paſt the wonted ſeaſon of the comming in of ſhips 
from England, afcera generatflonging and expectation, eſpecially of the Gouer- 
nour, whoſe Commithon bcing neere vpon expiration, gaue him cauſe co wiſh 
for a meaneof deliuecrance ftroin fo troubleſome and thanklefſe an imploimenc 
as he had hicherto found it z a ſaile 15 diſcouered, and long it was not before ſhee 
arrivedin the Kings Caſtle-Harbour:chis Barke was ſer out by two or three pri- 
uate men of the Company, and having landed her ſupplics, wasto goe forFirgi- 
ia z by her che Gouernour received cercaine aduertilements of the carriage and 
behauiour of the Spaniards, which he had relicucd as you hauc heard the yeac 
before z that quice conerary both to his merit, their vow, and his owne expetta- 
tion, they nol clamours againſt him, the which being ſeconded by the Spaniſh 
Amballadour, cauſed che State co fall in examination about it z whereupon ha- 
uing fully cleared their ingratefulnelle and S——_ and being alured of the 
choice of a ſucceſſor thag was ro be expeRted within fue or ſix weekes 5 hee was 
dclirous to take the opportunity of this Barke, and to viſit the Colony in UVirgi- 
ia in his returne for England: leauing the gouernment to Captaine Felgar, 
Caprtaine Stokes, Maſter Lewis Hewes, Maſter Nedow and Maſter Ginner, but now 
hiscime being fully expired, and the fortifications finiſhed, pz, The Xings Ca- 
file wherein were mounted vpon ſufficient Plarformes (ixccene peece of Ord- 
nances: In Charles Fort two;zIn Southampton Fort fue, betwixt which and the Ca- 
file paſſech the Chanell into the Harbour, ſecured by three and twenty peeces of 
good arrillcry to play vpon it, In CompersIleis Pembrocks Fort, wheres two Pee- 
ces. The Chanell of Saint George is guarded by Smiths Fort, and Pagirs Forr, 
in which is cleuen peece of Ordnance. Saint George crowne is halfe a league with- 
in the Harbour, commanded by Warwicks Forr, wherearethree great Peeces,and 
'on the Wharfe before the Gouernours houſe eight more, beſides the warning 
Peece by the mount,and three in Saine Katharine:sgſo thatin all there areren For- 
rre(ſes and two and fifry pecces of Ordnance ſufficient and ſeruiceable : their 
formes and ſicuations you may ſce more plainlicr deſcribed in the Map and to 
defend choſe, he lefr one thouſand five hundred perſons with neere a hundred 
boars, andthe Ile well repleniſhed with ſtore of ſuch fruics, prouiſions and Poul- 
try, as is formerly related y yer for ſo departing and other occaſions, much diffe- 
rence hath beenc berwixt him and ſome of the Company, as any of his Prede- 
cellors, which I racher wiſh were reconciled, then co be a reporter of ſuch vopro- 
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For 
Till trechery and faltion, and auarice be yone, 
Till enny and ambition, andbackbiting be none, 
Tull prrixry and idlene ſſe and intury be ont, 
And trady till that _— worſt of all that roaty 
Unleſſe thoſe viſes bamſht be, what ener Fort; you bane, 
A hundred walls togetber put will not bane power to ſane, 


Maſter Tohn Barnard ſent to be Gouernour. 


O ſupply this place was ſent by the noble aduencurers Jobn Bernard, a 
eman both of good meanes and q aliry, who arrived within eight 

daics after Butlers departure with rwollups, and abour one hundred and 

forty paſſengers wich armes and all ſorts of munition and other provili- 
ons ſufficiene, During thetime of his life which was but ſix weekes 1n refor- 
ming all chings he found defetive, he ſhewed himſelfe ſo iudiciall and induſtri- 
ous as gaue greac ſatisfaQion, and did generally promiſe vice was in great dan- 
gerto be ſuppreſſed, and verrue and the Plantation much aduanced;buro ic hap- 
ned chat both he and his wife died in ſuch ſhorr time they were both buried in one 
day and one grave, and Maſter /obr Harriſon choſen Gouernour till further order 
camcfrom England. 


What bapned in the gouernment of Maſter lohn Harriſon. 


Hey are ſtill much croubled with a great ſhort worme that deuours their 

Plants in the night, bue all che day chey lie hid in the ground,and chough 

early in che morning they kill ſo many, they would thinke thete were 

no more, yer the next morning you ſhall finde as many, The Care pil- 
lers to their fruirs are alſo as pernicious, and che land Crabs in ſome places arc as 
chicke intheir Borowes as Conies in a Warren, and doe much hurt, belides 
all chis, chere hapnedchis yeere a very heauy diſaſter, for a ſhip wherein chere 
had beene much ſwearing and blaſpheming vſed all the voyage, and landed whar 
ſhe had to leaue in thoſe Iles, iouially froliking in their Cups and Tobacco, 
by accident fired che Powder, that at the very inſtant blew vp che great Cabin, 
and ſore one way and ſore another, ir is a wonder ro thinke how they could 
bee ſo blowne our of the gun-roome into the Sea, where ſome were taken v 
liuing, fo pirifully burned, cheir lives were worſe then ſo many deaths,ſome died, 
ſome lived, bur cighteene were leſt ar this farall blaſt, che ſhip alſo immediacl 
ſunke with chreeſcore barrels of mcale ſent for Virginia, and all the other provid 
on in her was thus loft. 

Nowto conſider howthe Spaniards, French, and Dutch, haue beeneloft and 
preſerued in thoſe inuincible les, yer never regarded chem bur a3 monuments ef 
miſeries, though at this preſenc they all defireckem z How Sir Thomas Gates, and 
Sir George Summer: being ready to linkein the ſea wereſaued, what an incredible 
abundance of viuall they found, how it was firſt planced by the Engliſh, the 
ſtrange increaſe of Rars,and their ſudden deparrure, the five men came from Eng. 
land in a boat, the eſcape of Hilhard, ms reſt of choſe accidents there hap- 
ned, a man would thinke it a tabernacle of miracles, andthe worlds wonder,thac 
from ſuch 2 Paradiſe of admiration who would chinke ſhould ſpring ſuch won- 
ders of afflitions as are onely fit to be ſacrificed vpon the higheſt altars of ſor. 
row, thus to be ſer the higheſt Pinacles of content, and preſently throwne 
downeto the loweſt degree extremity, as you ſce haue beene the yeerely ſuc« 
ccedings of thoſe Plancations z the which ro ouerceme, asit isan incomparable 
honour, ſo ir cn be no diſhonour if a man doe miſcarry by vnfortunare accidengs 
in ſuch honourable ations, the which renowne and vertue to actaine hath 


caulcd 


cauſed ſo many attempts by divers Nations beſides ours, cuen to paſſe through 
the very amazement of aducntures. Vpon the relation of this newes the 
Company hath ſent one Capraine #o9dhowſe, a Gentleman of good repure and 
preat experiencein the warres, and no lefTe prouident then induſtrious and va- 
1ant 2 then rerurned reporr, all goeth well chere. 1c is coocrue, in the abſence of 
che noble Treaſurer, Sir Edward Sackvill, now Earle of Dorſet, there hauc beene 
ſuch complaines berwixtthe Plancers and the Company, that by command the 
Lords appointed Sir Thomas Smith againe Treaſurer,thar ſince then according to 
their order of Court ke is alſo cleted, where now we muſt leaue them allo their 
good forcune and ſuccelle, till we heare further of their fortunate proceedings.

Bur becauſe ir was ſo mountainous, rocky and full of Iles, ſew 
haue aduencured much to crouble it, but as is formerly related 4 norwichſtan- 
ding, that honourable Patron of yerrue, Sir /obn Popham, Lord chiefe [uſtice of 
England, in the yeere 4606. procured meanes and men to poſlelle ic, and ſenc 
Capraine George Pophans for Preſident, ys Rawley Gilbert for Admirall, 
Captainc Edward Harlow mafter ofrhe Ordnance, Captaine Robert Dan Sar- 
geant-Maior, Captaine Elis Beſt Marſhall, Mafter Seaman Secretary, Capraine 
James Dani tobe Capiine of theForr, Maſter Gome Carew chicte Searcher ; all 
thoſe wereof the Councell, who with ſome hundred more were to ſtay in the 
Country : they ſer ſaile from Phmoth che laſt. of May, and fell with Aonabigen 
che cleucach of Auguft. Ar Sagadabock g, or 10. leagues ſourhward,they planced 
themſclues ac the mouth ofa faire nauigable River, bur the coaſt all chereabours

Norwichſtanding, the right Honourable Hewry Earle of Sourh-hampron and 
thoſe ofthe Ile of Wight, imploicd Capraine Edward Harkw to diſcouer an. Ile 
ſuppoſed about Cape C9, bur cheytound their plors had much abuſed them, for 
falling with Monebigar, they found onely Gape Cod no [le bur che maine, there 
they derained three Saluages aboord chem, called Zechmg, /Mpnoper agg "R 
nimne, but Pechmo leapt ouer board, and got afvay ; and not long after +8

lived many yeeres in England wenta Souldierto the warres of Bohemia, Ar (4+ 
awe they tooke Coneconam and Epenow, bur the people at eAgawom vied them 
kindly, ſo with fiue Saluages they returned for Englerd, yer Sir Frarcu Pophans 
ſent divers times one Capraite Williams ro Monahryan onely to trade and make 
core fiſh, burfor any Plantations there was no more ſpeeches, For all chis, as 1 li- 
ked Virginia well, though nor their proceedings, ſol deſired alſoro ſee this coun- 
ery, and ſpend ſome time in trying whar I could finde for all thoſe ill rumors ard 
diſaſters. From the relationrof Capt aine Edward Harlow and divers others, 

In the month of Aprill x6 14. at the charge of Capt, Marmaduke Roydon,Capr, 
George Langam,M'. Tobn Buley and M\ Williers Skelton,wicth wo ſhips from Lon- 
dow, | chanced roarriue at Monabigen 2n Ileof America, in 434, of Northerly 
latirude: our plot was thereto take Whales,for which we had one Sammne/ Cram- 
row and divers others —_ in tharfaculry,& alſo comakerriallsofa Mine of gold 
& copper; if choſe failed, Fiſh and Furs werethen our refuge ro make our ſelucs ſa- 
uers howſocuer : we found this Whale-fiſhing a coſtly conclufion, we faw many 
and ſpene much time in chafing them, bur could not kill any. They being a kinde 
of Iwbarter,and not the Whale that yeelds Fins and Oile as we expeted ; for our 

old ir was rather the Maſters deuicero ger a voyage that proiefted it, then any 
he had ar all of wy ſuch matter; Fiſh and Furs were now our guard, & 
by ourlare arrivall and long lingring sbout the Whale, the prime of both thoſe 
ſeaſons were paſt ere wee med it, wee chinking chat their ſeaſons ſerued 
at all cimes, bur we found it otherwiſe, for by the midCeſt of /«xe che Fiſhing 
failed, yet in [ly and «Augeft fome were taken, butnor ſufficient to defray 
ſo grear a charge as our ſtayrequired: of dry fiſh we made abour forty thouſand,of 
Cor-fiſh abour ſeven thouſand. Whileſt theSailers fiſhed, my ſelfe with eight 
others of chem might beſt bee ſprred, ranging the Coaft in a ſmall Boar, we 
got for trifles neere eleven thouſand Bever skinnes , one hunered Martins, 
as many Otrers, and themoſt of them within che diſtance ofewenty leagues : we 
ranged the Coaft both Eaſt and Weſt much further, bur Eaſtward our commod:.

cauſe atchis tive I had raken a draught of che Coaſt, and called it New England, 
yerſolong he and his Conſorts drowned that name with the Eccho of Cannaday, 
and ſome other ſhips from other parrs alſo, that ypon this good rerurne the nex: 
ycere wentthicher, char ac laſt I preſented chis Diſcourſe with the Map, to our 
woſt gracious Prince Charles, humbly intreating his Highneſſe hee would pleaſe 
to change their barbarous names for ſuch Engliſh, as poſteritic might ſay Prince 
Charles was their God-fatber, which for your berrer vnderſtanding boch of 
this Diſcourſe and che Map, peruſe chis Schedule, which will plainly ſhew you ths 
corteſpondency of the old names to thenew, as his Highnelle named them.

Shoules of Cape /«wes, t5 rhey were informed by a Saluage called Epenew thac 
having deluded ch a4 it ſeems thus ro get home, ſeeing they kept him aza priſoner 
in his owne Coy , and before his triends, being a man of ſogreata ſtature, he 
was ſhewed vp and © London for money 25 « wonder, and it ſeemes of no 
leiſe evurage and authoririe, then of wit, ſtrengrh, and proportion: for ſo well he 
had contrived his buſineſe, as many reported he intended co have ſurpriſed che 
ſhip, bur ſeeing ir could nor be effefted ro his liking, before chem all he leaped 
ouer-boord. Mny ſhot they made at him, thinking they had ſlainchim, bur ſo 
refoluce they were to recoutr his body, the maſter of the ſhip was wounded, and 

of his company; And thus they loft him,& not knowing more what co do, 

d againeto f«g/and with nothing, which ſo had diſcouraged all your Weſt 
Countrey men, they neicher regarded much their promiſes, and as lictle either 
meor the Countrey, till they ſaw the London ſhips gone and mcin Phmerh accors 
ding to my promiſe, as hereafter ſhall berelaced. 

I muſt confelle I was behulden to the fetrers forth of the foure ſhips that went 
with {onper, in char they offered me that imploiment if I would acceptic ; and 
I finde ſtill my refvſall incurred ſome of their diſpleatures, whoſe love and fa- 
uourl exceedingly deſired z and chough they doe cenſure me oppolice co their 
proceedings, they ſhall ye: ſtill in all my words and deeds finde, it is their error, 
not mn, thar occaſions their diſlike : for hauing ingaged my ſelfe in chis buſi- 
nelſe to the Weſt Counrrey, 1 had beene very diſhoneſt ro haue broke wy pro- 
miſe, nor will I ſpend more time in diſcovery or fiſhing, till I may goe with a 
Company for a Plancation ; for I know my grounds, yer eucry one ro whom I 
tell chem, or chat reads chis Booke, cannor put it in prattiſe, though it may helpe 
any that hach ſeene or not ſeene to know much of thoſe parts: And though they 
endeuour to worke me out of my owne defignes, I will not much enuy their for- 
runes : bur | would be ſorry their intruding ignorance ſhould by their defailments 
bring thoſe certaincies to doubctulneſle, &o chat the buſinefſe proſper | have my 
deſire, be ir by whomſocuer that are true ſubicRts to our King and Countrey : the 
good of my Countrey is that I ſeeke, and there is more then enough for all, if 
they could becontented. 

New England is that partof Aweric« in the Ocean Sea, oppolitero Nowe Ale 
biom in the Sourh Sea, diſcouered by che moſtmemorable Sir Francis Drake in his 
Voyage about the world, in regard whereof this is ſiled New England, being 
in the ſame latitude New France of it is Northwards, 4” wh is Virgina, 
and allche adioyning continene with new Granado, new Spaixe, new Audelofa, 
and che W:ſt-Indies, Now becauſe I haue beene fo ofc asked ſuch ſtrange queſti- 
ons of the goodneſle and greatnelle of thoſe ſpatious Trafts of hendhon they 
can be chus long vnknowne, or not polſetled by the Spaniards, and many fuch 
like demands 1 intreat your pardons if I chance co be too plaine or cediousin ree 
lating my knowledge for plaine mens ſatisfaftion. 

Florida is the next adioyning to the /ndies, which vnproſperouſly was arremp- 
ted co be planced bytheFrench, a Countrey farre bigger chen England, Scotland, 
Prance and Ireland, yer little knownerto any Chriſtian, but by che wonderfull en- 
deuours of Ferdinendo de Soto, a valiant Spaniard, whoſe writings in this age is 
the beſt guide knowne to ſearch thoſe pares. | 

Uirgmiaisno [le as many doe imagine, bur part of the Continent adioyning 
to Florids, whoſe bounds may be ſtretched ro the magnicude thereof , withoue 
offence to any Chriſtian Inhabirant, for from the _ ot thirrie ro forty eighr, 


his Maieſty hath now calarged his Lerters Parenes, — 
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weſt and Norch-caft about (ixteene or ſeuenteene hundred miles, but to follow 
ic aboord che ſhore may well be chreethouſand miles at che leaſt : of which ewen- 
riemiles is the moſt giues entrance intothe Bay of Chiſapeacke, where is the Lon- 
don Plancation, wichin which is a Countrey, as you may percciue by the Map, 
of thatlictle ] diſcouered, may well ſuthce chree hundred thouſand people to in- 
habit : bur of ir, and the diſcoueries of Sir Ra/ph Laine and Maſter Herwt, Cap- 
raive Goſuold, and Capraine Waymonth, they hauc wric fo largely, that poſtericie 
may be bercered by the fruits of their labours. Bur for diuers ochers chat haue 
ranged thoſe parts (ince, eſpecially this Countrey nowcalled New England, with- 
in a kenning ſomerimes of cheſhore z ſome rouching is one place, ſome in ano- 
cher ; I muſt increat chem pardon me tor omicring chem, or it I offend in ſaying, 
that cheir cruedeferiprions were concealed, or neuer were well obſerued, or died 
with the Authors, ſo chat che Coaſt is yer ſtill bur euen as a Coaſt vaknowne and 
vndifcouered,[ haue had (ix or ſeucn ſeuerall plors of choſe Norcherne parts,ſo vn- 
like eachro other, orreſemblance of the Country, as they did me no more good 
chen ſo much waſte paper, chough they coſt me more, ic may bee it was noe my 
chancero ſee the beſt ; but leſt ochers may be decciued as I was, or through dan- 
gerous ignorance hazard chemſelues as I did, ] haue drawne a Map from point ro 
poinr, Ileco [le, and Harbour co Harbour, wich the Soundings , Sands, Rocks, 
and Land-markes, as Ipatled cloſe aboord the ſhore in alictle Boat; although 
there bee many things to bee obſerued, which the haſte of other affaires did 
cauſe metro omit : for being ſent more to gerpreſent Commodities, then know- 
ledge of any diſcoueries for any future good, I had not power to ſearch as [ 
would ; yer it will ſerueto direR any ſhall gotrchat waies co ſafe Harbours and che 
Saluages habicacions : what Merchandize and Commodities for cheir labours 
they may finde, this following diſcourſe ſhall plainly demonſtrace, 

Thus you may ſce of theſe three thouſand miles, more then halfe is yer vn- 
knowneto any purpoſe, no not ſo much as the borders of the Sea are yer cer- 
rainly diſcouered : as for the goodneſſe and true ſubſtanceof che Land, we are for 
moſt part yeraltogecher ignorantof chem, vnlelle ic be choſe parts about the Bay 
of Chiſapeack and Sagadabock, but onely here ahd there where we haue couched 
or ſeenealictle, the n. ges of thoſe Jarge Dominions which doe ſtretch chemſclues 
intothe maine, God doth know how many thouſand miles, whereof we can yer 
no more iudge, then a ſtranger char ſailerh berwixe England and France, can de- 
ſcribe che harbours and dangers by landing here or there in ſome Riuer or Bay, 
rellthereby che goodnelle and ſubſtance of Spaine, [taly, Germany , Bobenna, 
Hungaria, and the reſt z nay, there are many haue liued fortic yeeres in London, 
and yet haue ſcarce beene ten miles out of the Citie : ſo are chere many haue beene 
in Virginia many yeeres, and in New England many times, that doe know lictle 
more then the place they doe inhabit, or the Pore where they filhed, and when 
they come home, they will vndertake they know all Uirgiziaand New England, 
aSit they were but ewo Pariſhes or little Ilands. By this you may perceive how 
much they erre, thatthinke cuery one that hath beene in Yirginia or New Eng- 
land, vnderſtandeth or knoweth what either of chem are ;z Or that the Spaniards 
know one halfe quarter of thoſe large Territories they poſlefle, no not ſo much 
as the rue circumference of Terra incognita, whoſe large Dominions may equa- 
lizeche goodnelle and greatneſle of America for any thing yet knowne, t: is 
ſtrange with what ſmall power he doth range in the Eaft-/ndies , and few will 
vnderſtand thetruth of his ſtrength in America : where hauing ſo much to keepe 
with ſuch a pampered force, they need nor greatly feare his fury in Sommer les, 
Virginia, or New England, beyond whoſe bounds America doth ſtretch many 
thouſand miles, Into the frozen parts whereof, one Maſter Hat/on an Engliſh 
Mariner, did make the greateſt diſcoveric of any Chriſtian I know , where hee 
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vnforrunacely was left by his cowardly Company, for his exceeding deſerts, to - 


end and dic a moſt miſerable death, 
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For Africa, had not the induſtrious Portwgals ranged her vaknowne parts, 
who would hauc ſought for wealch amongſt choſe fried Regions of blacke bruriſh 
Negars, where notwithſtanding all cheir wealch and admirable aduentures and 
endeuours more then one hundred and fortie yeeres, they know not one third 
partof thoſe blacke habications. Bur it is nota worke for euery one to manage 
ſuch an affaire, as make a diſcouery and plant a Colony, it requires all the beſt parts 
of arr, judgement, courage, honeſty, conſtancy, dil:gence, and induſtry, to doe 
bur neere well ; ſome are more proper for one thing then another, and therein 
beſt co be imploicd : and nothing breeds more contulion then nuſplacing and 
miſimploying men in cheir vndertakings. Columbus , Conrtes, Pitz.ara, Zoto, 
Magilanrwa, and thereit ſerued more then a Prentiſhip , ro learne how to begin 
their moſt memorable artempes in the Weſt-Indres, which to the wonder of all 
ages ſuccelſeſully they effefted, when many hundreds of others farreabouechem 
in the worlds opinion, being inſtrufted bur by relation, came to ſhameand con- 
fuſion in ations of ſmall moment, who doubtlelle in other matters were both 
wiſe, diſcreet, generous and couragious, I ſay not this ro derratt any thing from 
their incomparable merits, bur ro anſwer thoſe queſtionlelle queſtions, that keepe 
vs backe from imitating the worchinelle of their brave ſpirirs, rhac aduanced 
themſclues from poore Souldicrs ro great Capraines, their poſterity co great 
Lords, their King to be one of che greateſt Pocencares on earch, andche fruics of 
their labours his greateſt power, glory, and renowne.

ſaaranackh, &c, To theſearealied in confederacy, the Countries of Anceciſco, Ac- 
computicia, Paſſataquack, Aggawom, and Naemkeck: All theſe for any thingT 
could perceive, differ lictlein language, faſkion, or gouernment, though moſt of 
them be Lords of themſclues, yer they hold the Buſhabes of Penobſcor, the chieke 
and | pans amongſt them, 

The next I can remember by name, are Mattahnnts, two pleaſant Iles of

of Mullic, Baſes, and digers other ſorrs of ſuch excellent fiſh as many as cheir Net 


preiled ; we for the maſt part had little bur bread and Vinegar, and thovgh the

what ſo truly ſures with honour and honeſty, as the diſcoucring things we

For example : Rowe, what made her ſuch 7 Monar« 
chelle, but cnely che aduentures of her youth, not in riots at home, buc in 
dangers abroad, andche iuſtice and tudgement our of their experiences when 
they grew aged z whar, was their ruine and hurt bur chis, the excelle of idle- 
ncile, the fondnelle of parents, the wane of experiencein Maiettrates, the ad- 
miration of. their vndeſcrutd honours, the concempr of true merit, their vniuft 
iealoulies, their policike incredulities, their hypocricicall ſeeming goodneſſe and 
their deeds of (ecrer lewdncile, finally in fine, growing onely torma!l rempo- 
riſts, all that their Predecelſors got in many yeeres they loſt in a few daics: thoſe 
by chcir paines and vertues became Lords of the world, they by their caſe and 
vices became (laucs to their ſeruancs; this'is the difference Berwixe che vſe of 
arme$ in che ficld, and on themonuments of ſtones, the golden age and the lea- 
den age, proſpericy and miſery, iuſtice and corruption, ſubſtance and ſha- 
dowes , words and deeds, expericnce and imagination , making common 
weales, and marting common weales, che ftuirs of vercue, and che concluſiong 


Then who (yould liue at home idly, or thinkein kimſelſe any worth to liue, 
pnely to car, drinke and ſleepe, and fo dic or by conſuming that catclefly, his

Ir would be a Hiſtory of a large volume, to recire the adventures of the Sps- 
wmiards and Portwgalt, cheir affroncs anddefears, their dangers and miſeries z which 
with ſuch incompanble honor, and conſtantrefolurion, ſo tarre beyond beleefe, 
they have atrempred and indured in their diſcoueries and planrations, as may 
well condemne vs of roo much imbecillicie, ſlorh,and negligence, yerthe Authors 
of rheſe new inventions were held as ridiculous for a long rime, asnow are others 
that doe bur ſceke ro imirate their vnparalleld vertues, and though we ſee daily 
their mountaines of wealth ( ſprung from the Plants of cheir generous indeuours) 
yeris our ſenſualitic and yntowardnelle ſuch,& fo great, that we either ignorancly 
beleeue nothing, or ſo curiouſly conteſt , ro prevent we know not what future 
events z that we either ſonegle&t, or oppreſle and diſcourage the preſent, as wee 
ſpoile all in che making, crop all in the blooming ; and building vpon faireSand 
rather then ypon rovgh Rocks, iudge hwelibwnes gouerne that wee haue 
nor, feare that which 15 not zand for teare ſome ſhould doe too well, force ſuch a» 
gainftrheir wils co be idle, or as ill. And who is hee hath judgement, courage, 
and any induſtry or qualiry with vnderſtanding,will leaue his Country, hishopes

Edward Chamber: the Maſter, lob» Miller his Mate, Thomas Digby the 
Pylot, and diuers others importuned him to yeeld 5 much (maggering 
wee had wich them, more then che Pirars, who vpon ſuch faire 
conditions as wedelired, which if they broke, he vowed co ſinke rather then be 
abuſed. Strangethey choughrir, that a Barke of chreeſcore cuns with foure guns 
ſhould ſtand vpon ſach termes, they being eighrie Sea-men, in an excellence 
ſhip of one hundred and forrie tuns,and thirty ſix caſt Peeces and Murderers: But 
when they knew our Captaine, ſo many of them had beene his Soultiers, and 
they bur lately runne from Tx», where they had ftoIne this ſhip, wanced vifuall, 
and in combuſtion amongſtrhemſclues, would have yeeldedall to his proceftion, 
or wafted vs any whicher : butthoſe mytinies occaſioned vsto reietheir offer, 
which afterward we all repented, For at Fiel we met ewo French Pirzr, the one 
of rwo hundred tuns, the other thirty :ns dif] would cauſe our mutiners 
fight, till che 7 to blow vp theſhip rather then yeeld, till hee had 
ſpent all his powder : ſo chat cogether by the eares we went, and at laſt gor cleere 
of them forall their ſhot, At Flowers we were againe chaſed with foure French 
men of warre, the Admiral! one hundred and forcie tuns, and ninety men well 
armed, thereſt good ſhips, and as well prouided : much partly we had, but vow- 
ing they were Rochiler;,and had a Commiſſion from the King onely ro ſecure crue 
men,and take Portagals, Spaniards, and Pirats, and as they requeſted, our Cap- 
raine went to ſhew his Commiſſion, which was vnder the broad Seale, bur nei- 
therit nor their yowes they ſo much reſpedted, bur they kept him , rifled our 
ſhip, manned her wich French men, and diſperſed vs amongſt their Fleet: wichin 
five or fix daies they were increaſed to eight or nineſaile. Arlaſt chey ſurrendred 
vs our ſhip, and meſt of our proviſions, the cron le the next day 
co ſupply, and did.

Thenexc wee tooke was a ſmall Engliſh man of Poole from New found land: 
the grear Cabben at this preſent was wy priſov, from whence I could ſee chem 
pillage cheſe men of all chat they had, and halfe their fiſh ; when hee was 
gong; they fald his poore clothes at the maine Maft by 2n out-cry, which ſcarce 
gaie each man ſcuen pence a _ at ; 5 
Not long after wetooke a Scot fraught from Saint CHichaels to Briſtow, he had 
berter forrune chen the other z for having but taken a Boars loading of Sugar, 
Marmelade, Suckets, and ſuch like, we deſcricd foure faile, afrer whom we ftood, 
who forli ir maine Sailes arrended vs to fight, bur our French ſpirits were 
content onely ro perceiue _—_— Engliſh red Crotſes. Within a very ſmall 
time afrer wee chaſed 4. Spaniſh ſhips chat came from the /ndies, we fought with 
chem foure or fiue houres, tore their failes and (ides wich many a ſhot berwixe 
wind and weather, yer not daring to boord them, loft chew, tor which all the 
Sailcrs cucr after hated the Capraine as a profelled coward. 

A poore Caruill of Braſile was the next wee chaſed ; and after a ſmall fghe, 
thincene or ſourctecne of her men being wounded, which was the berter halſe, 
werooke het with three hundred and ſeucnty cheſts of Sugar, one hundred hides,

next morning we all ſer ſaile for France, and that nighe we were ſeparated from 
the Admirall and the rich priſe by a ſtorme, Within ewo daies after wee were 
hailed by ewo Weſt-/ndies men : buc when they ſaw vs waifechem for the Kin 
of France, they gaue vs their broad ſides , ſhot thorow our maine Maſt , 
ſoleft vs, Hauing lived now this Summer amongſt choſe French men of warre 
with much adoe wearriued arthe Gulion, norfarre from Rotchell: wherein ſtead 
of the great promiſes they alwaies fed me with, of double ſacisfaQion and full 
content, and tenne chouſand Crownes was generally concluded [ ſhould haue z 
they kept me fiue or (ix daies Priſoner in the Caruill, accuſing me to be hethar 
burne their Coleny in New Fraxce, to force me to giuethem adiſcharge before 
the Iudge of the Admiraltie, and ſtand to their courtelies for ſacisfattion , or 
lie in priſon, or « worſe miſchiefe ; Indeed this was in the time of combuſtion,

In this voyage Edward Reweroft, alias Stallings, a va- 
liant Souldier, that had beene wich me in Virginie, and was with me alſo when 
I was berrayed by the French, was ſcncagaine in thoſe ſhips, and having ſome 
wrong offered him there by a French man, hetooke him, and as he writ co me, 
went with him co Virginie with fiſh, to trade wich them for ſuch commodities as 
they might ſpare: he had notpaſt ten or ewelue men,and knew both choſe coun.

by che way we ſaw many Vines,Saxctras, haunts of Deere & Fowle,and ſome fitty 
Acres of plaine ground had beene planted by the Indians, where were ſome of 
their graucs z from chence we followed a path that brought vs through chree or 
foure fields that had bin plantedthat yecre 3 in one graue wedigged, we found a 
basker or two of Indian Corne, ſo much as we could carry wetooke with vs, the 
reſt we buricd as we found it, and ſo proceeded to the place we intended, bur we 
found ir not ſuch a Harbour as we expected z and fo we returned, cill che night 
cauſed vs take vp our lodging vnder a tree, whereic rained (ix or ſeuen houres : 
the next morning as we wandred, we palled by a tree, where a yourg ſprig was 
bowed downe ouer a bough,and ſome Acornes ſtrewed vnder it, which was one 
of their Gins wa catch a Deere, and as we were looking at it, Bradford was ſud- 
denly caught by che leg in anooſed Rope,made as artificially as ours z as we palled 
we ſea leaſeot Bucks,ſprung ſome Partriges, and great flocks of wilde Geeſeand 
Ducks, and ſo we returned well wearicd to our ſhip, 

Maſter [ones our Maſter with foure and thirty men, alſo went vp and downein 
the froſtand ſnow, two or three daics in the extremity of the cold, bur could 
Gndeno harbour; only among the old ow we got ſome ten buſhels of Corne, 
ſome Beanes, and a bottle ot Oile 3 and had we nor thus haply found ic, we had 
had no Corne for ſcede, ſo that place we cuer called Corne-hilly the next day Ma» 
ſer /ones with the Corne and our weakeſt men returned to the Ship, bur cigh- 
tecne of vs quartered cherechat night, and in the morning following the paths, 
wee found 1n the Snow in a field a greater hill or grave chen che rett, dig- 
ing 1c wee found firſt a Mar, vnder that a boord three quarters long, painted 
and carucd with three Tyns at the top like a Croner,berweenethe Mars alſo were 
Bowles, Traics and Diſhes and ſuch traſh, atlengih we found a faire new Mar, 
and vnder tharrwo bundles, the one biggar the other lele z in the greacer wee 
found a grear quantity of fine red powder like a kinde of imbalmement, and yecl- 
ded aſtrong bur no offenliue ſmell, with the bones and skull of a man chat had 
fine yellow haire ſtill on ic, and ſome of the ficſh vaconſumed, a Knife, a Pack- 
needle, and two orthree old [ron things was b« und vp in a Salers canuaſe Caſ- 
ſocke, alſoa paire ofcloch Breeches z in che lefle bundle we found likewiſe of the 
ſame powder, and the bones and head of a lictle childe z abourchelegs andocher 

arts of it was bound ſtrings and braflets of white beades, there was alſo a lictle 
ay ſome other odde knacks,the prerrieſt we rooke, and coucred againe the 
corps as they were: not farre from thence weretwo of their houſes, where were 
a great deale of their miſerable houſhold ſtuffe, which we left as wee found, and 
ſo returned to our Boar, andlay aboord chat night. 

Many arguments we had co make here our Plantation or not ; in the [ntrim, Mi- 
ftris #hite was brought to bed of a young ſonne, which was called Perigrine: 
and a Sailer ſhooting at a Whale, his ppece flew in peeces ſtocke and all, yet he had 
no hurt, A fooliſh boy diſcharging his fachers peece hard by halfe a barrell of 
Powder, and many pcople by it, ic pleaſed God it eſcaped firing, fo that no hure 
was done. 

But co make amore certaine diſcouery whereto ſeat our ſelves, Captaine Sran- 
diſb, Miſter (\anjier, Pillian Branford, Edward Winſloe, Tobn Tilly, Edward Tilly, 
with divers others to the number of ſeuenteene, vpon the lixt of December ſer 
ſaile, and hauing failed (ix or ſeyen leagues, we eſpied cight or cen Saluages abour 
a dead Grampus : ſtill following the ſhore we found two or three more caſt vp by 
the jll weather, many we ſeein the water, therefore wecalled ic Grampms Bay: 
Ships may ride well in ic, bur allcheſhore 1s very ſhallow (lars of ſand; ar laſt ſcuen 
or eight of vs went a ſhore, many fields we ſaw where the Saluages had inhabi- 
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ted, and a buriall place incompatlcd with a Palizado, ſo we returned to our Shal-,

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lop, in the night we heard 2 hideous cry and howling of Wolues and Foxes in 


the morning as we wereready co goe into our Shallop, one of our men being in

The deſcription = Hauingthewind faire, weſailed along thecoaſt 8. or 10, leagues, thinking co

_——_ Cape {«d, for neicher cricke nor Harbour inthis bay we could findezand the wind 
ſo increaſed, our Rudder broke, and our Maſt flew ouer-boord, that we were in 
danger to be caſt away,bur ar laſt ir pleaſed God we werein a harbor we knew nor 
thinking ic one we were acquainted with,this we found to bean Ile where we rid 
that night,and having well viewed the land about ir, and ſounded the Bay to be a 

Harbour for our ſhi pailed with good land, and in it wo faire lles, 
where there is incheir ſeaſons innumerableſtore of all ſorts of fiſh and fowle,good 
water, much plaine land, which hath beene planced; with this newes we recurned 
to our ſhip, and with che nexttaire wind brought her thicher, being buc within 
che lighe of Cod y inthe meane time Goodwife Alderton was delivered of a 

Another Foy ſonne,burdegd borne,. Vpon the 28, of December, ſo many as could wene to 
borne in New- Worke the hull, where we purpoſed co build ourPlacforme for our ordnance, 
which doch command allthe Plaine and the Bay, and from whence wee may 
ſee far into the Sea, and be ex(ily impailed, ſo in the afternoone we wene to mea- 
ſure our the grounds, and diuided our company into 19. families, alotting to eue- 
ry perſon halfe a poule in bredch and chreein length, and ſo we caſt lots where 
every man lie, which weſtaked our, thinking this proportion enough ac 
the firft co impale for lodgings and gardens. 

Two faire Lakes, Francis Billington fromthe top of a tree ſeeing a great water ſome three miles 
from vs in the land, wene with the Maſters Mare,and found ierwo great Lakes of

Alchough there is ſuch plenty of fiſh and fowle 
and wild beaſts, yer axe they fo lalie they will not rake paines to carch it till meere 
hunger conſtraine them, for m rwo or three daies we had ſcarce a meales meas 
whereby we wereſo faint, we were glad co be athome: belides what for the fleas, 
and char howling and Gnging in the night in their houſes, and the Mrkeras 
withour doores,our heads were as hght tor want of (feepe,as our bellics empty for 
want of mear. The next Yoiage we made was in a Shallop wich ten men to Nawfe, 
fxreene miles from vs, to ferch a Boy was loſt in the Woods we heard was there, 
whem Aſpmet cheir King had bedecked like a ſaluage, but very kindly he broughc 
him co vs, and ſo rerurned well to Patayer, | 
Immediatly after the arriuall of che laſtſhip, they ſent another of five and bifry

ſent his wifeas aneſpyto ſee z bur when ſhe percciucdall was well, ſhee cold the 
King aſſaſoyt how Tw/quantum had abuſed hirh, divers Saluages alſo hce had 
cauſed to belecue we would deſtroy them, bur he would doe his beſt o appeaſe 
vs 3 this he did onely co make his Country-men belecue what great power hee 
had with vs to ger bribes on both ſides, ro make peace or warrewhen he would, 
andthe moreto poſſeiſc chem with feare, he perſwaded many we had buricd the 
plague in our ſtore houſe, which wee could ſend when we liſted whicther wee 
would, but at laſt all his knauery being diſcoucred, MMafſaſowat ſent his knife with 
Meſſengers for bis head or him, being his ſubieR ; with miich adoe we appeaſed 
che angry King andthe reft of the Saluages, and freely forgaue Tuſquanram, be. 
cauſe he ſpeaking our language we could not well be without him, :

fioners of our peace,for which he _ ro muther Hohomak ; yet Tokamabames 
went to hith ypoh a rumour he had taken Xaſaſoyt priſoner, ot forced him froti 
his Country, but the other rwo would nor, bur in priuart to ſec if they could heare 
what was become of their King z lodging ar Namaſchet they were diſcoutred to * 
Conbatant, who ſurprized che houſe and tooke Squentom, ſaying, if hee were 
dead the Engliſh had loſt their tobgue 3 Hobomak ſeeing that, and Convatant 
held a knife ac his breſt, being a ſtrong lufty fellow, brake from them and came tg 
New-Plimoth, full of ſorrow tor Squaninm, whom he thought was ſlaine. 

Thenexc day we ſen cen men wich him armedts be revenged of Conbatant, They ſurpriſe 
who conducted vs neere Nameſchet, where wereſted and tefteſhed our ſelues til the Saluages, 
midnight, and then we beſet the houſe as we'hd reſolued z thoſe that entred the 
houſe demanded for Cowbatent, burthe Saluages were halfe dead with feare, we 
charged them not to ſhire, for we camero hurt none but Conbatert, for killi 
Squantzm, ſome of them ſeeking ro eſcape wis wounded, but at laſt perceiving 
our ends, they told vs Conbatant was goneand all hiz men,and Sqnartam was yer 
living,& in che trownezin this hurly burly we diſcharged two peects atrandome, 
which rauch terrified all che inhabitants excepr Squantum and Tokamebamen, 
who though they knew not the end of our c6mng, yer atſured chemſclues of our 
honeſties, that we would nor hurtthem z the women and children hung about 
Hobomak, calling hitn friend, and wheti they ſaw we would hurt no women, the 
young yourhs crycd we are women z to be ſhort, we kept them all, and whileft 
we were ſearching the houſe for Conubatant, H»bomik, had got to the top, and 
called Squantum & Tokamabamon,which came vnto vs accompanied with others, 
ſome armed, others naked, choſe that had bowes wetookerhem from them, pro- 
miſing them againe when ir wasday : the houſe wee tooke for our quarter that 
nighrand diſcharged the priſoners, and the nexc morning wenc to breakfaſt © / 
Squantums houſe z thither cameall chem that laued vs to welcome vs, bur a 
Conbatants faftion was fled, then we made then plainly know the cwſe of our 
comming, & it their King Maſſ«/oyr were not well, we would be reuctiged vpon 
the Narrohigganſets,or any that ſhould doceinjury ro Hobomak ,Sqwantum, or any 
of their friends; as for thoſe were wounded we were ſorry for it, and offercd out 
Surgion ſhould heale them, of this As WA i that wene 

p home 
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home with vs, acco ied with Squavtum, and many other knowne friends, 
that offered vs all che e they could. 

From the Weft of Englandthere is gone ten orewelue ſhips tofiſh, which were 
all well fraughred : thoſe char came firſt ar Bilbow, made ſeuenteene poundalin- 
gle ſhare, belides Beuers, Orcers, and Martins skinnes ; but ſome of cherelt chac 
cameto che ſame ports, that were all ready furniſhed, ſo glutred the marker,thac 
the price was abated, yer all rerurned ſo well contenced, thac they are a prepa- 
ring fo goeagaine, 

is gone from the Weſt Countrey onely to fiſh, fiue and thirtie ſhips, and 
aboutthelalt of Aprill two more from Londow z the one of one hundred tunnes, 
the other of chirtic, with ſome ſixtic Pallengers to ſupply the Plantation. Now 
_— the Twrke and French hath beene ſomewhat coo bulie in taking ourſhips, 
would all the Chriftian Princes betruly at vnitic,as his Royall Maieſtic our Souc- 
raigne King lame; deſireth, ſeuentie Saile of good ſhips were ſufficient co firethe 
moſt of his Coafts in the Leuant, and make ſuch a guard in the Straights of He/- 
lefpent, as would make the Twrke himſclfe mere affraid in (onſtantinople, 
then the ſmalleft Red-Crofle that croſſes the Seas would be, cither of any French 
Pickaronn, or the Pirars of Algere,

And it is nor vaknowneto moſt men 
of yaderftanding, how many of thoſe Collumners hath thoughc chem- 
aq; bong fr, et icted z and yer pay for their pallage tro gacnow 
to Virginie, and 1 feare mee there gocth roo many of choſe, char hath ſhif- 
ed we tg they could no longer ; and they will vie that qualicie there cill they 
Torangethis Countrey of New England in bke manner, Thad but cight, as is 
ſaid, and amongſt their bruit copdicions, I mer many of cheir lilly encounters, 
and[ |. tr chankes, withour any hurt at all ro me, or any with mee, When 
your Weſt-Countrey men were ſo wounded and rormeneed with the Saluages,

Fruits chen planced, and did whatthey could to haue done the like co vs. Aclaſt 

they were cranſported to Wichagaſcuſſer art the Maſſachnſets, where they abuſed 

the Saluages worſe then vs, We having neither Trade, nor ſcarce any thing re- 

maining, God ſenr in one Maſter [ones, and afhip of #:ſtons had beene at CMona- 

bigan among che Fiſher-men, thar for Beuer skinnes and ſuch Merchandize as 

wee had, very well refrelhed vs, though at deere rates. Weſton left alſo his men a 

fmall Barke, and much good prouilion, and o ſer ſaile for England. Then wee 

ioyncd wich chem to crade ro the Sourhward of Cape Cod, twice or thrice wee 

were forced to returne z firſt by che death of their Gouernor ; then the ſickneile 

of Capraine Standiſh. Ar laſt our Gouernor Maſter Bradford vndertooke it him- 
ſelfe ro haue found che patlage berwixt che Shoules and che Maine,then Tuſquan- The death of 
tuw our Pilordicd, ſo chat we returned co the Maſſachu/ets, where we found the 74/45 
rrade ſpoiled, and nothing bur complaincs berwix: the Saluages and che Engliſh, 

At Nawſect we were kindly vicd and had good trade, th we loſt our Barge, 
the Saluages carefully kept both her wracke, and ſome ten Hoſheads of Corne 
threemoneths, and ſo we returned ſome by land, ſome in theſhip. 

Captaine Standiſh being recoucred, wene to ferch chem both, and traded at Tuſquantur ar 
Namasket and Monomete, where the people had the plague, a place much fre- — delired 
quented with Dutch and French, Herethe Sachem pur aman todearh for killing —— 
his fellow art play, wherein chey are ſo violent, chey will play their coats from quellwicth _ 
their backs, andalſotheir wiues, chough many miles from them. Bur our preuifi- Engliſh mens 
on decaying, Standiſþ is ſenc to Mattachift, where they pretended their wonted God-for theirs 
loue z yer ic plainly ap they intended to kill him. Eſcaping thence, wee "® agood God, 
went to Monomete, where we found noching bur bad countenances. Heare one 
Wittawamat a notable villaine, would boaſt how many French and Engliſh hee 
had ſlaine : This Champion preſenting aDaggerto the Sachew Canacum he had 
gorfrom che Engliſh, occaſioned vs to vnderſtand howthey had contriucd to They contriue 
murder allche Engliſh in the Land, bur bauing ſuch a faire oppormnitie , chey ro murderall 
would begin heere wich vs. Their ſcornfull viage made the Captaine ſo paſſio- the Englih. 
nare to appeaſc his anger and choler, their intent made many faire excuſes for (a- 
tisfation : Scar a luſty Saluage, alwaies ſeeming the mot co effeR vs, beſtowed 
on vs the beſt preſents he had wichour any recompence, ſaying; Hee was rich 
enough to beſtow ſuch fauours on hus friends, yer had vadertaken to kill che 
Capraine himſclfe,bur our vigilencies ſo prevented the aduantage they expeed, 
we ſafely recurned, liccle ſuſpetting in him any ſuch treachery, 

During this time a D»tch (hip was driven aſhoreat Maſſaſowat, whoſe King lay The ſicknefle of 
very licke, now becaule it is a generall cuftome chen for all cheir friends co viſic King Maſ4/ancl. 
them : Maſter Fi/low, and Maſter Hamden, with Hahemok for their guide, were 
ſent wich fuch Cordialls as they had to ſalure him; by the way they ſooft heard 
the King was dead, Hahewek would breake forth in thoſe words, My louing $a- 
chem, my louing Sachem, many hauc I knowne, but neuer any likechee, norſhall 
cucr ſceche like amongſt che Saluages zfor he was no lier, nor bloudy and cruell 
like other /»dian:, in anger ſoone reclaimed, he would be ruled by reaſon , not 
ſcorning the aduice of meane men , and gouerned his' men better with a few 
ſtrokes, chen ochers with many : truly lquing where he loued, yea he fearcd wy 
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had not a faichfull friend left awongftall his Countrey-men, ſhewing how oft he 
had reſtrained cheir malice, much more with much paſſion he ſpoke to this pur- 
, till ac laſt we arrived where we found the D#1cbmen but newly gone, and 
the houſe ſo full we could hardly gertin. By their chatmes they diſtempered v3 
that were well, much more him that was ficke, wotncn rubbing him co keepe 
heat in him ; buccheir charmes ended, vnderſtanding of vs, though he had loſt 
his ſighc, his vnderſtanding failed not z bur taking inſlow by the hand, faid, Arr 
thou Fiſlow, Oh inflow, I ſhall neuer ſee chee againe ! FHobamock telling him 
what ratives they had brought, he deſired ro taſte them, with tnuch adoe 
they gor alittle Confexion of many comfortable Conſernes into his mouth, as ic 
deſolued he ſwallowed ir, then deſoluing more of it in warer, they ſcraped his 
tongue, which was al furred & ſwolne,and waſhed his tnouth,andthen gave him 
thore of it ro car, and in his drinke, chat wrought ſuch an alteration in him in 
two or thice hourts, his cies opened to our great contents z with this and ſuch 
broches as they there prouided for him, it pleaſed God he recouered : and thus 
the manner of his licknelſe and cure cauſed no ſmall admiration amougſtchem,
